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The New Copyright Act, 
or How to Get into a Heap 
of Trouble Without Really 
Trying 


On January Ist, 1978, a new Copyright Act will 
go into effect. It is the first revision of 
copyright law since 1909. 


Copyright is perhaps the oldest public policy 
extant in America. Indeed, its origins can be 
traced back to colonial times prior to the 
adoption of the Constitution in 1787. By that 
year, only Delaware of the origina! thirteen 
colonies had failed to establish its own copy- 
right law. When the Constitution was adopted, 
Article 1, Section 8 (which likely was penned 
by James Madison, a person with substantial 
intellectual interests), stated that ‘Congress 
shali have the Power to Promote the Progress of 
Science and Useful Arts, by securing for 
Limited Times to Authors and Inventors the 
Exclusive Right to their respective Writings and 
their Discoveries.” In 1790, Congress passed the 
first national Copyright Act. 


The new law represents the fourth time that 
the Act has been revised. Revising copyright 
law is no mean achievement. The effort to 
revise the Copyright Act of 1909 began around 
1955 and it required more than 20 years to 
attain a resolution. The reason for this uniquely 
lengthy policy process is that copyright is 
extraordinarily complex, is a policy that op- 
erates in a reallocative decision arena {to 
borrow Theodore Lowi's term}, and is, in 
Yehezkel Dror’s sense, a ‘“‘metapolicy,” or one 
that establishes the rules by which other 
policies are made. As a consequence, and as 
Richard ÈE. Cohen, a long-time observer of the 
revision process, has written in the National 
Journal, ‘Congress itself lacked the interest or 
expertise to develop its own solution," while 
“nearly no one in the executive branch has 
given it any attention.”? It is not surprising,

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therefore, that political scientists may not 
know too much about how copyright will 
affect not only the citizenry but themselves as 
well. 


To at least partially rectify this probable 
condition in the discipline, | am taking this 
opportunity to address in limited fashion three 
roles that the political scientist plays in the 
profession which are going to be affected 
substantially by the new copyright act. They 
are the political scientist as author, researcher, 
and teacher. 


The Political Scientist as Author 


Perhaps the sections of the new Copyright Act 
that pertain most directly to the political 
scientist as author are sections 301 and 302. 
Section 302 extends the present term of copy- 
right from 28 years (renewable for a second 
period of 28 years) to the duration of the 
author's lifetime plus 50 years. The intention 
here is to render American copyright law more 
comparable to the copyright laws in most other 
countries. 


Whether or not such an extension of copyright 
duration is in the interest of the general public 
is another question, but it certainly would seem 
to be in the interest of the author. Analysis by 
the Copyright Office, for example, indicates 
that only 15 percent of copyrights are renewed 
for a second 28 year term, so protection for so 
lengthy a period would not seem to be especial- 
ly needed by authors (or, more accurately, by 
copyright owners), although it probably will be 
advantageous to them. 


Section 301 is more complex and even more far 
reaching. It is a pre-emption of “common law 
copyright” and the establishment of a Single 
federal system protecting ail works from the 
time of their creation for a definite term. The 
Register of Copyrights states that this section 
represents “‘the most basic changes to be made 
in the U.S. copyright system since its incep- 
tion.’'3 


Common law copyright traditionally resided 
with the states. Basic to common Jaw copyright 
was the notion of “publication, which tradi- 
tionally served as a practical dividing line 
between common law and statutory (e., fed- 
eral) protection. With the advent of new infor- 
mation technologies in the twentieth century,

however, both the term and the concept of 
publication have lost their significance, and the 
courts have given the notion of publication a 
number of differing interpretations. Hence, 
section 301 is designed to clear up this increas- 
ingly chaotic situation, and to establish uni- 
formity throughout the country. 


The practical effect of section 301 for political 
scientists is that if a scholar were to claim an 
infringement of his or her works in court, then 
he or she could not make a case under the 
amorphous area of common law copyright since 
it no longer will be in existence. The scholar 
would have to base his or her case entirely upon 
the federa! statute. This means that papers 
presented at conferences, and perhaps certain 
computer programs (both of which under the 
new Act would be considered a ‘‘performance’’ 
as opposed to a publication), should be pro- 
tected by the statement that the manuscript or 
the program is designed for “limited publica- 
tion for comment and criticism.” Such a 
statement should protect one’s work from 
entering the public domain, although it is not as 
secure a protection as actually registering one’s 
work in the Copyright Office. 


The public performance or display of a work 
does not of itself constitute “publication” 
under the present Copyright Act, by which is 
meant “the distribution of copies of a work to 
the public by sale or other transfer of owner- 
ship,” including rental, lease, or lending. On 
the other hand, the “offering to distribute 
copies . to a group ... for purposes of 
further distribution, public performance, or 
public display” does constitute publication.’ 
Thus, a statement on the title page of a 
conference paper such as the one suggested 
earlier should provide some protection for the 
author. 


The Political Scientist as Researcher 


At least two sections of the new Copyright Act 
are destined to affect the political scientist as a 
researcher. They are section 117, which deals 
with public policy for computer usage in 
research, and section 107, which considers a 
concept developed over time by the judiciary, 
that of “fair use.” 


Both sections are new and extremely complex. 
Perhaps the more amorphous one is section 
117, which deals with computer research. Ac- 
cording to the latest Senate report on the 
subject, “It has become increasingly apparent 
that in one major area the problems are not 
sufficiently developed for a definitive legislative 
solution. This is the area of computer uses of 
copyrighted works." Section 117, then, is

designed to preserve the status quo and is, in 
effect, a non-policy for computers. Current 
practice permits computer programs to be 
copyrighted and, as of late 1975, 1200 such 
programs had been registered--not a great many 
when one considers that such registrations have 
been permitted since 1964. Under the new Act, 
the rights of the copyright owners would be the 
same as those that pertain to other kinds of 
creative works. 


Section 107 on fair use is considerably more 
specific and has been a major point of conten- 
tion among the interest groups involved in 
revising copyright law. For the first time, the 
judicially evolved doctrine of fair use has been 
incorporated into statute. The courts, tn devel- 
oping the concept, were looking for a safety 
valve to apply to a too-rigid copyright iaw. 
Under the Copyright Act of 1909, it was 
technically illegal to copy extended passages in 
a copyrighted work, even by longhand. Hence, 
the court developed the notion that certain uses 
(e.g., scholarly and research uses) of copy- 
righted works were “fair,” and the current Act 
states the guidelines that should be considered 
in determining whether or not a use is fair. 
These guidelines refer to the “purpose and 
nature of the use’’ (for example, limited use of 
the work for purposes of research); the “nature 
of the copyrighted work” (for example, certain 
books no longer in print likely could be copied 
extensively under the present Act); “the 
amount and substantiality of the material used” 
(for example, if too high a proportion of a 
work were copied, then there could be an 
infringement); and, finally, the ‘‘effect of the 
use on the work's potential market.” This final 
guideline is probably the most important one. 
If a copyright owner can show that his or her 
work’s potential profits have been affected, 
then the user probably is in violation of 
copyright. 


The Political Scientist as Teacher 


Three sections of the new Copyright Act will 
pertain specifically to teaching. They are sec- 
tion 107 on fair use, section 108 on library 
photocopying, and section 110 on “the exemp- 
tions of certain performances and displays.” 


Section 107 states that the fair use of a 
copyrighted work includes copies made “for 
purposes such as criticism, comment, news 
reporting, teaching (including multiple copies 
for classroom use), scholarships, or research,” 
and adds that such uses are “not an infringe- 
ment of copyright.” The reference to teaching 
is extremely significant, as it permits instructors 
to make a number of copies of an entire single

work for distribution to their students. Never- 
theless, caution and reason should be exercised, 
given prohibitions in other parts of the Act 
concerning the impact of copying on a work’s 
potential market and “systematic copying” {to 
be addressed shortly). 


The section on library photocopying also is a 
new addition to American copyright law and 
clearly a reflection of developing technology. 
interestingly, the section deals directly with a 
policy issue that has erupted in the copyright 
dispute of unique significance to political sci- 
ence, and that is the Vanderbilt University 
Television News Archive, which makes video- 
tape recordings of television news programs, 
indexes them, and leases copies of complete 
broadcasts upon the request of scholars, such as 
those in political science or journalism. Clause 
4, subsection f of section 108 specifically was 
inserted by Congress to permit the Vanderbilt 
operation to continue.® 


More important to the profession at large, 
however, are the subsections that specifically 
address the photocopying of copyrighted 
works. While the section is not simple, it is 
reasonably safe to summarize it as permitting 
the copying of single articles from a journal. As 
various House and Senate Reports on copyright 
law revision seem to imply, such use would be 
permitted under the current Act. What is less 
permitted (although this is not clear) is the 
copying of an entire book or journal. What is 
not permitted at all is what is known as 
“systemati¢ copying,” which must be deter- 
mined by circumstances and specific cases. 
"Systematic copying,” of course, also would be 
an infringement in terms of fair use, since it 
would, in theory at least, reduce the potential 
market for a copyrighted work. 


No doubt, we all shall be seeing the prolifera- 
tion of ‘‘Warning of Copyright” notices prom- 
inently displayed by libraries around their 
copying machines. This notice is required by 
the new Act, and its posting effectively lets the 
library and its employees off any litigational 
hooks in terms of some photocopier user who is 
deemed to have violated copyright. 


Also of passing note is the statement, common 
in most books and inserted in the frontispiece 
by publishers, stating in effect that “neither 
this book, nor any part may be reproduced or 
transmitted in any form or by any means 
electronic or mechanical, including photocopy- 
ing, microfilming, and recording, or by any 
information storage and retrieval system with- 
out permission in writing from the publisher.” 
This was a questionable legal statement under 
the Act of 1909 and it is even more question- 
able under the revised Copyright Act, since the 
Act in effect permits the copying of certain

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single works. It should be noted, however, that 
there is still a great deal of judicial interpreta- 
tion that will be forthcoming in terms of 
photocopying. 


Section 110, on the exemption of certain 
performances and displays, also deals with 
teaching in a very specific way. Subsection 110 
(1) exempts from the purvue of copyright the 
performance or display of works “by in- 
structors or pupils in the course of face-to-face 
teaching activities in a non-profit educational 
institution,” when the teaching is occurring *in 
a classroom or a similar place devoted to 
instruction." This subsection protects educators 
and students from infringement suits, and 
distinguishes traditional modes of teaching 
from the new and evolving methods of elec- 
tronic educational transmission. The phrase 
“face-to-face teaching” does not require, ac- 
cording to the latest Senate Report, that “the 
teacher and his student be able to see each 
other, although it does require their simul- 
taneous presence in the same general place.’ 
Section 110 also has relevance to computer 
usage in terms of research in that the com- 
puter’s output is considered a “display”? or 
“performance” in copyright parlance. 


Conclusion 


This all-too-brief discourse on the new Copy- 
right Act is extremely selective and should not 
be taken as by any means a comprehensive one. 
This review gives only a rough indication of the 
enormous significance of copyright as a public 
policy. As a policy it is unique. It is the major 
public policy dealing with the management of 
knowledge in society. The American Political 
Science Association has recognized its im- 
portance and through its Committee on Ethics 
and Academic Freedom, is negotiating with the 
Association of American Publishers over reprint 
rights and related matters. This recognition, 
however, by APSA is not usual, as relatively 
few citizens of any professiona! allegiance have 
recognized the importance of copyright law on 
their day-to-day operations. As Barbara Ringer, 
the nation’s Register of Copyrights, observed in 
her 1974 Bowker Memorial Lecture, “The 
Demonology of Copyright": “In a religions 
sense, it is man’s creative acts that bring him 
closest to the Godhead, and it is precisely these 
acts that copyright is concerned with.’ 4

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Portents and Prospects: 
Graduate Study and 
the Profession 


The supply of Ph.D. levei political scientists is 
astonishingly and ominously out of phase with 
prospective demand. Drastic changes in our 
graduate enterprises are inevitable. Some will be 
deliberate. Others will be forced upon us by 
uncontrollable events. 


What Do the Numbers Show?! 


Concerning Supply. About 5000 new political 
science doctorates were granted between 
1969-70 and 1975-76. In the same period 
11,927 students embarked upon Ph.D. pro- 
grams; 1443 were admitted in 1974-75, and 
another 1174 in 1975-76. 6150 graduate stu- 
dents were active in American Ph.D. programs 
in 1975-76. 


Back in the 1950s and 60s, 46% of those who 
entered our Ph.D. programs completed their 
work within five to eight years. Between 75% 
and 85% of them sought or desired academic 
employment. 


If the same ratios applied to the Ph.D. starters 
for 1969-70 through 1975-76, then as many as 
5500 more Ph.D.s could appear on the scene 
between 1974 and 1984, more than 4000 of 
them seeking academic employment. A relative- 
ly high percentage would be women. 


In 1975 women held only 11% of the regular 
faculty appointments in political science. But 
they comprised 18% of the 1975 “placement 
class,” 14% of the 1976 placement class, and 
24% of the active participants in Ph.D. pro- 
grams during 1975-76 (compared with a figure 
of about 7% for minorities). 


it is unlikely that the ratios of the past will fit 
the future. There are limits to human credulity 
and optimism. The number of persons begin- 
ning political science Ph.D. programs is declin- 
ing. In 1975-76 it was 47% below the 1969-70 
level. Even so, some of the 1100-odd_ in- 
dividuals who started Ph.D. programs last year 
must expect to finish their degrees and practice 
their profession. 


Concerning Demand. The NSF estimates that 
there are in the United States about 7500

“active” academic political scientists with 
Ph.D.s. The APSA indicates that we have 
approximately 8000 fuli-time political science 
faculty; 1400 part-time political science facul- 
ty; and 1000 other  professionals—admin- 
istrators, faculty in departments outside politi- 
cal science, and research associates. 


So about 9000 full-time academic jobs are 
being filled by political scientists. That number 
is not likely to grow, and attrition will produce 
few facancies in the next 10 to 20 years. As a 
group political scientists are young-only 63 of 
our number died or retired in 1975-76. Would- 
be entrants into the academic marketpiace 
between now and 1984 could easily equal more 
than a third of all the existing full-time 
academic positions—even if no new graduate 
students were admitted after 1976 and the 
number of academic jobs did not decline.? 
What about non-academic jobs? The situation is 
neither clear nor encouraging. Only 5.5% of the 
persons listed in the current APSA directory are 
shown as holding government jobs—about 650 
people. If they represent only 10% of the 
professional jobs for Ph.D.s in political science, 
this pool is not large in comparison with the 
emerging numbers of job candidates. 


The 1975 Placement Experience. \n 1975 a 
survey of Ph.D.-awarding departments showed 
that “1000 firm candidates”? and 425 ‘lower 
priority candidates” sought jobs. Six hundred 
and eighty were placed. 


Of the 1000, almost a third had been on the 
market in one or more prior years. Fourteen 
percent of them found professional jobs outside 
of academia. Of 585 academic placements, 175 
were temporary—only 410 were not. 


75% of the “firm” women candidates were 
placed—one-fourth in temporary jobs. 


66% of the men were placed, almost a third of 
them in temporary jobs, 


90% of those seeking posts in the field of 
state/local/urban government were placed, but 
only 54% of those in political theory. 


In summary, of as many as 1425 job candi- 
dates, 410 obtained apparent tenure-track ap- 
pointments—about 28%. 


The 1976 Placement Experience. in 1976 the 
number of “firm” candidates increased by 
about 13 percent, from 1000 to 1135. A full

third of the people represented by these num- 
bers had previously been in the job market. 
Again 14 percent found non-academic jobs. Of 
650 academic plécements, 32 percent were in 
temporary positions. Less than 38 percent of 
the “firm” job candidates moved into apparent 
tenure-track posit ons. 


Twenty percent of all persons placed were 
women, although women comprised only 14 
percent of the candidate pool. 


Placement success was greatest for method- 
ology majors (81%). Political theory remained 
at the bottom of the list by fields of specializa- 
tion, with 53% of its candidates placed. 


More than half the placements were into 
departments with graduate programs. Only five 
percent were inta undergraduate social science 
departments and two-year colleges. 


Thomas Mann estimates that as many as 600 
of the 1975-76 job candidates will be in the 
market once again in 1976-77. They will be 
joined by at least an equal number of new 
entrants. 


The Producers 


About 115 departments in the U.S. are author- 
ized to grant Ph.D.s in political science, but 
nearly a third of the degrees are granted by 9 or 
10 schools. Fewe- than 40 departments pro- 
duce 75 percent cf the political scientists now 
entering the job market. 


All of the universities which grant Ph.D.s in 
political science have a total of about 2800 
faculty members. The major producers of 
Ph.D.s have, among them, probably less than 
2000. If these faculties averaged a turnover of 
10% a year—whicn they do not-—they would 
open up only 200 positions a year. 


Our graduate programs can be viewed as a 
“system” which is generating a magnificently 
redundant output. It is not a managed system. 
The relevant decisions are made at the sub- 
system level, within limits set by resources. 


Among the individual departments and schools 
with institutional commitments to graduate 
education in political science, inertia tends to 
be reinforced by salf-assurance: “Despite what 
is happening in the profession at large, we can 
probably place a good share of our own special 
breed of students, who, after all, come at their 
own risk. We are, of course, cutting back on 
admissions and tightening standards. But the 
evidence of the pastor some selective part of 
it—indicates that trings have a way of working 
out, so let us rot be too compelled by 
Mephistophelian numbers.” There is no likeli- 
hood of an adequaze, comprehensive, managed 
response to the situation which confronts us. 


The Prospects 


A most likely prcspect is a large decline in 
political science graduate enrollments, much of 
it in the form of withdrawals. in some large, 
graduate-oriented departments a diminishing 
supply of graduate students will shift some 


additional teaching responsibilities to the facul- 
ties. 


Over time, the Ph.D. programs of smaller and 
less prestigious departments will tend to be 
somewhat more vulnerable than those of the 
big producers in the murderous competition for 
jobs and its effects. Note, however, that the 
smaller and less prestigious departments fared 
as well as the average in the 1975-76 placement 
lottery. They tend to serve a distinctive aca- 
demic market, and not all of the impact of 
dwindling demand will fall upon these schools. 
Innovations will continue to occur, including 
specialized programs and schools focusing upon 
public policy and public administration. Be- 
tween 1972 and 1974 enrollments in such 
graduate programs grew from 8200 to 20,800 
students. 


This has been creating some jobs for political 
scientists, but the cream of the public policy 
enterprise has been skimmed. Before 1984 
products of these specialized schools will be 
competing with political science graduates for 
non-academic positions and academic ones as 
well. Meanwhile, graduate departments of poli- 
tical science will try to enlarge the range of 
non-academic employment opportunities for 
their students. 


Assuming a continuing emphasis on affirmative 
action, jobs for white males will be particularly 
scarce. Female and minority group job candi- 
dates could probably fill all of the openings in 
the academic marketplace in the next eight 
years. 


There will be pressures for “early retirement” 
within universities, especially if the situation in 
political science is duplicated in other dis- 
ciplines, as seems to be the case. 


There will be increased efforts to generate 
research support and service functions, in order 
to create employment for advanced graduate 
and “post doctoral” persons, although political 
science has not established a distinguished 
record in capturing research funds, if NSF 
funding is a valid index. 


There will be some tendency to stretch out the 
duration of graduate programs: admissions stan- 
dards will rise as admissions levels plunge. 


There will continue to be a pool of “tem- 
poraries,’”’ persons appointed to non-tenure jobs 
and in most cases gradually squeezed out of the 
academic profession. 


Tendencies for graduate students to organize in 
their own defense will not abate; and graduate 
programs will become increasingly formalized. 
There will be a rising emphasis on “relevance” 
in a discipline not infrequently censured as 
being “‘.. . severely alienated from the reality it 
purports to study.''4

Portents and Prospects 


There will be other changes, too, in response to 
the enormous redundance of our present capa- 
city to produce Ph.D.s in political science. The 
years ahead will be interesting—in the sense of 
that ancient Chinese curse: "May you live in 
interesting times,”

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Nonacademic Careers 
for Political Scientists 


We are hearing a great deal these days about a 
declining marketplace for our Ph.D.s. The 
evidence collected by the American Political 
Science Association and many of its sister 
disciplines is clear: The number of academic 
jobs is declining. Yet, despite reductions in 
graduate enrollments, the more than 110 de- 
partments of political science which grant 
doctorates produced over 765 Ph.D.s in 1974. 


What might be done to solve the problem of 
this imbalance? One proposal recommends dis- 
mantling many of our doctoral programs. | have 
mixed feelings about this. The argument that 
only the most distinguished departments should 
continue to grant Ph.D.s, because only they 
produce a marketable product, is fallacious. In 
my experience, the most distinguished depart- 
ments have no better record in placing their 
doctorates than those which are less dis- 
tinguished. | have been involved personally in 
program reviews at a number of institutions of 
various prestige levels, and { have found that 
some of the ‘so-called’? marginal programs do 
extremely well in placement. They have con- 
tacts and they understand a category of institu- 
tions which regard their Ph.D.s and M.A.s as 
more appropriate to their needs than products 
of so-called distinguished programs. They have 
done a very respectable job in placing their 
people. 


A second proposal for dealing with the market 
problem is to reduce the size of programs. I can 
certainly identify with this proposal; yet it 
addresses only part of the problem. 

A third proposal, not necessarily contradictory 
to the second, is that departments seek alterna- 
tive sources of placement for their graduates 
rather than depending exclusively on an aca- 
demic job market. 


To some, this smacks of an effort at disci- 
plinary survival similar to the mission change of 
the Polio Foundation when its original aim was 
fulfilled a number of years ago. Supporters of 
this approach argue that we are tooled up to 
produce a large number of Ph.D.s every year 
and we do a very good job at it. It would be 
very costly to dismantie our programs, and 
difficult to determine which to discontinue. 
Therefore, the argument continues, let us find 
other outlets for our graduates. A good case can

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be made for this position. A high quality 
political science department needs to maintain 
the academic spread and balance that only a 
Ph.D. program can sustain. Abolition of the 
doctoral program in a department might lead to 
destruction of the well-balanced group of 
specialists deemed the norm for first quality 
departments. Doctoral programs are also per- 
ceived as necessary to ward off pressures to 
limit departmental programs to service courses 
and narrow undergraduate majors. 


There are more convincing reasons for main- 
taining our doctoral programs. Our society 
needs their products. In addition to training 
academics, a strong case can be made for the 
more extensive use of political scientists in 
nonacademic settings. in his excellent report, 
Career Alternatives for Political Scientists, Tom 
Mann has outlined a number of such career 
possibilities. These include jobs in federal, state 
and local executive agencies of government; in 
legislative staff units; in international organiza- 
tions; in interest groups; research organizations 
and the media; and in business and industrial 
firms. He describes these options and offers 
advice on ways to obtain positions. So far the 
track record has not been very good. Political 
scientists are seen as useful in academe. They 
are sometimes sought for legislative staff assiqn- 
ments. During election campaigns they tend to 
be called on either for the explanation or 
prediction of electoral outcomes. Beyond this, 
jobs for political scientists are currently scarce. 


Part of the problem is that the work and 
training of political scientists, in all their 
variations, are not fully understood by those 
who might make use of people trained in our 
discipline. Economists are hired not just by 
academic institutions, but by many federal 
executive agencies, by most business firms of 
any substantial size, as well as banks and 
numerous international agencies. Economists 
have competencies that political scientists do 
not. Yet, most young political scientists today 
have training and skills in both quantitative 
methods and in the substance of politics which 
can be extraordinarily useful in a variety of 
occupational settings. 


Currently there is no title in the federal civil 
service structure to identify political science as 
a distinct job category. There are job descrip- 
tions for economists, and others for psycholo- 
gists, but the best we political scientists can do 
is to fit within the general rubric called "social 
scientists,” or to obtain appointments in policy 
fields where political scientists qualify because 
they have substantive policy area knowledge. 
Some of my colleagues on the APSA Depart- 
mental Services Committee have recommended 


that we try to change this condition, by urging 
the Civil Service Commission to define a cate- 
gory called “political scientist.” But we are 
reluctant to describe the specific skills this 
categorization would entail. We have common 
methodological skills and we certainly do have 
a common subject matter, yet we are exces- 
sively modest in asserting the value of those 
skills and that knowledge. 


News media treatment of the recent presi- 
dential campaign illustrates both a need and an 
opportunity for using some of our talents. The 
media analyses of the campaign debates were 
extraordinarily shallow. Such shallowness stems 
in part from the fear of many media people 
that unguarded and perceptive analyses might 
influence voters and lead to accusations of 
non-neutrality or non-objectivity. But the prob- 
lem is more serious: The prime strengths of the 
on-camera people of the major television net- 
works are show-business talent and/or speaking 
style. Even the better trained working journal- 
ists are not highly skilled in understanding the 
complexities associated with the political pro- 
cess. | am not sure that we can convince the 
media to include political scientists among their 
on-camera people, but the media can surely 
afford to hire international relations specialists, 
electoral behavior specialists, and public policy 
analysts as writers and advisors. The importance 
of the news media as describers and interpreters 
of our politics must be matched by a profes- 
sional competence which is so far all too 
lacking. 


Similarly, large industrial firms would be well 
advised to have on their staffs individuals with a 
sophisticated grasp of local, state, and national 
political processes and policies. Multi-national 
corporations could and should benefit from the 
‘presence of political scientists with skills in 
policy areas such as foreign policy, national 
security policy, energy policy, population poli- 
cy, etc. None of this has been happening to any 
significant extent. 

It is easy to blame potential employers for their 
ignorance, but part of the problem lies with us. 
Our programs are geared to train academic 
people. We socialize our graduate students to 
look like us. And we do not have good contacts 
for placement outside of academe. We need to 
change both the processes of socialization and 
placement. These needs have been discussed in 
American Political Science Association commit- 
tee meetings and some activity is underway. 
The president of the Association has been 
directed to create a new committee on the 
future utilization of political scientists. A major 
task of this Committee will be to find ways to 
encourage nonacademic placement. This may 
help somewhat. 


The main problem, however, lies in those 
departments which grant doctorates: We have 
not yet adequately informed new Ph.D. candi- 
dates of alternative career possibilities. Our 
training has emphasized teaching and scholar- 
ship to the exclusion of other possible career 
patterns for which we can prepare students. We 
need to aiter our programs somewhat, to allow 


our students to move comfortably into a 
variety of policy areas. They need good training 
in quantitative methodology, but they also 
need to learn more about such fields as trans- 
portation, welfare, foreign policy, national 
security policy, and the whole gamut of policy 
areas such as energy, population, etc. 


At Penn State we have a number of policy 
related institutes, such as science policy, en- 
vironmental policy, transportation, land and 
water resources, air environment, and so on. 
Relatively few of our graduate students have 
taken advantage of the opportunity to work 
and learn in these centers, and then to enter the 
field with knowledge of a substantive policy 
area as well as knowledge of policy analysis and 
a basic understanding of the political process. 
This is a combination currently uncommon to 
political scientists. 


We must also do a better job in placement. 
Most of us in Ph.D.-granting institutions know 
our colleagues at other universities and colleges, 
both nationally and regionally. We are able to 
nominate our Ph.D.s for jobs in such institu- 
tions, on the basis of a rapport which carries 
weight when we describe the talents of our 
candidates. Our rapport with state and local 
governments is uneven. Some of us have con- 
tacts in our state capitals, some access to the 
legislative process, and sometimes to the gov- 
ernor’s office and a few executive agencies. 
Others have some federal government contacts, 
A few have links with political parties and 
research organizations. None of us has very good 
contacts with industry or any other segment of 
the private sector. Indeed, we have snubbed 
these outlets for employment. Yet all of them, 
including the media, represent potentially ex- 
cellent opportunities for our Ph.D.s. 


We must recognize that there is going to be a 
continuing decline in the academic market for 
political scientists. This, however, is not the 
main issue. The main issue is that we do not 
have the same professional confidence in our 
discipline that economists, psychologists, and 
some other disciplines have. If we had that 
confidence we would be prepared to say to 
industry, to government and to others, hire 
political scientists; they have a unique contribu- 
tion to make. We do have a needed mission; | 
see an appalling lack of political sophisitcation 
among governing officials in policy areas in 
both the private and public sectors. All of them 
can make good use of staff members with skills 
in political science. So as we continue to reduce 
our Ph.D. output, we should be broadening the 
occupational horizons of those we do produce. 


As we expand the population of political 
scientists in nonacademic settings we ourselves 
may benefit. The greater movement of political 
scientists in and out of academic activities can 
work to the mutual advantage of both the 
“real” world and the “ivory tower." Academic 
political scientists in the 1930s and 1940s made 
great public service contributions. Such efforts 
have been much neglected in recent years, 
partly because of the dwindling scope of our 
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interactions with the work-a-day world of 
politics and policy. Political scientists whose 
main occupation concerns “real world” activi- 
ties can contribute much to the academic 
enterprise in the years ahead.

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Doctoral Output in Political 
Science-Tables for 1973-76 


The tables that follow together with those that 
appeared in the Fall, 1972 issue of PS give some 
roughly comparable data on Ph.D. output in 
political science for seven years.! Perhaps, the 
most important change in the new data is the 
contrast between the 1975 and 1976 totals, 
Output fell by 77. The drop was accounted for 
mostly by decreases in the figures for the three 
sub-fields of Foreign and Cross-National Poli- 
tical Institutions and Behavior; International 
Law, Organization and Politics; and U.S. Poli- 
tical Institutions, Processes and Behavior. 

The most important changes in the presentation 
between this and the earlier article are these: 
first, the division of former Table t into Table 
IA and IB, each covering only two years. This 
change was required by the new classification 
of dissertation topics that began in 1975.2 That 
year two of the earlier categories were 
dropped—Constitutional and Administrative 
Law in the United States, and Canadian Gov- 
ernment and Politics. Three new categories 
were added~—Methodology; Political Stability, 
Instability and Change; and Public Policy: 
Formation and Content. Three were altered in 
both scope and terminology—Political Theory; 
Foreign and Cross-National Institutions and 
Behavior; and U.S. Political Institutions, Pro- 
cesses and Behavior. Only two were unaltered— 
Public Administration; and international Law, 
Organization and Politics. Given these changes, 
no confident comparisons can be made between 
any of the sub-field categories of the present 
and the past, though the two unaltered cate- 
gories may allow for rough comparisons. 


The second change in presentation is the 
shortening of Tables IA and IB below so that 
only the total output and output in each 
subfield are given. The luxury of space available 
to PS in 1972 permitted the devotion of three 
full pages to detailing the number of graduates 
of each and every school by subfield. Alas, such 
luxury is no longer possible. This sacrifice was 
made the more necessary because the introduc- 
tion of different subfields two years ago would 
have required two such lengthy tables—six 
pages~for the years covered here. (If the reader 
wishes to obtain two tables comparable to that 
found in the earlier article, please write to the 
American Political Science Association office in 
care of Walter Beach.)

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Table ||, which like Table V includes earlier 
data, shows relative stability in total deqrees 
awarded between 1971 and 1975, but the sharp 
drop of 1976 may be large enough to suggest 
lower output in the future. Table Il! shows a 
trend compared to the earlier comparable table 
for more departments to award the highest 
earned degree, but it hints that the upward 
movement may have stopped. The reason Table 
IV uses the nine largest producers rather than 
some other number is that for seven years there 
were no ties at that number that presented any 
problem while there were ties at higher num- 
bers. Happily, the nine makeup about 10 
percent of schools awarding degrees. 


For all totals an important caution is in order. 
A few departments fail to send their data to PS 
or fail to get it in on time. Where an absence of 
degrees awarded for some year seemed odd and 
where the department at issue was normally a 
large producer, | wrote to find if in fact any 
degrees were awarded that year.? In every case, 


` the department had graduated some students. 


These additions have been included, but since | 
did not write to all departments which claimed 
no graduates, it is certain that the total output 
of Ph.D.s in our discipline and the number of 
departments involved is larger than indicated. 


How much larger should the grand totals be? 
The answer varies widely from year to year. 
Relying on the National Research Council's 
annual survey of earned doctorates, the dif- 
ferences range from five percent in 1971 to a 
whopping 21 percent in 1973, when its figures 
show 906 graduates compared to PS's 748. 
Unhappily, the Council’s data do not break 
down totals into our discipline’s subfields.* 


As to quality—that elusive issue is raised in a 
now simplified Table V. Boidiy assuming the 
classification of departments into ‘“Dis- 
tinguished” and ‘Strong’ in 1970 had some 
validity then, hesitantly assuming that such 
departments turn out superior graduates on the 
average and rashly assuming that the evaluation

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of departments in 1970 has some meaning 
today, we see that in raw numbers the disci- 
pline is still turning out about the same 
quantity of “distinguished”’ and “‘strong"’ grad- 
uates as in earlier years. Since that is true, what 
matter if the percentage of such graduates has 
declined since 1968? Presumably, more 
“second class” graduates with the Ph.D. degree 
are a useful addition to political science as long 
as the supply of “first class” graduates con- 
tinues. This, of course, requires another worri- 
some assumption-~—i.e., that the "second class” 
graduates do not succeed in grabbing off the 
jobs that the “first class” graduates might fill as 


an alternative to unemployment or to leaving 
their high calling.”

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Report on the 1976 Annual 
Meeting, and a 
Twenty Year Review 


The 77nd Annual Meeting, held at the Palmer 
House in Chicago on September 2 through 5, 
featured 295 panels, meetings, and receptions— 
an all-time high. As has been the case since the 
1974 Meeting, there were more functions spon- 
sored by APSA and unaffiliated groups than by 
the Official Program Committee. Judging by 
preliminary plans for the 1977 Annual Meeting, 
this trend is likely to continue, and will only be 
limited by the meeting rooms available at the 
hotels. During most two-hour periods in Chi- 
cago last year, one had 15 to 18 meetings to 
choose among. 


For the first time in many years, the official 
program was organized around a theme, Presi- 
dent James MacGregor Burns and his Program 
Co-chairpersons, Frances Fox Piven and Benja- 
min R. Barber, honored the nation’s Bicenten- 
nium with three plenary sessions and a se- 
quence of panels under the rubric “A Bicenten- 
nial Critique.” Despite a somewhat lower regis- 
tration than expected (2295), the plenary 
sessions were very well attended, with between 
500 and 650 at each. The first, on Thursday 
evening, featured George McGovern, Robert A. 
Dahi, and Samuel Bowles on “The American 
Future: Pluralism?” On Friday evening Michael 
Harrington, Paul Sweezy and C. N. Macpherson 
discussed “The American Future: Socialism?” 
And on Saturday evening the topic ‘The 
American Future: imperialism?" was explored 
by Richard Falk, Walt W. Rostow, and Howard 
Zinn. 


Attendance at the panels in the Bicentennial! 
Sequence (“B'’) and the Regular Sequence 
(“R”) is shown in Table 1, where the sections 
are listed in order of attendance from highest to 
lowest. Table 1A gives attendance figures for 
sessions sponsored by the Association and by 
unaffiliated groups. Table 2 lists the panels at- 
tended by more than 100 people. 


The only experimental aspect of the 1976 
Annual Meeting~the Final Program format 
was deemed on the whole a failure. in an effort 
to save money, we printed the program on 
newsprint in an 11 by 14 tabloid that ran 56 
pages. It was certainly a great deal cheaper, but 
most people at the Meeting found it awkward 
to use and difficult to read. It also presents an 
archival problem. The 1977 Program will, there- 
fore, be in the traditional format. 


There is quite a bit of “common knowledge” 
about the changing character of Annual Meet- 
ing participation, about the number of sessions

held during the four days and about the 
number of people involved. People who are 
frequent attendees at Annual Meetings know 
that they are much larger: more meetings 
sponsored by unaffiliated groups, and more 
people participating in the official program. 
More important, they know that participation 
has become more broadly based. In an attempt 
to document these assumptions, | surveyed 
participation in meetings for the past 20 years, 
and found to no one’s surprise that “common 
knowledge” is right, as far as it goes. Table 3 
and Figure 1 show that the number of institu- 
tions represented by participants on the official 
program has doubled in the past 20 years. One 
of the more interesting facts shown in Table 6 
is that while the total number of people on the 
official program has also doubled, the propor- 
tion from Ph.D.-granting schools has remained 
about the same. Furthermore, when the num- 
ber of people from the “top ten” each year 
(Table 7) is totaled, their proportion of the 
official program participation shows no trend 
toward an increase or a decrease (Table 9). In 
other words, the only way to broaden the base 
of institutional participation is by increasing 
the size of the program. 


Table 10 provides, among other things, a 
demonstration of the dramatically increased 
number of events not on the official program 
and the number of people participating in 
them. 


The accuracy of the statistics in the preceding 
Tables bears some discussion. The numbers are 
all derived from what was printed in the Final 
Programs, and there are several ways in which 
the Final Programs can be inaccurate. Institu- 
tional affiliations can be wrong because a panel 
chairperson provided the wrong information for 
a panelist. Practices vary; some people who are 
visiting an institution for a year list that 
institution as their affiliation, while others in 
the same situation list their “home” institution. 
And of course one cannot ignore the possibility 
that in counting some 10,000 institutions | 
counted at least one or two erroneously. The 
statistics on the numbers of Association-spon- 
sored and courtesy group-sponsored sessions are 
vulnerable too. Until recent years, the Programs 
are not always clear about the sponsorship of 
some meetings. Furthermore, there have always 
been at least a handful of meetings not listed at 
ali, because they were not open to general 
attend ance. 


Nonetheless, these Tables will be augmented by 
future years’ statistics, and any suggestions for 
other types of analyses are welcome.

{in 1971 the American Political Science Associa- 
tion formed a Scientific Information Exchange 
Committee to identify information problems in 
the discipline and to design systems and activi- 
ties that would help to provide political scien- 
tists with information that they need for their 
bibliographic and research interests. The activi- 
ties of that committee, and the active participa- 
tion of more than 400 persons, have now led to 
a number of concrete results which should help 
political scientists find bibliographic and docu- 
mentary information of value to them. 


The products of these activities are threefold: 
The Political Science Thesaurus (American Po- 
litical Science Association, 1975); United States 
Political Science Documents (annual publica- 
tion, University Center for international Stu- 
dies—the 1975 volume published in 1976), and 
United States Political Science information 
Service, a question answering service. 


The Political Science Thesaurus is one of the 
underpinnings of an information system for 
political science. The Thesaurus serves as a 
terminology control device for the description 
and retrieval of documents. In the creation of 
this Thesaurus more than 300 political scien- 
tists scanned copies of selected periodical pub- 
fications and underlined each word or term 
which they felt were important. These candi- 
date terms were then processed through a 
linguistic roadmap which separated the terms 
into (1) devices, (2) process/method tech- 
niques, (3) prescriptive statements, (4) ideolo- 
gies/beliefs, (5) characteristics/properties, (6) 
roles/positions, and (7) institutions/structures. 
Hierarchial and collateral relationships among 
the terms were developed. Finally 5,271 main 
entry terms and their relationships were 
brought together into a Thesaurus which de- 
scribes not the structure of political science but 
the language used by political scientists. The 
Thesaurus is a behavioral rather than a struc- 
tural instrument. 


The Political Science Thesaurus is useful to 
political scientists in organizing their individual 
files on a subject-oriented basis; it is useful to 
the individual political scientist in developing 
indexes; it is critical to the development of a 
political science information service. 


The development of a political science informa- 
tion service required the development of a 
Thesaurus. It required much more including a 
facility in which this service could be designed, 
tested, implemented and evaluated.

social and policy science have begun to feel in 
recent years—the information explosion. It is 
no longer possible for an individual to keep up 
with the growing corpus of available literature, 
and this impossibility is compounded by the 
realization that significant research results are 
going undetected. United States Political Sci- 
ence Documents is an annual publication whose 
sole purpose is to direct the user quickly and 
informatively to journal articles which are 
relevant to the users’ research and teaching. 
Publications like USPSD should do two main 
things. First, they should enable readers to 
identify articles of possible relevance quickly 
and in a way that is in tune with the things ona 
person's mind while searching for literature. 
Secondly, they should provide sufficient infor- 
mation about a document so that readers can 
make reasoned judgments as to whether or not 
a document should be looked up in the original 
publication. 


In USPSD the identification of articles of 
possible relevance is accomplished by consult- 
ing one or more of its five indexes: authors, 
subjects, geographic areas, proper names (such 
as Organizations, laws, sub-national geographic 
areas), and journals. A reader of USPSD, then, 
can search for literature written by a specific 
author, devoted to a specific subject (such as 
“political socialization’), concerning a specific 
geographic area (such as “Southeastern Asia”), 
discussing a specific organization (such as the 
“Department of Defense"), or published in a 
specific journal. 


The provision of information which can be used 
to decide whether or not a document should be 
looked up is accomplished in USPSD through 
an in-depth document description scheme. This 
scheme furnishes as many as nine separate items 
of information about a document: author(s), 
titie, journal citation, abstract of contents, 
names of special features (figures, tables, etc.), 
names of cited persons, key subject descriptors, 
key geographic area descriptors, and proper 
names. 


USPSD is published in two separate parts. The 
first part contains the five indexes and the 
second part contains the document descrip- 
tions. Each entry in the indexes supplies the 
name(s) of an article’s author(s}, its title, and 
its complete journal citation. Each entry also 
supplies a document accession number through 
which the full description of a document can be 
found in the second part (where the document 
descriptions are listed in ascending sequence by 
document number). This two part structure of 
USPSD is illustrated in the accompanying 
diagram.

Additional groups 
of secondary filas maintained by the Labora- 
tory will also be searched including a 13,000 
bibliographic computerized file of /nternational 
Political Science Abstracts and the ERIC files 
(Resources in Education, and Current index to 
Journals in Education). This means that a 
requested literattre review can draw upon some 
250,000 bibliographic documents.

This contact rescits in a discussion between a 
USPSIS political scientist and the client to 
verify a research topic. The topic is then 
discussed between the political scientist and a 
USPSIS retrieval specialist. The retrieval special- 
ist runs the searzhes and analyzes the results

with the political scientist. When all possibie 
leads for searching the topic have been exhaust- 
ed, the complete results are mailed.

With little support a dedicated group of politi- 
cal scientists and information specialists have 
been able to design and implement an informa- 
tion service for political science. 


Yet, we are still frustrated. The system in its 
present format is only a partial answer to the 
needs for access to political science literature. It 
contains only journals, and ignores such litera- 
ture as books, convention papers, and descrip- 
tions of data sets; and it is ethnocentric, 
containing only articles from 120 journals 
published in the United States. 

lt is our intention over the next few years to 
remedy these deficiencies. We hope to expand 
our coverage relatively soon; and we have 
discussed with other Centers in many countries 
the inclusion of their materials in our format 
for joint access. We believe that after having 
come so far with so little funds, we will be able 
to improve the system.

The Council met August 31 and September 1, 
1976, at the Palmer House Hotel, Chicago, 
litinois.

APSR Backlog 


The Editor-Elect, Charles O. Jones, submitted 
to the Council a proposal that, in order to 
eliminate the backlog, the book review section 
be temporarily printed in tabloid format and 
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distributed separately from the Review. Patter- 
son moved that tnis format be adopted. Jacob 
offered an amencment that book reviews tem- 
porarily be published in tabloid form as soon as 
possible with such publication to be reviewed in 
1978. Patterson accepted the amendment. The 
motion was approved without objection. 


Aiker moved that for this trial period the 
Association shocid distribute microfilm or 
microfiche copies of the tabloid free of charge 
to any institutioral members who wish them. 
Elazar offered an amendment to make the 
motion to distribute microfilm, microfiche or 
some other permanent copy. Alker accepted 
the amendment. The motion was approved 
without objection 


Piven suggested trat the subscription list of the 
APSR be polled a5 to preferences in alternative 
ways of formatting book reviews and articles 
and to include other questions of importance to 
the Association. Kirkpatrick noted that plans 
are under way dready for a survey of the 
membership designed to evaluate the education 
programs, and efforts will be made to include 
questions relating to matters raised by Piven. 


Aiker moved that the Council strongly recom- 
mend to the Editor-Elect of the Review that all 
people submittinc articles or reviews for con- 
sideration be informed of the possible change in 
format of Association publications. Binder sug- 
gested that if there is a substantial change in 
format, authors whose articles have been ac- 
cepted could withdraw their articles. James 
David Barber moved to refer this matter to the 
Program Developraent Committee and that the 
Committee be ask2d to report back to the next 
meeting of the Council. The Barber motion was 
passed by a show of hands vote: 9 approved, 6 
opposed. 


Payment of Honoraria and/or Expenses 
to Speakers on the 
Annual Meeting Program 


The Council reviewed the following proposed 
policy concerning payment of honoraria: 


In general, it has been the custom of APSA 
that no honoraria or expenses be paid to 
persons appearing on the APSA Annual 
Meeting Progran. it is permitted, however, 
that for plena-y sessions or other special 
programs, expe rses, but not honoraria, may 
be paid to a speaker or speakers when 
approved by the Prasident, Treasurer and 
Program Chairperson and when such pay- 
ment can be made from the budget approved 
by the Council for the Program Committee. 
Burns advised the Council that the Admin- 
istrative Committee had considered this pro- 
posed policy and recommended that, in light of 
actual cost of its work in the last several years, 
the Program Committee be given a more real- 
istic budget and authority to allocate the funds 
in that budget a it sees fit, including the 
payment of travel and honoraria for speakers. 
Rosenau offered an amendment that honoraria 
be prohibited for Association Annual Meetings. 
The Rosenau amendment was adopted by a 


show of hands vote: 10 approved, 8 opposed. 
The motion, as amended, was approved by a 
voice vote. 


The Counci! thanked Professors Barber and 
Piven for their work on the 1976 Program 
Committee. 


ERA Resolution 


Nesvold moved that the Council adopt a policy 
of holding conventions only in states that have 
ratified the Equa! Rights Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution, the policy to remain in 
effect until the Amendment becomes part of 
the Constitution or the time period for ratifica- 
tion expires. She noted that Judith Stiehm, 
who sponsored the ERA Resolution, requested 
that, if the Council failed to adopt a resolution, 
the matter be considered by the Annua! Busi- 
ness Meeting. 


Wildavsky questioned whether the Nesvold mo- 
tion was constitutional, in that he considered it 
a question of public policy. Burns ruled the 
motion in order. Wildavsky challenged the 
ruling of the Chair. A roll call vote on the 
Wildavsky motion to overrule the Chair was:

Council recommendation that the Business 
Meeting disapprove the Resolution. 


Continuity of Annual Meeting Programs 


The Council reviewed a memorandum from 
John Turner and Samuel Patterson concerning 
the APSA Program Committee. Patterson 
moved that the Council request the 1977 
Program Committee to explore the degree of 
interest in beginning to organize permanent 
sections and make provision in the 1977 An- 
nual Meeting Program for appropriate subfield 
meetings to be called for the purpose of 
considering the establishmént of permanent 
sections. Marshall moved an amendment to the 
motion to add “and that the Program Commit- 
tee report back to the Council with their 
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G. Assign in an appropriate manner to re- 
sponsible officers of the associations the 
responsibility for the implementation of 
the above recommendations and for other 
actions that may be necessary to protect 
the confidentiality of research sources and 
data. 


Following discussion of the wording of item 
one, Marshall moved that the Council approve 
the recommendaticns of the Project Board. 
Binder offered an arnendment to approve all of 
the recommendations except for item one. 
Marshall accepted the amendment. The motion, 
as amended, was approved without objection. 


Marshall moved approval of item one of the 
recommendations. Binder offered an amend- 
ment that the matter be referred to the 
Committee on Professional Ethics and Aca- 
demic Freedom and that the Committee take 
account of the objections to the language raised 
by the Council and report back to the next 
meeting of the Council with proposals for 
changing the language of item one. The Binder 
amendment was approved by a show of hands 
vote; the Marshall motion, as amended, was 
approved by a show of hands vote. 


Committee on the Utilization of 
Political Scientists in a 
Changing Society 


Betty Nesvold reported to the Council for the 
Ad Hoc Employment Committee as follows: 


At its January 24-25 meeting, the Council 
appointed an Ad Hoc Employment Commit- 
tee to develop recommendations regarding 
the long range employment problems of 
political scientists. The committee consisted 
of James Christoph and Betty Nesvold from 
the Council and Robert Friedman and 
Harold Jacobson from the Department 
Chairperson’s Committee. On the basis of 
extensive discussion at its meetings of April 
23 and July 21, the Committee recommends 
that the Council establish a standing com- 
mittee with the following conditions. 


Name: Committee on the Utilization of 
Political Scientists in a Changing Society. 


Composition: Six members, including at 
least one member of the Council and at least 
one person employed outside of a university. 


Terms: Staggered terms, with two members 
each appointed initially for one, two and 
three years beginning January 1, 1977. 


Budget: $3,000 per year. ($1,500 for Jan- 
uary 1 to June 30, 1977.) 


Purpose: To promote a more effective utili- 
zation of political scientists by fostering 
professional career alternatives for Ph.D.s 
and by expanding nontraditional academic 
opportunities. 


Specific Charge: 
|. Monitor existing APSA activities: 
A. Bulletin on career alternatives. 
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B. Annual Meeting workshop on career 
alternatives. 


C. PS profiles on career alternatives. 


D. DEA NEWS articles on nonacademic- 
oriented graduate programs. 


E. Annual survey of placement. 
F. APSA Personne! Service Newsletter. 


Il. Investigate long-range employment prob- 
lems, including: 


A. Should enrollments in Ph.D. programs 
be reduced? By what formula? 


B. Should there be modifications in grad- 
uate programs designed specifically to 
prepare political scientists for nonaca- 
demic employment? What are these 
curricular changes? 


C. Should a modest form of certification 
as ‘political analyst” be developed to 
facilitate nonacademic placement? 


D. Can efforts be made to persuade the 
U.S. Civil Service Commission to rec- 
ognize “political scientist” as a dis- 
tinct occupational specialty? 


E. What can be done to increase intern- 
ship opportunities for graduate stu- 
dents and faculty? How can the status 
of internship experience within the 
profession be heightened? 


F. How can the conditions of part-time 
and temporary academic employment 
be improved? Does the trend toward 
life-long education offer new employ- 
ment opportunities for political scien- 
tists? 


G. In an era of stable faculties, how can 
departments provide for regular trans- 
fusions of intellectual vigor? 


lil. Organize and, when necessary, seek out- 
side funds for: 


A.A symposium on the relevance of 
doctoral programs in political science 
to nonacademic employment. The 
symposium should include commis- 
sioned papers by political scientists in 
public policy schools, by political 
scientists who hold nonacadernic jobs, 
and by potential employers in the 
public and private sectors. 


B. A meeting of chairpersons, graduate 
directors, and placement directors of 
the political science departments that 
produce more than 15 Ph.D.s annual- 
ly in order to exchange placement 
reports and discuss remedies to the 
employment problem. 


IV. Report regularly to the Council and to 
the membership. 


The Ad Hoc Employment Committee fur- 
ther recommends that, upon receipt of this 
report by the Council, it be disbanded. 
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recommendation on the best way to proceed in 
the development of such sections.” Patterson 
accepted the amendment. Alker moved to 
change the language to “continuing” sections 
rather than “permanent” sections. Patterson 
accepted the amendment. 


A roll call vote on the motion, as amended, 
was:

The motion was approved: 12 approved, 7 
opposed. Kirkpatrick and Piven abstained. 


Kirkpatrick pointed out that the Council would 
probably have to budget money for the Pro- 
gram Committee to meet if the Program Com- 
mittee is to discharge additional responsibilities. 


Patterson moved that at least two Council 
members should be attached to the Program 
Development Committee to serve as liaison 
between the Council and the Program Develop- 
ment Committee on the one hand and the 
convention Program Committee on the other. 
The motion was approved without objection. 


Beer moved to provide the Program Committee 
with money to carry out its mandate. It was the 
understanding of the Council that the Program 
Committee can make a request to the Admin- 
istrative Committee in January and get approval 
of funds for a meeting. 


Condolences to the Family of 
Paul Lazarsfeld 


Lipset noted that Paul Lazarsfeld had died the 
previous day, and moved that the Executive 
Director communicate to his family on behalf 
of the Association and Council expressing 
condolences and noting Professor Lazarsfeld’s 
important contributions to the social sciences. 
The motion was unanimously approved. 


Confidentiality of Social Science 
Research Sources and Date Project 


Professor James Carroll appeared before the 
Council and reported on the work done by his 
Project. As requested at the April meeting of 
the Council, he presented the Council with the 
following recommendations which had been 
approved by the Project Board: 


1. Social science associations should adopt the 
following statement: 


The Scholar’s Ethical Obligation 
to Protect Confidential Sources 
and Data 


The social science scholar has both an ethical 
and a professional obligation to make a full 
and complete disclosure of all non-con- 
tidential sources and data involved in his or 
her research so that his or her work can be 
tested or replicated. The scholar, as a citizen, 
has an obligation to cooperate with grand 
juries, other law enforcement agencies, and 


institutional officials. He or she has both an 
ethical and a professional duty to not divulge 
either the identity of confidential sources of 
information and/or confidential data devel- 
oped in the course of research, whether to 
governmental or non-governmental officials 
or bodies, even though in the present state of 
American law he or she runs the risks of 
suffering a penalty. Since the protection of 
confidentiality is often essential in social 
science research, and since its continued 
growth is in the public interest, scholars have 
an obligation to change or uphold the law so 
that the confidentiality of sources of infor- 
mation may be safeguarded. Scholars must, 
however, exercise appropriate restraint in 
giving assurances of and in making claims as 
to the confidential nature of their sources 
and data. 


. The scholarly associations and the scholarly 


community singly and in concert should 
engage in the following activities: 


A. Support in judicial and other forums the 
proposition that governmental authorities 
should not attempt to secure access to 
confidential research sources or data un- 
less the appropriate legal authority deter- 
mines that: 


i. there is probable cause to believe that 
the scholar had information that is 
clearly relevant to a specific probable ` 
violation of law; 


ii. the information sought cannot be ob- 
tained by alternative means less de- 
structive of First Amendment rights; 


iii. there is a compelling and overriding 
interest in the information. 


B. Secure the amendment by Congress of 
existing research privilege statutes (42 
USC 242a(a); 42 USC 3771; 21 USC 
872c; 42 USC 4582) to broaden coverage 
to all scholarly social science research, and 
to encourage state legislatures to enact 
similar statutes. 


C. To the extent that federal and state 
regulations governing the acquisition, stor- 
age, dissemination, and disposal of re- 
search data are found to be necessary, 
attempt to assure that these regulations 
are consistent. 


D. Encourage agencies and researchers to 
define in contract and grant instruments 
the respective rights of parties, including 
subjects, to access to data acquired in the 
course of scholarly research. 


E. Develop and distribute a manual setting 
forth desirable practices for the protec- 
tion of research sources and data, for use 
in educational settings and for the con- 
duct of research. 


F. Formulate and adopt an ethical standard 
on the confidentiality of research sources 
and data, to be utilized in practice and in 
support, if necessary, of scholars subject 
to legal processes. 
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Piven suggested the following additional mat- 
ters which she felt the Committee could investi- 
gate: 


1. Bureaucratic obstacles to less than full time 
employment. 


2.What happens to people who don’t get 
tenure? 


3. Should enrollment in Ph.D. programs be 
reduced and by what formula? 


Lipset suggested government support research 
institutes be added; Elazar suggested looking at 
long term structural effects. 


Nesvold moved acceptance of the Ad Hoc 
Employment Committee’s report. The motion 
was approved without objection. 


Sibley moved to express appreciation to the Ad 
Hoc Committee on Employment. The motion 


was unanimously approved. 


Committee on Departmental Services 


As requested at’ the April meeting of the 
Council, the National Office prepared the fol- 
lowing language to implement the Council’s “in 
principle” decision regarding the future of the 
Committee of Department Chairpersons: 


“Effective January 1, 1977, the name of the 
Committee of Department Chairpersons is 
changed to the Committee on Departmental 
Services. The size of the Committee will be 
reduced from 11 to 9, this being the normal 
size of special purpose committees. Member- 
ship on the committee is not restricted to 
department chairpersons, and might include 
specialists in survey research or consumers of 
the products of the Departmental Services 
Program. The Committee relinquishes its 
jurisdiction over employment problems. Its 
central purpose remains the oversight and 
improvement of Association programs of 
support for departments.” 


Alker moved to adopt the language changing 
the name of the Committee to the Committee 
on Departmental Services. The motion was 
approved without objection. 


Annual Supplements to the 
Biographical Directory 


Following discussion of the Association’s Bi- 
ographical Directory, including the high costs 
of reproducing a Directory as published in 
earlier editions, and the Annual Supplements, 
Aiker moved that members be asked, on the 
membership billing forms, to list their major 
fields of interest, and that this information be 
included with names and addresses of members 
in the Annual Supplement to the Biographical 
Directory. The motion was approved without 
opposition. 


Study of Tenure and 
Tenure Related Employment Practices 


In response to the motion of Richard Fenno at 
the April Council meeting (which appears in the 
Fall, 1976, issue of PS, p. 451), the Committee 
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on Professional Ethics and Academic Freedom 
reported to the Council that: 


The Committee believes that the major 
issues of tenure, which are common to all 
disciplines, have been studied extensively in 
recent years and are under constant and 
continuing review by the American Associa- 
tion of University Professors. These include 
such matters as the tenure system, tenure 
quotas, tenure contracts and the impact of 
early retirements on tenure. It, therefore, 
believes there is no need for a separate APSA 
study. (It should be noted that the Commit- 
tee on Professional Ethics and Academic 
Freedom recommended to the Council that 
it reaffirm its commitment to the tenure 
system [PS, Fall, 1974, p. 402]. The Com- 
mittee also expressed its interest in tenure 
by holding a panel on “The Present and 
Future Controversy Over Academic Tenure” 
topic at the 1974 Annual Meeting.) 


The Committee on Professional Ethics and 
Academic Freedom currently accepts prin- 
cipal responsibility for aspects of employ- 
ment conditions relating to hiring and non- 
retention as they pertain to the professional 
ethics and academic freedom of political 
scientists. A number of its cases in the last 
few years have dealt with these problems 
and the Committee has made every effort to 
insure protection of the rights of political 
scientists in hiring and non-retention deci- 
sions. The Committee also is working jointly 
with other learned societies and the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union to see that basic 
rights and due process are protected. Once 
again, there is no need for a general study; 
case by case adjudication is more critical. 


If a separate study of tenure for the political 
science profession is not deemed appropriate 
and if the Committee is already tending to 
the employment-related ethics and academic 
freedom problems of individual! political 
scientists, what then is the intent of the 
Council resolution? The Committee believes 
the central concern of the Council is not 
tenure but rather the imbalance of supply 
and demand for political scientists. The 
latter issue is now being addressed in a major 
way by other APSA committees and staff. 


As a whole, therefore, the Committee on 
Professional Ethics and Academic Freedom 
feels that the problems expressed in the 
resolution on tenure and tenure related 
employment practices are now being ex- 
plored satisfactorily. However, it welcomes 
and is prepared to respond to more specific 
requests from the Council. 


Alker moved that the Council send the report 
on tenure and tenure related problems and the 
Fenno resolution to the new Committee on 
Utilization of Political Scientists in a Changing 
Society and ask that Committee to report to 
the Council with recommendations on policies 
the Council might adopt on these issues. The 
motion was approved without objection. 


AAUP Resolution on 
Covert Intelligence Operations 


Piven advised the Council of a resolution which 
had been passed by the AAUP concerning 
covert intelligence operations, and moved that: 


A recent report of the Senate Select Com- 
mittee on Foreign and Military Intelligence 
has drawn attention to the dangers which 
the activities of the covert intelligence agen- 
cies of the United States pose to the 
integrity of academic institutions and aca- 
demic persons. The standing and reputation 
of academics have always depended on their 
dedication to the free search for truth and 
its free exposition; the exploitation by these 
agencies of academics and their research has 
risked undermining the credibility of pub- 
lished research and risked compromising the 
position of academics. 


The Council of the American Political Sci- 
ence Association declares its firm opposition 
to any initiative by governmental agencies to 
involve academics in covert intelligence op- 
erations under the guise of academic re- 
search. Recognizing the importance of the 
academic community's participation in the 
conduct of government and the formulation 
of government policy, and mindful of the 
responsibilities of scholars and teachers, the 
Council calls on all academics to participate 
only in those governmental intelligence acti- 
vities whose sponsorship is fully disclosed, 
and to avoid any involvement which might 
conflict with a governmental agency to 
disclose the nature of this association to 
professional colleagues, students and others 
who are affected by it, as well as in 
publications resulting from this association. 


Beer offered a substitute motion to refer the 
matter to the Committee on Professional Ethics 
and Academic Freedom with the request that 
they consider it and decide what, if anything, 
should be done. The Beer substitute motion 
was approved by a show of hands vote: 11 
approved, 9 opposed. 


James David Barber moved that: 


The Council of the American Political Sci- 
ence Association declares its firm opposition 
to any initiative by governmental agencies to 
involve academics in covert intelligence op- 
erations under the guise of academic re- 
search. Recognizing the importance of the 
academic community’s participation in the 
conduct of government and the formulation 
of government policy, and mindful of the 
responsibilities of scholars and teachers, the 
Council calls on all academic potitical sci- 
entists not to participate in those govern- 
ment intelligence activities unless the spon- 
sorship is fully disclosed to professional 
colleagues, students, and others who are 
affected by it as well as in publications 
resulting from this association. 


The Barber motion was approved by a roll call 
vote as follows:

Against: Beer, Greenstein, Hinckley, Jennings, 
Polsby, Rosenau, Wildavsky. 


The vote was: 13 approved, 7 opposed. Kirk- 
patrick abstained. 


Report of the Treasurer

Announcing a Continuation of the 
Professional Development Program 
for Political Science Teachers 


The 1976 Summer Program 


In June 1976 the Association offered a series of 
short courses on learning strategies, materials 
and methods. Our objective was to offer an 
intensive, high quality and immediately useful 
professional education experience on college 
teaching. The program is supported by a grant 
from the Fund for the improvement of Post- 
Secondary Education. 


Four short courses provided intensive training 
in specific instructional techniques. A fifth 
course—the core course—provided training in 
the utilization and assessment of alternative 
learning theories and strategies. One hundred 
faculty teaching political science courses from 
two-year colleges, four-year colleges and univer- 
sities participated in the program. Each partici- 
pant took the core course and at least one of 
the specific methods courses. 


The assessment of the program has been so very 
positive that the Association, in cooperation 
with the Fund, is offering the short courses 
again this coming summer. We draw our conclu- 
sions on the impact of the program on the basis 
of 1) experiences of the faculty in the summer 
program, 2) activities and experiences of the 
short course directors, and 3) evaluations of the 
faculty of the program and, particularly, of 
how much use they can make of the program 
materials in planning or revising their courses in 
this academic year. 


Faculty and the short course directors ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the content, conduct 
and personnel in the short courses during and 
immediately following the program. Faculty 
responses to an evaluation questionnaire dis- 
tributed at the conclusion of the short courses 
validated these comments. 


Half of the faculty taking the short courses 
expected to learn about teaching techniques 
and how to improve their effectiveness as 
teachers. One-fifth of the participants had high 
but unspecified expectations for the program. 
Other participants had either modest expecta- 
tions or had no concrete expectations. The 
program met or exceeded their expectations. 
Nearly half of the faculty gave the program 
very high marks for fulfillment. Only 12% said 
the program was “adequate” and only 6% said 
that they learned less in the program than they 
had anticipated. 


In sum, faculty were pleased, even enthusiastic, 
about their experience. Here are a few exem- 
plary remarks:

Faculty satisfaction was attributed to: 1) the 
usefulness of the courses, 2) the high quality of 
the instruction and attentiveness of the faculty, 
and 3} the distribution of materials that they 
would be able to apply or adopt for their own 
courses. The faculty judgment (which did not 
differ according to their coilege or length of 
teaching experience) attests to the effectiveness 
of the short courses in delivering real services 
and information. 


Finally, the faculty urged APSA to continue to 
offer this program and to instigate more ac- 
tivity on behalf of teacher training.

Shall the APSA Have 
Organized Subfields? 


At its meeting in August, 1976, the Council of 
the APSA requested that the 1977 Program 
Committee “explore the degree of interest in 
beginning to organize continuing sections” for 
the annual APSA program. The reasons for this 
request include a desire to provide greater 
clarity and continuity in the program sections 
and to permit scholars working in those sub- 
fields to participate more fully in defining the 
panel topics. 


in response to this request, we have decided to 
convene at the 1977 Annual Meeting a series of 
open sessions at which scholars in various 
subfields of political science may discuss and 
make recommendations regarding the feasibility 
and desirability of having permanent, or semi- 
permanent, sections as is now the case in the 
American Anthropology Association, the Amer- 
ican Psychological Association, and the Ameri- 
can Sociological Association. 


We have provisionally identified the following 
subfields for which meetings will be scheduled: 


Political philosophy and political thought 


Empirical theory, methodology, and the 
philosophy of science 


Comparative politics 


International and transnational politics, in- 
cluding international organization 


Public policy analysis 
Electoral and voting behavior 
Law, courts, and judicial behavior 


Legislative processes, behavior and represen- 
tation 


Administration, organization, and executives 


Political psychology and political socializa- 
tion 


Federalism, intergovernmental relations, and 
urban politics 


Clearly, people will differ as to the specification 
of subfields. The fist above is merely a starting 
place, and persons wishing to revise or add to 
the list should write us with their suggestions. 
The main task of subfield definition, however, 
should be jeft to those who work in them and 
who may wish to attend the meetings them- 
selves. At some subfield meetings, members 
may decide that they do not wish to become an 
organized subfield and that more diversity is 
secured by the present system of rapid turn- 
over. In others, those in attendance may ex- 
press a strong desire for permanent organization 
for the reasons above suggested, but perhaps 
along lines not envisaged by the tentative list of 
subfields in this statement. Members are free to 
attend as many subfield meetings as they wish. 


We see these meetings as the beginning of an 
extended exploration of the issue. Each meet- 
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ing will be initiated by a ‘‘convenor’’. At the 
meeting, those present may elect to choose 
another chairperson, or they may choose to 
disband forthwith, or they may discuss the 
issue in general terms, or they may formulate 
detailed recommendations. 


The convenor of each meeting wil! be respon- 
sible for insuring that the meeting is held, that 
the key questions are put to those who attend, 
and that a report to the Program Committee is 
written on the results of the meeting. The 
Program Committee will transmit these reports 
to the Council for its consideration. The Coun- 
cil, in turn, may wish to develop criteria for 
recognizing an organized subfield and it may 
choose to proceed incrernentally, authorizing 
subfields in some areas and not others. 


In a subsequent issue of PS, the names of the 
convenors will be published. Any suggestions as 
to suitable persons or any proposals on how to 
proceed wil! be gratefully received.

International Decade of 


OCEAN EXPLORATION 


The National Science Foundation’s Office for 
the International Decade of Ocean Exploration 
(IDOE) has established a Marine Science Affairs 
program to support research on the social, 
economic, political, and managerial implica- 
tions of the IDOE scientific program. This 
program consists of long-term, multi-disciplin- 
ary oceanographic projects in four major pro- 
grams: Environmental Quality, Environmental 
Forecasting, Seabed Assessment, and Living 
Resources. 


Emphasis in the Marine Science Affairs program 
will be on: (1) the public policy implications of 
new knowledge generated by IDOE scientific 
programs; and (2) research likely to help 
improve the conduct and management of the 
IDOE program. 


Among the kinds of public policy issues that 
may be addressed are the social, political, and 
economic implications of improved long-range 
weather and climate forecasts; the lega! and 
regulatory implications of new findings in 
marine pollution research; the resource manage- 


ment implications of a capability to predict 
coastal upwelling; and the foreign policy impli- 
cations of improved environmental predictive 
capabilities. Collaboration with ongoing IDOE 
scientific projects is seen as particularly impor- 
tant for analysis of these kinds of problems. 


Problems associated with the conduci and 
management of the IDOE and other- large 
environmental research programs include those 
involved with the international IDOE program; 
the effectiveness of decentralized forms of 
scientific management; the nature of communi- 
cation within the oceanographic community; 
and the effectiveness of mechanisms for getting 
IDOE findings to potential users. Proposals for 
workshops and symposia to convey significant 
research from both the IDOE scientific and 
marine science affairs projects will also be 
considered for support under this category. 


The program will begin with about $200,000 in

Emergency TRADE LEGISLATION 


International 
Trade and Commerce will conduct studies 
leading to public hearings during the first six 
months of 1977 on the advisability of revising 
or repealing section 5(b) of the Trading With 
the Enemy Act of 1917. This section authorizes 
the President to exercise extensive controls over 
international economic transactions in time of 
declared national emergency. Since the nation 
has been in a declared state of emergency since 
1933, these authorities are in effect available 
for the day-to-day conduct of foreign policy. 
They are currently used by the administration 
to impose trade embargoes on North Korea, 
Vietnam, Cambodia, and Cuba, and for routine 
export controls normally exercised under the 
temporarily-lapsed Export Administration Act. 


The Subcommittee recently published a com- 
plete legislative and administrative history of 
section 5(b) entitled, “Trading With the Ene- 
my: Legislative and Executive Documents Con- 
cerning Regulation of {International Transac- 
tions in Time of Declared National Emergen- 
cy.” This volume is available in limited quanti- 
ties from the Committee on International Rela- 
tions, House of Representatives, Washington, 
D.C. 20515, and for $2.75 from the Govern- 
ment Printing Office, Washington, D.C. 20402.

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Alternative CAREER Survey 


To address some of the problems inherent in 
the projected surplus of Ph.S.’s the Higher 
Education Research Institute (HER!) in Los 
Angeles has launched a project, funded by the 
Ford and National Science Foundations, to 
identify nontraditional job markets for aca- 
demics and determine entry points for new 
Ph.D. recipients. 


Since information about the migration of 
Ph.D.s into and out of academic employment 
and within or between academic institutions 
and business is the weakest link in the knowl- 
edge of manpower flows, HERI will first 
endeavor to refine projections of job 
availability by collecting data on mobility of 
doctorate holders. The HERI study will deter- 
mine the most fruitful nontraditional markets 
and whether they represent “enrichment” or 
serious “underutilization”’ or underemployment 
of Ph.D.s. It will also suggest new areas for 
productive employment. 


HER! will survey those in nontraditional! jobs 
to determine why doctorate holders take such 
employment and to evaluate job satisfaction 
and other career outcomes. The study will 
compare backgrounds, training, and attitudes of 
those in traditional and nontraditional! careers. 


To analyze the reasons behind the moves of 
mobile doctorate holders, the HERI study will 
ask such questions as: Were Ph.D.s attracted to 
new jobs by good offers, or were they forced 
from previous jobs? Are those who change jobs 
in the current market happier in their new jobs? 
How could intersectoral moves be encouraged 
or reduced in the future? 


The study will sample 15,000 doctorate holders 
from 14 science (physical, biological, and so- 
cial) and engineering fields who have moved out 
of or into nonacademic jobs in the last three 
years. The nontraditional employment areas 
into which senior personnel have moved repre- 
sent potential new markets for science and 
engineering doctorates. 


HERI will also survey Ph.D.s who have moved 
between academic institutions, from academic 
or research to administrative positions within a 
college, university, or research organization, or 
within or between business firms. The study 
will explore the career patterns, characteristics, 
and routes of access of the highly mobile 
Ph.D.s. 


The study has three major objectives: 


1. To identify nontraditional job markets out- 
side academe which offer satisfaction and uti- 
lize science and engineering backgrounds. The 
study will evaluate the extent to which these 
nontraditional markets can absorb the expected 
surplus of Ph.D.s and the “push and pull” 
factors experienced by movers. 


2. To determine potential entry points for new 
degree recipients by looking at careers of 
current doctorate holders. 


3. To collect data on the occupational mobility 
of science and engineering Ph.D.s in nontradi- 
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tional fields, with particular attention to the 
“fine” fields, those specializations within major 
areas. 


HERI will identify the sample population 
through professional science and engineering 
associations, the academic departments of 160 
colleges and universities, and 200 major U.S. 
corporations listed in the Fortune 500. It will 
solicit participation through advertisements in 
several major national publications.

economics, mathematics, chemistry, physics, 
sociology, biology, political science, anthro- 
pology, psychology, civil engineering, electrical 
engineering, mechanical engineering or zoology.

NRC PH.D. SURVEY 


Data collected in 1975 by the National Re- 
search Council indicates that nearly 264,000 
doctoral scientists and engineers were employed 
in the United States in 1975 while 2,500 (one 
percent of the labor force) were unemployed 
and seeking work. Of those Ph.D.’s who were 
full-time or part-time employed, nearly 60 
percent were working at educational institu- 
tions while about 25 percent were employed by 
business or industry. Approximately 45 percent 
of the employed doctoral scientists and engi- 


neers were primarily engaged in research, de- 
sign, and development or the administration of 
these activities while nearly 37 percent were 
engaged primarily in teaching. These population 
estimates were based on responses of a sample 
of over 66,000 Ph.D. recipients. 


These findings as well as other data pertaining 
to employment status, salaries, and demo- 
graphic characteristics were obtained from the 
1975 Comprehensive Survey of Doctoral Scien- 
tists and Engineers conducted by the National 
Academy of Sciences—National Research Coun- 
cil, under the sponsorship of the National 
Science Foundation (NSF) and the National 
Institutes of Health. This biennial survey is one 
of three sources of 
scientific and engineering population in the 
U.S. which the NSF integrates into its Man- 
power Characteristics System. 


In early 1977 the third biennial survey will be 
conducted to gather current employment and 
career information on a Stratified sample of 
over 80,000 individuals who have received a 
doctorate in the sciences, engineering or the 
humanities between 1934 and 1976. The pur- 
pose of the survey is to obtain data which will 
help to assess the status of the nation’s Ph.D.’s 
and to develop policies and programs which 
affect this important segment of the popula- 
tion.

The latter two semi- 
nars will deal with value conflict and the ethical 
dimension in contemporary society. 


Up to 15 participants will attend each seminar 
tuition free and will receive a $1,200 stipend to 
cover expenses, plus reimbursement for travel 
up to a $300 maximum. Participants may be 
accompanied by members of their families, but 
the stipend will not be increased. 


Martin Diamond, Professor of Political Science 
at Northern lilinois University, will conduct a 
seminar on the campus of Rosary College near 
Chicago June 6-July 1. By studying the major 
documents of the founding generation, the 
seminar will consider the assumptions that 
guided the creation of the American republic in 
order to give public administrators a philo- 
sophic perspective for considering the political 
institutions which have evolved over the past 
200 years. 


Otis L. Graham, Professor of American History 
at the University of California, Santa Barbara, 
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will direct a seminar to be held at his unversity 
August 1-27. The seminar will seek historical 
perspective on current crises in the American 
political economy, analyzing the existing sys- 
tem along with alternative proposals for plan- 
ning and market capitalism. While substantive 
policy issues will be discussed, the focus will be 
upon the larger framework of events and the 
philosophical issues imbedded in changing 
forms and modes of government organization. 


Robert H. Kargon, Professor of the History of 
Science at The Johns Hopkins University, will 
direct a June 6-July 1 seminar at Johns Hopkins 
on the public policy implications of science and 
technology. The seminar will explore the evolu- 
tion of science-society relationships, compare 
the American situation with other modernizing 
societies, and take up the general problem of 
the public administrator in a technically ad- 
vanced nation. 


William tee Miller, Professor of Political Sci- 
ence and Religion and Director of the Poynter 
Center on American Institutions at indiana 
University, will hold a seminar on the campus 
of Williams College, Williamstown, Massachu- 
setts, July 3-29. The seminar will deal with 
American political values through a close read- 
ing of selected classic documents; through the 
study of Reinhold Niebuhr’s thought in com- 
parison with other modern politica! moralists; 
and through an examination of the cultural 
forces influencing recent national leaders’ atti- 
tudes about morality. Participants will be en- 
couraged to reflect on the current American 
political ethos and alternative ways of thinking 
about political ethics. 


John E. Smith, Professor of Philosophy at Yale 
University, will hold an interprofessional semi- 
nar on Yale’s campus from June 27-July 22. 
Proceeding from the premise that the current 
erosion of moral sensitivity in contemporary 
society follows from a loss of understanding of 
the meaning of the ethical dimension of life, 
the seminar will explore what this ethical 
dimension is and what it means. Members of 
the various professions, including public admin- 
istration, will attend the seminar, and discus- 
sions will be based on readings from the basic 
works of Western ethical thought and on ethical 
issues which arise in professional practice. 


Melvin M. Tumin, Professor of Sociology and 
Anthropology at Princeton University, will con- 
duct an interprofessional seminar at Princeton 
July 19-August 13. His seminar will deal with 
the value conflict in contemporary American 
society posed by emergent, new values and 
ideologies: equality vs. inequality of oppor- 
tunity and reward; the “system” vs. individual 
responsibility for life chances; and others. 
Members of various professions, including pub- 
lic administration, will examine and weigh 
opposing views—present and past—on selected 
issues, giving specia! attention to the question 
of how much diversity on basic values a 
democratic society can sustain. 


Full-time administrators at the local and state 
levels of government—both appointed and 


career-service officials—are eligible to apply. 
Elected officials whose duties are primarily 
administrative and executive are also eligible, 
but those with legislative responsibilities are 
not. Federal-level administrators are eligible, 
and though they also may attend the seminars 
tuition free, they must seek support for their 
living and travel expenses from their own 
agencies. 


Selection of the participants at each institution 
will be made by the seminar director with the 
advice of a selection committee. The applica- 
tion deadline for the seminars to be directed by 
Professors Diamond, Kargon, Miller, Smith, and 
Tumin is April 15, with selections to be 
announced about April 25. The application 
deadiine for Professor Graham’s seminar is May 
9; selections will be announced about May 19.

Colloquium on the Problem of 
Overloaded Government 


Current ideas about overloaded government 
were examined critically in a Colloquium spon- 
sored by the new European University Insti- 
tute, Florence, Italy, December 13-16, 1976. 
The Colloguium inaugurated a year-long semi- 
nar on the subject, directed by Professor 
Richard Rose, of the University of Strathclyde, 
Glasgow. 


The preponderance of participants agreed that 
contemporary governments face major and 
sometimes novel challenges, but rejected the 
view that these problems necessarily reflect, or 
cause ungovernability. Papers dealing with or- 
ganized ‘overcomplexity’ called attention to the 
declining efficiency of government, and those 
concerning resource limitations to challenges of 
political economy. Only conflicts about cul- 
tural values and the redistribution of material 
goods appeared potentia! challenges to the 
authority of regimes. in addition, several par- 
ticipants emphasized that, without institutional 
disruption, there could occur a decline in the 
credibility and morale of governors.

British Politics Group Conference on 
Research Priorities in British Politics 


A grant from the Nuffield Foundation enabled 


the British Politics Group to hold a conference 
on ‘‘Research Priorities in British Politics’ on 
August 13-15 at the University of Stirling in 
Scotland. The conference was predicated on the 
fact that events cf the past several years have 
called into question many conventional beliefs 


“and assumptions of British politics. There is 


some question haw valid and serviceable the 
accepted wisdom and, even, the empirical 
knowledge of the past will continue to be 
during the coming decade. Thus this seemed to 
be a good time for critical examination of the 
assumptions upon which contemporary teach- 
ing and research a~e based and for an endeavor 
to sketch out reseerch priorities. 


Since the expansion of political studies in 
Britain during the 1960's drew in part upon the 
concepts and ideas developed by American 
political scientists and upon work by American 
political scientists writing about Britain, it was 
highly desirable that the conference seek to 
further facilitate this cross-national interchange 
of ideas. Therefore, for the most part, papers 
were to be presented by British academics with 
American participants serving largely as discus- 
sants. 


The presentations varied from formal papers to 
discussion outlines. The presentations and their 
authors were: “The Constitution: Are We Stu- 
dying Devolution or Breaking Up?”

The Scholar and the Feminist Conferance 


The academic conference of the Barnard Col- 


lege Women's Center will be held this year on 
Saturday, April 23, 1977. It is the fourth ina 
series examining the impact of feminism on 
traditional modes of scholarship. This year’s 
conference, The Scholar and The Feminist IV: 
Connecting Theory, Practice and Values, focus- 
es on a set of questions now attracting the 
attention of feminist scholars in many disci- 
‘plines: Why do the results of traditional schol- 
arship so consistently support/justify the social 
status quo?

She 
will point to some of the ways in which social 
and political forces affected the theoretical 
frameworks with which scientists worked. Mary 
Payer, a social philosopher at Columbia Univer- 
sity, will provide an analysis of the broader 
social and theoretical implications of the spe- 
cific day-to-day scientific and scholarly prac- 
tices discussed by Hall. Through an analysis of 
such concepts as ‘“‘science,”’ “knowiedge,” and 
“interest,” Payer will clarify the ways in which 
fundamental assumptions can bais the entire 
enterprise of scholarship. The implications of 
both papers for feminist scholarship will be 
discussed by Elizabeth Minnich, Lecturer in 
Philosophy and Assistant to the President at 
Barnard College.

Program 


Approximately 300 papers were presented at 
the Edinburgh Congress. They belong in rough- 
ly equal proportions to one of three categories: 
1) that of the Main Theme, 2) that of the 
Research Committees, 3) that of the Special 
Meetings. 


The sessions of the main theme had been 
organized by the Programme Committee of 
IPSA, chaired by its President, Jean Laponce. 
The theme was Time, Space and Politics, a 
theme intended not only as an invitation to use 
historical and geographical models of analysis, 
but also as an invitation to treat both time and 
space as dependent and independent factors 
rather than considering them simply as context 
variables. At the opening session, held at the 
University of Edinburgh, the keynote addresses 
were given by Professors J. A. Laponce, W. J. 
Mackenzie and S. E. Finer on the theme of the 
Congress. The 100 papers attached to that

The theme of Time, Space and Politics con- 
tinued in the footsteps of the 1973 Congress on

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Politics between Economy and Culture as an 
initiative to place political science at the inter- 
national level in the forefront of attempts to 
stress relationships between political and non- 
political variables, to break down traditional 
disciplinary barriers to research, and to stimu- 
late multi-disciplinary approaches. Explaining 
his choice of theme, Professor Laponce said in 
the conclusion to his keynote address, 


“it would be useful: to analyze how an 
ideology or a governmental system segments 
time and space, one in function of the other. 
Ferrero said that if man wants to both 
anchor himself and to spread out in space, it 
is because time escapes his control. 


Inversely, does not ideological contro! of 
time, especially religious control of time, 
often act as a substitute for spatial ascenden- 
cy? Does the Catholic Church not have its 
spacial and temporal periods? It is not the 
same for Marxism? And the importance 
which several ethnic groups attach to Jeru- 
salem, is it not due in part to their desire to 
incarnate time in space and to justify there- 
by the control of one by the other. More 
generally, it is remarkable that certain sys- 
tems succeed in the contro! of time but fail 
in control of space, and inversely. Innis, in 
his remarkable study on empires and com- 
munication, notes that Persia and Syria had 
resolved the problem of space but had failed 
across time where Babylon and Egypt had 
succeeded, their success being measured by 
the degree of hierarchic control. 


Neither time nor space are homogeneous 
but, without ‘man, they would only be 
varied; with man, they are taken up by the 
political milieu and organized hierarchically. 
Space appears to me to be dominated by the 
notions of centre and frontier; time by the 
triple notions of centre, origin and end. | 
deduce from this that around, and in func- 
tion of, these preferred points and notations, 
communications, cooperation and conflict 
will be more intense. To study the types of 
communication, of cooperation and of con- 
flict which proceed to make and unmake 
these temporal and spatial hierarchies is the 
subject of debate at this Congress.’"! 


The sessions of the Research Committees were 
organized by the Executives of the IPSA’s ten 
Research Committees.

tics and Ethnicity (John Trent, University of 
Ottawa); Development and Political Systems 


(Candido Mendes, Rio de Janeiro). A number 
of study groups were created including a study 
group on Political Geography intended to pur- 
sue the study of one of the themes of the 
Congress and facilitate joint research by politi- 
cal scientists and geographers; the study group 
will be chaired by Jean Gottman, Oxford, and 
Jean Laponce, University of British Columbia. 


Attendance 


Overall attendance at the Edinburgh Congress 
was approximately the same as that at the 
Montreal World Congress in 1973. The com- 
position of the attendance, however, was some- 
what different, marking a further step forward 
in the “internationalization” of the IPSA. The 
Congress was attended by 1081 persons from 
56 countries.4 Of the 1081, 276 came from the 
U.S.A., 156 from the U.K., 108 from Scan- 
dinavia (up from 54 in 1973), 91 from socialist 
countries (up from 25 in 1973), 77 from 
Canada, 236 from other European countries, 
and 73 from Third World countries in three 
continents (up from 47 in 1973).

Funding 


The British Organizing Committee raised and 
spent something cver $32,000 in addition to 
arranging for a number of receptions. The IPSA 
incurred another approximately $25,000 in 
administrative, printing and duplicating ex- 
penses. 


Travel funding was made available from four 
sources: UNESCO, the International Social 
Science Council, tre IPSA and several national 
political science ssociations. Thanks to the 
personal attention of Mr. V. Mshvenieradze, 
Director of the Social Science Development 
Division of UNESCO, this organization made 
available a grant of $10,000. The ISSC provided 
$3,000 and the Canadian Political Science 
Association, the Finnish Political Science Asso- 
ciation and the Fondation nationale des sci- 
ences politiques im Paris together made a 
generous contribution of $2,000. A further 
$20,000 came from IPSA funds. Virtually, all 
this money was used to bring Third World 
colleagues to the Edinburgh Congress. Political 
scientists from other countries were obliged to 
find their own funding. 


The Corridors of Poi itical Science 


As many conference goers know, while the 
major part of one’s time is spent in participat- 
ing in the academic program, much of the 
stimulation of a World Congress comes from ad 
hoc business meetirgs with groups of scholars 
and discussions and contacts made during the 
social events and between sessions. Edinburgh 
was no exception. Some 30 meetings of smali 
groups of specialists took place, aside from all 
the regular program meetings of the Research 
Committees. Receptions were held in the glam- 
orous Assembly Rooms of the City of Edin- 
burgh and in the Edinburgh Castle, sponsored 
by the Edinburgh Cistrict Council and by the 
British government. Many other small recep- 
tions were hosted ky the Foreign Consuls in 
Edinburgh, the BritBh Council and Edinburgh 
University Centre for Canadian Studies. The 
Soviet and Polish delegations held informal 
receptions. Many Research Committees, Jour- 
nal Editors, and other groups of specialists 
Organized dutch-treat cocktail parties and 
lunches which proved very popular as they 
provided a unique and welcome opportunity 
for discussion and zhe fostering of contacts. 
The British Organization Committee arranged 
for a closing dinner in the spectacular Senate 
Hall of the University of Edinburgh. The more 
than 50 publishers who were represented at the 





Congress were also kind enough to offer two 
receptions located right in the well-organized 
book exhibit. 


An Administrator’s Problems 


Academics are not always the easiest persons 
for whom to organize World Congresses. It is 
just as well that we should know it. Many 
professors are very lackadaisical about their 
arrangements for attending international con- 
gresses—presuming (erroneously) that it is as 
easy to go to them as it is to go to meetings in 
one’s own country. Mrs. Sarah Kilbey, the 
administrative officer of the Congress, became 
well known to the political scientists around 
the world for her extraordinary efforts to 
organize a sound and effective Congress. Some 
of the difficulties she reported indicate that the 
habits of political scientists are at the root ofa 
Congress administrator’s nightmares. 


@ More than 150 persons registered in advance 
for the Congress but never came. Two-thirds 
never gave any indication they would not be 
coming. The loss to the IPSA on accommo- 
dation deposits was $4,000. 


© Another 150 persons arrived at the Congress 
at the last minute with no prior contact with 
the Organizing Committee-—and that in a 
city which was hosting the “Edinburgh 
Festival,” one week later. 


®© The Organizing Committee rarely has ad- 
vanced information on delegates arriving 
from Socialist countries.

Future World Congresses 


Long distances and differing tourist systems are 
likely to render impracticable the above men- 
tioned haphazard approach to world conven- 
tions. The Executive Committee of the IPSA, 
meeting in Edinburgh, agreed to accept invita- 
tions to hold the 1979 World Congress in the 
USSR and the 1982 Congress in Rio de Janeiro. 
The Programme Committee for the 1979 Con- 
gress is meeting in Paris in January and the 
themes of the Congress will be announced soon 
thereafter. Persons interested in attending the 
Congress in the USSR may indicate their 
interest to the IPSA secretariat at the Univer- 
sity of Ottawa and they will be kept informed 
of developments. It was agreed at the Edin- 
burgh meetings that the future Congresses will 
follow in the tradition of all past IPSA Con- 
gresses by being open to all political scientists. 


IPSA BUSINESS 


Elections 


The August 1976 World Congress of the Inter- 
national Political Science Association in Edin- 
burgh saw Professor Karl Deutsch, U.S.A., 
elected as President for the period 1976-1979. 
Professor Candido Mendes, Brazil, was elected 
first Vice-President. Other Vice-Presidents are 
Professors Anthony Birch, U.K.; Marcel Merle, 
France; Georgii Shakhnazarov, U.S.S.R.; and 
Klaus von Beyme, F.R. Germany. Other mem- 
bers on the Executive Committee are Professors 
Adolf Bibic, Yugoslavia; Nirmal Bose, India; 
Mohamed Bouzidi, Morocco; loan Ceterchi, 
Romania; Daniel Frei, Switzerland; Kinhide 
Mushakoji, Japan; Kazimierz Opatek, Poland; 
Stefano Passigli, Italy; Mogens Pedersen, Den- 
mark; Martin Seliger, Israel; and Babatunde 
Williams, Nigeria. 


Professor John Trent, Canada, took over as 
Secretary General. The address of the secre-

The Executive Secretary of 
the Association is Mrs. Liette Boucher.

The Executive Committee also decided to set 
up two sub-committees, one on the Role of 
Research Committees in the IPSA (Chairman, 
Jean Laponce, University of British Columbia), 
and the other to study the fee structure for 
Collective Members and the number of seats to 
be accorded to them on the Council (Chairman, 
Marcel Merle, Universite de Paris f). It was 
agreed to increase the membership fee for 
individual members to $10 and to provide free 
of charge to IPSA members a subscription to a 
new IPSA Newsletter to be known as “Partici- 
pation.” 


Council 


After lengthy discussions on the financial state 
of the IPSA, the Council agreed to increase of 
fees of Collective Members by 50% in 1977 and 
by a further 10% in each of the two succeeding 
years. 


The Council also considered a report on “Sug- 
gested Areas of Future Activity for the IPSA,” 
prepared by Secretary-General-Elect John 
Trent. The report was generally well received. 
Because its recommendations, as modified by 
discussions in the Council and the Executive 
Committee, will form the basis for many of the 
initiatives in the IPSA during the next period of 
three years, the contents of the report are here 
reproduced in their complete form. 


Suggested Areas of 
Future Activities for the IPSA 


Among the challenges facing us at this time are 
a lack of funds and a possible cutback from our 
traditional sources of financing, a declining 
membership, an incomplete international repre- 
sentation, and a number of gaps in the inter- 
national communication of political science 
information. On the other hand, we may build 
on the growth of our discipline, the enthusiasm 
of our members and the high leve! of activity of 
the Association in recent years. 


In a word, our financial membership, and 
representational! difficulties all reflect the same 
situation—a too narrow base of operation. This 
in itself is a result of the historical fact that 
political science is a relatively young, but 
growing, discipline in most parts of the worid. 
From an administrative point of view, then, our 
major objective should be to broaden the base 
of the IPSA. This, in turn, will necessitate 
offering some new services to the international 
community of political scientists. Suggestions 
for broadening the Association may be divided 
into horizontal (world wide coverage) and 
vertical (contacts with individual members} 
aspects. Among the possible initiatives by the 
IPSA, the following might be suggested (the 
numbers are for reference only and do not 
necessarily denote priority): 


A. Horizontal Diversification and Growth 


1. Selection of target countries and world 
regions for obtaining new IPSA collective 
members. 


2. Creation of three-person Regional Advis- 
ory Commissions to advise the Executive 
Committee, the President and the Secre- 
tary-General on the political science situ- 
ation in their area and fruitful initiatives 
which could be undertaken by the IPSA. 


3. Balance between support for political 
science activities in the Third World and 
in industrialized countries. 

Concentration on the Third World 


a) Growth of political science in the 
Third World 


—Hold some IPSA and Research Com- 
mittee Round Tables in Third World 
regions with invitations to a small 
number of senior outside scholars 
who would follow-up the Round 
Tables with possible lecture series, 
guest professorships or intensive 
training sessions for senior local stu- 
dents.

b) Create a Committee “Below 45” to 
involve younger political scientists 
more fully in IPSA activities (see also 
B6, below). 


5. Give the recently created Membership 
Committee of the Executive responsibil- 
ity for overseeing the expansion of the 
IPSA Collective Memberships. 


B. Vertical Growth and Communications with 
Scholars 


1. Undertake a membership campaign for 
individual members, Increase membership 
fees, Ask Collective Members to mail out 
IPSA membership forms to their mem- 
bers.

tion to the currently available IPSA Ab- 
stracts and the International Social Sci- 
ence Journal). 


. Develop interdisciplinary activities with 


other international associations. 


. Produce and publish abstracts of papers

. In order to increase and diversify partici- 


pation in all IPSA academic meetings,

In Memoriam 


David R. Deener 


David R. Deener died of cancer on September 
12, 1976, at the age of 56. He received his B.A. 
and M.A. from the University of Pittsburgh and 


his Ph.D. from Duke. He served as a line officer 
in the U.S. Navy during World War Il. After 
teaching at Pittsburgh and at Duke and also 
serving as a Research Associate at Duke, he 
came to Tulane as an Associate Professor in 
1952. He was promoted to Professor in 1957 
and also made Head of the Political Science 
Department at Newcomb College, the under- 
graduate college for women at Tulane. He was 
University Chairman in Political Science from 
1964 to 1966, Acting Dean of Newcomb in 
1965-1966, Dean of the Graduate School from 
1966 to 1976, and Provost of the University 
from 1967 to 1976. He resigned as Dean and 
Provost in June of 1976 in order to return to 
full-time teaching and research at Newcomb. 
Shortly afterwards he suddenly developed can- 
cer and two months later he died. 


During his distinguished career he served on 
many regional, national, and international 
boards and committees in various types of 
organizations in which he was involved. He was 
a member of the American Political Science 
Association and held a number of offices in 
both the Southern Political Science Association 
and the American Society for International 
Law. In his capacity as Dean of the Graduate 
School, he became very involved in graduate 
education and was a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Council of Graduate Schools 
in the United States from 1968 to 1973 and 
Chairman of that Committee in 1971-1972. At 
the time of his death he was President of the 
Association of Graduate Schools. 

He was a recognized scholar in a number of 
different fields ranging from international law, 
constitutional law and comparative government 
to mental health and the costs of graduate 
education. He was the author of The United 
States Attorneys General and International 
Law; with L. V. Howard, Presidential Politics in 
Louisiana, 1952; and, with Joseph L. McCar- 
thy, The Costs and Benefits of Graduate Educa- 
tion. He was editor of and contributor to 
Canada-United States Treaty Relations. Articles 
by Professor Deener appeared in such journals 
as The American Political Review, The Ameri- 
can Journal of International Law, The Journal 
of Politics, and a number of well known law 
reviews. 


At Tulane Dave Deener was regarded as a 
worthy colleague, an excellent teacher, a re- 
nowned scholar, and an able administrator. 
Most of all, however, he was a person who 
possessed a truly rare combination of excep- 
tional qualities. As a colleague he was always 
willing to do his part and was an inspiration to 
others in his dedication to the department, the 


- college, and the university. He loved to teach 


and he enjoyed his students and in turn his 
Students admired and respected him as a teach- 
er. Because of this, in spite of all his administra- 
tive responsibilities, he continued to teach at 
least one course a semester throughout his 
administrative career. He also continued to 
direct doctoral dissertations, masters theses, 
undergraduate honors theses, and even indepen- 
dent studies programs. Not only did he con- 
tinue to teach, he also continued to publish and 
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a number of the publications referred to above 
were the product of this period of his career. 


At the time that he became an administrator we 
were entering a period of crisis and tough 
decisions were necessary. Dave made such 
decisions but acted always in what he con- 
sidered to be the best interests of all concerned. 
He always stood firm, to the best of his ability, 
in the support of academic excellence in the 
liberal arts tradition. Despite the fact that his 
official concern as Graduate Dean was with 
graduate ‘studies, he did everything possible to 
support undergraduate education as well. 


Few men have the opportunity to do great 
things. In his official capacities Dave Deener 
made an impact on the world in which he lived. 
Moreover, unknown to most, he helped and 
befriended innumerable individuals and had a 
profound effect on the lives of each. He was a 
person of great warmth and wit with an earthy 
sense of humor. He had many interests ranging 
from Latin to math to modern languages to 
music to art to life itself in all of its many 
manifestations. In an age too frequently 
marked by cynicism and despair he maintained 
a strong but realistic sense of optimism. Perhaps 
this is his greatest legacy to us all. 


Just before he discovered he had cancer Dave 
Deener donated a number of books to the 
Tulane Library to start a "Collection on the 
Development of Political Science” as a disci- 
pline. After his death the Political Science 
Department decided to designate this Collec- 
tion as a “Memoria!” to Professor Deener.

Claudius Osborne Johnson 


On February 26, 1976 the profession lost 
another of its distinguished members. Claude 
Johnson died at the age of 82, following a 
relatively short series of mild heart attacks. 
Although he officially retired in 1960, he kept 
regular office hours and remained fully engaged 
in research and writing, from headquarters in 
the social science building that bears his name, 
until about a year before his death. 


A product of Virginia, Claude earned his 
bachelor’s degree and membership in Phi Beta 
Kappa at the University of Richmond. His 
graduate work (M.A. and Ph.D.) was done at 
the University of Chicago. Before assuming his 
duties as “head” of the department of history 
and political science at Washington State Uni- 
versity, 1928-1951, he taught at the University 
of North Dakota and the University of Chatta- 
nooga. Although WSU remained “home base” 
after 1928, he served from time to time, both 
prior to retirement and during most of the first

ten years thereafter, as visiting professor at such 
institutions as the University of Colorado, 
Montana, California (Berkeley), Calgary, North 
Carolina, lilinois, Chatham College, Lewis and 
Clark College, and Eastern Washington State 
College. In addition, he was a Fulbright Lectur- 
er in Australia, 1953, and in Greece, 1961-62. 
The diversity of these appointments attest to 
his popularity as a gifted and stimulating (often 
entertaining) teacher, in spite of a near-dog- 
matic and demanding approach to his subjects 
that, for most students, made him one of the 
most unforgettable and dynamic “characters” 
who ever entered a classroom, or a meeting of 
almost any other kind, for that matter. These 
qualities, together with his absolute intellectual 
and personal integrity, as well as his consistent- 
ly fair treatment of students and peers, com- 
manded the respect of all who had the oppor- 
tunity to know him. Perhaps he can best be 
described in seemingly contradictory terms, 
since he was simultaneously overpowering and 
generous and kind. 


Apart from Claude’s devotion to the art of 
teaching, his life was centered on his research 
and writing. While he produced countless arti- 
cles and wrote the best-known biography of 
Senator William Borah, among other works, his 
textbooks made his work familiar to a host of 
students for at least a generation. His Govern- 
ment in the United States first appeared in 
1933, and his American State and Local Gov- 
ernment appeared in 1950. These works were 
regularly revised, the last editions in 1970 and 
1972 respectively. 


In recognition of his outstanding work as 
teacher and research scholar, Claude was the 
recipient of many honors of local origin. In 
addition, he was national president of Pi Sigma 
Alpha, and Vice President of the APSA. He was 
one of the founders and early officers of the 
Western Political Science Association. In 1961, 
he was awarded an honorary doctoral degree 
from his alma mater, the University of Rich- 
mond, and in 1967 he received a certificate of 
commendation from the Governor of Washing- 
ton for his contribution to the cultural life of 
the state. From that date, in the seventh year of 
retirement, he continued until the end-~as he 
had done throughout his long career—to enrich 
the lives of those around him, and in the larger 
community of scholars as well.

Cephus L. Stephens 


The death of professor emeritus Cephus L. 
Stephens in a fire at his home November 3 lost 
to hundreds of alumni and colleagues the very 
model of a beloved, small college teacher. A 
doctoral student of Peter Odegard at Ohio 
State, Professor Stephens served on the facul- 
ties of Harvard and Rochester before coming to 
Denison University in 1949 as department 
chairman. Here, Ceph marked out a distinctive 
contribution to the discipline by his exemplary 


teaching and to his university by his respected 
service as counsellor and committeeman. 


In the latter role, he contributed his salty 
advice, always realistic about human finiteness 
but always encouraging about the need to 
struggle. Regularly elected by the faculty to 
key committees, he continually contributed to 
the strengthening of the quality of that faculty. 


But it is in his teaching of political theory that 
he will live for a generation of students. 
Conservative in a discipline not noted for that 
viewpoint, he impressed students and colleagues 
alike with the relevance of conservatism to the 
modern world. More than one of us were 
pressed firmly, but never arrogantly, when we 
accepted uncritically the fashionable currents 
of liberalism. But for all of us, he demonstrated 
a constant sensitivity to our demands for 
improving the condition of humankind, even 
though he was skeptical about that eventuality. 


The contradictions each of us possesses 
emerged in Ceph in an admiration for the 
clarity and necessity of Machiavelli’s advice to 
The Prince, even though he never manipulated 
persons in his own life. His passion for Wood- 
row Wilson's lofty idealism joined an apprecia- 
tion of the earthiness of humankind to which 
such ideals would apply. He would lovingly 
help students draw out from themselves immi- 
nent knowledge in a manner that Socrates knew 
well. Events of the external world constantly 
marched into his classes, not shadows on a cave 
wall but the stuff of life, important for inquiry 
and application—often accompanied by seering 
criticism of the hypocrisy of politica! leaders. 


He felt deeply about his party and its programs, 
reflecting his roots in an old family of rural 
southern Ohio. But he would condemn his own 
party leaders for violations of due process, for 
infringement upon free speech and press, or for 
just plain stupidity. Yet his partisanship was 
not mean, and he never let it define his 
friendships; he was with Jefferson who once 
wrote a friend that, “I have never suffered 
political opinion to enter into the estimate of 
my private friendships, nor did | ever abdicate 
the society of a friend on that account till he 
had first withdrawn that friendship.” 


At his last class before retirement, he gave no 
sentimental discourse on a lifetime of teaching. 
Rather, he brought to class a bottle of Gran 
Marnier and a glass for each student, and they 
sipped and discussed political theory in an 
unspoken communion with ali those students 
who had gone before. 


Cephus Stephens always practiced his profes- 
sion with style, passion, insight, and sensitivity 
to young minds. A translator and advocate of 
scholarship rather than a contributor to jour- 
nals, he provided much to the national profes- 
sion in a small college by his love of intellect 
and by his wise advice about the political 
system. In this, he personified the master 
teachers of small colleges everywhere. A genera- 
tion of citizens are better men and women in 
some respect because of them. And |, like my 
colleagues, am less a fool and more respectful 


of intellectual differences because of Cephus 
Stephens. He will be remembered in Shake- 
speare’s words for Wolsey: 


“He was a scholar, and a ripe and good one; 

Exceeding wise, fair-spoken, and per- 
suading.”’

Robert Renbert Wilson 


Robert Renbert Wilson, James B. Duke Profes- 
sor Emeritus of Political Science, died on April 
29, 1975, at the age of 76. He was born in 
Hillsboro, Texas in 1898. He received his 
undergraduate degree from Austin College, 
which later awarded him an honorary degree, 
an M.A. degree from Princeton University and, 
in 1927, the Ph.D. degree from Harvard Univer- 
sity. He felt that each of these institutions had 
made significant contributions to his academic 
development. Edward S. Corwin at Princeton 
and George Grafton Wilson at Harvard had a 
particularly deep influence on his subsequent 
career. 


Robert Wilson came to the newly founded 
Duke University in 1925 and became the first 
chairman of the Department of Political Sci- 
ence when it was separated from the Depart- 
ment of Economics in 1934. He served from 
1934 to 1948 as Chairman of the department 
and subsequently for some years as the Director 
of Graduate Studies in Political Science. In 
1948 he also began teaching in the Duke 
University Law School. During this long time 
span, he functioned in many administrative and 
advisory capacities in the University. He was a 
visiting professor in a number of leading Ameri- 
can universities, including Texas, Stanford and 
North Carolina. In 1951-52, he was a lecturer at 
the University of {stanbul Law School in 
Turkey, an experience which he always fondly 
recalled. 


Beginning in 1931-32, Professor Wilson served 
in a number of capacities in the U.S. Depart- 
ment of State. He later became a full-time 
advisor on commercial treaties in 1944-46, and 
a consultant from 1946-1953. During these 
years he was a member of a number of U.S. 
delegations to negotiate commercia! treaties. He 
was, aS one competent observer recalled, “the 
architect of the precedent-making China 
treaty” of 1946. He was a meticulous worker 
and his role as a negotiator and treaty drafter 
bore the imprint of these qualities. 


Robert Wilson took an active interest from the 
beginning in the affairs of the Southern Politi- 
cal Science Association and the American Po- 
litical Science Association and attended the 
various meetings with regularity. in 1940, not 
long after it had been organized, he was elected 
President of the Southern Political Science 
Association. In 1938-41, he was selected as a 
member of the Executive Council of the Ameri- 
can Political Science Association. He was fre- 
quently requested to read and approve articles, 
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submitted for publication by the Journal of 
Politics and the American Political Science 
Review, on which he served as a member of the 
Editorial Board in 1943-45. His appraisals 
always served to provide authors of rejected 
articles, particularly young authors, with de- 
tailed criticisms and suggestions which could 
only be viewed as constructive. But Robert 
Wilson’s primary professional loyalties were to 
the associations and publications in his special 
field of internationa! law. He was a member of 
the Executive Council of the American Society 
of Internationa! Law for terms in 1929-32 and 
1936-39 and of the Board of Editors of the 
American Journal of International Law for 
many years after 1937. In this capacity, he 
joined in that year such scholars as Edwin M. 
Borchard, Clyde Eagleton, Charles G. Fenwick, 
Charles Cheyney Hyde and Quincy Wright. In 
1954-55 he was elected Vice President and in 
1957-58 President of the American Society of 
International Law. His professional colleagues 
in the international law field always viewed him 
with admiration and respect. 


Professor Wilson’s numerous writings evidence 
the variety of his interests during the period 
prior to World War Il; during the World War II 
years, topics dealing with the law of war 
received primary attention. During the two 
decades after the war, he paid special attention 
to the law of commercial treaties (/nternational 
Law in Treaties in 1949, The United States 
Commercial Treaties and International Law in 
1960), “a new branch of international law” to 
which Professor Wilson’s analysis “made an 
indispensable contribution” according to Pro- 
fessor Wolfgang Friedmann. In the late 1950's, 
Professor Wilson concentrated his research on 
legal problems involving the Commonwealth of 
Nations and its individual members. Under his 
editorship and the auspices of the Committee 
of the Center for Commonwealth Studies, of 
which he served as Chairman from 1960 to 
1966, several volumes of note were published 
(The International Law Standard and Common- 
wealth Development in 1966, International and 
Comparative Law of the Commonwealth in 
1968, and {International Law and Contem- 
porary Commonwealth Issues in 1971. He 


continued his research to the end, and his last 
editorial comment was submitted for publica- 
tion in the American Journal of International 
Law a few days before his death. 


One of his students, in appraising the founda- 
tions that undergirded the teachings and writ- 
ings of Professor Wilson, concluded that: 


Three stand out. One of these is humanism 
—the proposition that law and political 
science deal in the last analysis with the 
human individual and his problems. Another 
is empiricism—the proposition that deduced 
legal rules and hypothetical principles pass 
the test of human experience. But the test of 
human experience is not sufficient in itself. 
For the third and architectonic proposition 
concerns the function of taw and that 
function is to serve as a standard for human 
conduct. 


Robert Wilson was, above all, a great teacher 
and happily devoted endless hours to discus- 
sions with his students. Indeed, his first com- 
mitments were to his students, after those to 
his family and his church. They came to 
appreciate his depth of scholarship, his knowl- 
edge of the literature, his disdain for the 
superficial, his insistence upon seeking and 
checking the original sources, and his encour- 
agement and respect for an independence in 
point of view. He aided all of his students in 
every way possible and followed their careers 
with almost the dedication of a parent. In 
consequence, | know of no political scientist 
who was heid in higher esteem by his students. 
The Festschrift by his former students, De /ege 
pactorum, Essays in Honor of Robert Renbert 
Wilson (1970), gives evidence of this respect 
and affection. As the late David R. Deener, 
then Provost of Tulane, concluded in his 
preface to that volume, “International law and 
political science owe many debts, then, to 
Professor Wilson, but ne’er so many as do his 
students. For his students, these essays attempt 
to acknowledge those debts. They also say: Pro 
meritis, magistro.”

Faced with students ever more oriented toward non-print media, many political scientists have recognized the 
desirability of introducing audio-visual material into their courses, These same political scientists soon become 
aware of how time-consuming and frustrating a task this can be. Becoming familiar with material and hardware, 
evaluating the material, and finding the most fruitful way to integrate such material into coursework have led 
many to return to a more satisfying, substantive, preparation for teaching. 


This workshop is intended to alleviate some of these problems by providing an opportunity to share the 
experience of colleaques who have endured the frustration and worked with the audio-visual media. It will 
provide basic information in an immediately applicable form, and an effort will be made to meet some of the 
specific needs of participants. 


Four media will be considered: motion pictures, sound filmstrips, slide-tape modules, and the overhead 
projector. There will be a discussion of commercially available material and how to find it; of techniques for 
using the media; of problems involved in their use; of production techniques requiring minimal skill; and hands 
on experience with these techniques and associated equipment.

At its meeting in August, 1976, the Council of the APSA requested that the 1977 Program Committee 
“explore the degree of interest in beginning to organize continuing sections” for the annual APSA program. 
The reasons for this request include a desire to provide greater clarity and continuity in the program sections 
and to permit scholars working in those subfields to participate more fully in defining the panel topics. 


In response to this request, a series of open sessions will be convened at which scholars in various subfields of 
political science may discuss and make recommendations regarding the feasibility and desirability of having 
permanent, or semi-permanent, sections as is now the case in the American Anthropology Association, the 
American Psychological Association, and the American Sociological Association. 


Clearly, people will differ as to the specification of subfields. The list below is merely a starting point. The 
main task of subfield definition, however, should be left to those who work in them and who may wish to 
attend the meetings themselves. At some subfield meetings, members may decide that they do not wish to 
become an organized subfield and that more diversity is secured by the present system of rapid turnover. In 
others, those in attendance may express a strong desire for permanent organization for the reasons above 
suggested, but perhaps along lines not envisaged by the list below. Members are free to attend as many subfield 
meetings as they wish. 


We see these meetings as the beginning of an extended exploration of the issue. Each meeting will be initiated 
by a “convenor.” At the meeting, those present may elect to choose another chairperson, or they may choose 
to disband forthwith, or they may discuss the issue in general terms, or they may formulate detailed 
recommendations. 


The convenor of each meeting will be responsible for insuring that the meeting is held, that the key questions 
are put to those who attend, and that a report to the Program Committee is written on the results of the 
meeting. The Program Committee will transmit these reports to the Council for its consideration. The Council, 
in turn, may wish to develop criteria for recognizing an organized subfield and it may choose to proceed 
incrementally, authorizing subfields in some areas and not others.

What Washington has always had for political 
scientists, it still has. This is, after all, the home 
office of our industry. What Detroit is to 
automobiles, Washington is to big-league 
politics, 


Until a few years ago, however, that was ail 
Washington was. Unlike Paris, Rome and Lon- 
don, the United States capital was not the 
cultural center of the country. 


it still isn’t, but it’s become a more-than-re- 
spectable art and theater town, and even a 
pretty good restaurant town. Beyond shop talk 
and such obvious sightseers’ ploys as going to 
the Capitol, the White House, the Supreme 
Court and the Library of Congress, there’s 
plenty to occupy APSA members here. 


in the visual arts particularly, Washington has 
made it to the first rank. The National Gallery, 
at 6th and Constitution, N.W., remains one of 
the best places in the world to look at pictures. 
Anybody who has squinted his or her way 
around the Louvre will particularly enjoy the 
good lighting, and the building itself is propor- 
tioned to add to the pleasures of seeing the 
paintings. The collections are among the great- 
est in the Old Masters category. 


Now, too, at 8th and Independence, S.W., 
there’s the Hirshhorn, with a comparable treas- 
ure in moderns. Orientalists and Whistler fans 
will have to see the Freer at 12th and Jefferson 
Dr., S.W., and everybody should make a point 
of going across town to the Phillips at 1612 
2ist St., N.W., for a good mix of old and new 
visual masterpieces in a conspicuously attractive 
setting. 


The National Collection of Fine Arts at 8th and 
G, N.W., and its next-door Nationa! Portrait 
Gallery at 8th and F, N.W., are long on 
Americana and equally outstanding as display 
backgrounds. The African Museum, at 318 A 
St., N.E., houses an extraordinary collection of 
African art in the one-time home of Frederick 
Douglass. Dumbarton Oaks has, besides its great 
garden and historic house—the site of the 
conference that preceded the establishment of 
the United Nations—a small but exquisite dis- 
play of Byzantine and pre-Columbian art, 
which is the more memorable for the way 
architect Philip Johnson has placed it in a series 
of exceptionally beautiful rooms. Georgetown, 
always an ambiance worth experiencing, is also 
now a place to find good small art galleries. 


The Kennedy Center, now host to all the major 
ballet companies, opera troupes and star in- 
strumentalists of the international circuit, is 
rapidly making Washington a distinguished cen- 
ter for the performing arts too. For theater,

there are also the old National, Ford's theater, 
Arena Stage and the Kreeger. 


But, where to eat? 


The geographical distribution of Washington 
restaurants is still one of the problems with 
them. Significant areas of the city—Capitol Hill 
is a good example, and, surprisingly, so is the 
Kennedy Center-Watergate quarter—are still 
under-supplied with first-class places to eat at 
any price level. Happily, though, you can gat to 
fine restaurants of many kinds from the Hilton, 
by a short taxi ride or a walk that won't 
overtax either energies or time budgets. 


Here’s a rundown of the most interesting eating 
places within the Hilton radius, broadly inter- 
preted, followed by listings for Georgetown and 
a few other parts of the city worth seeking out.

A menu reflecting Camille Richau- 
deau’s origins in Anjou, and also his willingness 
to depart from French menu regulars to serve, 
for example, rabbit and cassoulet, Prices mod- 
erate to expensive. 


Madison Hotel Montpelier Room, 15th and M 
Sts., N.W. (785-1000). American-international 
food of high quality in an atmosphere of 
outstanding grace and comfort. Very high 
prices. 


Duke Zeibert’s, 1722 L St., N.W. (296-5030). 
Macho, sporting world atmosphere and first- 
class food in the same vein. No-nonsense beef 
(such Steak Tartare!), lamb chops, seafood and 
garlic pickies. Desserts for people who never 
heard of cholesterol. Expensive. 


Auberge Jacqueline, 1990 M St, NW. 
(785-8877). Appealing decor accents the pleas- 
ures of a good, if unsurprising, French menu. 
Expensive. 


Harvey’s, 1001 18th St., N.W. (833-1858). A 
historic Washington oyster house, now re-

YWCA Cafeteria, 1649 K St., N.W. Agreeably 
American food in a setting to make you forget 
you’re in a cafeteria. Very low prices. 


Japan inn, 1520 Connecticut Ave., NW. 
(332-5528). Several degrees of foreignness are 
available in both food and seating arrangements 
at this stylishly outfitted, high-quality Japanese 
restaurant. You can have raw fish, sitting on the 
floor, or almost western beefsteak and tempura 
onea fully western chair. The Japanese flair for 
elegant simplicity of appearance and flavor is 
there either way. Moderate prices. 


Le Bagatelle, 2000 K St., N.W. (872-8677).

Georgetown make much of their floorshow and 
their roller-skating waiters, but the real charms 
of the place are in the excelient southern 
French cooking. Expensive. 


Duck 
is, predictably, the specialty, and they cook it 
every way Known to French artistry. All splen- 
did. Moderate prices. 


The Big Cheese, 3139 M St., N.W. (338-3314), 
Pleasant atrnosphere, cheese in many forms. 
Superior pastries. Moderate prices. 


Chez Odette, 3063 M Street, N.W. (FE3-9490). 
A red check tablecloth sort of place with 
particularly good dijon chicken, brains, and 
lentils. Low to moderate prices. 


These are all restaurants of character and sound 
value for what they cost. The general rule is 
that the expensive ones take credit cards and 
the low-priced ones do not. La Nicoise and Le 
Canard are not open for lunch. The restaurants 
with no telephone fisting do not take reserva- 
tions. 


There are, in addition, plenty of beef houses in 
Washington, just like the beef houses anywhere 
else. The Maine Avenue waterfront has an 
assortment of seafood restaurants that are very 
large, glossy and indistinguishable from seafood 
restaurants anywhere else. They tend to be 
crowded and noisy. 


A desire to enjoy the admittedly fine view from 
the top of the Kennedy Center might be 
enough inducement to put up with undis- 
tinguished food at three levels in La Grande 
Scene and the two lesser restaurants there, but 
don't expect the meal to be the feature attrac- 
tion, and do expect to pay. 


There are good French and oriental restau- 
rants—Korean, Thai and Vietnamese—in Arling- 
ton for those who want to go that far afield. 
Arlington is also a place where you can dine on 
high with a different view of the city from 
across the Potomac. Try Top oa’ the Town, 
1200 N. Nash St. (525-9200) if you're out that 
way. The food isn’t quite up to the view, but 
it’s not bad. Moderate to expensive. 


Duke Zeibert’s, El Bodegon, La Ruche, Maison 
des Crepes and, on Friday and Saturday nights, 
1789, are all places to go for something to,eat 
after midnight. “Expensive” means that dinner, 
with a cocktail, a first course, a main course, 
wine and dessert may run as high as $45 for 
two, lunch up to $30. But a good lunch can be 
had at one of the best places, with a carafe of 
house wine and either an appetizer or dessert 
for less than $20 for two, tax and tip included. 
On the low end, a highly satisfactory lunch of 
Dim Sum, the mixed filled pastries the Chinese 
do with such versatility, can be had by two 
people for under $8 at the Nanking.

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National Office Column 


The Association’s Annual Meeting continues to 
be the major forum for the exchange of 
information on scholarly research in political 
science. As noted in the Executive Director's 
reports and in the report of the Convention 
Coordinator, the number of panels and partici- 
pants in the meetings has grown substantially in 
the last decade and now numbers close to three 
hundred panels with over a thousand partici- 
pants. The diversity and scope of the participa- 
tion also continue to widen. While the Program 
Committee’s official program stands at the 
center of the Annual Meeting program, an ever 
increasing number of unaffiliated groups are 
also holding annual meetings and panels during 
our Annual Meeting. The Association has main- 
tained a policy of allowing all groups desiring to 
meet to do so within the limits of space 
available. No doubt this has contributed to the 
richness, high quality, and diversity of the 
meetings for the nearly thirty-five hundred 
people who usually attend. A brief look at a 
few of the groups’ titles gives one a good idea 
of the range of interests represented: the 
Conference Group on German Politics; the 
Communist Studies Group; the Walter Bagehot 
Society; the Center for the Study of Federal- 
ism; the Political Studies Organization; the 
Committee on Health Politics; and Political 
Scientists Specializing on Japan. The editorial 
boards of many political science journals also 
meet during the convention. 


At the same time that the Annual Meeting 
increasingly serves the intellectual interests of 
political scientists, the meeting is expanding its 
role in serving political scientists’ professional 
interests. A great number of new activities have 
been incorporated into the already busy sched- 
ule of the meeting. These activities include: 
short courses and panels on teaching; meetings 
of the program committees or executives of 
regional and state political science associations; 
workshops on research funding, publication 
opportunities, academic freedom, departmental 
services, employment opportunities, and pro- 
tection of minority rights. An activity of 
particular importance is the Association’s re- 
sponse to the employment needs of political 
scientists through the provision of a profes- 
sional placement center. In recent years the 
center has assisted as many as eight hundred 
political scientists seeking positions. Other ser- 
vices have been added to the meeting, includ- 
ing: child care; special efforts to welcome 
foreign diplomats and briefings of foreign stu- 
dents and scholars. A staffed press room is set 
up to assist the media in covering the meeting. 
A large exhibit area features displays organized 
by nearly one hundred publishers annually. 
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Finally, the publication sales center makes 
convention papers available at modest cost. 


A great deal of the Association’s governance is 
conducted during the meetings. A meeting of 
the Council regularly precedes the Annual 
Meeting. A number of Association committees 
use the convention as an opportunity to meet. 
With the establishment of mail ballot elections 
for the Association's officers and Council mem- 
bers, the business meeting assures that the 
procedures for nominating candidates for Asso- 
ciation offices are effective and serves as the 
forum where official Association business is 
transacted also. 


Besides the intellectual and professional aspects 
of the meeting, there are ceremonial and social 
activities. Awards are conferred to recognize 
outstanding publications, dissertations and ser- 
vice. The Presidential Address is a professional 
as well as ceremonial event. The Presidential 
reception following the address, open to all 
attending the meeting, has become an impor- 
tant social event. Other social events include 
Universities’ Alumni receptions, publishers’ par- 
ties, and collegial get togethers. 


The National Office staff spends a significant 
portion of its time during the course of a year 
in preparation for and management of the 
Annual Meeting. The principle responsibility 
lies with the Convention Coordinator, Nancy 
Ranney, who has served for the last five years. 
At the time of the September meeting, all 
members of the APSA staff carry out assign- 
ments at the meeting. Convention bureau em- 
ployees are added to assist in registration and in 
the conduct of professional services. As many 
as fifty to seventy employees work for the 
Association during the course of the convention 
week. 


The Officers, Council and Nationa! Office staff 
are continually evaluating the purpose, scope 
and success of the Annual Meeting in an effort 
to insure that it serves the best interests of 
political science. Suggestions by members on 
the Annual Meeting are always most welcome.

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1976 Annual Report of the 
Advisory Committee on 
Foreign Relations in the 
United States 


Perspective 


This is the twentieth year in which an advisory 
committee broadly representative of the in- 
terests of the scholarly communities of America 
in the publication of Foreign Relations of the 
United States, has (1) met with officers of the 
Department of State to consider the course, 
pace, problems and prospects of this publica- 
tion, and (2) thereafter, has deliberated apart 
and prepared a report for the attention of the 
Secretary of State and his staff. As has become 
customary, the drafter of the report is one who 
has served on the Committee for three years. 
Also, the twentieth report of this Committee 
coincides with a change in administration. To a 
new administration these generalizations may 
be useful: 


1. Foreign Relations is produced by an excel- 
lent professional staff under able and energetic 
direction; 


2. The burdens of the publication of Foreign 
Relations, including the heavy ones of clear- 
ances and production, fail upon a single agency 
of government, the Department of State, al- 
though, as the conduct of United States foreign 
affairs has evolved since World War II, other 
agencies and departments have significant roles 
in its formulation and execution. There is need 
for a sense of mission as to Foreign Relations to 
be developed throughout the government, with- 
out, however, diminution of the Department’s 
leadership role. 


3. Foreign Relations supports in a significant, 
equitable, and enduring way the Principle of 
Openness in government, which the American 
people have clearly shown they desire. 


4. Exponential increases of source materials 
require, aS a general systems management prin- 
ciple, adequate, incremental increases in bud- 
getary support for Foreign Relations. The 
service function performed by this publication 
is not one that should ever be curtailed for lack 
of funds, as such curtailment inevitably would 
result in damage to the quality of the product. 


Leadership and Organization 


The Advisory Committee is pleased that its help 
was sought in the replacement of the then 
Historian, Dr. William M. Franklin, upon his 
retirement. Dr. David F. Trask, the new leader, 
has already demonstrated an admirable capacity 
to meld his professional competence as a 
historian with the administrative skills required 
of a unit manager within the Department. It is 
reassuring to note, as we of the Committee do, 
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the excellent support that the Office of the 
Historian (HO) receives from the Bureau of 
Public Affairs and to perceive that agreement 
exists, upon the basis of the Principle of Open- 
ness, between the Bureau and the Office as 
to the mission and needs of the latter. We sense, 
also, that working relationships within the 
Office are excellent. 


We were informed of the reorganization of the 
Office better to apply the specialized skills of 
its personnel to discharge the two main duties 
of the Office, which are (1) The publication 
(seasonably) of Foreign Relatons (the specific 
interest of this Committee), and (2) The prepa- 
ration of Classified Historical Research, on 
demand or upon Office initiative, for use within 
the Department). We note that the reorganiza- 
tion now in effect removes from the profes- 
sional historians doing historical work such 
administrative tasks as clearances and produc- 
tion, centralizing these in an Operations Staff, 
and that the Historian and his Deputy are sure 
that as a result of this reorganization the 
compilation and spot research functions of the 
Office will become mutually supportive. We 
were assured that the demands of Research 
would not detract from compilation capabilities 
as to Foreign Relations in relationship to time 
and personpower. 


Production: Lag Time 


This Committee represents the strong interest 
of the scholarly community in the publication 
of each of the. volumes of Foreign Relations 
within the shortest interval that security and 
budgetary moderation permit. Over its twenty- 
year life the Committee has always found it 
necessary to express concern in its Reports 
about failures to achieve the target of a 
twenty-year “line” between event and publica- 
tion. Although compilation within the Office is 
now almost within the proper time-frame, 
publication still is not. We were told that the 
Office expects the last three 1949 volumes and 
all of the 1950 volumes to be published by the 
end of summer, 1977. This, of course, is 
considerably off-target. We were shocked that 
only two volumes were published in the year 
since we met. 


The production lag is not the fault of the 
Office. It has worked hard and innovatively to 
get publication to the twenty-year line. Among 
its internal efforts has been the development of 
a three-year compilation-publication block. Al- 
though Committees in the recent past have had 
reservations about this compression, HO has 


followed it. In this Report we take no position 
on the product that results, pending opportuni- 
ties for evaluation thereof by the scholarly 
community as a whole. We were assured that 
the “Triennial System” permits better compila- 
tion in general and results in the inclusion of 
more functional, as distinguished from geo- 
graphical, material. As to the latter value, the 
reason given is that functional material tends to 
be somewhat less episodic and can be presented 
more comprehensively in volumes of longer 
time span. 


The elements of lag that are largely beyond the 
control of the Office are (1) Declassification 
{often outside the Department); (2) Produc- 
tion. The first of these, it seems to us, links 
directly to the sense-of-mission problem. The 
importance of public affairs—the public’s in- 
terest—tends to be downgraded by “operators” 
in government, and officers outside the Depart- 
ment naturally tend to put off something that 
to them is “State's baby.” The only way to 
correct this syndrome, it seems to us, is for the 
very highest level of government to weigh-in on 
the problem. And the initiative as to this can 
only come from the Secretary of State. We 
hope that President Carter’s assurances of a 
more open government will result in concrete 
actions, such as the one we here request to be 
considered. 


Production problems include the form in which 
materials are cleared, technical editing, and 
printing. The Office deserves support for its 
initiative as to the first of these problems, 
seeking clearance of documents in manuscript, 
rather than in galley. We of the Committee 
cannot imagine why there should be any 
objection whatsoever to so sensible a proposal 
and trust that HO wil! be strongly supported in 
this effort should support become necessary. 


Technical editing, apparently, presents no par- 
ticular problems, assuming appropriate work 
force levels; but printing at the Government 
Printing Office has become a very serious 
problem indeed, one that relates very directly 
to failures to meet the ‘'20-year line.” The GPO 
seems unable to stay current with all the 
demands made upon it; and the printing, 
binding, warehousing, and shipping of Foreign 
Relations is not a high priority function there. 
This Committee is not in a position, obviously, 
to prescribe for the ‘‘type-paper-ink” problems 
of the United States Government. We do 
recommend, however, that urgent attention be 
given, to the problem for Foreign Relations that 
results from these difficulties, including con- 
sideration of the possibility of taking this 
production task to other presses than GPO. 


it is with understanding, but not resignation, 
that we note that, under present conditions the 
Historical Office expects to get to the “20-year 
line” by 1980. We note this but hope for 
improvement that will permit more rapid 
achievement of the goal. We fear that, unless 
there is improvement over what now is the 
situation as to production, even the above 
modest timetable for the twenty-year line 


cannot be achieved. Hence we are very seriously 
concerned, on behalf of our constituencies. 


New Records-Keeping Technology 


We were the beneficiaries of a briefing on the 
advanced, computerized Central Files system of 
the Department of State. We were struck by the 
effectiveness of the new system for the absolute 
retrieval of materials for use by decision-makers 
within the Department, but we were told that 
as stored the materials would have to be 
“re-structured”’ for use on a “‘time-lag’’ (histori- 
cal) basis. We recommend that working groups 
within the Department and this Advisory Com- 
mittee in future give careful attention to the 
problem of ensuring that the new system be 
flexible enough to permit continued effective 
use of the Central Files by schofars, following 
declassification. We foresee potential problems 
of dectassification in a ‘non-time’’ storage 
system, and we expect that these will be 
anticipated, to the end that historical research 
not suffer. We believe members of the Advisory 
Committee should have copies of the ‘‘The- 
saurus,” i.e., the guide to storage of informa- 
tion in the new system. 


HO’s Relations with National Archives 
and Presidential Libraries 


Work in the National Archives or in Presidential 
libraries is a scholar’s possible alternative to 
using Foreign Relations, but in all cases de- 
classification is a condition precedent to use; 
and declassification first takes place for the 
compilation of Foreign Relations. The work of 
the Council on Classification Policy thus be- 
comes central to research availabilities all along 
the line. [Except, possibly, should scholars 
more often resort to suits at law under the 
Freedom of Information Act.] We note that 
HO does not have a vote on the CCP but that 
its representative may be heard there. Ap- 
parently at this time there are no difficulties 
related to this arrangement. We recommend 
that future Advisory Committees keep the 
relationship within their scrutiny. 


In relationship to triennial time-spans for vol- 
umes of Foreign Relations, we were informed 
of the reluctance of the National Archives to 
accept large blocks of files that have not yet 
been declassified. Since the Department’s files 
for the 1950s and 1960s are organized in 
five-year and later in three-year blocks, this 
points up the urgency of prompt review and 
declassification of each block in turn. The 
triennial system is designed to achieve this 
purpose. In representation of the scholarly 
community, we will not be satisfied until 
arrangements are made for timely opening of 
the Department’s older files at the National 
Archives. 


Undue Delays in Declassification 


The Committee called for situation reports on 
several cases of long delay in declassifications of 
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key materials, some going back to the early 
1950s and others nearer to a 30-year, than toa 
20-year “line.” in some instances geographic 
bureaus within the Department are the sources 
of reticence; in others it is other agencies or 
staffs. The Committee intends, by this mention, 
to urge higher authorities in the Department fo 
call up for reconsideration the few, but sig- 
nificant, cases involved. We do not think these 
cases are really “hard enough” to justify ‘‘bad 
iaw”! Both the scholarly communities and the 
Department could be damaged—but in different 
ways-by excesses of zeal in such cases. Obvi- 
ously, considering our professional interests and 
unavoidable biases, we do not judge but only 
call for re-consideration. We prefer not to 
recommend patch-up alternatives, although 
some, such as later supplementation of volumes 
published with gaps in them, are perhaps better 
than indefinite hold-ups in the publication of 
complete volumes. We believe, though, that 
under the Principle of Openness it is usually 
better to publish (after the normal period of 
classification has passed) than not. 


An Expanded Research Mandate for HO 


We heard the views of Dr. Trask to the effect 
that the Research function of his Office should 
be expanded from responses to requests for 
topical research coming from within the govern- 
ment and occasional ltimited-topic studies un- 
dertaken at the initiative of the Office. Dr. 
Trask believes that HO shouid initiate more 
broadly-based historical studies (such as a vol- 
ume on economic policy development) over a 
discrete time-span. 


As individuals we were not only understanding 
but attracted. Dr. Trask makes a forceful case 
for broadening the research mandate of HO. As 
representatives of only Foreign Relations con- 
Stituencies, however, we did not feel it appro- 
priate for us to make a recommendation on the 
research side. We do think that future Com- 
mittees should keep before it the proposed 
broadening of the research function, and to this 
end we recommend that the Committee’s func- 
tions be expanded to advisory appraisal of the 
research side. 


The immediately foregoing recommendation 
and the conversation we had with Dr. Kissinger, 
in which he expressed himself very much in 
favor of the expansion of a government-wide, 
historian-based research function, brought to 
our minds the question whether the Advisory 
Committee as presently constituted adequately 
represents al] the scholarly disciplines that in 
“academic equity” have claims as to research in 
foreign affairs phenomena, such as the econ- 
omists and economic historians, the modern 
“value” philosophers, international relations 
specialists (when distinguished from political 
scientists), and even some segments of social 
psychology, cultural anthropology, and sociolo- 


gy- 
Intra-governmental and intra-departmental 
claims (such as, possibly, those of the Bureau of 
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Intelligence and Research and some sectors of 
the Office of the Legal Adviser) were noted as 
being outside our bailiwick. 


1975 Report Usefulina 
Transition Year 


The Report of the 1975 Committee deals with 
what it calis the turning of a corner in the 
compilation and production of Foreign Rela- 
tions. We believe that officers of the new 
administration will gain depth of understanding 
from reading that report along with this one. 
Hence, we recommend that distribution of this 
Report to the Secretary of State and other 
newly appointed officers be accompanied by 
the 1975 Report as an annex.

The Association has announced eight winners in 
the national competition for the 1977-78 Con- 
gressional Fellowship Program, 


The winners~six political scientists and two 
journalists—will come to the Nation’s Capital 
for a year of full-time work in the offices of 
Senators and members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. 


Each winner will receive a minimum stipend of 
$7,500 for the year. The program is financed 
by foundation grants to the Association and 
services of the Fellows are free of charge to the 
Congressional offices in which they work. 


Sponsored by the Association since 1953, the 
purpose of the Congressional Fellowship Pro- 
gram is to give outstanding young academicians 
and political journalists an opportunity to 
further their knowledge of the national legisla- 
tive process, Other participants in the 1977-78 
Congressional Fellowship Program, Asian Fel- 
lows, Harkness Fellows, Johnson Health Policy 


Fellows, and Federal Service Fellows, will be 
named later in the year. 


The Congressional Fellows are scheduled to 
arrive here in mid-November for a three-week 
orientation period. They will begin working in 
Congressional offices of their choice about 
December 1, 1977. The Program ends August 
15, 1978. 


The six winners were selected on the basis of 
Superior academic training and experience. 
Final selections were made by an Advisory 
Committee made up of top government of- 
ficials, Washington newsmen, and political sci- 
entists.

Background 


The Committee was created by the Council in 
September 1975, in response to members’ 
feelings that proliferation of association- 
sponsored educational activities was creating 
increasingly serious problems of (1) insuring 
that such activities be initiated and conducted 
in conformity with the Association’s goals and 
purposes, and (2) insuring that the Associa- 
tion’s resources not be overcommitted or inef- 
ficiently utilized through lack of coordination 
among the diverse projects simultaneously in 
progress under different sponsors and different 
investigators. 


The Council directed the Committee, in es- 
sence, i0 (1) state expressly the hitherto tacit 
and unformulated principles which should 
guide the Association’s authorization and evalu- 
ation of educational activities, including publi- 
cation or dissemination of their products, and 
(2) formulate a set of specific procedures which 
will insure that the Association’s ensuing educa- 
tional activities readily conform to those princi- 
ples. 


Basis of Report 


The Committee examined the record of the 
discussions leading up to its creation and of the 
initiation and products of the Association’s 
educational activities to date. It corresponded 
with and talked to interested and knowledge- 
able members and other persons. It discovered 
that the Association’s involvement in educa- 
tional activities is of considerably longer stand- 
ing and more voluminous than its members 
initially realized (see Appendix 2). It found 
that the number, range, and magnitude of such 
activities currently ongoing were likewise great- 
er and more complex than had been realized. 


The chief problems or issues with which the 
Committee had to deal were (1) reconciling the 
generally acknowledged principle that the As- 
sociation not bear, and not seem to bear, 
organizational responsibility for the work prop- 
erly left to the intellectual discretion and 
academic freedom of choice of responsible 
project directors with the sometimes conflicting 
principle (accepted equally widely) that the 
Association not endorse (or appear by its 
sponsorship to endorse) work inferior to its 
standards of professional excellence; (2) helping 
the Council to exercise genuinely informed 
judgment when authorizing or evaluating edu- 
cational activities carried on under the Associa- 
tion's aegis without thereby either subjecting 
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the Council to an unmanageable burden of 
documents to review or vitiating its real 
authority in such matters by interposing some 
new agency of decisional authority between it 
and the project directors; and (3) securing 
information about ongoing projects, and secur- 
ing fair, impartial, and dependable evaluations 
of their products, without thereby intruding (or 
creating the danger of intruding) into the 
business properly left to project directors’ 
discretion.

Principles and Guidelines for the 
Educational Programs and Activities of the 
American Political Science Association 


The American Political Science Association is 
bound by its constitution ‘‘to encourage the 
study of political science.” Its mission as a 
professional body reinforces the constitutional 
obligation, suggesting concern not only for the 
enhancement of knowledge but also for the 
improvement of teaching at the elementary, 
secondary, college and graduate levels. The 
Association’s acceptance of its obligation with 
respect to the improvement of teaching is 
attested by its long record of encouraging and 
supporting a variety of activities: panel sessions 
at annual meetings, special conferences and 
workshops, training programs, research, and the 
preparation and dissemination of printed ma- 
terials, whether about teaching or for use in 
teaching. As these activities become increasing- 
ly numerous and diverse, it becomes increasing- 
ly important to plan, conduct, and coordinate 
them efficiently, and to ensure their profes- 
sional quality and scholarly integrity. At the 
same time it remains necessary to avoid estab- 
lishing or supporting any “orthodoxy” by its 
educational activities. To further these goals 
and purposes, therefore, the Association estab- 
lishes the following principles and guidelines for 
its educational programs and activities. They 


are schematically summarized in Section V 
below. 


|. General Principles 


(1) The Association has the responsibility to 
inform its members about activities and pro- 
jects being planned or carried out under the 
Association’s aegis, and about sources of fund- 
ing for educational activities by political scien- 
tists. Members are entitled to propose educa- 
tional projects for Association action. 


(2) Responsibility and authority for authoriz- 
ing an educational project or activity to be 
undertaken in the Association’s name, and for 
seeking funds for it, rests with the Council, 
acting on behalf of the Association’s members. 


(3) In proposing or authorizing an educational 
activity, the Council should be guided by the 
extent to which the activity is especially appro- 
priate for a national association to undertake, 
rather than for individual scholars, a research 
institute, or commercial enterprise. Particularly 
appropriate, among others, are projects which 
may (a) involve collaboration of scholars from 
many institutions, (b) require a broad range of 
specializations, (c) deal with problems which 
are particularly novel, neglected, or in need of 
professional attention, or (d) though otherwise 
desirable, not be commercially profitable. 


(4) Educational activities and projects of com- 
mittees, task forces, and individual political 
scientists authorized or commissioned by the 
Council are subject to general oversight and 
coordination of the Committee on Educational 
Policy and Programs created by it. 


(5) The role of the Association’s staff person- 
nel with respect to educational programs and 
activities is to keep members informed about 
important developments in the field of educa- 
tion generally and about Association programs 
and projects in particular, to facilitate com- 
munication among working groups, commit- 
tees, the Council and others about activities in 
progress, and to prepare matertals and reports 
appropriate to ongoing projects and activities. 


(6) Any activity sponsored by the Association 
must meet the highest standards of intellectual 
and educational significance and quality. It 
should also be in keeping with the non-partisan 
character of the Association as described in 
Article li, Sections 1 and 2, of the Constitu- 
tion. 


(7) Although the Association takes steps to 
insure the integrity and quality of the educa- 
tional activities it supports and encourages, it 
does not lend its name as an imprimatur or seal 
of approval on their project. Responsibility for 
conducting a project or program and credit and 
responsibility for its results should clearly 
remain with those involved with it. 


ti. Procedures for Oversight and Coordination 


(1) Proposals for new programs or activities to 
be sponsored or commissioned by the Associa- 


tion are forwarded to the Committee on Educa- 
tional Policy and Programs, which routes them, 
with appropriate recommendations, to the 
Council. Committee recommendations are 
based upon: 


(a) the suitability of tne proposal for Asso- 
ciation action; 


(b) its compatibility with ongoing Associa- 
tion educational activities and commitments; 


(c) the substantive merits of the proposal 
and the qualifications of its proposers, and 


(d) the degree to which the proposal, when 
viewed in the light of other proposals, meets 
the needs of the several diverse constitu- 
encies. 


The Committee may solicit peer review with 
respect to (c). It is obligated to act expeditious- 
ly and to keep all those concerned fully 
informed about its recommendations and ac- 
tions. 


(2) Each educational committee, task force, or 
other group or person commissioned by the 
Council is responsible for keeping the Commit- 
tee on Educational Policy and Programs in- 
formed about the progress of its activities, any 
change in their status, plans for altering or 
extending the work, etc. Copies of reports, 
reviews, and evaluations of the activity should 
routinely be supplied to the Committee. The 
Committee may also ask the person(s) responsi- 
ble for a program or activity for such specific 
information as it needs to meet its responsibili- 
ties for oversight and coordination. 


(3) In reviewing reports and information about 
ongoing activities, the Committee should be 
mindful of the Association’s principles and 
guidelines governing educational activities. It 
should alert persons conducting the activity 
whenever it finds a discrepancy between the 
principles and standards enacted by the Council 
and the operation of the program or project. 
Serious cases of failure to conform to proper 
procedures and principles should be reported 
by the Committee to the Council. 


(4) The Committee on Educational Policy and 
Programs makes an annual report to the Coun- 
cil, in which it lists and describes the educa- 
tional projects and activities undertaken, ongo- 
ing, or completed under the Association's 
auspices during the preceding year, and assesses 
their accomplishments with reference to the 
Association's educational mission. The Report 
shall, when appropriate, recommend to the 
Council new programs or activities, modifica- 
tion or extension of existing ones, or other 
action to further the Association’s educational 
objectives and responsibilities. 


it!. Procedures for Evaluation and Review 


(1) A proposal for a project to be sponsored, 
supported, or conducted by the Association 
must contain express provision for indepen- 
dent, objective, and impartial review and evalu- 
ation of its performance, i.e., its effectiveness 
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and efficiency in attaining its objectives and 
accomplishing its purposes, and the value of its 
contribution to political science education. In 
its recommendation for Council approval of 
any proposal, the Committee on Educational 
Policy and Programs should make explicit note 
of the adequacy of provisions for such assess- 
ment. 


(2) Final evaluation following completion of a 
program or project must be by professionally 
qualified experts who have not been directly 
engaged or involved in it. Selection and ap- 
pointment of appropriate persons or bodies to 
make such assessment, besides conforming to 
whatever requirements may be set by the 
agency funding the activity, should normaily be 
the joint responsibility of the persons conduct- 
ing the activity and the Committee on Educa- 
tional Policy and Programs. 


(3) In addition to such final evaluation, there 
should also be appropriate interim assessments 
of progress at appropriate stages during the 
conduct of the activity. These should normally 
occur at least annually. Although they may 
well, in some cases, be performed by persons 
engaged in or responsible for the activity, 
project managers, project directors, and all 
others concerned must follow procedures ensur- 
ing that the evaluation will be based on 
thorough and impartial review of all aspects of 
the work in progress. 


(4) In its annual report to the Council, the 
Committee on Educational Policy and Programs 
should note explicitly how each program or 
activity in progress or completed during the 
year has been evaluated, and, where appropri- 
ate, report its own assessment of the evaluation 
procedures used. 


IV. Procedures for Publication 
and Dissemination of Information 


(1) Persons conducting educational projects 
under the Association’s aegis should report as 
early as possible to the Committee on Educa- 
tional Policy and Programs their plans for 
publishing or publicly disseminating its pro- 
ducts or results. It is the Committee’s responsi- 
bility to see that these plans protect and are 
consistent with the publishing rights and obliga- 
tions of the Association, other sponsoring 
agencies, and the individuals concerned, as 
defined by the terms of the program authoriza- 
tion, the grant (if any), and the Association’s 
general policies governing publication. 


(2) Subject to any special provisions in the 
program authorization, grant, etc., the decisions 
about mode, medium, and agency of publica- 
tion or public dissemination rests primarily 
with the persons conducting programs or pro- 
jects. The Association, through its relevant staff 
personnel and agencies (e.g., Division of Educa- 
tional Affairs) may, however, lend assistance 
and advice. 


(3) Whatever the mode, medium, or agency of 
publication, material must undergo careful peer 
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review before dissemination. It should not be 
released unless such review attests its substan- 
tive, technical and methodological, literary, and 
other merits for publication in the form and 
place proposed. It is the responsibility of 
project and program managers or directors, 
authors, and others undertaking the publication 
to inform the Committee on Educational Policy 
and Programs of the character and results of 
this peer review. Where peer reviewers have 
raised questions as to the wisdom of publica- 
tion in the submitted form, the Committee 
should offer its advice and opinion. 


(4) Any published or publicly distributed pro- 
duct of an educational project or activity 
carried out under the Association's aegis must 
bear clear, express, and prominent disclaimer of 
any “official” Association status for it (unless, 
of course, the Council by formal action ex- 
plicitly gives it such status), and clear, expréss, 
and prominent acknowledgement of the nature 
and extent of Association and (where appropri- 
ate) other agency support it has received. This 
will normally take the form of a headnote, 
footnote, or other statement to the effect that: 


“This f[article, book, monograph, report, 
etc.] has been [supported by, commissioned 
by, originated by, etc.] the American Poli- 
tical Science Association, through its [Coun- 
cil, etc.] and the [foundation, etc.]. The 
views expressed, however, are those of [the 
author({s)] and not of the Association for 
the committee, foundation, etc.]." 


(5) One copy of all material publicly distri- 
buted must be given to the Committee on 
Educational Policy and Programs as ex- 
peditiously as possible. It is the Committee’s 
responsibility to insure that the publication and 
distribution conform to the principles and 
procedures specified above.

Responsibilities of the

(From the Counci! Resolution,

A. Development and review of policies and 
operating principles with respect to the role 
of the Association in educational programs 
and activities. Proposed policies and princi- 
ples shall be submitted to the Council for 
approval. 


B. Consistent with educational policies and 
operating principles approved by the Coun- 
cil, the Committee shall make recom- 
mendations to the Council concerning: 


1. Review and clearance of grant proposals 
in the educational field made in the name 
of the Association. 


2. Review and clearance, prior to distribu- 
tion, or reports and studies concerning 
educational programs that may be pre- 
pared under Association auspices. 


C. General oversight and coordination of all 
Association educational programs, including 
relations with other educationa! organiza- 
tions and/or activities that directly affect 
education in political science. 


D. An annual report to the Council reviewing 
the educational programs of the Association, 
making any appropriate recommendations 
with respect to the present and future role 
of the Association in educational programs. 


Appendix 2 


An Outline History of 
Educational Activities of the 
American Political Science Association 


Introduction 


This is a chronology of the Association’s education 
committees and their reports, sponsored publications 
and media presentations. The chronology does not 
include the numerous studies and presentations on 
education by individual APSA members at our Annual 
and regional meetings and the Association’s liaisons in 
education with such other professional societies as the 
American Historical Association, the National Council 
on the Social Studies, and the National Municipal 
League. 


The outline of educational activities has been or- 
ganized by Sheilah Koeppen Mann from: {1} reports in 
the Proceedings, the APSR and PS; (2) the minutes 
from Council, Executive Committee and Business 
Meetings; (3) an essay “A History of the American 
Political Science Association Activities in the Field of 
Secondary Education on Government,” by Cora Pri- 
fold Beebe, 1963; and (4) citations in The Develop- 
ment of Political Science: From Burgess to Behavioral- 
ism by Albert Somit and Joseph Tanenhaus, 1967. 


Chronology 


1904: (First Annual Meeting). A section on “Instruc- 
tion in Political Science” is established as one of 
nine sections for the new Association. 


1905: Presentations, “What Do Students Know About 
American Government Before Taking College 
Courses in Political Science?” by William A. 
Schaper. 


1906-1907: A Committee on Instruction in Govern- 
ment in the Secondary Schaols is established and 
surveys high schools. 


1908: The Committee of Five on Instruction presents 
its “Report on instruction in Secondary Schools,” 
Proceedings, 1908, pp. 219-257. Expanded by 
Charles Grove Haines to "Is Sufficient Time 
Devoted to the Study of Government in our 
Colleges?’’, Proceedings, 1910. 


1911: A cornmittee of seven members is proposed and 
endorsed as a new education committee. 


1912: The seven person Committee on Teaching and 
the Study of Government is appointed. For gradu- 
ate education, a committee on Laboratory 
Methods in Political Instruction is appointed and 
renamed the Committee on Practical Training for 
Public Service. 


1913: Report of the committee of seven (Haines 
Report) of a survey of civic education, APSR, 
1914, pp. 243-49; and a “Report on Instruction in 
Political Science in Colleges and Universities,” 
Proceedings (1913), pp. 249-269; and a “Prelimi- 
nary Report of the Committee on Practical Train- 
ing for Public Service,” Proceedings, (1913) pp. 
301-56. 


1915: The final report, “Report of Committee of 
Seven on Instruction in Colleges and Universities,” 
APSR (1915), later published as The Teaching of 
Government, Macmillan, 1916. 


1916: Discharge of the committee of seven and 
appointment of (1) a three-person committee to 
prepare a suggested one-year course in American 
Government for the public schools, and (2) a 
committee to consider graduate study in political 
science departments. These committees were con- 
tinued in 1917. 


1818-1919: The Council approved a constitution for a 
Committee on Instruction and appointed the Com- 
mittee, 


1920: At the annual meeting, a committee is ap- 
pointed to define the scope and purposes of a high 
school civics course. The committee report, includ- 
ing a suggested course outline is “The Study of 
Civics,” APSA, 1922. 


1921: Report from the Committee on Instruction. 


1922: The Committee on Instruction in Political 
Science is designated a standing committee. 


1923: The standing committee is discharged and a new 
committee is established to study pending state 
legislation requiring the study of the U.S. constitu- 
tion, 


1924: Report of the Committee, featuring a draft of a 
“Model Law’ for states to require instruction in 
the constitution or American government or 
American ideals in all the public schools. 


1926: A standing committee on Instruction on Citi- 
zenship in Colfeges and Schools is established. 


1927: A subcommittee on political education of the 
Committee on Policy, supported by a grant to the 
Association from the Carnegie Corporation, ar- 
ranges conferences of educators and surveys on the 
study of government in the public schools for the 
next three years. 


1930: The subcommittee arranges roundtable discus- 
sions of government and education at the annual 
meeting. The survey of the profession, Report of 
the Committee on Policy of the American Political 
Science Association, Supplement to APSR, Febru- 
ary, 1930, included sections in undergraduate 
education, training for the public service and 
teaching pre-collegiate teachers and engineers. 
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1931: A Subcommittee on Civic Education of the 
Policy Committee is appointed to produce, with 
the National Council on Radio Education, a series 
titled “You and Your Government.” The series of 
radio broadcasts ran from April, 1932 until 1936. 
A “Listener’s Handbook” outlining each broadcast, 
with a selected bibliography, was published by the 
University of Chicago Press. 


1933: A special section on government and education 
is organized by the education subcommittee at the 
annual meeting. 


1934: The Subcommittee on Political Education 
establishes a task force to study high school sociai 
studies teaching materials (in the light of a subcom- 
mittee report on the relative deemphasis of politics 
in comparison with economic and social develop- 
ment courses). 


The Subcommittee on Civic Education organizes 
49 national conferences on education. A subcom- 
mittee on materials and instruction reviews teach- 
ing materials and presents a selection of recom- 
mended materials, APSR, 1936. A subcommittee 
on graduate education reports on “The Teaching 
Personnel in American Political Science Depart- 
ments,” APSR (1934). 


1936: Publication of the recommended instructional 
materials, via a contract with the Association: 
Charles E. Beard and George H. E. Smith, Current 
Problems of Public Policy, Macmillan, 1936. The 
APSA with the American Historical Association 
conducted a study of social science education in 
elementary and secondary schools, later edited by 
Rolla M. Tryon, and published by Charles Scrib- 
ner’s Sons, as The Social Studies as School Sub- 
jects. 


1939: A Committee to Cooperate with the National 
Council for the Social Studies reports on students’ 
texts and teacher training. 


1940: The Committee to Cooperate . . . is renamed 
the Committee on the Social Studies and, for the 
next four years, is involved in studies of high 
school education, and of the status of social studies 
in the curriculum; encouraging cooperation be- 
tween college and high school teachers; promoting 
ways of using the local community as a laboratory 
for citizenship education. With the support of a 
grant from the General Education Fund, the 
committee commissioned a study unit on civil 
liberties. The unit was published as a teacher's 
guide, “Teaching the Civil Liberties,” by Howard 
White, NCSS Bulletin No. 16, May, 1941. 


The Council establishes a Committee on Methods 
and Content of Political Science Instruction at 
colleges and universities. 


1941: Meeting of the new Committee on Citizenship 
Education and a panel discussion, 


1942: Committee on Citizenship Education works on 
projects with the Advisory Board on National 
Citizenship Education, the American Council of 
Learned Societies and the Social Science Research 
Council. A Committee on War Time Changes in the 
Political Science Curriculum reports on the profes- 
sion’s responsibility to guard against channelling 
war propaganda. (APSR, 1942). Committee on 
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Social Studies, meets with NCSS, reports on 
pre-collegiate citizenship training, and begins the 
preparation of five groups of student materials, 
Our Constitution and Government. A study on 
improving high school government courses as a 
method of recruiting students for college govern- 
ment courses is conducted and summarized in 
Education, edited by Howard White, Palmer Co., 
1943. The Committee on Policy reports on the 
profession's programs for training for the public 
service, APSR (1942), 


1943: Committee on Citizenship Education publishes 
This Democracy is Ours by Thomas Briggs, and 
What We Have in America by David Coyle and 
begins a home study course in democracy. 


1944: Committee on the Social Studies publishes a 
teacher’s manual on international problems, also 
published as the last chapter in Citizens for a New 
World. : 


1945: Reports from the Committee on Undergraduate 
Instruction in Political Science and from the 
Committee on Citizenship Education. 


1946: Report from the Committee on Undergraduate 
Instruction in Political Science on (1) audio-visual 
materials, (2) student evaluation on teaching ef- 
fectiveness. Council approval of the Citizenship 
Clearing House, “to facilitate the transition from 
the study of political science to participation in 
practical politics.“ In 1962 CCH became the 
National Center for Education in Politics. 
CCH-NCEP were organizations independent of 
APSA, CCH-NCEP ceased in 1966. In its early 
years there was an Association Advisory Panel/ 
Committee on citizenship participation in politics 
which sought to mobilize political scientists to 
mobilize their students to get involved in politics. 


1946; Report of the Committee on Improvement of 
Teaching (which replaced the Committee on Un- 
dergraduate Instruction and on Social Studies). 
Papers from a symposium sponsored by the Com- 
mittee are published, APSR, 1947. 


1948-1951: Committee on the Advancement of 
Teaching works: (1) on a survey of educational 
needs and practices, supported by grants from the 
Office of Education and the Carnegie Corporation; 
and (2) to have the social studies included in the 
domain of the National Science Foundation. 


1951: Goals for Political Science is published as the 
report with recommendations improving instruc- 
tion at all levels of the Committee for the 
Advancement of Teaching. 


1952: The Council prepares a set of recommendations 
for studies in (1) career opportunities for political 
science undergraduates; (2) conditions for teach- 
ing; (3) an instructional film on the nomination of 
presidential candidates; (4) a political science 
bibliography for schoo! libraries. 


1956: President Lasswell presents a report on future 
programs for the Association, including projects to 
develop materials for: (1) basic civic education, (2) 
continuing civic education, (3) basic liberal and 
professional education, {4} continuing professional 
education. 


1965: Executive Committee rejects request from the 
National Education Association for an APSA bibli- 
ography on politics and government for secondary 
school teachers. 


1957: Council approves a request for funds fram the 
Ford Foundation for experimental introductory 
courses, 


1959: Report to the Council on the initiation of a TV 
course in American government. 
1960: The televised course in American government, 


1966: Executive Committee asks: Kent Jennings to 
report on a role for APSA in improving instruction

1961: Appointed a Committee on Standards of

presented a preliminary report. 


A report from the Committee on High School 
instruction. 


1962: The Executive Director reports on proposals for 


projects on: (1) the “first course,” (2) graduate 
education, (3) summer internships for high school 
students and social studies teachers. 


Publication, under APSA auspices, of a study guide 
for pre-collegiate education, “The Soviet Union as 
a Going System,” by Byram E, Carter and Alfred 
Diamant. 


Council resolution to initiate projects to: (1) study 
the teaching of political science in elementary and 
secondary schools, (2) train pre-collegiate teachers,

1968: Executive Committee appoints a three-person 


committee to do an exploratory study of graduate 
education. 


1969: Committee on Pre-Collegiate Education an- 


nounced it will submit a proposal for a project for 
Council approval. The Council instructed the Presi- 
dent to appoint a committee to study undergradu- 
ate education. (The committee was organized, met 
1970-1972, and scheduled the Conference on 
Political Science in the Small College, 1973). 


Recommendations on political science education

Appointment of the Graduate Student Committee 
for an exploratory study of graduate education in 
political science which published an interim report 
in PS, Summer, t1969. 


1970: The Council (June) reappoints Committee on 


Pre-Collegiate Education and affirms the Associa- 
tion’s commitment to improving pre-collegiate 
instruction and lists activities for doing so. A grant 
from the U.S, Office of Education provides for a 
“Political Science Education Project” under the 
supervision of the committee. A committee report 
on the project is in PS, Summer, 1970. The 
Council (December) reviews and approves the 
submission of a proposal to the National Science 
Foundation for a program on undergraduate educa- 
tion. A Committee on Undergraduate Instruction is 
appointed and prepares a ‘conceptual analysis” for 
a program, PS, Summer, 1970. A planning con- 
ference for the project took place, December 
12-13, 1970. 


1971: The Council (February) reviews and approves: 


(1) the undergraduate education proposal to NSF, 
(2) the pre-collegiate education proposal to NSF. 
The Council (September) ratifies approval of the 
pre-collegiate project and referred a proposed 
study on graduate education to the Manpower 
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Information Committee. The Committee on Pre- 
Collegiate Education prepares a report on its 
strategies for enhancing the role of the discipline in 
elementary and secondary education: “Political 
Education in the Public Schools: The Challenge for 
Political Science,” PS, Summer, 1971. 


1972: Appointment of a Steering Committee on 


Undergraduate Education to oversee the NSF 
undergraduate education project (SCUE). The NSF 
Division of Pre-College Education in Science 
awards the Association grants for an Elementary 
School Political Education Project and a High 
School Political Science Curriculum Project. 
(Development of test editions and organization of 
field tests of the twelfth grade course, Comparing 


1974-1976); (2) a college faculty workshop on 
instructional films in politics (rejected by NSF): 
(3) a project to enhance education in political 
Philosophy (funded by NEH, 1975-1977): (4) 
initiation of a project on teacher preparation 
(funded by FIPSE, 1975-1977). 


The initial “products” of the undergraduate edu- 
cation projects: DEA NEWS, a newspaper for 
teachers; test editions of SETUPS: American Poli- 
tics. 


The Committee on Pre-Collegiate Education pre- 
pared “A Directory of Political Education Re- 
sources,” identifying papers, activities of their 
education projects. (An earlier directory was pre- 
pared in 1972.) 


Political Experiences, in 1973-1976.) 


1973: The Committee on Undergraduate Education, 
serving as the advisory committee, organizes a 
conference on “Political Science in the Small 
College.” The Conference conciudes the work of 
this committee and, also, the project for regional 
meetings of political science teachers. The Steering 
Committee for the NSF project appoints a Task 
Force on Computer Related Instruction and a Task 
Force on Audio-Visual Media to report with 
recommendations for education projects.

Proposals for: (1) a college faculty work- 
shop project to NSF, to focus now on “learning 
packages” in comparative politics (funded by 
NSF); (2) continuation of the undergraduate edu- 
cation projects by NSF, with a new Steering 
Committee. 


Revised editions of SETUPS: American Politics; 
the first two Instructional Resource Monographs 
and test editions of SETUPS: Cross-National and 
World Politics are printed. 


The Council establishes a Committee on Educa- 
tional Policy and Programs to establish guidelines 


1974: SCUE receives reports from the two task forces and review procedures for educational activities.

1976: Initiation of a new phase of the NSF supported 
undergraduate education project with a new Steer- 
ing Committee.

Commission on the Operation of the 


SENATE 


The Commission on the Operation of the 
Senate, chaired by former Senator Harold 
Hughes of lowa, filed its final report with the 
Majority and Minority Leaders of the Senate in 
December 1976. The Report, entitled Toward a 
Modern Senate, is the result of a year of study 
by the Commissioners and the Commission 
staff. it makes recommendations on Senate 
operations in a number of areas, including the 
administration of Senate-wide services, space, 
scheduling and time use, information for legisla- 
tive decision making, the support agencies, 
communications with the public, and Senators’ 
pay and ethics. 


The Commission was established in July 1975 
by S. Res. 227, sponsored by Senator John 
Culver and other Senators. The mandate was a 
broad one: “to make a comprehensive and 
impartial study of the organization and opera- 
tion of the United States Senate ... including 
but not limited to, scheduling conflicts, office 
facilities, information resources, administrative 
support structures,” and (most broadly) “the 
functioning of members, officers, employees of 
the Senate in the light of the responsibilities of 
the Senate in the areas of lawmaking, represen- 
tation, and oversight.” The ‘“‘rules,” as such, 
and committee jurisdictions, later the subject of 
study by the Temporary Select Committee to 
Study the Senate Committee System, were 
specifically excluded from the mandate of the 
Commission; all other areas of Senate opera- 
tions were proper subjects for Commission 
study. 


The nine Commissioners, all from private life, 
were chosen by the Majority and Minority 
Leaders (Senators Mansfield and Scott) and 
appointed by the President of the Senate. 
Harold Hughes, a former lowa Senator, served 
as Chairman, and Archie Dykes, Chancellor of 
the University of Kansas, served as Vice Chair- 
man. Other members had held political office

(Wilson Wyatt, former Mayor of Louisville, 
Kentucky, and Carl Sanders, former Governor 
of Georgia); others were from academia (Juani- 
ta Kreps, Vice President of Duke University; 
Willard Boyd, President, The University of 
lowa; Robert Huefner, Director, Institute of 
Government, The University of Utah); from 
business (William Scott, partner, Peat, Marwick 
and Mitchell}; and from Senate operations 
(Mark Trice, former Secretary of the Senate). 
Frank Valeo, Secretary of the Senate, and 
Gerald Frank, Administrative Assistant to Sena- 
tor Mark Hatfield, served as Ex Officio mem- 
bers. 


The Staff Director, Vincent P. Rock, was 
appointed in late 1975, and a staff was re- 
cruited during December, 1975 and the early 
months of 1976. 


The fina! report of the Commission, Senate 
Document 94-278, is available from the Senate 
Document Room. in addition, studies by the 
Commission staff and consultants have been 
pubiished in 12 volumes as Committee Prints. 
These include studies of Senate leadership and 
the policy committees, oversight, personal of- 
fice operations, constituent service, committee 
operations, Senate budgeting, legislative operat- 
ing information and the support agencies. 


Among the recommendations made by the 
Commission are the following: 


-consolidation of Senate administrative ser- 
vices under an Administrator; 


~early establishment of a computerized 
scheduling system for committee and sub- 
committee meetings; 


—coordination of Senate oversight activities; 


~—facilitation of early identification of issues 
deserving Senate attention; 


-experimenting with televised Floor pro- 
ceedings; 


—a new budgeting format for Senate opera- 
tions; 


~—establishment of an ethics committee. 


Some recommendations are being implemented 
by various Senate offices; others require ap- 
proval by the caucuses and, in some instances, 
approval of a Senate Resolution by the fuil 
Senate.

The period from 1969 to 1974 saw the setting- 
up of the Institute, when its structure was 
formed and its leading departments were or- 
ganized and staffed with highly-qualified scien- 
tific workers, the principles and methods of 
information services in the social sciences were 
worked out and the system of information 
publications was created. In 1974 the Institute 
moved into its new building. Today it houses 
scientific departments and sections, technical 
facilities for information services, as well as the 
book depository, accommodating seven million 
volumes. The staff of the Institute at present 
totals 1300 persons, half of whom are highly 
qualified specialists in the field of scientific 
information. 


The Institute processes information in all mod- 
ern languages in which works on social sciences 
are published. Complete coverage of all bran- 
ches of the social sciences and high quality of 
the information are ensured not only by the 
means at their own disposal, but also by 
cooperation with qualified specialists from vari- 
ous scientific research institutes of the USSR 
Academy of Sciences and higher educational 
institutions. Their number amounts to 3000 
persons. 


The preparation of bibliographical and ab- 
stracted information on all branches of the 
social sciences is the principal task of the 
Institute, with the development of abstracted 
information receiving particular attention. As 
distinct from the bibliographical information 
which has already been in existence for several 
decades, the preparation of a wide range of 
abstracted information flow covering all the 
branches of the social sciences has been or- 
ganized in the USSR for the first time.

As many as 25 Public Service Science Residen- 
cies for scientists and engineers and 25 Public 
Service Science Internships for students of 
science and engineering will be awarded by NSF 
on a competitive basis during the current fiscal 
year.

$420 a month.

Ford Foundation State Government 
Environmental Management Program 


The Ford Foundation has announced a nation- 
wide competition designed to encourage univer- 
sity research and policy analysis of state-level 
environmental responsibilities. For the first 
year of the program the Foundation has allo- 
cated $775,000 out of which 10 to 15 awards 
are expected to be made. 


In announcing the program, Marshall Robinson, 
the Foundation’s vice president for resources 
and the environment, said: “State governments 
are playing an increasingly active role in man- 
aging programs dealing with natural resources 
and in enforcing environmental standards set in 
Washington. Many believe that the decisions 
made in the states during the next five to ten 
years will shape the future of environmental 
management in the United States. However, the 
university community has scarcely begun to 
contribute its research and analytical skills to 
the environmental policy issues now facing the 
States. 


“We hope that this competition will prompt 
academic specialists to begin analyzing state 
policies and programs in such areas as pollution 
control, the use and conservation of energy 
resources, land-use regulation and population 
growth, and the management of solid wastes 
and hazardous materials. We also hope that by 
stimulating new ways to link policy analysis 
and decision-making the program will lead to 
continuing collaboration between scholars and 
environmental managers.” 


The competition will be conducted in two 
Stages. First, preliminary proposals outlining 
suggested projects will be submitted by univer- 
sities. The Foundation will then invite a limited 
number of these applicants to submit formal 
proposals. Final selections will be made by a 
panel of nationally recognized experts. 


Although it is anticipated that most proposals 
will be for straightforward policy studies, the 
Foundation is urging applicants to suggest 
projects that may not fit traditional research 
molds and also to design experimental ways for 
universities and governmental agencies to work 
together. Such experiments might include, for 
example, faculty members working in state 
agencies for a year, periodic university-govern- 
ment seminars or workshops, or the formation 
of faculty advisory panels that would meet 
regularly with state environmental agencies. 


The deadline for submission of preliminary 
proposals is July 15, 1977 and for final 
proposals November 1, 1977. Awards will be 
announced early in December. For further 
information,’ write to William Pendleton, The 
Ford Foundation, 320 East 43rd Street, New 
York, New York 10017.

National Capital Area Political Science 
Association 1977 Spring Conference 


The 1977 Spring Conference of the National 
Capital Area Political Science Association was 
held on March 26 at American University. The 
highlight of the Conference was the presenta- 
tion of the first NCAPSA Pi Sigma Alpha 
Award to Dr. Ernest S. Griffith. The award was 
presented by Dr. Austin Ranney of the Ameri- 
can Enterprise Institute for Public Policy and 
President of Pi Sigma Alpha. In his citation Dr. 
Ranney noted: 


This occasion marks the presentation of the 
first Pi Sigma Alpha Award, established in 
1976 to honor persons who have made 
outstanding contributions to the interface 
between political science and public life. To 
receive the first award the National Capital 
Area Political Science Association has cho- 
sen an outstanding American who richly 
incarnates all that the award stands for. 


Ernest Griffith began his long and distin- 
guished academic career with an A.B. degree 
from Hamilton College, and continued it 
with a D.Phil. from Oxford, where he was a 
Rhodes Scholar. He subsequently taught 
political science at Princeton, Harvard, Syra- 
cuse, and at the host institution for today’s 
meeting (American University). He also 
served as Dean of the Lower Division at 
Syracuse and as Dean of the Graduate 
School at American University. 


Dr. Griffith has written a number of distin- 
guished books in our field, including Modern 
Government in Action; Congress: Its Con- 
temporary Role; The American System of 
Government; and, most recently, The Ameri- 
can Presidency: The Dilemma of Shared 
Powers and Divided Government. He also 
edited and co-authored another significant 
‘volume, Research in Political Science. He has 
lectured at universities in Great Britain, 
Japan, and Norway. 


Today’s award is far from being the first 
time his academic colleagues have honored 
him. He has been elected to membership on 
the Council and to the Vice Presidency of 
the American Political Science Association, 
and also served as chairman of its influential 
Committee on Research. Indeed, he has been 
President of the National Capital Area Politi- 
cal Science Association. 


Taken altogether, the foregoing would be 
career enough for at least three men. But 
Ernest Griffith has also had a distinguished 
career in public service. Perhaps its most 
notable phase was the period from 1940 to 
1958 when he served as the Director of the 
Legislative Reference Service of the Library 
of Congress--an agency which so lost its 
identity after Ernest retired that it had to be 
renamed the Congressional Reference Ser- 
vice. 


Bearing all this tn mind, if anyone would 
ask, “What /s an ‘interface’ between political 
science and public life?" we in NCAPSA 
need only reply: ‘Just look at any angle of 
Ernest Griffith's face!” It is with great 
institutional pride and personal pleasure 
that, on behalf of Pi Sigma Alpha and 
NCAPSA, ! present this award to Dr. Ernest 
Griffith.

Scholar-Diplomat Seminars at the 
Department of State 


Entering its eighth year this fall, the Depart- 
ment of State’s Scholar-Diplomat Seminar Pro- 
gram has hosted more than 1,400 scholars since 
its inception. This program allows university 
faculty members to spend a week in the 
Department directly observing the foreign poli- 
cy process and discussing current policy issues. 
Organized along lines of regional or functional 
interest and cohosted by relevant bureaus of 
the Department, seminars are kept small (15-20 
is the usual maximum) to facilitate informal, 
give-and-take, off-the-record discussion. 


During the week in Washington each scholar is 
assigned to a host officer whose work is related 
to the scholar’s major interest. Consequently, 
the scholar is given an opportunity to observe a 
particular officer’s work, discuss policy issues, 
contribute ideas, and perform specialized re- 
search (with access to classified files). Part of 
the week is devoted to group sessions on 
subjects of broad interest within the overall 
geographic or functional focus of the seminar. 
These sessions usually include one or two other 
government agencies involved in the foreign 
policy process. 


A continued indication of the program's value 
is the fact that most new applications are 
received from scholars who have heard about 
the program directly from previous partici- 
pants. 


Seminar participants are drawn from a list of 
qualified applicants who have expressed an 
interest in a given subject. A typical candidate 
for the Seminar Program would be a tenured 
professor whose background in writing and 
teaching in international relations are relevant 
to the area seminar for which he or she is 
applying. Additionally, applicants should hold 
memberships in professional associations or 
societies, be involved in campus and/or com- 
munity civic activities and have the written 
endorsement of their Department Dean, past 
seminar participants, or other appropriate per- 
sons. 


Travel and lodging is at the expense of the 
scholar or his university. 


All candidates must be U.S. citizens—either by 
birth or naturalization.

To the Editor: 


At an ICPSR meeting a while back, Rick 
Hofferbert asked why political scientists, during 
meetings spent so much time on questions of 
constitutional policy and so little on substan- 
tive policy. 


| found this observation interesting, since it fit 
with my own observations of such gatherings 
and with a dean’s comment of several years ago 
that our department’s meetings were unlike 
those of other departments. 


| pondered Hofferbert’s question that evening 
at a cocktail party. As the evening began, | 
formed a tentative hypothesis. By the end of 
the evening the hypothesis had become a law. It 
even looked like a law the next morning. 


Inasmuch as social science laws are rare, and 
inasmuch as ! value intellectual continuity and 
the integration of old work with new, | chose 
to name my new law in a way that gave proper 
credit to two other social science laws: the law 
of anticipated reaction and the iron law of 
oligarchy. My law is, therefore, called the law 
of anticipated oligarchy. It asserts that political 
scientists, sensitive to questions of power and 
hierarchy within organizations because of their 
training, tend to treat any issue of substantive 
policy primarily in terms of its organizational 
and power distribution consequences. Substan- 
tive policy proposals are therefore treated less 
in terms of their manifest content and more in 
terms of the manner in which these proposals 
might portend incipient oligarchy within the 
organization. 


t am only too aware of the narrow data base 
upon which this law is based. There is, however, 
an undeniable charm in asserting a law in a data 
vacuum, and to that | have succumbed, in the 
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hope that others might carry on the important 
work of validation.

To the Editor: 


In response to Professor Robert S. Friedman's 
perceptive article on nonacademic careers (Win- 
ter 1977), | would like to suggest the need for 
more joint-degree programs~combining a B.A., 
M.A., or Ph.D. in Political Science with such a 
discipline as Agricultural Economics or Public 
Health. Based on my own personal experience 
of job-hunting and working for government and 
private business, | am convinced that such a 
joint-degree would be both quite marketable 
and academically meaningful. For example, 
many firms and agencies are eager to hire 
Statisticians, but they are especially interested 
in those with the political sophistication, ana- 
lytical skills, research and writing ability, and 
perhaps foreign language training that a good 
political scientist might be expected to have. 
But someone with just a degree in political 
science (even if it goes under the label of 
“public administration” or “policy science") 
will not qualify. 


The mechanics of joint-degree programs will of 
course have to be carefully worked out: cour- 
ses, examinations, dissertations or theses, etc. 
There are undoubtedly useful precedents in this 
regard. What is necessary is a broad-minded 
approach on the part of both students and 
faculty—a recognition that the marriage of 
disciplines is mutually beneficial as well as 
pragmatic.

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In Memoriam 


Walter Francis Cronin 


Walter Francis (invariably Known as “Joe”) 
Cronin died on January 3, 1977, at the age of 
59. An honor graduate of Hamilton College, he 
received the M.A. in International Relations 
from the Fletcher School and, after military 
service during World War !I, completed the 
Ph.D. in Political Science at Harvard. He began 
a career in Washington in 1949, as a member of 
the Historical Office of the Department of 
State. From 1953 to 1962, he served in the 
External Research Division of that depart- 
ment’s Bureau of Intelligence and Research, 
eventually becoming chief of the Division. For 
the next four years, he was attached to the 
Foreign Service Institute as Special Assistant to 
the Coordinator of the National Interdepart- 
mental Seminar. He transferred to the Depart- 
ment of Transportation at its inception, and 
was responsible for a definitive history of the 
establishment of that agency and its operation 
under the Johnson Administration, for which 
he received a Special Achievement Award. He 
was Chief Historian of the Department at the 
time of his death. 


The inevitable dullness of such a career sketch 
as the above conceals the anything-but-dull 
qualities of the career and the man. Having 
chosen the life of the civil servant, Joe joined 
that least visible and audible segment of the 
political science profession—the scholar- 
teachers whose audience consists not of stu- 
dents and professors but of government of- 
ficiais and political leaders, and whose research 
fills files rather than libraries and fuels not 
academic discourse but the formation of public 
policy. Joe was an enormously productive 
scholar and a stimulating teacher; he con- 
tributed anonymously to the public at large, 
rather than openly to the academic community. 


The liveliness of his mind and the strength of 
his commitment to humane values were evident 
to all who were lucky enough to become Joe's 
close associates and personal friends. To con- 
verse with him was to engage in the most 
fascinating sort of seminar, enriched by his vast 
knowledge of public affairs and enlivened by 
his capacities for criticism unburdened by 
cynicism and for forceful assertion untainted 
by intolerance. Joe was a generous friend and a 
fine political scientist. We are richer for having 
had him in our midst and in the service of our 
government.

Norman Llewellyn Hill 


Norman Llewellyn Hill, Professor Emeritus of 
Political Science at the University of Nebraska, 
died in Berea, Kentucky, on November 27, 
1976, very suddenly after a happy Thanksgiving 
celebration with his daughter and her family. 


He was eighty-one years of age and had taught 
at the University of Nebraska for 36 years prior 
to his retirement in 1963. 


Born and raised in Afton, New York, Dr. Hill 
received his A.B. degree at Oberlin College in 
1917, where he was elected to Phi Kappa Phi. 
His M.A. and Ph.D. degrees were both from the 
University of Wisconsin, where he held at 
Carnegie Endowment Fellow. 


Dr. Hill’s entire career was at the University of 
Nebraska except two years at Western Reserve, 
1924-1926. After the first year at the Universi- 
ty of Nebraska, he was promoted to an Associ- 
ate Professor, and in 1936, to a full professor- 
ship. He also taught at the University of 
Washington (Seattle), 1955-1956, the Univer- 
sity of Tennessee, 1963-1964, 1967-1968, and 
Berea College, 1965-1966. He was a Fulbright 
decturer at the University College of Wales in 
Aberystwyth, 1958-1959. In 1960, Dr. Hill 
received a Distinguished Teaching Award. 


Dr. Hill was the author of 11 books, both 
textbooks and reference, in his special field of 
international law and politics: The New Demac- 
racy in Foreign Policy Making (University of 
Nebraska Press, 1970); Mr. Secretary of State 
(Random House, 1963); /nternational Politics 
(Harper & Row, 1963); /f the Church Want 
World Peace {co-author, Macmillan, 1958); 
Contemporary World Politics (Harper, 1954); 
International Organizations (Harper, 1952); 
Background of European Governments (co- 
author, Rinehart, 1935, 1951); /nternational 
Relations, Documents (Oxford University Press, 
1950); Claims to Territory in International Law 
and Relations (Oxford University Press, 1945; 
Greenwood Press, 1976); /nternational Admin- 
istration (McGraw-Hill, 1931); and The Public 
International Conference (Stanford University 
Press, 1929). He was also a contributor to a 
number of such professional journals as Ameri- 
can Journal of International Law, American 
Political Science Review, Annals of the Ameri- 
can Academy of Political and Social Science, 
and others. 


Dr. Hill served on the Executive Council of the 
American Society of International Law and also 
on the Executive Council of the American 
Political Science Association. 


Most of all, Dr. Hill's warm personality, his 

spirit of dedication and his sense of humor will 

never be forgotten by his students and ail those 

who knew him well. He is survived by his wife, 

Mary Sherwood, two daughters, Elizabeth and 

Virginia, two sisters, Adeline and Helen, and 
eight grandchildren.

Jeffrey L. Pressman 


Jeffrey L. Pressman, Associate Professor of 
Political Science at MIT, died suddenly in 
Boston on March 1, 1977. He was only 33 
when he passed away. Thus ended, much too 


soon, the life of a sensitive, warm and highly 
intelligent human being, one who was always 
eager to help others by counsel and example. 
He was, in addition, one of the most promising 
and productive scholars of his generation. Jeff 
was known to and esteemed by a remarkable 
number of people in the profession, especially 
among those who are involved in one way or 
another with the study of American political 
processes. The shock wave following his passing 
tion” in Explorations in Convention Decision- 
Making (1976, with Denis G. Sullivan and F. 
Christopher Arterton). Jeff had been actively at 
work in the months before his death on a 
similar collaborative study of the 1976 conven- 
tions, and was also working at the time of his 
death on a study of the role of the media in the 
contemporary American political process. 


When a scholar of such extraordinary quality 
dies so much before his time, his colleagues find 
themselves asking again and again, What would 
have happened had he lived out a normal span? 
We will never know, of course: we can only 
contemplate this exceptional corpus of work 
and gain some sense of the magnitude of our 
has been correspondingly great. His many 
friends in the profession know only too well 
that they personally, and the profession gener- 
ally, have suffered a very special loss. 


indeed, Jeff leaves behind a legacy more befit- 
ting a senior scholar of 75 than a young man of 
33. He came to MIT only~—it seems hard to 
imagine—four years ago. While still an under- 
graduate at Yale he completed his first book, 
House vs. Senate: Conflict in the Appropria- 
tions Process (1966). Having thus early dis- 
tinguished himself, Jeff spent a year at Oxford 
and then moved to Berkeley, where he com- 
pleted his doctorate in 1972. There then 
followed a succession of books which quickly 
established him as the leading young scholar of 
American politics in the country. In 1973 his 
book, /mpliementation (co-authored with Aaron 
Wildavsky) appeared-—a study which identified 
with particular clarity the conditions affecting 
the success or failure of federally-sponsored 
urban-development programs, and one which 
received wide critical acclaim and a permanent 
place on the “select” shelf of studies in 
American politics. Two years later his Federal 
Programs and City Politics was published. This 
study broke wholly new ground in a number of 
respects—not least of which was a well- 
grounded comparison between the problems of 
delivery in the fields of foreign aid and federal 
urban programs. With these books and many 
important articles, Jeff established himself as a 
pioneer in the study of policy implementation 
in the American political system. 


But Jeff was moving in other directions as well. 
He collaborated with scholars at Dartmouth, 
where he taught before coming to MIT, on The 
Politics of Representation (1974), a study of 
the impact of rules changes on behavior and 
norms among delegates to the 1972 Democratic 
convention. These analyses were extended to 
include the Democrats’ 1974 ‘mini-conven- 
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professional loss. But this work is one part of 
an important legacy which he left us all. The 
other part is simply his example that scholar- 
ship need not be a competitive race to beat 
others to the completion of a new study, but 
could be a cooperative venture. Jeff collabor- 
ated with others at MIT, in the departments of 
political science and urban studies, and with 
scholars at Dartmouth, Berkeley, Duke and 
Yale. 


But above all, Jeff engaged the intellect of our 
students, graduates and undergraduates alike, 
and imbued in them something of his passion 
for politics. His concern with the lives of our 
students, both at the intellectual and personal 
levels, is already legendary. Within two years 
after he arrived at MIT, he was our most 
popular teacher at both graduate and under- 
graduate levels, and his distinction was suitably 
recognized by an award from the Graduate 
Student Council. By his behavior he demon- 
strated to his colleagues what we say, but so 
often forget: that a professor can care for both 
his scholarship and his students. 


Jeff's work, and his entire life, bespoke his 
concern for other people and their well-being. 


His work was for him an ethical deed. It was 
not his style to shout things from the house- 
tops, or to proclaim in stentorian tones the 
absolute truth of his personal revelations about 
equity and justice in the political order. Jeff 
Pressman’s writings were of a piece with their 
author: emotionally low-keyed, closely rea- 
soned and solidiy documented, but deeply 
concerned throughout with some of the most 
important political issues in the United States. 


Jeff’s contributions to the well-being and effec- 
tive operation of his department were as mas- 
sive as they were in other areas. It is enough to 
say on that score that. he had a kind of 
instinctive feeling about how to get something 
done without hurting or antagonizing people. 
His judgment was respected, and his counsel 
frequently sought. His passing leaves an aching 
void. But Jeff also leaves us with gratitude that 
we were privileged to have the pleasure of his» 
company as colleague, friend, counsellor, teach- 
er. His example will, we trust, not fade from 
our hearts or memories with the passage of 
time.

En Extremis: A Policy Analysis Instructional Unit, conducted by Gayle Avant of Baylor University and Gary 
E£. Thompson of Abilene Christian University. 


How to use an instructional unit that involves students in (1) discovering some pivotal themes in normative 
political theory, (2) learning the elements of courtroom procedure, and (3) clarifying perennial issues of juris- 
prudence. Readings are drawn from political philosophy and ethics, and assignments are exercises and a role- 
playing simulation. The unit is appropriate for upper-division courses in political philosophy, political analysis 
and public law. There is one edition of the unit for students and one edition for instructors. Each edition 
includes readings, exercises and instructions on the execution of a simulation exercise. 


Comparative Budgeting: Policy and Process, by John C. Campbell, University of Michigan, and John M. 
Echols, University of Illinois at Chicago Circle. 


The development and use of a public policy SETUPS—an instructional unit on the comparative analysis of 

(1) policy outputs, (2) change in policy and process. The analysis focuses on how governments make decisions 
about public policy and governments’ decision making priorities. Data are drawn from national budgets for 
fourteen countries, including the USA, USSR, Western and Eastern European nations. Students are taught 
how to measure budgets; assess different measures; examine budgetary expenditures for defense, education, 
health and welfare; determine budgetary changes over time. Students’ mastery of the material is indicated 

by their successful completion of exercises. 


Teaching Political Science with Audio-Visual Media, conducted by Dean C. Myers, Indiana State University; 
Richard Blue, AID; and Gary Hammerstrom, Producer for Zenger Productions. 


Faced with students ever more oriented toward non-print media, many political scientists have recognized 

the desirability of introducing audio-visual material into their courses. These same political scientists soon 
become aware of how time-consuming and frustrating a task this can be. Becoming familiar with material 

and hardware, evaluating the material, and finding the most fruitful way to integrate such material into course- 
work have led many to return to a more satisfying, substantive, preparation for teaching. 


This workshop is intended to alleviate some of these problems by providing an opportunity to share the ex- 
perience of colleagues who have endured the frustration and worked with the audio-visual media. It will 
provide the basic information in an immediately applicable form, and an effort will be made to meet some of 
the specific needs of participants. 


Four media will be considered: motion pictures, sound filmstrips, slide-tape modules, and the overhead 
projector. There will be a discussion of commercially available material and how to find it; of techniques for 
using the media; of problems involved in their use; of production techniques requiring minimal skill; and 
hands on experience with these techniques and associated equipment.

Science by Being Very Trying: 
A Methodological Sampler 


Daily we are bombarded by advice on how to 
succeed in political science. We are told what to 
read~—everybody in Philadelphia reads World 
Politics, conclude media watchers Giles and 
Wright.4 We are told how to speak—practice 
phrases like “latent functional isomorphism” 
and ‘‘quasi-longitudinal typology,” concludes 
politico-linguist Betty Zisk, and success will be 
ours.2 We are even told where to dine—Tadich's 
or Sam's for fish in San Francisco, decrees 
gastronomical heavyweight Richard Brody.? 


Impeccable reading habits, a finely-honed vo- 
cabulary, and proper nutrition notwithstanding, 
we are in imminent danger of failure as political 
scientists unless we are able to establish our 
bona fides as data analysts. This requires that 
we master some canons of research method- 
ology. Unfortunately, these methodological 
strictures have yet to be systematically codi- 
fied.4 By presenting some basics of proper 
research methodology, by discussing some more 
sophisticated techniques (e.g., the Multiplica- 
tive N-Extender, the Levitating Measure 
Raiser), and by cataloguing some even more 
advanced routines (e.g., the Spontaneous 
Phylogeny Recapitulator, the Deviant Data 
Bender), the present exploratory study takes a 
tentative first step in the direction of a more 
systematic political science. 


Some Basics 


(1) Explore. Never fail to present your research 
as a tentative first step toward some new 
frontier, a tactic that will allow you to deflect 
unsympathetic criticism with an exasperated 
“What did you expect? | told you it’s only an 
exploratory study!” Most political scientists are 
doubtless aware of the Colonial Corollary, 
according to which the title of any respectable

scholarly publication must contain a colon. 
Only slightly fewer recognize that the format of 
the colonia! corollary (‘“Eyecatcher: Explana- 
tory Subtitle’) can readily be accommodated 
to the spirit of exploration, viz., “The Effiuent 
Society: Prolegomena to a Tentative Explora- 
tion of Politics in Gary, Indiana.” 


(2) /f Paris says wear it, wear it. Be certain to 
employ whichever statistical technique is taking 
Ann Arbor by storm this summer, because it is 
boorish to be clad in last year’s fashions. 
History shows that this requires true perse- 
verance. Just when a generation of political 
scientists was aglee at having mastered chi- 
squares and product-moments, along came mul- 
tiple regression. Having finally learned how to 
tell a beta from a b, political scientists reeled 
under the full force of the factor analysis 
offensive. Now, still scratching our heads over 
orthogonal versus oblique rotations, we're told 
that discriminant analysis is avant garde. What’s 
next? Smart money is riding on canonical 
correlation, which produces results so unin- 
terpretable as to be eminently publishable, or 
on Goodman’s log-linear analysis, which seems 
at this point to be understood only by Good- 
man; but caution counsels waiting for the 
fashion pacesetters to bring out their spring 
line. 


(3) A peek is worth two finesses. The hy- 
pothesis-rejection road to success in political 
science is long and rocky, so there's no sense in 
developing an explanatory model until you've 
had a chance to pore over some computer 
printouts. If you’re getting unexpected results, 
change your operationalizations. That failing, 
tinker with the composition of your sample. If 
your results continue to defy your theoretical 
expectations, then it’s surely time to change 
your theoretica! expectations. Some may casti- 
gate this procedure as “betting after the race is 
over,” but peeking is guaranteed to spare you 
the social stigma of being associated with any 
rejected hypotheses.®

So basic is such advice that it can probably be 
understood even by advanced graduate students 
and some full professors. Certain other method- 
ological routines, however, have been mastered 
only by a narrow elite which by no mere 
coincidence sits atop the disciplinary totem 
pole. Modesty forbids sprinkling the following 
presentation with references to my own re- 
search, but | do feel compelled to draw 
examples from the cross-national research 
literature. Happily, colleagues in other fields 
report that these very same routines are used 
with considerable success throughout political 
science—most outstandingly, perhaps, in ju- 
dicial behavior, American state politics, and 
quantitative international relations. 


Beyond Basics, Toward Success 


The key to success in political science lies in 
adherence to “The Let's Pretendency,"” an 
integrated system of non-reality-based empirical 
research methods. “The Let’s Pretendency’”’ is 
so far-ranging in function and application that 
oniy a smattering of its key routines~which 
equip the user with the capacity to transform a 
single case into several, to turn dubious data 
into good, and to treat nominal measures as 
interval—can be reviewed here. 


The Multiplicative N-Extender 


Success in political science is determined by the 
ability to publish research, which in turn 
depends on the use of sophisticated statistical 
techniques and the attainment of statistical 
significance, which are themselves functions of 
the size of one’s N. Success in political science, 
then, demands that one have a large N. 


To be sure, the situation has never been entirely 
hopeless for political scientists who suffer from 
an undersized N. Those who are adept at 
camouflaging their stunted case bases have 
always been able to publish, with Chiswick’s 
multiple regression analysis of only seven cases 
serving as an inspiring example of what a 
dedicated researcher can do to overcome severe 
shortcomings.” Much more encouraging, how- 
ever, is the recent development of the Multipli- 
cative N-Extender, a routine designed to bolster 
sample sizes by the proliferation of single cases. 
This promising technique, devised by students 
of Western European politics, essentially in- 


elaborate on the relationship between hypothesis 
rejection and social stigmatization in a forthcoming 
monograph entitled “The Cube Law of Rejection: 
Some Explorations in Logico-Deductive Heuristic 
Model-Building.”” The logic underlying the cube law is 
naturally quite complex, but the law itself can be 
rendered parsimoniously in the arrawdynamic nota- 
tion currently in vogue in political science: Rejection 
of Research Hypotheses -> Rejection of Manuscript > 
Rejection of Tenure Application.

volves observing a few systems at several dif- 
ferent points in time (the higher the ratio of 
points in time to systems, the greater the utility 
of the technique), counting each such observa- 
tion as a separate case, and pooling all the cases 
into a new, improved sample—large enough to 
facilitate multivariate analysis and to guarantee 
statistical significance. The great potential of 
the Multiplicative N-Extender has been demon- 
strated by Taylor and Herman, who used it to 
transform 19 Western democracies into 196, 
and by Hibbs, who parlayed only 10 European 
countries into 200.8 Purist critics who grumble 
that this routine violates the independence of 
observations assumption central to statistical 
analysis can effectively be countered by: (1) 
reference to the spirit of exploration; (2) 
metaphysical condescension (“Britain was, of 
course, a different nation in 1965 than in 
1964’’); or (3) simple inattention (the preferred 
solution). 


The Double-Barreled Data Enhancer 


When confronted with data of dubious quality, 
unsophisticated researchers are likely to aban- 
don a research project altogether, or at the very 
least to undertake only the most primitive sorts 
of data analysis. Both of these strategies are 
self-defeating, because they entirely eliminate 
any prospects for publication. Accordingly, the 
political scientist who aspires to success must 
become intimately familiar with the Double- 
Barreled Data Enhancer, a routine for trans- 
forming bad data into good. Especially in- 
structive in this regard is the pioneering work of 
Arthur $. Banks.” At the outset of a longi- 
tudinal examination of the course of industriali- 
zation in 30 nations, Banks possessed data for 
only a few scattered years on any industrializa- 
tion variable for any nation. Unfazed, Banks (1) 
used the Incremental Missing Data Locator 
program to interpolate rough estimates of data 
for each nation-year-variable combination; (2) 
converted two variables into their U.S. dollar 
equivalents; (3) subjected five variables to log, 9 
transformations; (4) computed averages for 
each nation for each of his eight variables for 
each seven-year interval; (5) caiculated eight 
arrays of longitudinal z-scores, each encompass- 
ing seven-year median data for all 30 nations; 
(6) performed two orthogonally-rotated P- 
mode factor analyses, which indicated that the 
eight variables clustered into four dimensions; 
(7) averaged the z-scores for each set of 
clustered variables to form four composite

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indices; (8) computed group means for industri- 
alized and nonindustrialized nations on each of 
the four clustered, averaged, z-scored variables; 
(9) computed annual percentage change scores, 
averaged over each seven-year period; and (10) 
having created unimpeachably precise variables 
from his initial crude estimates, began his 
statistical analysis. 


Naive critics may scoff at the Double-Barreled 
Data Enhancer, charging that the variables it 
generates are apt to be “polluted.’?° But 
successful political scientists understand that 
ecological soundness militates for, not against, 
the Double-Barreled Data Enhancer; without 
some such energy-efficient technique, we would 
never be able to derive maximal benefit from 
our imperiled natural data resources. 


The Levitating Measure Raiser 


Success in political science, a nominal discipline 
with interval pretensions, demands that one 
establish a reputation for methodological vir- 
tue. The political scientist who appears publicly 
in the company of chi-squares, taus, phis, and 
their ilk is doomed; one is known by the 
coefficients one keeps, and such dull statistics 
impress no one. But the nominal (or at best 
ordinal} nature of most political science mea- 
sures would seem to permit no other out- 
come—a cruel paradox which has stopped 
scores of political scientists short of the success 
that could have been theirs. 


it is for precisely this circumstance, when 
matters seem so desperate that the beleaguered 
researcher laments the fact that he didn’t 
follow his parent’s advice and go to law school, 
that The Let’s Pretendency is ideally suited. 
Rather than trading in his SPSS manual for a 
torts book, the methodologically virtuous poli- 
tical scientist will extricate himself with the 
levitating Measure Raiser. 


Because graduate courses in research method- 
ology have always been purveyors of an essen- 
tially Aristotelian approach to data analysis, 
most political scientists still cling to the belief 
that it is just and good to treat unequal data 
unequally. The philosophic core of the Levitat- 
ing Measure Raiser, on the other hand, is the 
outright rejection of this pernicious doctrine, 
and the substitution in its place of the method- 
ological equivalent of the biblical Golden Rule: 
“Treat your data as you would wish to be 
treated, were you a datum." Following this 
injunction, rather than singling out a measure 
for prejudicial treatment solely because condi- 
tions have conspired to deprive it of interval 
status, allows one to get on with the sophisti- 
cated business at hand. Operationally, this is

quite easy, because the Levitating Measure 
Raiser consists of three simple steps: (1) one 
begins by collecting some nominal data, pre- 
ferably from A Cross-Polity Survey—if nominal! 
data can’t be located, ordinal wil! do; (2) one 
then acknowledges that interval assumptions 
cannot be made about these data; after which 
(3) one makes interval assumptions about these 
data, referring to the spirit of exploration and 
to any of several articles by Sanford Labo- 
vitz.t! The data having thus been levitated, the 
sky~path analysis, multidimensiona! scaling, 
even canonical correlation—is the limit. 


Guaranteeing Success 


Success in political science presupposes mastery 
of the Multiplicative N-Extender, the Double- 
Barreled Data Enhancer, and the Levitating 
Measure Raiser. But these routines alone cannot 
guarantee success, for they are only the most 
primitive components of the highly sophisti- 
cated Let’s Pretendency. More advanced tech- 
niques, working knowledge of which is still 
restricted to a narrow methodological elite, 
include: (1) the Spontaneous Phylogeny Re- 
capitulator, which derives longitudinal conclu- 
sions from cross-sectional data; (2) the Oracular 
Fact Generator, which converts the personal 
opinions of expert informants into certified 
judgmental facts; (3) the Unfamiliar Factor 
Formulator, which facilitates the accumulation 
of knowledge by repackaging simple reality into 
complex, unanticipated forms;+2 (4) the Re- 
cursive Route Restrictor, which simplifies the 
analysis of complex causal systems by per- 
mitting only undirectional arrowdynamic causa- 
tion; (5) the Deviant Data Bender, a 
chiropractic routine for normalizing maidistri- 
buted variables by rendering them theoretically 
uninteresting; (6) the Rapid-Fire Irrelevance 
Eradicator, which makes indicators which are 
unusable because they are not related to one’s 
concepts, usable because they are available; (7) 
the Self-Rising Sow's Ear Silkifier, which melds 
a set of empirically indefensible assumptions 
into an elegantly undisverifiable formal model; 
and (8) the Automatic Article Ender, which 
cites space constraints to extricate an author 
from discussing his findings and which, as an 
optional! feature, promises that he will do so in 
a forthcoming publication. Unfortunately, 
space constraints preclude a fuller treatment of 
these advanced routines, which | hope to 
explicate in a subsequent article.

This document is intended to provide a reliable set of estimates of the number and characteristics of 
political science faculty and students. The data utilized in this report are drawn from a number of 
sources: National Center for Education Statistics, National Research Councils Survey of Earned 
Doctorates; National Science Foundation; and three data collection devices of the American 
Political Science Association: The Guide to Graduate Study in Political Science, The Survey of 
Departments, and The Survey of Placement Directors. 


In many cases the statistics presented are estimates of the relevant population based on information 
available on a sample of cases. We shall attempt to be explicit about our definitions and estimation 
procedures, so that the reader can draw his own conclusions on the usefulness of individual 
components of this report. s

Note: This is the most difficult and arbitrary estimate in the entire report. The number of ‘‘Faculty” is reasonably 
solid and is explained in Section || below. The “Other Academic” includes college and university administrators 
and research associates, faculty teaching in other departments or units (e.g. public affairs and business schools), 
etc. The estimate of the size of this group is derived in part from NSF figures for nonteaching political scientists 
employed by educational institutions. The figure for “Nonacademic with Ph.D.” is the difference between the 
total number of Ph.D.’s of working age in the U.S. (11,000) and the number of academics with Ph.D.’s (8,700). 
The former is estimated from the data in Section II]. The latter is discussed in Section Il. The final category 
arbitrarily includes only those “Nonacademics without Ph.D.” who indicate professional identity by being 
members of the American Political Science Association. This definition excludes thousands with masters or 
bachelors degrees in political science whose careers are related in some way to the discipline.

Reasonably high response rates for the graduate and undergraduate political science departments allowed a 
straightforward estimation of the numbers of faculty members in these categories. (The Guide to Graduate Study 
provided a validation of these estimates.) The undergraduate combined departments posed a more difficult 
estimation problem, since the response rate was low and the characteristics of the instructional staff in the 
nonresponding departments were largely unknown. While we made allowance for the fact that nonresponding 
departments probably have fewer political scientists on their faculty than responding departments, the estimated 
figure still might be high. The percentage of faculty with Ph.D.’s is based upon the 1970 NSF Register, 1972 and 
1974 Survey of APSA members, and nonsystematic investigation of several types of departments. Note that the 
Part-Time Faculty category probably overlaps with the Nonacademics but we do not know to what extent. A 
recent NSF survey of “Manpower Resources for Scientific Activities at Universities and Colleges” was used to 
validate these estimates and to provide data on faculty in two-year colleges.

The Annual Meeting 


The Association's Annual Meeting is a major 
contributor to the exchange of scholarly and 
professional information in political science, 
with the scope and diversity of the discipline 
continuing to be reflected in the wide variety of 
panel sessions. 


The meeting also provides an important forum 
for about one hundred publishing exhibitors 
annually. In recent years in an effort to expand 
exhibit opportunities for publishers, the Associ- 
ation has also conducted an APSA Joint Book 
Exhibit for those wishing to exhibit a small 
number of titles. In 1976, thirty publishers 
participated in this exhibit. 


A statistical report on some features of the 
Annual Meetings is included in each Winter PS, 
and the Winter 1977 issue also contains, at page 
24, a twenty-year survey of Annual Meeting 
participation. 


The 1977 Annual Meeting will be held in 
Washington, D.C. at the Washington Hilton 
Hotel from Thursday, September 1, through 
Sunday, September 4. Information on the 
meeting is contained in the Preliminary Pro- 
gram, published in the Spring 1977 issue of PS.

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Publications and Information Exchange 


A major responsibility of the Association is the 
dissemination of scholarly and professional 
information for the discipline. The Association 
facilitates information exchange on political 
science research by: 1} publishing a scholarly 
journal, The American Political Science Review, 
and a Cumulative Index to the American 
Political Science Review; 2) recording research 
reported at the Annual Meetings in the Proceed- 
ings of the Annual Meeting and in the Cumula- 
tive Index to the Proceedings; 3) publishing a 
Political Science Thesaurus and developing a 
U.S. Political Science Information System. 


The Association collects and circulates informa- 
tion about the profession in: 1) PS; 2) Guide to 
Graduate Study in Political Science; 3) career 
bulletins; 4} directories of political scientists 
and of political science department chairper- 
sons; 5) an Annual Survey of Departments; and 
6) bulletins on research support and undergrad- 
uate internships. 


The Association’has initiated a series of publica- 
tions to carry out the undergraduate education 
project. These publications include: 1) DEA 
News, a newspaper for teachers of political 
science; 2) series of Instructional Resource 
Monographs for teachers; and 3) a series of 
learning materials for students. 


Each monograph published by the Association 
is: 1) authorized by an Association Committee; 
2) subject to multiple review prior to publica- 
tion; and 3) accompanied by a disclaimer that 
the views expressed are those of the author or 
authors and not of the Association or of its 
committee. 


RESEARCH 


The American Political Science Review 


A quarterly journal containing research articles, 
review essays and book reviews, the Review is 
widely regarded as the leading periodical in the 
discipline. With the September 1977 issue, 
Nelson W. Polsby, University of California, 
Berkeley, completes his term as Editor. Charles 
O. Jones, University of Pittsburgh, was selected 
as the next Editor by the Council in August, 
1975. He began receiving manuscripts on Janu- 
ary 1, 1976; his first issue will be published in 
December, 1977. Paul Allen Beck, also of the 
University of Pittsburgh, is the new Book 
Review Editor.

ceedings of the APSA Annual Meetings, includ- 
ing copies of all papers delivered from 
1904-1912 and 1956 through 1976. 


Cumulative Index to the Proceedings 


in addition, the Association has published 
through University Microfilms the Cumulative 
Index to the Proceedings of the Annual Meet- 
ings 1904-1912 and 1956-1969. Approximately 
1500 papers are included in the /ndex, which 
was compiled by Mark Iris, Northwestern Uni- 
versity, under the direction of Kenneth Janda, 
who designed and edited the index of the 1968 
and 1969 annual Proceedings. 


Political Science Thesaurus 


in January 1975 the Association published a 
major new reference tool for the discipline. 
Edited by Carl Beck, Eleanor Dym and Thomas 
McKechnic, the Political Science Thesaurus is 
an authoritative compilation and hierarchical 
ordering of the terminology of political science. 
Supported in part by a grant from the National 
Science Foundation, it can be used to organize 
personal files and monograph indexes and as a 
terminology control device in a mechanized 
information retrieval system. Copies of the 
Thesaurus can be purchased directly from the 
Association. 


U.S. Political Science Information System 


Following the development and publication of 
the Thesaurus, the Association,in cooperation 
with the University Center for International 
Studies at the University of Pittsburgh, initiated 
an experimental project designed to facilitate 
the development of an automated information 
retrieval system for the periodical literature 
central to teaching and research in political 
science. At the present time about 150 journals 
are included in the system. Each article is 
represented by multiple levels of information: 
author, title, source, abstract, titled special 
features (e.g. tables and section headings), 
authors cited, thesaurus terms, geographic 
terms and proper terms. The first annual 
publication of the contents of the file, United 
States Political Science Documents, appeared at 
the end of 1976. USPSD and the entire 
information system were described in an article 
by Carl Beck and Thomas McKechnie that 
appeared in the Winter 1977 PS. The first 
volume of USPSD can be purchased directly 
from the University Center for tnternational 
Studies, University of Pittsburgh.

@ The Association, upon receiving a request to 
reprint, informs the requester that a detailed 
response will be forthcoming after the Associa- 
tion contacts the author or authors. At the 
same time, it informs the author of the request 
and asks him to complete a form, noting 
whether or not permission is given and the 
conditions under which it will be given. 


@ A response is then made to the person 
requesting permission to reprint, informing him 
of the author’s wishes. A normal fee specified 
by authors is $100. The Association also 
requires a $50 fee for each article or major 
portion thereof for commercial use. This in- 
cludes world rights. 


@ The Association then receives checks from 
the requester and forwards payment to the 
author. Annual Meeting panel papers may be 
reprinted contingent on the permission of the 
author. 


@ For short passages of an article, or for 
reprinting purposes other than commercial, 
such as for classroom or conference use, neither 
a fee nor the author’s permission is required. 
The Association’s policies are in conformance 
with the principles of the Committee on Profes- 
sional Ethics Advisory Opinion Number One on 
the subject of reprinting. 


® All reprint permissions apply only to one 
edition and permission must be obtained, and a 
fee of $50 paid to the Association for any 
article or major portion thereof to be reprinted 
in each new edition of a book. 


Research and Publication Awards 


To stimulate research and recognize excellence, 
the Association each year presents citations and 
cash awards to authors of outstanding scholarly 
works in political science. The winners of this 
year’s awards will be announced at the 1977 
Annual Meeting of the Association. 


The second annual $1,500 Benjamin Evans 
Lippincott Award for a work of exceptional 
quality by a living political theorist that is still 
considered significant after a time span of at 
least 15 years since the original publication was 
made in 1976 to Kar! Popper for his work, The 
Open Society and Its Enemies, first published 
in 1945. The selection committee for the 1977 
award is composed of: Melvin Richter, CUNY 
Graduate Center, Chairperson; Maurice Cran- 
ston, London School of Economics; and George 
Kateb, Amherst College. 


The $1,000 Woodrow Wilson Foundation Book

The Association has taken steps to institutional- 
ize some of the innovations that, while devel- 
oped with the more tenuous support of “soft” 
money, have now surpassed the initial experi- 
mentation stage and assumed an integral role in 
knowledge dissemination for the profession. 
Thus, DEA News, our quarterly newspaper for 
teachers of political science, will graduate from 
its present status as a dissemination vehicle for 
NSF-education project materials, to be support- 
ed in large part by its own advertising income. 


The popular SETUPS series (Supplementary 
Ernpirical Teaching Units in Political Science) 
continues to expand with requests for modules 
on new topics in both American and interna- 
tional politics. With a now-established format, 
these innovative units are being produced with- 
out the “workshop” stage originally required. 
Thus, political scientists can work at their own 
schedule, during the academic year, at their 
home campuses—increasing their opportunities 
to write and publish innovative teaching mod- 
ules while reducing the overall costs of innova- 
tion. 


The Professional Development Program, begun 
in summer 1976 with a grant from the Fund for 
the Improvement of Post-Secondary Education, 
will be continued and expanded, with the aid of 
a grant from the Lilly Endowment, in 
1977-1978. Broadening the impact of profes- 
sional education, the short courses on teaching 
methodologies will be held in Washington, D.C. 
pricr to the Annual Meeting (August 27-31), 
and then, in intensive sessions, at regional 
meetings of political science associations. Sev- 
eral faculty who participated in the 1976 and 
1977 summer sessions will be trained to or- 
ganize and direct workshops on_ teaching 
methods for their own colleagues.

PRE-COLLEGIATE EDUCATION 


Since its beginning in 1970, the Committee on 
Pre-Collegiate Education has pursued the three- 
prong strategy for achieving educational change 
outlined in its landmark report, ‘‘Political Edu- 
cation in the Public Schools: The Challenge for 
Political Science” (PS, Summer 1971). This 
strategy includes: (1) development within the 
profession of an institutional and cultural sup- 
port base for expanded involvement on the part 
of political scientists in research, development 
and service activities related to pre-collegiate 
education; (2) establishment of collaborative 
working relationships with other groups, or- 
ganizations and disciplines engaged in educa- 
tional reform; and (3) development of a set of 
programmatic activities related to curriculum 
change, teacher education, the social organiza- 
tion and governance of schools and research. 
Many activities have been undertaken in con- 
Junction with this strategy, only several of 
which are reported here.

Comparing Political Experiences, an alternative 
program for 12th grade government courses, is 
being developed with funds from the National 
Science Foundation at the Social Studies Devel- 
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opment Center, Indiana University, under the 
direction of Judith Gillespie, Howard Mehlinger 
and John Patrick. Initiated in 1972, CPE is now 
in its final development stage. The authors, in 
collaboration with editors of Prentice-Hall, Inc., 
the firm selected to publish the materials, are 
now making final revisions. The published 
version of CPE will carry a January 1979 
copyright, although review copies will be avail- 
able in late 1978. Detailed descriptions of the 
development and evaluation procedures used by 
the CPE staff, as well as a list of reviewers, field 
test sites and presentations, are available upon 
request. 


The Committee is now devoting a major part of 
its attention to the production of a volume of 
readings on political education. 


THE CONGRESSIONAL FELLOWSHIP 
PROGRAM 


The Congressional Fellowship Program is a 
professional level internship program that pla- 
ces academics, journalists and federal agency 
executives on the staffs of senators, congress- 
men and congressional committees. Its goals are 
to enhance public understanding of Congress 
and the policy making process; provide practi- 
cal experience in congressional politics to fu- 
ture leaders in higher education, government 
and the press; and assist Congress by having 
highly qualified scientists, journalists, lawyers 
and administrators serve temporarily on per- 
sonal and committee staffs. 


Since the first class of Fellows began in 1953, 
748 Fellows have participated in the Program, 
including 193 political scientists, 142 journal- 
ists, 320 career civil servants, 68 foreign partici- 
pants, 7 law professors and 18 medical faculty. 


Each year there are between 40 and 50 Con- 
gressional Fellows. The political scientists and 
journalists, supported entirely by contributions 
from corporations and foundations, are selected 
in a nationwide competition among political 
scientists who have completed their doctorate 
within the last ten years or are near completion, 
and reporters with a bachelor’s degree and 
between two and ten years of professional 
experience in newspaper, magazine, radio or 
television reporting. Criteria for selection are 
quality training, demonstrated competence, ma- 
turity and responsibility, relevance of fellow- 
ship experience to career goals and potentiality 
for advancement.

Financial support for the political scientists and 
journalists during this past year was provided 
by the Rockefeller Brothers Fund, the Andreas 
Foundation, Exxon, IBM, Upjohn and Merck. 
Efforts are now underway to secure more 
substantial financial backing for the Program as 
it approaches its 25th anniversary. 


The Program is directed by Thomas E. Mann; 
during much of the past year Frederic L. 
Holborn served as Acting Director. An Advisory 
Committee, whose members are listed below, 
provides overall policy guidance for the Pro- 
gram. 


The Program commences in early November 
with an orientation period that includes semi- 
nars with numerous legislators, administrators, 
lobbyists, reporters and scholars covering a 
range of topics relating to Congress and na- 
tional politics. During this time Fellows also 
begin exploring individual office assignments. 
Negotiations are conducted by the individual 
participants with Congressional offices of their 
choice. Fellows begin work in their House or 
Senate offices in December. They serve in each 
house for approximately four and a half 
months. A continuing series of seminars are 
scheduled during the entire year to supplement 
the internship experience. Fellows also travel 
with their Representative or Senator to the 
Congressional district or state during the course 
of the year, 


A Congressional Fellowship Alumni Association 
was organized this past year. Its activities, 
coordinated by Alumni Secretary Carolyn 
Ecker, will include semi-annual meetings, news- 
letters and directories. At its first meeting, the 
Congressional Fellows named Senator Hubert 
H. Humphrey an Honorary Congressional Fel- 
low.

Two projects on which the Committee has been 
working will result in publications by the 
Association's Committee this fall. The first isa 
volume, Blacks in Political Science, which will 
include a 1977 Committee study co-authored 
by Paul Puryear, University of Massachusetts, 
Amherst; Maurice C. Woodard, Howard Univer- 
sity; and C. Vernon Gray, Morgon State Univer- 
sity, On a comparative study of blacks and 
whites in the profession, a more recent 1976 
study by Edward Jackson on Political Science 
at Black Colleges and the report of the 1969 
Conference on Political Science Curriculum at 
Predominately Black Institutions which was 
originally published in PS. The second publica- 
tion will be a Roster of Black Political Scien- 
tists and Graduate Students and a Directory of 
Department Chairpersons of the Predominately 
Black Institutions.

The Committee is 
assisted in its work by Maurice C. Woodard, 
Association Staff Associate and Professor of 
Political Science at Howard University.

The Black Graduate Fellowship Program was 
Initiated in 1969-70 with Association support 
to provide opportunities for graduate training 


in political science to black students. The six 
funded Fellowships of $3,600 for the academic 
year allow the winners to attend the university 
of their choice. Fellows without stipend were 
also selected. Selection of the Fellows is made 
by a Fellowship Selection Committee com- 
posed of Robert E. Martin, Howard University;

Status of Women in the Profession 


The Committee on the Status of Women was 
established in 1969 to study the status of 
women in the profession, to seek means to 
enhance their professional status and to en- 
courage women to enter the field of political 
science. The Committee has publisned a num- 
ber of reports including the publications, Wo- 
men in Political Science: Reports and Studies 
of the APSA Committee on the Status of 
Women in the Profession, 1969-71; Data on 
Women and Men Faculty and Graduate Stu- 
dents in Departments of Political Science; A 
Guide to Publication in Political Science (pub- 
lished jointly with the Women’s Caucus for 
Political Science); and The Roster of Women in 
Political Science. It has also developed general 
policy statements adopted as Association policy 
on such topics as part-time study, part-time 
employment, anti-nepotism and on the Equal 
Rights Amendment to the U.S. Constitution. 
On the recommendation of the Committee, the 
Association conducts a professional child care 
service at its Annual Meetings.

Professional Rights 


The Association is concerned with the profes- 
sional rights and obligations and the academic 
freedom of members of the political science 
profession. 


Committee on Ethics and Academic Freedom 


The Committee on Ethics and Academic Free- 
dom is concerned with the professional rights 
and obligations of political scientists. It works 
under guidelines established by the Bernstein 
Report of the Committee on Professional! Stan- 
dards and Responsibilities which were adopted 
by the 1968 Annual Meeting, and the 1969 
Annual Business Meeting Resolution on Aca- 
demic Freedom. Under these resolutions the 
Committee considers issues involving rights and 
obligations of political scientists, issues advisory 
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opinions, encourages discussions of ethical is- 
sues and matters of academic freedom at 
Annual Meeting sessions, and seeks to respond 
in a limited way to inquiries and cases involving 
academic freedom. In responding to inquiries 
and cases involving rights and obligations of 
individual political scientists, the Committee is 
successfully drawing on a group of consultants 
to the Committee composed of Association 
members around the country who will seek to 
mediate problems or act as preliminary review- 
ers for the Committee. 


Advisory Opinions issued by the Committee are 
published in PS. Since 1974, the Committee has 
also been authorized to issue Urgent Public 
Statements on important matters involving pro- 
fessional ethics or academic freedom. 


During the past year, the Committee has given 
special attention to the Association’s reprint 
permission policy; the participation of aca- 
demic political scientists in intelligence activi- 
ties; and to the development of a revised 
advisory opinion on the ethical obligation of 
scholars to protect confidential sources and 
data. It has also assisted seven political scien- 
tists in cases involving protection of their rights. 
An annual report for the Committee is printed 
in this issue of PS.

Task Force on the 
Future of the Association

Departmental Services Program 


The Departmental Services Program was esiab- 
lished in 1972 as a vehicle for substantially 
expanding services to political science faculty 
and students. In its fifth full year of operation 
approximately 550 departments were members 
of the Program (see chart below). During 
1976-77 member departments received multiple 
copies of the 7977 Guide to Graduate Study, 
the monthly Personnel Service Newsletter, the 
Directory of Department Chairpersons 
1976-77, the 1977 Supplement to the Bio- 
graphical Directory, a reduced rate on all orders 
for renting all or part of the Chairpersons’ list 
on mailing labels, the 7976-77 Survey of 
Departments, multiple copies of Careers and 
the Study of Political Science (second edition), 
Career Alternatives for Political Scientists: A 
Guide for Faculty and Graduate Students, a 
reduced rate on bulk orders for both career 
bulletins, the 7976 Roster of Women in Politi- 
cal Science, and the 7977 Fact Sheet on 
Political Science Faculty and Students. 


Member departments also have an opportunity 
to use the APSA Visiting Faculty Program, to 
call upon the Departmental Services Program 
staff for individual departmental needs or infor- 
mation, to list positions in the Personnel 
Service Newsletter without charge, and to 
obtain internship directories from the National 
Center for Public Service Internship Programs 
at reduced rates. 


Two new Departmental Services Publications— 
Storming Washington: An Intern’s Guide to 
National Government and Research Support for 
Political Scientists—have just been sent to mem- 
ber departments. 


The Program’s membership fee structure, based 
on department size and degree level, ranges 
from $25 to $180 per year.

mand for political scientists, the operation of 
professional placement services, and the devel- 
opment of nonacademic employment oppor- 
tunities for political scientists. 


The Association conducts annual surveys of 
department chairmen and placement directors 
in order to estimate supply and demand for 
political scientists. Reports are circulated to 
placement directors and published in PS. A 
“Fact Sheet on Political Science Faculty and 
Students” is compiled each year from numer- 
ous sources and printed in PS. 


In August 1976 the Association published a 
pamphlet, ‘Career Alternatives for Political 
Scientists: A Guide for Faculty and Graduate 
Students” written by Thomas E. Mann. Several 
thousand copies are in circulation, and plans are 
now being made to revise it. Association staff 
members also organize a workshop at each 
annual meeting on career alternatives for politi- 
cal scientists and assist individual political 
scientists find employment in Washington, D.C. 


During the past year, the Council authorized 
the formation of a Committee on Professional 
Development (originally named the Committee 
on the Utilization of Political Scientists in a 
Changing Society) whose purpose is “to pro- 
mote a more effective utilization of political 
scientists by fostering professional career alter- 
natives for Ph.D.’s and by expanding nontradi- 
tional academic opportunities.” The full charge 
to the committee, printed on page 52 of the 
Winter 1977 PS was prepared by the Ad Hoc 
Employment Committee, which consisted of 
Betty Nesvold and James Christoph from the 
Council and Robert Friedman and Harold 
Jacobson from the Department Chairperson’s

Professional Placement 


Four services conducted by the Association to 
provide assistance to political scientists seeking 
positions are: 


APSA Personnel Service 


The Association’s Personnel Service acts as a 
clearinghouse to bring together political scien- 
tists and prospective employers through a 
monthly Newsletter listing available positions. 
The Association’s open-listing policy makes it a 
“professional obligation of all political science 
departments to list in the APSA Personnel 
Service Newsletter all positions, including tem- 
porary and visiting appointments, for which 
they are recruiting at the Instructor, Assistant 
and Associate Professor levels. In addition, the 
listing of openings at the Full Professor level is 
strongly encouraged.” As the chart below indi- 
cates, there has been a substantial increase in 
the number of positions listed in the Newslet- 
ter, in spite of the fact that the overall number 
of positions is declining. Clearly, the open- 
listing policy has been very successful. 


Also contributing to strengthening and stream- 
lining the Personnel Service in serving its 


members is a separate Credential Referral Ser- 
vice which maintains and distributes confiden- 
tial credentials. To set up a file at the Associa- 
tion’s National Office, an individual must be an 
active member of the Personnel Service. 


Annual Meeting Professional Placement Service 


At the 1976 Annual Meeting, 518 individuals 
seeking positions and 95 organizations and 
departments seeking personnel used the service. 
The service will be conducted again at the 1977 
Annual Meeting. 


Retired Professors’ Registry 


As an adjunct to the Personnel Service, the 
Association initiated a Registry of Retired 
Professors in 1967. The Registry serves as an 
information exchange for retired professors 
who desire to teach one or more courses on a 
one semester or one year basis, and department 
chairmen who require faculty for short terms. 
The Registry is available to Association mem- 
bers without charge. Registered members sub- 
mit one-page resumes, which are maintained by 
the Association and forwarded to inquiring 
institutions where fields of interest coincide. 
All further contact is made directly between 
the registrant and the institution. 


Regional and State 
Political Science Associations 


For the sixth year, the Association has helped 
publicize Placement Services at regional and 
state political science association annual meet- 
ings. Members of the Personnel Service were 
notified about these meetings and all depart- 
ments were encouraged to list vacancies with 
these services. The Director of the APSA 
Personnel Service acts as liaison between re- 
gional associations and APSA in the matter of 
professional placement.

One of the functions of the Association’s 
National Office is to protect and enhance the 
rights and opportunities of political scientists as 
scholars and teachers. While the tax exempt 
status of the Association allows only a limited 
amount of lobbying activity, the National 
Office has actively sought to represent the 
interests of political scientists before adminis- 
trative agencies and the Congress. One focus of 
this activity is the level of research funding for 
political scientists. 


Committee on Research Support 


Last year the Council established a Committee 
on Research Support and gave it the following 
responsibilities: to monitor support for research 
in political science provided by the National 
Science Foundation, the National Endowment 
for the Humanities, and other governmental 
agencies (NIH, NIMH, etc.}; to effectively 
mobilize members of the APSA to get research 
support by stimulating more adequate justifica- 
tion of political research; to maintain commu- 
nication among political scientists and with 
funding agencies, congressional committees and 
key congressmen; to make recommendations to 
the APSA Council regarding policies and pro- 
grams to improve support for research in 
political science.

PS, the news journal of the Association, has an 
International Political Science Section which is 
designed to provide information on political 
science and political scientists abroad. Among 
the contributions published in the past year 
have been a list of nationa! political science 
associations, including officers, publications, 
and meeting places and dates; information on 
IPSA and national association meetings; and 
materials on political science abroad. PS will 
welcome further submissions for its inter- 
national Political Science Section. 


Special Programs for Non-Americans 


The Association conducts special programs for 
non-Americans and cooperates with foreign 
institutions, groups, and individuals by welcom- 
ing political scientists and government officials 
from other countries. 


Membership grants for Asian scholars in their 
home countries, supported by the Asia Founda- 
tion, which enables them to receive the Review 
and PS have been granted to over 600 scholars 
and institutions since inception of the grant 
program in 1958. In 1976-77, 39 membership 
grants were made. 


Under two programs, one sponsored by the 
Asia Foundation and one by the Institute of 
International Education, through U.S. Depart- 
ment of State support, 25 visiting foreign 
scholars and advanced graduate students in the 
field of political science from foreign nations 
were provided travel grants to attend the 1976

Special Projects 


Public Documents 
Preservation and Access 


The Association is concerned with the preserva- 
tion and accessibility of public documents. As a 
part of this effort, the Association joined in 
litigation with the Reporters Committee for 
Freedom of the Press, Legal Defense and 
Research Fund and the American Historical 
Association, beginning in 1974, to preclude 
control by former President Nixon over official 
Presidential material generated during his term 
of office. In June of this year, the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled in favor of public control 
over Mr. Nixon’s official Presidential material. 


An initial article on this matter was published 
in a Winter 1975 PS article by Clement Vose 
entitled ‘‘Presidential Papers as a Politica! Con- 
cern.” In the Fall 1977 PS, Professor Vose will 
have a second article dealing with events which 
have taken place in the field of protection of 
public documents since his first piece. It will 
deal in detail with the last stages of the 
litigation on the Nixon Tapes and Documents 
Case and the Supreme Court decision as well as 
the Public Documents Commission established 
by the 1974 Presidential Recordings and Mater- 
ials Act and the Association’s participation in 
the litigation over the control of secretarial 
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notes of former Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger’s official telephone conversations. 


The Association also seeks to work in the area 
of protection and accessibility of public docu- 
ments through its participation in the Archives 
Advisory Council of the U.S. National Archives 
and Records Service. Clement E. Vose of 
Wesleyan University represents the Association 
on this body. 


Project 87: An Interdisciplinary 
Study of the Constitution 


At the initiation of James MacGregor Burns 
during his Presidency, the Association is devel- 
oping a major proposal in cooperation with the 
American Historical Association on an inter- 
disciplinary study of the Constitution. Entitled 
Project 87, the project evolved following discus- 
sions by historians, political scientists, and 
other scholars over the past year under a 
preliminary investigation funded by the Mellon 
and Ford Foundations. The project, according 
to Professors Burns, “‘proposes to undertake 
during the Bicentennial Era of 1977-1989, a 
comprehensive reassessment of the Constitution 
and the American political systern in the light 
of the political values and Constitution—making 
efforts of the Founders, of political and consti- 
tutional developments since the Constitution's 


adoption, and of contemporary pressures and 
demands on American government; to bring 
together an interdisciplinary group of scholars, 
researchers, educators (political, legislative and 
administrative) practitioners and publicists 
from history, political science, law and other 
allied fields and focus their scholarly energies 
and practical experiences on this reassessment; 
and to develop a framework of research, com- 
munication, publication and public participa- 
tion which will permit a searching, intellec- 
tually responsible, and unhurried examination 
of the constitutional and political problems 
such a reassessment necessarily involves.” 


The projected program, which will be con- 
sidered by the Council at its August 31 meet- 
ing, has been developed by an Ad Hoc Commit- 
tee on the Bicentennial Era which is co-chaired 
by James MacGregor Burns, Williams College, 
and Richard B. Morris, Columbia University. 
Other members of the Committee are: Benja- 
min R. Barber, Rutgers University; Patricia V. 
Bonomi, New York University; Robert Curvin, 
Brooklyn College; Herbert A. Johnson, Univer- 
sity of South Carolina; Michael Kammen, Cor- 
nell University; and John C. Wahtke, University 
of lowa. Anne Nelson, George Washington 
University; Donald Robinson, Smith College; 
Walter Dean Burnham, M.I.T.; and Betty Glad, 
University of Hlinois, have been assisting in the 
development of the proposal. 


Membership Services 


APSA Group Insurance Programs 


The Association sponsors three group insurance 
programs for members: a Term Life Insurance 
Plan, underwritten by John Hancock Mutual 
Life Insurance; an Accident Plan, underwritten 
by Hartford Accident and Indemnity Co., and a 
Hospital Cash Plan, underwritten by Hartford 
Accident and Indemnity Co. Further informa- 
tion on the three APSA Group Insurance Plans 
is available to members by writing to the 
National Office. 


In 1977, the total volume of life insurance in 
effect for 542 participating Association mem- 
bers was $6,907,500.00. Death claims paid out 
during 1976-77 totaled $5,062.45. Following is 
a table shoring the claims history of the group 
term life insurance program since its inception 
in 1960. 


As of June 15, 493 members of the Association 
held a total amount of insurance under the 
Group Accident Plan of $28,743,000. In the 
past year there have been no claims. 


The newest Association insurance plan is a 
Hospital Cash Plan which went into effect in 
June 1971. There are 447 participants in this 
program.

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1977 Annual Business Meeting 


1977 Rules for the Annual Business Meeting 
and Association Elections 


On May 20, 1977, the Association’s Council 
approved the following rules propdésed by the 
Rules Committee to govern the conduct of the 
Association's 1977 Annual Business Meeting 
and Association Election. 


1. Annual Business Meeting: 
Attendance and Participation 


The right “to attend and to participate in the 
Annual Business Meeting of the Association” is 
constitutionally accorded “all members, upon 
payment of such registration fee as the Council 
may approve.” (Art. IiI, sec. 7) 


1.1 Attendance at the Annual Business Meeting 
shall be restricted to members of the Associa- 
tion who have paid the approved registration 
fee and to registered representatives of the 
media. Participation in the Annual Business 
Meeting shall be restricted to members of the 
Association who have paid the approved regis- 
tration fee. 


1.2 Members upon registration shal! be issued 
nontransferable badges readily distinguishable 
from badges issued nonmember registrants and 
representatives of the media. 


1.3 The Registration Desk shall be open (in 
addition to the normal registration hours) at 
least during the first hour of the Annual 
Business Meeting or, if the Meeting is held in 
separate time periods, during the first hour of 
each such meeting. 


1.4 A prospective candidate for elective office 
of the Association must become a dues-paying 
member upon filing for office. 


1.5 One hundred members are necessary for a 
quorum {as required by Article VII, Section 1 
of the Constitution). 


2. Conduct of the Annual Business Meeting 


2.1 The agenda of each Annual Business meet- 
ing will be: nomination and election of officers, 
Constitutional amendments, resolutions, and 
other business. 


2.2 The Council shall prepare and publish a full 
agenda for each Annual Business Meeting, 
including the texts of all proposed amendments 
and resolutions, with statements of the Coun- 
cil’s recommendation on each, such full agenda 
to be made available to members at the 
beginning of the Annual Business Meeting. 
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2.3 On any proposed constitutional amend- 
ment or resolution, the first signer of a pro- 
posed amendment or resolution (or signer’s 
designee) shal! be recognized as the first speaker 
on that amendment or resolution and shall be 
allotted a maximum of five minutes. 


2.4 In accordance with the Council’s constitu- 
tional authority to make recommendations on 
all proposed amendments and resolutions (Art. 
Vill; Art. IX, sec. 1), the second speaker on 
any proposed constitutional amendment or 
resolution not sponsored by the Council shall 
be a member designated by the Council to 
present its views. That member shal! also be 
allotted a maximum of five minutes. 


2.5 Each speaker after the first two speakers 
specified in Rules 2.3 and 2.4 shall be allotted a 
maximum of three minutes. The President shall 
recognize alternately proponents and op- 
ponents of the proposed amendment or resolu- 
tion being considered, so long as members of 
each group seek recognition, subject to the 
previous question being ordered. 


2.6 The proposer of any amendment offered 
from the floor to a proposed amendment or 
resolution shall be recognized as the first 
speaker on that floor amendment, and shall be 
allotted a maximum of three minutes. Any 
amendment offered from the floor to a pro- 
posed amendment or resolution shall require a 
second. Each subsequent speaker on that floor 
amendment shail be allotted a maximum of 
three minutes. The President shall recognize 
alternately proponents and opponents of the 
floor amendment being considered, so tong as 
members of each group seek recognition, sub- 
ject to the previous question being ordered. 


2.7 Debate on any proposed amendment or 
resolution or amendment from the floor shall 
close and a vote be taken when a member 
moves the previous question and a majority 
supports the motion. 


2.8 Any amendment that fails to gain support 
of 40% of those members present and voting 
shall be defeated; any amendment supported by 
at least 40% of those members present and 
voting shall be referred to the full membership 
by mail ballot. (Art. IX, sec. 2) Any resolution 
that fails to gain the support of one-third of 
those members present and voting shail be 
defeated; any resolution supported by more 
than one-third but less than two-thirds of those 
members present and voting shall be referred to 
the full membership by mail ballot; any resolu- 
tion supported by at least two-thirds of those 
members present and voting shall be passed. 
(Art. VIH) 


2.9 In accordance with the mail ballot require- 
ments specified in Sec. 2.8, a motion to table, 
postpone, or defer an amendment must be 
supported by at least 60% of the members 
present and voting to pass. A motion to table, 
postpone, or defer a resolution must be sup- 
ported by at least two-thirds of the members 
present and voting to pass. If an amendment 
has been tabled, it may be lifted from the table 
if at least one-third of the members present and 
voting cast votes to do so. 


2.10 If the total of the minority vote and 
abstentions shall equal or exceed the plurality 
vote but the minority vote shall fall below the 
percentage required for a mail ballot, a motion 
shail be entertained to present the issue to the 
membership on a mail ballot. No debate shall 
be permitted on such a motion which shall be 
decided by a simple majority of the votes 
actually cast. 


2.11 In order that the members may have the 
materials available to study prior to the Annual 
Meeting, reports of officers and committees of 
the Association shall be published and dis- 
tributed to members prior to the Annual 
Meeting. Copies of such reports shall be re- 
ceived by the Executive Director no later than 
June 6.) 


2.12 Normally no oral reports of officers and 
committees of the Association shall be pre- 
sented at the Annual Business Meeting, except 
for the report of the Chairman of the Nominat- 
ing Committee, a Budget summary by the 
Treasurer, and the certification of candidates 
by the Election Committee. However, an op- 
portunity for members to question and discuss 
the written reports shall be provided. 


2.13 Except as otherwise provided in the con- 
stitution, By-Laws, and these Rules of Proce- 
dure, the Annual Business Meeting shall be 
governed by the rules set forth in the most 
recent edition of Sarah Corbin Robert (ed.), 
Robert’s Rules of Order (Glenview, lil.: Scott, 
Foresman and Co.). 


3. Proposal of Resolutions and 
Constitutional Amendments 


The present Constitution provides, ‘‘Amend- 
ments to the Constitution may be proposed by 
the Council or by fifty (50) members of the 
Association. The Council shall transmit all 
proposed amendments to the next Annual 
Business Meeting and may make recommenda- 
tions on those amendments originating outside 
the Council.” (Art. IX, sec. 1) 


“The Council shall have any proposed amend- 
ment printed in an official publication of the 
Association prior to the next Annual Business 
Meeting. The Council shall then place the 
proposed amendment on the agenda of the 
Business Meeting. The Business Meeting may 
accept or reject the proposed amendment with 
or without further amendments to it. Within 
thirty (30) days the Executive Director shall 
submit amendments supported by at least forty 
percent (40%) of those members present and 


voting at the Annua! Business Meeting to the 
entire membership for vote by mail ballot. 
Ballots must be returned within thirty (30) 
days to be counted. A proposed amendment 
will be ratified if approved by a majority of 
those voting. An amendment shall take effect 
immediately upon ratification unless the 
amendment itself provides otherwise.” (Art. IX, 
sec. 2) 


A resolution may be proposed by the Counci! 
under its general responsibilities and constitu- 
tional mandate to “give its recommendations 
upon all questions (except the election of 
officers) to be presented to the Annual Business 
Meeting.” (Art. Vil, sec. 2) The Constitution 
contemplates the initiation of resolutions by 
others than the Council but is silent upon the 
specifics of such initiation. (Art. VIII) Accord- 
ingly, a resolution may be proposed by a single 
member of the Association. 


The Constitution requires that every resolution 
and proposed constitutional amendment (unless 
initiated by the Council itself) shal! be referred 
to the Council for consideration and recom- 
mendation before submission to the Associa- 
tion at its Annual Business Meeting, and that 
every thus-referred resolution and proposed 
amendment, regardless of Council recommenda- 
tion on it, shall be submitted by the Council to 
the Association for action at its Annual Busi- 
ness Meeting. (Arts. VIH and !X) 


To implement these Constitutional require- 
ments, the Rules Committee proposes the 
following rules: 


3.1 No resolution or proposed constitutional 
amendment shall be considered by the Council 
or transmitted to the Annual Business Meeting 
unless it bears the personal signatures of the 
fifty proposers in the case of a constitutional 
amendment or at least one proposer in the case 
of a resolution. In the former case any of the 
proposers may authorize their identification as 
proposers by a signed communication to the 
Executive Director specifically indicating the 
proposed amendment they support. 


3.2 In publishing a proposed constitutional 
amendment, only the constitutionally required 
number of signatures in the sequence originally 
presented will normally be listed. 


3.3 The Constitution stipulates that ‘‘the 
Council shall have any proposed [constitu- 
tional] amendment printed in an official pub- 
lication of the Association prior to the next 
Annual Business Meeting.” (Art. 1X, sec. 2} To 
implement this requirement, all proposed 
amendments to the Constitution shall be pub- 
lished in the Summer issue of PS. The texts and 
the signatures of authorizations of the sponsors 
of any such amendment shall therefore be 
received by the Executive Director no later 
than June 7. 


3.4 The Constitution stipulates that “all resolu- 
tions shall be referred to the Council for its 
recommendations before submission of the vote 
of the Association at its Annual Business 
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Meeting.” (Art. VIII) The By-Laws require that 
all material to be considered by the Council 
must be in the hands of the Council members 
fourteen days prior to the Council meeting. To 
implement these provisions, all resolutions 
(except those proposed by the Council) shal! be 
received by the Executive Director no later 
than August 1. However, to encourage full 
discussion and consideration by the member- 
ship as well as the Council, proposers of 
resolutions are urged to deliver them to the 
Executive Director by June 6 so that they may 
be published in the Summer issue of PS. 


4. Nominations and Elections of Officers 


To implement the procedures for making nomi- 
nations for elected officers and for conducting 
contested elections by mail ballot for the entire 
membership (Art. V}, the following rules shal! 
be followed: 


4.1 Each notification of proposed additional 
nominations (whether for a slate of nominees 
for all offices, for a set of nominees for certain 
offices, or for a nominee for one office) shall be 
valid only if it carries the personal signatures of 
at least ten members on the official forms 
which shall be made available by the Associa- 
tion. There shall also be available candidate 
consent forms as provided below. Such docu- 
ments shall also include a signed assent to the 
candidacy by the proposed nominee or an 
attestation by the election agent that the 
nominee has agreed to the candidacy. In the 
event of attestation by the agent, the candidacy 
shall be deemed valid only upon receipt of a 
letter mailed to the Chairperson of the Election 
Committee in care of the Association head- 
quarters and postmarked within 7 days of the 
close of the Annual Meeting. 


4.2 The Chairperson of the Election Com- 
mittee shall receive at the Association's Wash- 
ington offices, or after Friday, August 26, 1977 
at the Association’s Annual Meeting office in 
the headquarters hotel, al! nominations and any 
individual certifications by members of authori- 
ty for the inclusion of their names on an 
original nominating document. In accordance 
with Article V, section 2 of the Constitution, 
ali such nominations and certifications must be 
received at least 24 hours before the session of 
the Annual Business Meeting at which the 
nomination and election of officers is scheduled 
to take place. 


4.3 The official nominating document shail 
identify the individual who will act as Election 
Agent for the candidate or candidacy. The 
Agent shall be responsible for the requirements 
for valid nomination and the responsibilities 
listed in section 4.1. 


4.4 Well in advance of the Annual Business 
Meeting the President shall appoint three mem- 
bers to serve as the Committee on Elections, 
and shall designate one member as Chairperson. 
The Chairperson of the Committee shail be a 
member of the Council. Notification to the 
Chairperson of the Committee on Elections 
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shall be deemed to be the notification to the 
Secretary as required by Article V of the 
Constitution. The Committee on Elections shall 
implement the Constitution’s requirements and 
the Council’s rules in the preparation and 
mailing of the ballots and the information 
supplements to be mailed with the ballots both 
for election of officers, and for referenda on 
proposed amendments to the Constitution, or 
resolutions. In so doing, it acts as Agent of the 
Council which retains primary responsibility for 
conduct of elections. 


4.5 At the session of the Annual Business 
Meeting at which nominations are made, the 
Chairperson of the Election Committee shall 
certify the candidacies properly qualified. The 
Chairperson of the Election Committee shall 
also separately list candidates qualified pending 
receipt of written consent. The Chairperson of 
the Election Committee shall also announce the 
names of the designated election agents. A 
complete list of such certifications shall also be 
given or sent to each election agent and 
candidate and posted at the official Association 
Meeting office in the headquarters hotel. 


4.6 A request to withdraw from nomination 
previously assented to by the candidate must be 
made by the candidate by registered mail 
postmarked within 7 days of the end of the 
Annual Meeting and sent to the Chairperson of 
the Election Committee in care of the Associa- 
tion. 


The election agent may inform the Chairperson 
of the Election Committee in care of the 
Association if a substitution has been agreed to 
by 6 or more members of the nominating 
group. If such notification is received within 14 
days of the close of the Business Meeting, the 
substitute nomination shall appear upon the 
ballot. Official assent by the candidate must be 
received within 15 days of the close of the 
Business Meeting. In the case of withdrawals of 
persons named by the Association's Nominating 
Committee, a substitute nomination wil! be 
accepted within a like period if made with a 
consent of a majority of Committee members. 
The Chairperson of the Association’s Nominat- 
ing Committee shall be the Election Agent for 
its nominees. 


The Chairperson of the Election Committee 
shall mail promptly to all candidates and agents 
notice of any withdrawals and substitutions of 
candidates. 


4.7 In the event of death, a nominating group 
shall be permitted to substitute candidates until 
the time of the printing of the baliot subject to 
requirements above. 


4.8 If two or more persons are nominated for 
any Association office and a mail ballot is 
thereby necessitated, each candidate shall be 
permitted a statement of no more than 100 
words for the description of the candidate’s 
professional career and accomplishments and 
300 words for a statement of views. Sponsoring 
groups shall also be permitted a statement of 
position of no more than 500 words filed by 


the agent. Candidates and agents should be 
encouraged to file such materials with the 
original nomination petition. Statements will 
also be accepted if postmarked within 14 days 
of the close of the Annual Meeting, as will 
modifications of statements filed eartier. 
Printer’s copy of the ballots shall be circulated 
by registered mail, returned receipt requested, 
to each candidate and to each election agent. 
Author changes shall not be made in biogra- 
phical statements and statements of view of 
candidates other than correction of typo- 
graphical errors except at the expense of the 
author. Challenges must be filed by telephone 
or telegram immediately upon receipt. 


4.9 In preparing the ballots, the Committee on 
Elections shall make sure that: 


1) Each office or set of offices is listed on the 
ballot separately, in an “‘office-group” ballot 
form. 


2) The candidates in each office group are listed 
in alphabeticai order of their surnames. 


3) Under each candidate’s name appears: 


a) His or her current institutional affiliation; 
and 


b) The names of the persons, group, or 
groups nominating the candidate. 


4.10 The Committee on Elections shall, within 
the time limits stipulated by the Constitution 
(Art. V, sec. 1), fix the date on which the 
ballots will be mailed out and the date by 
which they must be returned. 


4.11 The ballots will be mailed to all members 
of the Association in good standing as of the 
close of business on the last working day prior 
to the mailing date. All ballots to members 
residing overseas shall be sent by Air. An 
official notice from the Elections Committee 
shall be sent by August 30 to all whose 
membership would lapse in the quarter prior to 
the election giving warning of the last date at 
which dues can be received guaranteeing eligi- 
bility to vote. 


4.12 The Committee on Elections shall also 
implement the Council’s rules in preparing the 
mail ballot on referenda and constitutional 
amendments. The Committee on Elections shall 
make sure that: 


1) The referendum ballot contains, or is ac- 
companied by 


a) The complete text of any amendments or 
constitution, as the case may be, on which 
the membership is being asked to vote by 
mail ballot. 


b) The complete text of any resolution on 
which the membership is being asked to 
vote by mail ballot. 


2) The referendum ballot or ballots is accom- 
panied by a statement of views including: 


a) A statement giving the position of the 
Council on each proposed amendment or 
resolution; 


b) A statement supporting each proposed 
amendment or resolution by the principal 
proposer or his designee; and 


c) In those cases where there is manifest 
opposition to an amendment or resoiu- 
tion, a critical statement by a leading 
opponent or his designee. 


4.13 The Association shall prepare a pamphiet 
or leaflet which shall include constitutional 
provisions and rules with respect to elections. It 
Shall make these available to anyone requesting 
petitions and to groups who nominated candi- 
dates the previous year. The Election Com- 
mittee may publish a brief statement on elec- 
tion rules in the summer issue of PS covering 
major elements of election practices in the 
Association. The Election Committee may 
schedule a meeting early in each convention to 
acquaint members with election procedures. 


4.14 Mailing address labels of the APSA may 
be purchased at cost from the Association by 
any nominating group. 


4.15 Notice of challenges shall be sent to all 
election agents and candidates. 


4.16 Election agents shail immediately bring 
any charges of irregularity in the conduct of the 
election to the Elections Committee which shall 
investigate such charges. The Committee shail 
communicate any rulings it may make as a 
result of such charges, or on other matters 
affecting the conduct of elections, to all agents 
and to those movers of resolutions and amend- 
ments who may be concerned and to the 
Council. 


4.17 Release of election results shall be the 
duty of the Elections Committee. It shall 
promptly inform the Executive Director of the 
Association, who shall inform all candidates, 
agents, Sponsors, proponents and opponents of 
issues and may use other appropriate means to 
inform the membership. In addition, it shall 
certify results to the President and the Execu- 
tive Director, and report on such results to the 
Council. In addition, it shall report on any new 
rulings that may have been applied. 


4.18 Recounts shall be held at the discretion of 
the Election Committee or upon reasonable 
request of a candidate, agent, proponent or 
opponent of a resolution or amendment sub- 
mitted to the Chairperson of the Election 
Committee within 30 legal working days after 
the mailing of the election results. Candidates 
and agents involved shall be notified in advance 
of the time and place of the recount and shall 
be entitled to be present. Requests for recounts 
which are denied by the Committee may be 
appealed to the Council. 


4.19 If recounting shall not resolve a tie, the 
decision shall be made by secret ballot of the 
certified officers and Council members. 


5. Council Meeting: Observers 


5.1 Meetings of the Council shall be open to 
attendance by members of the Association. 
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5.2 Members attending Council meetings under 
Rule 5.1 are entitled to observe, but not 
participate in the Council's discussions.

Resolutions 


If proposers of resolutions file them with the 
Executive Director by Monday, June 6, they 
will be published in the summer PS. 


Monday, August 1, 5:00 p.m. 


All proposed resolutions must be filed with the 
Executive Director. 


Membership Notice 


By August 30, an official notice will be sent by 
the Elections Committee to all individuals 
whose membership will expire in the quarter 
prior to the election. 


Nominations 


If nominations are submitted prior to the 
Annual Meeting, they should be filed together 
with the required ten signatures with the 
Chairperson of the Elections Committee in care 
of the Association no less than four days prior 
to the Annual Meeting. If nominations are filed 
at the Annual Meeting, they must be filed with 
the Chairperson of the Elections Committee, at 
the APSA Office at the convention hotel, 
according to the Constitution, by at teast 
twenty-four hours prior to the Annual Business 
Meeting.

Constitution of the 
American Political Science Association 


Article |: Name 


This Association shall be known as The Ameri- 
can Political Science Association. 


Article II: 


1. It shall be the purpose of this Association to 
encourage the study of Political Science, includ- 
ing Political Theory, Political Institutions, Poli- 
tics, Public Law, Public Administration and 
International Relations. 


2. The Assoctation as such is non-partisan. It 
will not support political parties or candidates. 
it will not commit its members on questions of 
public policy nor take positions not immediate- 
ly concerned with its direct purpose as stated 
above. But the Association nonetheless actively 
encourages in its membership and its journals, 
research in and concern for significant con- 
temporary political and social problems and 
policies, however controversial and subject to 
partisan discourse in the community at large 
these may be. The Association shall not be 
debarred from adopting resolutions or taking 
such other action as it deems appropriate in 
support of academic freedom and of freedom 
of expression by and within the Association, 
the political science profession, and the univer- 
sity, when tn its judgment such freedom has 
been clearly and seriously violated or is clearly 
and seriously threatened. 


Article Ill: Membership 


1. Annual Members. Any person sharing the 
objects of this Association may become a 
member upon payment of annual dues. All 
classes of dues, including life membership and 
reduced annual dues for retired members and 
students shall be set by the Council provided 
that no change in dues shall go into effect 
unless ratified by a mail referendum of the 
membership. 


2. Life Members. Any person paying dues of a 
life member in a lump sum, or in installments 
spread over not more than ten years, shall 
become a Life Member of this Association and 
thereafter be exempt from further dues. 


3. Student Members. Any graduate or under- 
graduate student registered in a college or 
university may become a Student Member of 
the Association upon payment of dues and may 
remain such while he or she is so registered, but 
for no more than five years, by paying annual! 
dues. 


4. Family Members. Another person in the 
family of a member may become a Family 
Member upon payment of dues, and may 
remain such as long as there is another Associa- 


tion member in the family, by paying annual 
dues. 


5. Retired Members. Any member who has 
been a member for twenty-five years prior to 
retirement shali be entitled, on retirement, to 
continue membership at the retired members 
dues rate. 


6. Institutional and Library Memberships. The 
dues and privileges of Institutional and Library 
Members shall be fixed by the Council but dues 
may not be less than those for Annual Mem- 
bers. 


7. Privileges of Members. Each member, other 
than a Family Member, shall be entitled to a 
copy of each number of The American Political 
Science Review issued during his or her mem- 
bership. Alf members, upon payment of such 
registration fee as the Council may approve, 
shall be entitled to attend and to participate in 
the Annual Business Meeting of the Associa- 
tion. 


Article IV: Officers 


1. The officers of the Association shall be a 
President, a President-Elect, three Vice- 
Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, and sixteen 
elected members of a Council, all of whom shall 
be elective officers and who shall represent the 
Association in its corporate capacity. In addi- 
tion, there shall be an Executive Director of the 
Association, a Managing Editor of The Ameri- 
can Political Science Review and such other 
appointive officers and committees as are here- 
inafter provided for. 


2. The elective officers, together with the 
Executive Director, the Managing Editor and 
the Chair of the Program Committee, shal! 
constitute the Council of the Association. 
Ex-Presidents of the Association, and upon 
invitation of the President, the chair of any 
committee of the Association and nominees to 
the next year’s Council, may attend meetings of 
the Council and participate in its discussions 
but have no vote. 


3. The President, the President-Elect, the Trea- 
surer, and four other elected members of the 
Council appointed by the President with the 
advice and consent of the Council shall consti- 
tute the Administrative Committee of the 
Council. 


Article V: Elective Officers 


1. The elective officers, except the President, 
shal! be chosen by vote of the members of the 
Association attending the Annual Business 
Meeting, a quorum being present, provided that 
whenever there is a contest for any elected 
office or offices such elections shall be con- 
ducted by mai! baliot of the entire individual 
membership. In the latter event the Executive 
Director shall distribute ballots within thirty 
(30) days following the Annual Business Meet- 
ing and under such other conditions as the 
Council may prescribe, and he or she shall 


count only ballots returned within thirty (30) 
days following distribution; each contested 
election shall be determined by a plurality of 
those voting on the particular office; if the 
number of nominees for the set of vice-presi- 
dencies or for Council membership exceeds the 
number of offices constitutionally to be filled, 
all such nominees shal! appear on the mail 
ballot, members shall be entitled to vote for a 
number equal to the number of offices in the 
set, and the nominees ranking highest in the 
poll, in a number equa! to the number of 
offices, shall be declared elected. The Presi- 
dent-Elect shall automaticaily succeed to the 
office of President upon the completion of the 
President’s term, or upon the occurrence of one 
of the contingencies provided for in section 3 
of this article. The terms of elective officers, 
except members of the Council, shall extend 
for one year measured from the end of the 
program of the Annual Meeting, except that an 
officer’s term shall in no event expire until his 
or her successor assumes office. The terms of 
members of the Council shall extend for two 
years, similarly calculated, and one-half shail 
expire each year. 


2. After each annual meeting the President 
shall appoint with the advice and consent of the 
Council and with due regard to geographical 
distribution and the fields of professional in- 
terest, three members to a Nominating Com- 
mittee of six, to serve for two-year terms; and 
he or she shall designate the chair. The Com- 
mittee may canvass the membership directly or 
indirectly for suggestions, and shail submit to 
the next Annual Business Meeting one nomina- 
tion for each elective office to be filled, except 
the Presidency. These nominations shall be 
announced to the membership, by any con- 
venient means, well in advance of the Annual 
Meeting. Additional nominations, sponsored by 
at least 10 members of the Association, may be 
offered from the floor at the Annual Business 
Meeting, upon 24 hours’ advance notice to the 
Secretary. 


3. In case of death, resignation or inability of 
the President to perform the duties of his or her 
office, the President-Elect shall immediately 
succeed him or her and shall be President for 
the remainder of the term unfess that is fess 
than four months, in which case he or she shall 
serve out the unexpired term and one addi- 
tional year. In case of an interim vacancy in the 
office of President-Elect, the Nominating Com- 
mittee shall forthwith proceed to nominate and 
the Council shall elect a new President-Elect to 
serve until the end of the next Annual Meeting. 
Actions to fill a vacancy may in case of need be 
taken by mail, telegraph or telephone, without 
a meeting. At the next Annual Business Meeting 
the Association shail confirm the Council’s 
action by electing the President-Elect to the 
office of President or instead may elect another 
member as President, or may take such other 
action as in its discretion the situation may 
require, to the end that there shall be in office 
at all times both a President and a President- 
Elect. 
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The Council may fill any interim vacancy in its 
elective membership until the end of the next 
annual meeting. 


4. The elective officers, except the Secretary 
and the Treasurer, shall be ineligible to succeed 
themselves in office. After a lapse of two years, 
a former member of the Council may be elected 
to another term. 


Article Vl: Appointive Officers 


1. The Executive Director of the Association 
and the Managing Editor of The American 
Political Science Review shall be appointed by 
the Council, after it hears the recommendation 
of the President. They shall have terms to be 
fixed in each case by the Council; and they 
shall be eligible for reappointment. 


2. There shall be a Board of Editors of The 
American Political Science Review to assist the 
Managing Editor, and the Council may de- 
termine its size, method of appointment and 
tenure. 


3. The Council may establish other offices, 
boards and committees, as, the business of the 
Association may require, define their tasks and 
powers, and fix their terms and methods of 
appointment. 


Article VII: Management of 
Association and Duties of Officers 


1. The membership of the Association duly 
assembled in the Annual Business Meeting or in 
a special meeting called resolves policy ques- 
tions brought to it, and may confirm, revise, or 
repeal the action of the Council, or any officer 
except in cases where mail ballots are required. 
Whenever one-third or more of those present 
and voting at the Annual Business Meeting vote 
in opposition to any policy question, the 
question shall be submitted to the entire 
membership in a mailed, secret ballot under 
conditions prescribed by the Council and shall 
be determined by a majority of those voting by 
mail. One hundred members shall constitute a 
quorum of the Association, and a majority vote 
of the members in attendance or voting by mail 
shall control its decisions. The Association shall 
meet annually at a time and place designated by 
the Council. The Council and the officers shall 
make every effort to acquaint the members 
with the business of the Association and with 
the issues involved in the agenda of the Annual 
Business Meeting or in a ballot by mail, and to 
provide sufficient time at business meetings for 
deliberations and decisions. 


2. Subject to the foregoing, the Council shall 
be the governing body of the Association and 
have general charge and supervision of its 
business and interests in accordance with this 
Constitution. The Council shall meet once a 
year before the Annual Business Meeting, and 
oftener at its discretion or on cal! of the 
President. Nine members shall constitute a 
quorum and a majority vote of the members in 
attendance shall control its decisions. The 
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Council may call special meetings of the Associ- 
ation. It shall receive reports of all officers and 
committees; adopt the budget and appropriate 
money; and give its recommendations upon all 
questions (except the election of officers) to be 
presented to the Annual Business Meeting. It 
shall receive an annuai audit of the Associa- 
tion’s accounts. It may give directions to 
officers and committees, and adopt the rules 
for the regulation of the Association’s business. 
In the event of an emergency which prevents 
the holding of the Annual Business Meeting, the 
Council may exercise ali the powers of the 
Association including the election of officers. 


3. The President shall preside at business meet- 
ings of the Association and the Council. Except 
as may be otherwise provided, he or she shall 
appoint all committees of the Association. He 
or she shall see to it that the business of the 
Association is faithfully transacted. 


4. The Secretary shall approve and have cus- 
tody of the minutes of business meetings of the 
Council and of the Association; and he or she 
shall report the actions of the Council to the 
Annual Business Meeting. 


5. The Treasurer shall review and approve the 
arrangements for the receipt, custody and 
disbursement of Association funds, and for 
keeping the Association’s accounts. He or she 
shall arrange for the annual audit, and present 
the auditor’s report to the Council. He or she 
shall report the Association’s financial condi- 
tion to the Annual Business Meeting. He or she 
shall review the Association’s investments and 
make recommendations of investment policy to 
the Council. He or she shall seek to advance the 
interests of the Association in adding to its 
financial resources. 


6. The Managing Editor of The American 
Political Science Review shall edit and publish 
The Review, with the advice and assistance of 
the Board of Editors, and report its affairs to 
the Council. 


7. The Executive Director shall be the chief 
executive officer of the Association and trans- 
act its business. He or she shall have charge of 
the central office of the Association. He or she 
shal! formulate plans and policies for the 
accomplishment of the Association’s objectives, 
and upon the approval of the Council shall be 
responsible for their administration. Al! ap- 
pointive committees shall look to him or her 
for advice and assistance in their work. He or 
she shall have custody of the Association's 
funds, discharge its obligations and maintain its 
accounts. He or she shall make an annual report 
to the Council and consult with the President as 
questions of policy currently arise. 


8. A Program Committee shal! be responsible 
for preparing the professional program of the 
annual meetings of the Association. A Com- 
mittee on Local Arrangements shall be re- 
sponsible for assistance with accommodations 
and entertainment for members attending the 
annual meetings. 


9. The Association Trust and Development 
Fund shall be administered by a Board of 
Trustees. The Treasurer of the Association shall 
serve ex-officio as Chair of the Board. Six other 
Trustees shall be appointed by the President 
with the advice and consent of the Council. No 
more than two of the appointive Trustees shall 
be currently serving as members of the Council. 
Each appointed member shall serve for a term 
of three years and be eligible for one additional 
three-year term, for a maximum service of six 
years. Of the first six appointments to the 
Board, two shall have three-year terms; two 
two-year terms; and two one-year terms as 
determined by drawing lots at the first meeting 
of the Board. Thereafter, two appointed mem- 
bers’ terms shall expire on the first day of 
January of each year. 


The Fund shall consist of all endowment and 
trust funds and such other funds as may be 
assigned to it by the Council, and with appro- 
priate professional advice, the Board of 
Trustees shall direct the investment of the 
Fund's resources. On the first day of July of 
each year, the Board of Trustees shall assign to 
the Association’s general operating funds all 
moneys from interest and dividends earned by 
the Fund since the first day of July in the 
preceding year. At least once annually, the 
Board shall publicly issue an official accounting 
of the Fund’s receipts, investments, and ex- 
penditures. The Council may, at its pleasure, 
assign any surpluses from the general operating 
funds to the Trust and Development Fund. 


No appropriation shall be made from the 
Fund’s capital except (1) upon a request of the 
Council approved by at least four members of 
the Board of Trustees; or (2) if the Council so 
directs at a subsequent Council meeting, after 
hearing the position of the Board of Trustees. 
The Board shall act upon any request of the 
Council within thirty (30) days of the Council 
meeting at which the request is first made. 


10. Other committees may be created, for 
stated periods and stipulated assignments. They 
shall report to the Council and thereupon be 
discharged. Unless specifically approved by the 
Association or the Council for that purpose, 
their reports shall not be deemed to state the 
views of the Association nor commit it in any 
way. 


Article VHI: Resolutions 


All resolutions shall be referred to the Council 
for its recommendations before submission to 
the vote of the Association at its Annual 
Business Meeting. Notice of this provision shall 
be given to the members of the Association in 
advance of the Annual Meeting. Whenever 
one-third or more of those present and voting 
at the Annual Business Meeting vote in opposi- 
tion to any resolution, the question shall be 
submitted to the entire membership in a mailed 
secret ballot under conditions prescribed by the 
Council and shall be determined by a majority 
of those voting by mail. 


Article 1X: Amendments 


1. Amendments to this Constitution may be 
proposed by the Council or by fifty (50) 
members of the Association. The Council shall 
transmit all proposed amendments to the next 
Annual Business Meeting and may make recom- 
mendations on those amendments originating 
outside the Council. 


2. The Council shall have any proposed amend- 
ment printed in an official publication of the 
Association prior to the next Annual Business 
Meeting. The Council shall then place the 
proposed amendment on the agenda of the 
Business Meeting. The Business Meeting may 
accept or reject the proposed amendment with 
or without further amendments to it. Within 
thirty (30) days the Executive Director shall 
submit amendments supported by at least forty 
percent of those members present and voting at 
the Annual Business Meeting to the entire 
membership for vote by mail ballot. Ballots 
must be returned within thirty (30) days to be 
counted. A proposed amendment shall be rati- 
fied if approved by a majority of those voting. 
An amendment shall take effect immediately 
upon ratification unless the amendment itself 
provides otherwise. 


APSA Counci! Minutes 


The Council met on February 4, 1977, at the 
Washington Hilton Hotel.

President Beer opened the meeting at 9:30 a.m. 


Committee Appointments 


President Beer presented the Council with his 
proposed committee appointments for ratifica- 
tion. Rosenau moved approval of the appoint- 
ments and authorization for President Beer to 
name any additional persons who may be 
necessary in the event that some people decline 
to accept appointment. The motion was ap- 
proved without objection. 


APSR Backlog 


The Executive Director presented the Council 
with a memorandum concerning the APSR 
backlog (a copy of which is attached to the 
record copy of these minutes), requesting the 
Council to rescind the action taken at the 
September meeting to publish a book review 
tabloid to aid in reducing the backlog. He 
informed the Council that with savings in 
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composition costs, it is now going to be 
possible to print about 100 extra pages in the 
Review which can be used to help reduce the 
backlog of book reviews and articles. Barber 
moved to approve Kirkpatrick's recommenda- 
tion. The motion was approved by a show of 
hands vote: 12 approved; 3 opposed. 


Following a general discussion of Review costs, 
Rosenau moved that, in line with good budget- 
ary practices, it is hereby requested that, at 
some point before final printing commitment, 
the Editor of the APSA submit to the Execu- 
tive Director of the APSA an estimate of the 
total number of pages for the next issue 
{exclusive of advertisement). The Executive 
Director shall report back to the Editor on the 
backlog and budget implications of this esti- 
mate. The motion was approved without objec- 
tion. 


At the request of the Managing Editor-Elect, 
Greenstein moved to expand the size of the 
Editorial Board of the Review to 30 to permit 
the Editor to add a few more people. The 
motion was approved without objection. 


Committee on Educational Policy 
and Programs 


Wahlke, Chairperson of the Committee on 
Educational Policy and Programs, presented the 
Council with the following Principies and 
Guidelines for the Educational Programs and 
Activities of the American Political Science 
Association, and asked that they be adopted by 
the Council: 


i. General Principles 


(1) The Association has the responsibility to 
inform its members about activities and 
projects being planned or carried out under 
the Association's aegis, and about sources of 
funding for educational activities by poli- 
tical scientists. Members are entitled to 
propose appropriate and feasible educa- 
tional projects for Association action. 


(2) Responsibility and authority for authorizing 
an educational project or activity to be 
undertaken in the Association’s name, and 
for seeking funds for it, rests with the 
Council, acting on behalf of the Associa- 


tion’s members. 


Lad 


(3) In proposing or authorizing an educational 
activity, the Council should be guided by 
the extent to which the activity is especially 
appropriate for a national association to 
undertake, rather than for individual 
scholars, a research institute, or commercial 
enterprise. Particularly appropriate, among 
others, are projects which may (a) involve 
collaboration of scholars from many institu- 
tions, (b) require a broad range of speciali- 
zations, (c) deal with problems which are 
particularly novel, neglected, or in need of 
professional attention, or (d) though other- 
wise desirable, not be commercially profit- 
able. 
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(4) Educational activities and projects of com- 
mittees, task forces, and individual political 
scientists authorized or commissioned by 
the Council are subject to general oversight 
and coordination of the Committee on 
Educational Policy and Programs created by 
it. 

(5) The role of the Association's staff personnel 
with respect to educational programs and 
activities is to keep members informed 
about important developments in the field 
of education generally and about Associa- 
tion programs and projects in particular, to 
facilitate communication among working 
groups, committees, the Council and others 
about activities in progress, and to prepare 
materials and reports appropriate to ongo- 
ing projects and activities. 


(6) Any activity sponsored by the Association 
must meet the highest standards of intel- 
lectual and educational significance and 
quality. Each project will therefore be 
subject to evaluation and review through 
procedures assuring overall impartial assess- 
ment. Provision for such procedures should 
normally be included in the initial project 
proposal and thus reviewed by the Council 
as part of its initial approval of it. 


(7) Although the Association takes steps to 
insure the integrity and quality of the 
educational activities it supports and en- 
courages, it does not lend its name as an 
imprimatur or seal of approval on their 
product. Responsibility for conducting a 
project or program and credit and responsi- 
bility for its results should clearly remain 
with those involved with it. 


il. Procedures for Oversight 
and Coordination 


(1) Proposals for new programs or activities to 
be sponsored or commissioned by the Asso- 
ciation are forwarded to the Committee on 
Educational Policy and Programs, which 
routes them, with appropriate recommenda- 
tions, to the Council. Committee recom- 
mendations are based upon: 


(a) the suitability of the proposal for Asso- 
ciation action; 


(b) its compatibility with ongoing Associa- 
tion educational activities and commit- 
ments; and 


(c) the substantive merits of the proposal 
and the qualifications of its proposers. 


The Committee may solicit peer review with 
respect to (c). It is obligated to act expedi- 
tiously and to keep all those concerned 
fully informed about its recommendations 
and actions. 


(2) Each educational committee, task force, or 
other group or person commissioned by the 
Council is responsible for keeping the Com- 
mittee on Educational Policy and Programs 
informed about the progress of its activities, 


(3) 


any change in their status, plans for altering 
or extending the work, etc. Copies of 
reports, reviews, and evaluations of the 
activity should routinely be supplied to the 
Committee. The Committee may also ask 
the person(s) responsible for a program or 
activity for such specific information as it 
needs to meet its responsibilities for over- 
sight and coordination. 


In reviewing reports and information about 
ongoing activities, the Committee should be 
mindful of the Association’s principles and 
guidelines governing educational! activities. 
It should alert persons conducting the acti- 
vity whenever it finds a discrepancy be- 
tween the principles and standards enacted 
by the Council and the operation of the 
program or project. Serious cases of failure 
to conform to proper procedures and prin- 
ciples should be reported by the Committee 
to the Council. 


(4) The Committee on Educational Policy and 


(1) 


Programs makes an annual! report to the 
Council, in which it lists and describes the 
educational projects and activities under- 
taken, ongoing, or completed under the 
Association's auspices during the preceding 
year, and assesses their accomplishments 
with reference to the Association’s educa- 
tional mission. The Report may recommend 
to the Council new programs or activities, 
modification or extension of existing ones, 
or other action to further the Association's 
educational objectives and responsibilities. 


HI. Procedures for Evaluation 
and Review 


A proposal for a project to be sponsored, 
supported, or conducted by the Association 
must contain express provision for indepen- 
dent, objective, and impartial review and 
evaluation of its performance, i.e., its ef- 
fectiveness and efficiency in attaining its 
objectives and accomplishing its purposes, 
and the value of its contribution to political 
science education. In its recommendation 
for Council approval of any proposal, the 
Committee on Educational! Policy and Pro- 
grams should make explicit note of the 
adequacy of provisions for such assessment. 


(2) Final evaluation following completion of a 


program or project must be by professional- 
ly qualified experts who have not been 
directly engaged or involved in it. Setection 
and appointment of appropriate persons or 
bodies to make such assessment, besides 
conforming to whatever requirements may 
be set by the agency funding the activity, 
should normally be the joint responsibility 
of the persons conducting the activity and 
the Committee on Educational Policy and 
Programs. 


(3) In addition to such final evaluation, there 


should also be appropriate interim assess- 
ments of progress at appropriate stages 
during the conduct of the activity. These 


should normally occur at least annually. 
Although they may well, in some cases, be 
performed by persons engaged in or re- 
sponsible for the activity, project managers, 
project directors, and all others concerned 
must follow procedures ensuring that the 
evaluation will be based on thorough and 
impartial review of all aspects of the work 
in progress. 


(4) In its annual report to the Council, the 


Committee on Educational Policy and Pro- 
grams should note explicitly how each 
program or activity in progress or com- 
pleted during the year has been evaluated, 
and, where appropriate, report its own 
assessment of the evaluation procedures 
used. 


IV. Procedures for Publication and 
Dissemination of Information 


(1) Persons conducting educational projects un- 


der the Association’s aegis shouid report as 
early as possible to the Committee on 
Educational Policy and Programs their pians 
for publishing or publicly disseminating its 
products or results. It is the Committee's 
responsibility to see that these plans protect 
and are consistent with the publishing rights 
and obligations of the Association, other 
sponsoring agencies, and the individuals 
concerned, as defined by the terms of the 
program authorization, the grant (if any), 
and the Assaciation’s general policies gov- 
erning publication. 


(2) Subject to any special provisions in the 


program authorization, grant, etc., the deci- 
sions about mode, medium, and agency of 
publication or public dissemination rests 
primarily with the persons conducting pro- 
grams or projects. The Association, through 
its relevant staff personnel and agencies 
(Division of Educational Affairs, e.g.), may, 
however, lend assistance and advice. 


(3) Whatever the mode, medium, or agency of 


publication, material must undergo careful 
peer review before dissemination. It should 
not be released unless such review attests its 
substantive, technical and methodological, 
literary, and other merits for publication in 
the form and place proposed. It is the 
responsibility of project and program man- 
agers or directors, authors, and others un- 
dertaking the publication to inform the 
Committee on Educational Policy and Pro- 
grams of the character and results of this 
peer review. Where peer reviewers have 
raised questions as to the wisdom of publi- 
cation in the submitted form, the Commit- 
tee should offer its advice and opinion. 


(4) Any published or publicly distributed pro- 


duct of any educational project or activity 
carried out under the Association's aegis 
must bear clear, express, and prominent 
disclaimer of any “official” Association 
status for it (unless, of course, the Council 
by formal action explicitly gives it such 
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Status), and clear, express, and prominent 
acknowledgment of the nature and extent 
of Association and (where appropriate) 
other agency support it has received. This 
will normally take the form of a headnote, 
footnote, or other statement to the effect 
that: 


“This [article, book, monograph, report, 
etc.] has been [supported by, commis- 
sioned by, originated by, etc.} the 
American Political Science Association, 
through its [Council, etc.] and the 
[foundation, etc.]. The views expressed, 
however, are those of [the author(s)] 
and not of the Association [or the 
committee, foundation, etc.] .” 


(5) One copy of all material publicly dis- 
tributed must be given to the Committee on 
Educational Policy and Programs as expedi- 
tiously as possible. it is the Committee’s 
responsibility to insure that the publication 
and distribution conform to the principles 
and procedures specified above. 


Jacob moved to change item (1) under General 
Principles to read: Members are encouraged to 
propose educational projects for Association 
action. The motion was approved without 
objection. 


Zisk moved to change item (4) under Proce- 
dures for Oversight and Coordination to read: 
The Report shall, when appropriate, recom- 
mend to the Council new programs or activities, 
modification or extension of existing ones, or 
other action to further the Association’s educa- 
tional objectives and responsibilities. The mo- 
tion was approved without objection. 


Mansfield moved to add a second sentence to 
item (6) under General Principles to read: It 
should also be in keeping with the non-partisan 
character of the Association, as described in 
Article II, Sections 1 and 2 of the Constitution. 
The motion was approved without objection. 


Barnett moved to add an item (d) under part 
(1) of the Procedures for Oversight and Coor- 
dination to read: The degree to which the 
proposals, when viewed in the light of other 
proposals and programs, meets the needs of the 
several constituencies of the Association. The 
motion was approved without objection. 


Wahike’s motion to adopt the guidelines and 
procedures, as amended, as Association policy 
was approved without objection. 


Bicentennial Era Project. 


The Program Development Committee recom- 
mended to the Council that: 


“President Beer, with the approval of the 
Council, appoint one or more political scien- 
tists to serve on the Project ’87 group which 
will be responsible for developing a project 
proposal; this proposal will have to be 
submitted to the Council for approval before 
any further APSA involvement." 
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Rosenau moved that the recommendation be 
approved. The motion was approved without 
objection. President Beer requested Council 
approval of James MacGregor Burns and Benja- 
min R. Barber to serve on this planning 
committee. The appointments were approved 
without objection. Rosenau moved that the 
President be asked to appoint a third person to 
work on this project. The motion was approved 
by a show of hands vote. President Beer then 
appointed, with Council approval, John C. 
Wahlke to serve as the third APSA member of 
the Project ’87 group. 


Association Awards 


Because the number of awards given at each 
Annual Meeting of the Association is becoming 
so large, Greenstein moved that the Presenta- 
tion of Awards ceremony be separated from the 
Presidential Address at the Annual Meeting. 
The motion was approved without objection. 


Jacob moved that an ad hoc committee, com- 
posed of three members of the Council, be 
appointed to review the program of scholarly 
awards made under the auspices of the APSA; 
and to recommend guidelines for-the establish- 
ment of such awards. The motion was approved 
without objection. President Beer asked Robert 
Holt to serve as Chairperson of the ad hoc 
committee, and James David Barber and Mar- 
guerite Ross Barnett to serve as the other 
members. 


The Agenda for the Council meeting included 
consideration of three proposed awards: a 
Chicano Political Science Award; an award toa 
publisher for “maintaining a distinguished pub- 
lishing program of professional books in poli- 
tical science”; and an Ernest S. Griffith Award. 
Rosenau moved that consideration of these 
proposed awards be tabled until the ad hoc 
committee reports to the Council with pro- 
posed guidelines for establishing awards. The 
motion was approved without objection. 


Request from Policy Studies Organization 


Stuart Nagel, for the Policy Studies Organiza- 
tion, requested $1,750 from the APSA Trust 
and Development Fund to reprint 2,000 copies 
of the Political Science Utilization Directory. 
Jacob moved that this request be disapproved. 
The motion was approved without objection. 


Annual Meeting 


Harvey Mansfield, Jr., discussed with the Coun- 
cil the planned Program for the 1977 Annual 
Meeting. 


There was an extensive discussion of the possi- 
bility of having continuing sections for th 
Annual Meeting. It was agreed to postpoi 

action on this matter until after a report is 
received by the Council from the Program 
Development Committee with their recommen- 
dations and from the Program Chairpersons of 


the 1977 Meeting with the results of sections 
organized for the forthcoming Meeting. 


There was also a discussion of the possibility of 
charging for courtesy listings of unaffiliated 
groups in the APSA Program. Various sug- 
gestions were made as to how this might be 
handied, and the National Office was requested 
to bring in a proposal to the May Council 
meeting. 


Association Representative 


Greenstein moved that Clement E. Vose be 
reappointed as the Association’s representative 
on the Archive Advisory Council of the U.S. 
National Archives and Records Service. The 
motion was approved without objection. The 
Council also agreed that Clement E. Vose 
should be funded to attend a meeting of the 
joint Committee of Historians and Archivists in 
Chicago, Illinois on March 18-19, and report 
back to the Council on further ways in which 
the Assaciation should respond to issues in the 
growing area of preservation and access to 
documents. 


lt was agreed that the Council will meet on May 
20-21 in Washington, D.C.

Canadian Parliamentary Intern and 
U.S. Congressional Fellow Exchange 


A highly successful exchange between the 
Canadian Parliament and the United States 
Congress was recently completed by legislative 
interns serving in programs sponsored by their 
respective national political science associa- 
tions. 


The Parliamentary {Intern Program, under the 
sponsorship of the Canadian Political Science 
Association; and the Congressional Fellowship 
Program of the American Political Science 
Association, are both designed to provide 
young scholars, journalists and (in the case of 
the U.S. Program) federal civil servants a 
practical educational setting for improving their 
understanding of the legislative process. interns 
and Fellows serve as legislative aides in the 
Parliament and Congress, in addition to partici- 
pating in numerous seminars during the course 
of a year. 


With the support of grants from the Canadian 
Department of External Affairs and the U.S. 
Department of State, each Program hosted for a 
delegation from its counterpart a five-day visit 
to its capital city. The Canadian interns jour- 
neyed to Washington, D.C. during the week of 
February 28-March 4 for a series of meetings 
with officials from the Canadian Embassy, 
State Department, White House and various 
news media, as well as numerous members and 
staff in the House and Senate. A delegation of 
Congressional Fellows returned the visit to 
Ottawa on April 18-23. Meetings arranged by 


the Canadians included discussions with many 
members of Parliament, Ministry officials and 
American Embassy representatives. This year 
for the first time the exchange included a visit 
to Quebec City, where the Congressional Fel- 
lows were quests of the Assemblée Nationale 
and its speaker, Clement Richard.

Tribute to Senator Hubert H. Humphrey 


The Association’s Congressional Fellowship 
Program named Senator Hubert H. Humphrey 
an honorary Congressional Fellow on May 5 
during a reception at the Dirksen Senate Office 
Building. Only two other individuals have been 
so honored since the program was instituted in 
1953: former Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
and D. B. Hardeman, an aide to former House 
Speaker Sam Rayburn. 


John G. Stewart, Staff Director of the Senate 
Subcommittee on Science, Space and Technol- 
ogy, who served as a Congressional Fellow with 
Sen. Humphrey some years ago, presided over 
the ceremony. William J. Keefe, University of 
Pittsburgh, a former Chairman of the Program’s 
Advisory Committee, spoke on behalf of the 
Program. Three former Fellows who had served 
with the Senator also made brief remarks: 
Eddie Williams, President of the Joint Center 
for Political Studies; Julia Wetzel, U.S. Depart- 
ment of Defense; and Mark A. Siegel, Special 
Assistant to President Carter. Evron M. Kirk- 
patrick, APSA Executive Director, read the 
following official citation: 


“Hubert Humphrey—as mayor, Senator, Vice 
President, Presidential candidate, university 
professor and again as Senator—has an extra- 
ordinary and well-known record of creative, 
innovative, compassionate public service. His 
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contributions as a student and teacher of 
politics, though equally great, are less widely 
known and acclaimed. It is this record as 
student and teacher that the American Political 
Science Association emphasizes in honoring 
him. 


“For forty years—on university and college 
campuses, in public halls, in the forums of 
America, in Congress—he has been a tireless and 
inspiring teacher. Those who have worked with 
him as Congressional Fetlows (more than thir- 
ty) can testify to how demanding, yet satisfy- 
ing, an educational experience that can be. 
Those Congressional Fellows who have not 
worked for him have nonetheless profited from 
his unceasing willingness to share his knowledge 
and experience with them through insightful 
and inspiring discussions of Congress, politics, 
and the democratic process. His life and his 
work provide an exacting example to al! and 
testify to the invaluable role the politician plays 
in serving and preserving our democratic politi- 
cal life. 


“The American Political Science Association 
takes great pride in naming as an honorary 
Congressional Fellow the Honorable Hubert H. 
Humphrey; colleague, friend, adviser, teacher, 
and distinguished Senator of these United 
States.”

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Senator Humphrey, in accepting the award, 
reflected on the “peaceful revolution" he had 
seen in Congress and the country over the last 
fifteen years. “I don’t want you to be cynical,” 
he said, noting that the country “always ex- 
poses its limitatións. We haven’t failed, we just 
haven’t completed our task. The story of 
America is to do better.” 


The reception, attended by over three hundred 
current and former Fellows, was the initial 
event of the newly formed APSA Congressional 
Fellowship Alumni Association. Development 
of the Alumni Association and arrangements 
for the reception were carried out by the new 
Alumni Association Secretary, Carolyn Ecker 
and a Committee composed of D. B. Hardeman, 
and former Fellows: Cynthia Carrington, Gen- 
eral Accounting Office; Norman J. Ornstein, 
Catholic University; Ned A. Ostenso, Office of 
Naval Research; Harry Howe Ransom, Vander- 
bilt University; and Timothy J. Wyngaard, 
Scripps-Howard Newspaper Alliance. 


Supreme Court Decision Upholds 
Association Position in 
Nixon Tapes and Documents Case 


The United States Supreme Court has upheld 
the 1974 statute providing for government 
control over the Presidential tapes and docu- 
ments of former President Richard Nixon in a 
seven to two decision. Mr. Nixon had chal- 
lenged the law as unconstitutional. The litiga- 
tion to preclude control by Mr. Nixon over 
official Presidential material generated during 
his term of office was initiated in September 
1974 with the Association as a party along with 
the Reporters Committee for Freedom of the 
Press, Legal Defense and Research Fund, the 
American Historical Association, and several 
Individual scholars including James MacGregor 
Burns, Donald Herzberg, Austin Ranney, and

Clement Vose. During this early period of the 
case, an injunction was secured to stop move- 
ment of the material from governmental con- 
trol. In December 1974, Congress passed the 
Presidential Recordings and Materials Preserva- 
tion Act and it was this law on which the Court 
ruled. However, the Association and several 
other parties had also pursued the judicial route 
of protecting the material while supporting the 
assertion of the constitutionality of the Con- 
gressional law and was a party to the case as it 
ultimately reached the Supreme Court on ap- 
peal by Mr. Nixon. 


An initial article on this matter was published 
in a Winter 1975 PS article by Clement Vose 
entitled "Presidential Papers as a Political Con- 
cern.” In the Fall 1977 PS, Professor Vose will 
have a second article dealing with events which 
have taken place in the field of protection of 
public documents since his first piece. It will 
deal in detail with the fast stages of the 
litigation on the Nixon Tapes and Documents 
Case and the Supreme Court decision as well as 
the Public Documents Commission established 
by the 1974 Presidential Recordings and Mater- 
ials Act and the Association’s participation in 
the litigation over the control of secretarial 
notes of former Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger’s official telepnone conversations. 


Participation of Academics in 
Intelligence Activities 


The Association’s Council adopted a resolution 


on the participation of academics in intelligence 
activities at its May meeting. The resolution was 
developed with the assistance of the Committee 
on Professional Ethics and Academic Freedom 
and supersedes the Council’s earlier resolution 
on this topic of September 1976. The new 
resolution is as follows: 


The Council of the American Political Science 
Association reaffirms the position of the Com- 
mittee on Professional Standards and Respon- 
sibilities (the Bernstein report: “Ethical Prob- 
lems of Academic Political Scientists’) in de- 
claring its firm opposition to any initiative by 
governmental agencies to involve academic po- 
litical scientists in covert intelligence operations 
under the guise of academic research. Recog- 
nizing the importance of the academic com- 
munity's participation in the conduct of gov- 
ernment and the formulation of governmental 
policy, and mindful of the responsibilities of 
scholars and teachers, the Council calls on all 
academic political scientists 


1) not to engage in covert intelligence opera- 
tions under the guise of academic activities, 
such as teaching, research, or consulting; 


2) not to violate the canons of confidentiality, 
as prescribed in the Association’s advisory 
opinion, “The Scholar's Ethical Obligation 
to Protect Confidential Sources and Data,” 
in providing information to intelligence 


agencies or other governmental agencies of 
the United States, or of foreign countries; 


3) when engaged in activities undertaken with 
the assistance of an intelligence agency, to 
acknowledge in a timely fashion that assis- 
tance in the same manner and to the same 
extent as in the case of comparable assis- 
tance from other governmental agencies, 
public and private research foundations, 
economic, social, political, and public inter- 
est organizations, and similar sources of 
assistance; 


In addition: 


4) all academic political scientists against whom 
disciplinary proceedings are brought for im- 
proper conduct in connection with intelli- 
gence-related activities, shall be entitled to 
all of the procedural rights available in 
comparable proceedings involving alleged vi- 
Olations of the rules and conditions of 
academic employment.

Chautauqua-Type Short Course Program 


There are positions for political science faculty 
in a political science short course included in 
the NSF 1977-1978 Chautauqua-Type Short 
Course Program, conducted by the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science. 


The primary objective of the program is to 
make available to college teachers, as quickly as 
possible, new knowledge about topics of cur- 
rent interest in such a way that the course 
materials will be directly useful in their teach- 
ing and research. Two political science courses 
have been offered annually since 1973-1974. 
The course materials and instructors have been 
evaluated as very effective by the participants. 


The short courses are taught on regional circuits 
located at universities and colleges. Each course 
meets twice in two-day sessions, once in late 
fall and again in early spring. During the interim 
period participants work on projects related to 
the courses. The National Science Foundation 
provides participants with support for room 
rent, on a double occupancy basis, for the 
course periods. Participants or their institutions 
bear travel and meal expenses.

Federal institutions establish complex inter- 
governmental relations—often characterized 
by competition, rivalries, and conflict—in 
policy formulation and implementation. 
This fact presents a major challenge to 
political science, public administration, and 
policy analysis: How to organize concepts, 
research, and data analysis to study sys- 
tematically and prescribe changes in inter- 
governmental relations. Comparative and 
prescriptive studies are especially important 
given the role of national policy in federal 
systems. 


Over the years, various scholars have ad- 
vanced a number of conceptual approaches 
or models for such studies: marble cake and 
cooperative federalism, functional and pick- 
et fence federalism, triangles of power and 
policy subsystems, partisan mutual adjust- 
ment and polycentric systems, public service 
industries, service delivery systems, demo- 
cratic administration, new federalism, sub- 
state regionalism, new structuratism, and 
prefectoral administration. 


These intellectual developments reflect a 
theme of the 1978 Convention: “What 
differences do concepts and structure make 
for the study and practice of politics?” The 
seven panels will consider alternative models, 
concepts, and methods for the study of 
federalism and intergovernmental relations. 
The objective is to improve the dialogue 
among scholars about the relative merits and 


limitations of the alternatives. Your advice 
and proposals for panels and papers will be 
carefully considered and greatly appreciated. 


Section 13. Urban and Rural Politics: Dale

The Committee is continuing its interest in 
cooperating with professional women’s organi- 
zations and with regional political science asso- 
ciation committees on the status of women. It 
is continuing its affiliation with the Federation 
of Organizations for Professional Women. Also, 
as a part of its liaison effort, the Committee 
invites the regional association’s committees on 
the status of women to send representatives, if 
one is attending the APSA Annual Meeting, to 
the Meeting of the Committee on the Status of 
Women at the Annual Meeting.

For the fourth year, the Committee on the 
Status of Women in the Profession published in 
PS (PS, Spring 1977) a report on women and 
men faculty and graduate students in depart- 
ments of political science. The Committee plans 
to continue this information annually. 


Roster of Women in Political Science 


The fourth edition of the Roster of Women in 
Political Science was published in the spring of 
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1976. The Roster, containing information on 
names, addresses, academic degrees and field 
and research interests of about 900 women 
political scientists is available from the Associa- 
tion for $3.00 for APSA and $5.00 for non- 
APSA members. For the first time, the Roster 
also contains listings of individuals by fields of 
interest as well as entries. Women political 
scientists not included in the Roster are invited 
to submit biographical material for inclusion in 
future editions. 


Grievance Procedure 


The Committee has continued its interest in the 
Association’s grievance procedure with special 
emphasis on the procedure’s effectiveness in 
cases involving sex discrimination. The Commit- 
tee has worked closely with the Committee on 
Professional Ethics and Academic Freedom 
which is primarily responsible for insuring the 
effectiveness of the grievance procedure. As a 
part of this concern, the Committee sponsored 
a session at the 1976 Annual Meeting on the 
Grievance Procedure and its application in cases 
involving discrimination against women. An 
outgrowth of the session was an article on the 
topic in the Fall 1976 PS by Ruth B. Cowan 
and Sarah Slavin Schramm. In the future, by 
mutual agreement of the Women’s Committee 
and the Committee on Professional Ethics and 
Academic Freedom, the Chairperson of the 
Ethics Committee will meet annually with the 
Women's Committee to discuss the grievance 
procedure and its special relevance to cases 
concerning women political scientists.

During the past year the Committee on Profes- 
sional Ethics and Academic Freedom has con- 
tinued its efforts to insure and enhance the 
professional rights of political scientists. its 
areas of activities and concern included: 


Reprint Permission Policy 


The Committee has worked out an agreement 
with the Association of American Publishers on 
a reprint permission policy which has resulted 
in the adoption by the Committee of a revised 
Advisory Opinion No. 3 on Reprint Permission 
as follows: 


ADVISORY OPINION NO. 3 
REPRINT PERMISSION POLICY 
(October 11, 1969, revised April 30, 1977) 


These guidelines apply primarily to anthologies 
or books of readings and do not diminish an 
author’s right to quote from another scholar’s 
work under the concept of ‘‘fair use.” 


Material to be reprinted should be clearly and 
fully identified. Any work reprinted may be 
changed only with the specific consent of the 
author. 


The obtaining of legal permission to reprint 
from the copyright holder does not exempt the 
user from the ethical responsibility of inform- 
ing the original writer in a timely manner that 
the material is to be reprinted, and an acknowl- 
edgment of the notification should be re- 
quested of the original writer. 


The editor or user of material to be reprinted 
has an obligation to notify the original writer. 
Such notification should be sent to the aca- 
demic affiliation of the writer with a request 
that it be forwarded to any new or temporary 
academic address. This notification should pre- 
cisely describe the material intended for use 
and the specifications of the work in which it 
wilt appear. 


Publishers are encouraged to make appropriate 
model reprint intent notifications available to 
editors of readers and other users. !t is sug- 
gested that a sample of such a notification be 
included in the Publisher’s “Guide to Authors” 


if no response is received within three weeks of 
the sending of the initial notification the 
Associations agree that the editor's “good 
faith” responsibility has been fulfilled with the 
sending of a second notice describing the 
intended use. 


The copyright holder and the author are each 
entitled to a flat fee or a share of royalties in 
connection with permissions to reprint, specific 
terms depending on agreement with the party 
seeking permission. Either the copyright holder 


or the author may waive his rights. Each may 
act on his own behalf, or by mutual consent 
one may act on behalf of both. 


Permissions must be renewed, and financial 
agreements are subject to renegotiation when- 
ever a book goes into a new edition. 


Any author is entitled to a complimentary copy 
of any publication in which his or her work is 
reprinted. 


Confidentiality of Social Science Sources 
and Data 


The Committee has maintained its interest in 
the matter of confidentiality of social science 
sources and data. tn September 1976, the 
Council approved the recommendations of the 
Confidentiality of Social Science Sources and 
Data Project which the Association sponsored 
in cooperation with the Consortium of Social 
Science Associations. The Project was directed 
by James D. Carroll of Syracuse University with 
the assistance of Charles Knerr, University of 
Texas, Arlington, David Fellman of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, Madison, represented the 
Committee on the Project’s Board. A report of 
the project including the recommendations 
approved by the Council was published in the 
Fall 1976 PS. In the Spring of 1977, the 
Committee, on the recommendation of the 
Council, revised its Advisory Opinion on the 
Scholar’s Ethical Obligations to Protect Confi- 
dential Sources and Data to read as follows: 


ADVISORY OPINION NO. 13 

THE SCHOLAR'’S ETHICAL 

OBLIGATION TO PROTECT 
CONFIDENTIAL SOURCES AND DATA 
(August 13, 1973; revised April 30, 1977) 


Social science scholars have both ethical and 
professional obligations to make full and com- 
plete disclosure of all non-confidential sources 
and data involved in their research so that their 
work can be tested and replicated. Scholars, as 
citizens, have an obligation to cooperate with 
grand juries, other law enforcement agencies, 
and institutional officials. They have both an 
ethical and professiona! duty not to divulge the 
identity of confidential sources of information, 
or confidentia! data developed in the course of 
research, to governmental or non-governmental 
officials or bodies, even though in the present 
state of American law they run the risk of 
suffering a penalty. Since the protection of 
confidentiality is often essential in social sci- 
ence research, and the continued growth of 
such research is in the public interest, scholars 
have an obligation to work to change or uphold 
the law, so that the confidentiality of sources 
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of information may be safeguarded. Scholars 
must, however, exercise appropriate restraint in 
giving assurances of and in making claims as to 
the confidential nature of their sources and 
data. 


Grievances 


The Association is continuing its efforts to 
improve its grievance procedure and to have it 
become better known and more useful in the 
profession. To this end, APSA published in the 
Fall 1976 PS an article by a member of the 
Ethics Committee, Jeffrey Berry of Tufts Uni- 
versity, on the grievance procedure. The Associ- 
ation cooperates closely, too, with a number of 
organizations seeking to insure the protection 
of professional rights including the American 
Association of University Professors, The Aca- 
demic Freedom Committee of the American 
Civil Liberties Union, and the Committee on 
Scientific Freedom and Responsibility of the 
American Association for the Advancement of 
Science, it publishes regularly in PS the censure 
list of the American Association of University 
Professors and the Canadian Association of 
University Teachers. 


Also, as part of its continuing policy, the 
Committee responded to a number of individu- 
als in cases involving professional ethics and 
academic freedom. As a general policy, as noted 
in the Fall 1972 PS on page 471, the Commit- 
tee does not publicize information about its 
cases. The Committee would like to express its 
appreciation, however, to seven Special Repre- 
sentatives who have assisted in cases during the 
past year: Joseph Board, Union College; James 
D. Carroll, Syracuse University; Elmer Cor- 
nwell, Brown University; Joseph V. Julian, 
Syracuse University; Richard Schier, Franklin & 
Marshal! College; Joseph Tanenhaus, SUNY, 
Stony Brook; and Rodger D. Yeager, West 
Virginia University. 


Participation of Academics 
in Intelligence Activities 


As noted in the Association News section of 
this issue of PS, the Council adopted a resolu- 
tion on the participation of academics in 
intelligence activities at its May meeting which 
was developed with the assistance of the Com- 
mittee on Professional Ethics and Academic 
Freedom. The resolution as passed by the 
Council is as follows: 
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The Council of the American Political Science 
Association reaffirms the position of the Com- 
mittee on Professional Standards and Responsi- 
bilities (the Bernstein report: “Ethical Problems 
of Academic Political Scientists’’) in declaring 
its firm opposition to any initiative by govern- 
mental agencies to involve academic political 
scientists in covert intelligence operations under 
the guise of academic research. Recognizing the 
importance of the academic community’s par- 
ticipation in the conduct of government and 
the formulation of governmental policy, and 
mindful of the responsibilities of scholars and 
teachers, the Council calls on all academic 
political scientists 


1) not to engage in covert intelligence opera- 
tions under the guise of academic activities, 
such as teaching, research, or consulting; 


not to violate the canons of confidentiality, 
as prescribed tn the Association’s advisory 
opinion, “The Scholar's Ethical Obligation 
to Protect Confidential Sources and Data,” 
in providing information to intelligence 
agencies or other governmental agencies of 
the United States, or of foreign countries; 


3) when engaged in activities undertaken with 
the assistance of an intelligence agency, to 
acknowledge in a timely fashion that assis- 
tance in the same manner and to the same 
extent as in the case of comparable assis- 
tance from other governmental agencies, 
public and private research foundations, 
economic, social, political, and public inter- 
est organizations, and similar sources of 
assistance.

4) all academic political scientists against whom 
disciplinary proceedings are brought for im- 
proper conduct in connection with intelli- 
gence-related activities shall be entitled to all 
of the procedural rights available in com- 
parable proceedings involving alleged viola- 
tions of the rules and conditions of academic 
employment.

POLICY Studies Organization 


The Policy Studies Organization has been active 
in expanding its publication activities during 
1977. The spring symposium of its Policy 
Studies Journal deait with “‘Deductive Models 
in Policy Analysis’ under the editorship of 
Gordon Tullock and Richard Wagner. The 
summer symposium dealt with ‘Legislative 
Reform” edited by Leroy Rieselbach. The 
autumn symposium will be on “Transportation 
and Communication Policy” by Alan Altshuler, 
and the winter symposium will be on ‘‘Popula- 
tion Policy” by Michael Kraft and Mark Schnei- 
der. There will also be a special symposium 
issue on “Comparative Public Policy” by Doug- 
las Ashford. Most of these symposia will also be 
published in expanded book-length versions as 
part of the Policy Studies Organization Series 
with Lexington Books of D.C. Heath and 
Company. Some volumes in the PSO-Lexington 
Series are now also being published in paper- 
back form by such publishers as Southern 
lltinois University Press and Transaction In- 
corporated. 


in addition to its four or five journal issues and 
book symposia per year, the Policy Studies 
Organization is also adding to its Yearbooks in 
Politics and Public Policy published through 
Sage Publications.

HUMANITIES Center 


The National Humanities Center has been cre- 
ated to encourage advanced studies in the 
humanities, to bring humanistic scholars to- 
gether with scholars in other disciplines and 
with men of learning in various fields of 
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professional activity, and to enhance the useful- 
ness and influence of the humanities in the 
American civic process, It is a response to the 
widely felt need within the academic world to 
give the humanities renewed emphasis and 
visibility, and to the growing recognition within 
the country at large that the humanities offer 
resources not yet fully tapped for public 
enlightenment and the imaginative understand- 
ing of public issues. 


The assumptions on which the Center is found- 
ed are that scholarship in the humanities, as in 
other fields, can be strengthened if humanists 
are equipped to look beyond the resources of 
their own disciplines; that the traditions of the 
humanities can be given new life and intellec- 
tual momentum if their significance for issues 
of broad national and international concern is 
exhibited; and that an institution is needed 
where new paths for humanistic inquiry can be 
laid down and new models of achievement can 
be created and rewarded. 


In establishing an institute for advanced study 
based on these assumptions, the Center’s found- 
ers seek the advancement of humanistic knowl- 
edge for its own intrinsic values, recognizing 
that the humanities make their distinctive 
contribution to the understanding of practical 
problems by offering a perspective that moves 
beyond the immediacies. The public issues with 
which the Center will be concerned include not 
only problems of current political and social 
importance but the broad range of shared 
human concern as recorded in history, as 
represented in religion, literature and the arts, 
as shaped by law, language, and social institu- 
tions, and as mirrored and criticized in morals, 
logic, and the philosophy of the sciences. 


The Center interprets “humanistic” to mean a 
way of approaching a subject—a concern for the 
assumptions and methods introduced by the 
human mind in its encounter with the subject, 
an emphasis on its context in human history 
and experience, a focus on its significance in 
the understanding of the human drama. The 
Center’s fellowships will be open to humanistic- 
ally inclined scholars in the natural and social 
sciences and the professions as well as to 
scholars in the fields conventionally identified 
with “the humanities.” 


The Center will open in September, 1978, in a 
new building specially designed for its use in 
the Research Triangle Park, in the Raleigh, 
Durham, Chapel Hill area of North Carolina. 
The facilities of the libraries at Duke Univer- 
sity, the University of North Carolina at Chapel 
Hill, and North Carolina State University will 
be available to its Fellows. 


The Center will accept approximately twenty- 
five Fellows in 1978. It expects to reach its full 
complement of approximately fifty Fellows in 
1980. In general, the Center will provide 
stipends to Fellows that will match their 
normal academic income plus the expenses 
incident to moving to the Center. In some 
cases, funds for research assistance may be 


available. Recipients of fellowships or other 
forms of financial support from sources other 
than the Center are eligible to apply. The 
Center will assist Fellows and their families in 
finding suitable housing in the neighboring 
university communities. The normal term of a 
Fellowship will be nine months, from Septem- 
ber through May, but a few short-term Fellow- 
ships will also be available. 


Fellowships for the period 1978-80 will be 
available in the following categories: 


(1) Fellowships for senior scholars pursuing 
individual research; 


(2) Fellowships for scholars who have held 
their Ph.D.'s for not less than six years nor 
more than nine, and who are embarking on 
their first large-scale projects; 


(3) Fellowships for scholars whose work falls 
in one of the following general areas: Man and 
Nature; History and the History of Ideas; The 
Theory of Interpretation; Ideals of Education; 
Human Rights, Liberty and Equality, Moral 
Theory and Democracy.

Woodrow Wilson International Center 
for Scholars 


Created by the United States Congress as the 


nation’s official memorial to the twenty-eighth 
President, the Center was established as “a 
living institution expressing the ideals and 
concerns of Woodrow Wilson ... symbolizing 
and strengthening the fruitful relation between 
the world of learning and the world of public 
affairs.” The Center seeks to commemorate 
through its residential fellowship program of 
advanced research and communication both the 
scholarly depth and the public concerns of 
Woodrow Wilson. It is located in the “castle” 
building on the mall in Washington, close to the 
Library of Congress, the National Archives and 
other research institutions. Eligibility is limited 
to the post-doctoral level. 


The Center's fellowship program is organized in 
terms of four broadly defined academic divi- 
sions: 1) the Division of Historical and Cultural 
Studies, 2) Division of Social and Political 
Studies, 3) Resources, Environment and Inter- 
dependence, and 4) The Kennan Institute for 
Advanced Russian Studies. In addition to these, 
there are two new programs emerging, one in 
the field of international security studies, which 
will concentrate on testing methods of the 
social sciences against the historical experience 
of the years 1945-1960, and another devoted to 
the political, economic and cultural life of the 
Latin American and Caribbean areas. 


The program is residential in character, and 
fellows are expected to devote full time to their 
research and writing. A fellowship normally 
extends from four months to a year in dura- 
tion. Within certain limits established by the 
Board of Trustees, it is the Center's policy to 
enable each fellow to meet, but not to exceed, 
his or her income rate for the preceding year, 


on the principle that a fellowship should not 
involve financial loss or gain. 


Selection advisory panels of distinguished schol- 
ars in each of the Center’s broadly defined 
divisions of study are convened annually to 
review applications and recommend eligible 
candidates.

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Polish Association of Political Science 


The Polish Association of Political Science in 
the present form consisting of individual mem- 
bers exists since 1957. Prior to that date there 
was a Political Science Committee of the Polish 
Academy of Sciences established in 1950. In 
1950 Political Science Committee joined Inter- 
national Political Science Association (IPSA). 
Thus Poland became the seventh country to 
join IPSA and the first one of the socialist 
countries. 


in 1957 the Polish Association of Political 
Science (PAPS) was established as a federation 
of various associations dealing with social sci- 
ences. Three years later after major reorganiza- 
tion PAPS decided to recruit individual mem- 
bers and to rely in its activities on individual 
membership. Today, the 1977 Polish Associa- 
tion of Political Science has over 600 individual 
members. 


PAPS consists at present of 12 regional branch- 
es existing mainly in the areas where are higher 
learning institutions: Warsaw, Gdansk, Krakow, 
Katowice, Lublin, Lodz, Poznan, Szczecin, 
Bydgoszcz, Torun, Wroclaw, Zielona Gora. 
Each branch elects its own president, vice 
president, secretary and the board. The largest 
of all the regional branches is Warsaw, with 180 
members. LonginPastusiak was the president of 
Warsaw branch of PAPS in the years 
1967-1976. At present, Wladyslaw Goralski is 
the president. The president and the board is 
elected for 3-year term. 


The supreme organs of the Polish Association 
of Political Science are: the Assembly of 
Delegates (called every three years), National 
Board and the Committee of Auditors. There 
are four specialized sections within PAPS: 1) 
Politics of National Economy, 2) Loca! Govern- 
ment Studies, 3) Theory and Methodology of 
Political Science, and 4) International Relations 
Studies. Each section has its own president and 
the board. 


The President of the Polish Association of 
Political Science and the National Board are 
elected for three-year term. Following persons 
held the position of the president since 1960: 
Manfred Lachs (1960-1962), Stanislaw Ehrlich 
(1962-1964), Jerzy J. Wiatr (1964-1967), Kon- 
stanty Grzybowski (1967-1970), Zygmunt 
Rybicki (1970-1972), Kazimierz Opalek 
(1976-1976), Jerzy J. Wiatr (1976-—). 


The tast convention of the Polish Association of 
Political Science was held in Krakow, Novem- 
ber 26-27, 1976. A new President and new 
National Board were elected for the next 
three-year term. Jerzy J. Wiatr of Warsaw 
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Longin Pastusiak 
The Research Institute on Contemporary 
Capitalism, Warsaw 


University was elected president. Three vice 
presidents are: Artur Bodnar (Warsaw), Czeslaw 
Mojsiewicz (Poznan), Hieronim Szczegola (Zie- 
lona Gora). Secretary: Wiktor Pianowski (War- 
saw). Treasurer: Kazimierz Podoski (Gdansk). 
The members of the National Board are: Jerzy 
Georgica (Warsaw), Henryk Groszyk (Lublin), 
Bronislaw Miszewski (Gliwice), Kazimierz Opa- 
lek (Krakow), Marian Orzechowski (Wroclaw), 
Kryzsztof Ostrowski (Warsaw), Bronislaw Pas- 
ierb (Wroclas), Longin Pastusiak (Warsaw), Ju- 
lian Wielgosz (Krakow}. 


Activities of the Polish Association of Political 
Science are aimed at development of the 
discipline in Poland. The Association tries to 
integrate and bring together scholars of all 
social sciences interested in studies of political 
processes. Major forms of activities of PAPS 
include a) organization of various regional 
scientific conferences and seminars, b) organiza- 
tion of lectures for the members and people 
interested in politics, c) organization of na- 
tional and international conferences, and d) 
publication of books, papers and articles. 


The major all-Polish scholarly sessions or- 
ganized by PAPS were the following: 1) Confer- 
ence on “Nation and Socialism” and “Socialist 
Democracy," organized in 1967 in Warsaw; 2) 
Conference on “Society and Socialist State,” 
organized in Katowice, 1970; 3) Conference on 
Theory and Methodology of Political Science, 
held in Gdansk, 1973; and 4) Conference on 
“Political Organization of Socialist Society,” 
organized in 1976 in Krakow. 


There were numerous other national and inter- 
national conferences organized by PAPS. For 
example, in 1962 on integration of social 
sciences, 1963 on local government, 1965 on 
the scope of political science teaching in Po- 
land, 1968 on human rights in UN system, 
1969 on Machiavelli, 1972 on theoretical as- 
pects of international relations, 1975 on politi- 
cal culture. Papers of some of those conferences 
were subsequently published in form of books. 
Among them following books appeared under 
auspices of PAPS: (all in Polish) State, Nation, 


Socialist. Democracy in Poland, Ksiazka i Wied- 
za Publishers, Warsaw, 1970; Society and the 
Socialist State, Ksiazka i Wiedza Publishers, 
Warsaw, 1972; Methodological and Theoretical 
Aspects of Political Science, Polish Scientific 
Publishers, Warsaw, 1975. 


Besides that, the Polish Association of Political 
Science published in English a volume entitled 
Social Transformations in Poland, edited by 
Stanislaw Ehrlich, Polish Scientific Publishers, 
Warsaw, 1974. As a result of cooperation of the 
Polish and Belgian Political Science Associa- 


tions, in 1973 a special “Polish” issue of the 
Belgian quarterly “Res Publica” was published. 
Polich authors contributed to that issue. In 
1974 one of the issues of Polish Quarterly 
Studies in Political Science published articles 
written by Belgian scholars. 


Since 1967 the Polish Association of Political 
Science publishes a yearbook in English entitled 
Polish Round Table. it contains articles, book 
reviews and chronicle of the major develop- 
ments in Polish political science. The main 
contributors are Polish scholars. Occasionally 
political scientists from other countries also 
contribute. Since 1967 six volumes were pub- 
lished. Some of them covering the period of 
two years. The first Editor-in-Chief was Stanis- 
law Ehrlich (1967-1969), succeeded by Jerzy 
Wiatr (1970-1976). In the fall 1976, the Na- 
tional Board of Polish Association of Political 
Science named Longin Pastusiak the Editor-in- 
Chief of Polish Round Table. All information 
concerning subscription or exchange can be 
obtained by writing to the editor: The Research 
Institute on Contemporary Capitalism, Al.

(telephone 21-94-24). The yearbook brings the 
selection of best Polish articles in the field of 
political science, many of them of empirical 
nature. It also contains reviews of major Polish 
books in the field. 


Since 1950 PAPS has been an active member of 
the International Political Science Association 
(IPSA). Distinguished Polish scholars were 
members of the IPSA Executive Committee: 
Adam Schaff (1949-1952), Oskar Lange 
(1955-1958), Stanislaw Ehrlich (1958-1967), 
Jerzy J. Wiatr (1967-1973), and Kazimierz 
Opalek (since 1973). Polish political scientists 


took part in all world congresses of IPSA (with 
one exception, 1952), and in almost ail round- 
table conferences. Often they acted as general 
rapporteurs or authors of papers. In 1966 PAPS 
organized in Poland one of the Yearly IPSA 
conferences on political aspects of economic 
organizations, and the problems of representa- 
tion. In 1977 PAPS will organize an IPSA 
roundtable conference on political culture on 
the initiative of Polish political scientists. The 
Committee on Comparative Research of Local 
Government was organized within {PSA under 
the chairmanship of Jerzy J. Wiatr. 


In the international field PAPS keeps close 
touch with many associations of political sci- 
ence in other countries, particularly with associ- 
ations of other socialist countries. In 1974 
PAPS organized in Krynica, Poland, the first 
conference of the representatives of political 
science associations of socialist countries. Many 
foreign politica! scientists visiting Poland lec- 
tured in Warsaw or other regional branches of 
PAPS. 


PAPS of course concentrates in its activities 
mainly in Poland. The 600 dues-paying mem- 
bers taking part in all kinds of activities in one 
of the 12 regional branches of PAPS. Each 
branch meets once a month. So it is very active 
membership. It is a genuine grass-roots move- 
ment in Poland. Many of the Polish political 
scientists are young scholars, many came to the 
discipline from other social sciences like: sociol- 
ogy, philosophy, economics, law, and history. 
The Polish Association of Political Science 
through its activities tries to integrate them and 
through this integration, joint research, publica- 
tions, conferences tries to speed up the develop- 
ment of this young discipline in Poland.

To the Editor: 


i am writing in response to the note about 
organized sub-fields in the recent issue of PS. 
My purpose, however, is not to suggest the 
name of convenors but to register my very 
strong opposition to the whole project. 


The move at the August 1976 Executive Com- 
mittee meeting to seek greater clarity and 
continuity in the program sections and to 
increase participation in defining panel topics 
reminds me of nothing so much as the indecent 
haste with which the U.S. Congress moved for 
the adoption of the 22nd Amendment limiting 
the terms of the president. The Congressional 
action was clearly a backlash against the four 
terms of Franklin D. Roosevelt. | view the 
move towards permanent sections as still 
another backlash: this time against the 1976 
program. Let me say immediately that | was 
probably as upset as many by the topics, the 
general tone, and the overall muckraking qual- 
ity of the “bicentennial” happening. But with 
the specter of permanent sections stalking the 
APSA I'd rather have an occasional 1976 
program than the “clarity and continuity” that 
the permanent sections would provide. No 
doubt, these sections would have memberships 
with overlapping terms so that at any one point 
the barbarians could be kept safely at bay. The 
sections would become largely self-appointed 
guardians of what is acceptable work and where 
before the discontinuity in the program or- 
ganization produced at feast some variations, 
the permanent sections will still further en- 
trench those that are already entrenched and 
the sub-fields will be dominated by so many 
orthodoxies proclaimed in the name of ‘clarity 
and continuity.” 


| could possibly envisage sub-field sections that 
engage in various activities appropriate to the 
sub-field, but these same organizations should 
not at the same time contro! the program. As | 
reflect on the potential for mischief of the 
proposed sub-fields | consider the price of an 
occasional non-establishment convention pro- 
gram small indeed. In fact, even without the aid 
of the sub-fields the 1977 program already 
looks like the familiar fare of previous years. 
Has it occurred to those responsible for the 
annual meeting programs to ask why the 
proliferation of groups arranging panels outside 
the regular framework? To be sure, more 
people than ever want to be listed as presenting 
papers, for reasons too obvious for me to spell 
out. Rather, these groups proliferate because 
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the standard fare of the official program does 
not meet the needs of substantial portions of 
the practicing profession. All the creation of 
the sub-fields and their potential control over 
sections of the program will accomplish is to 
drive stil] others into the non-traditional chan- 
nels, Perhaps that is exactly what the pro- 
ponents of the sub-fields hope to achieve. As 
the little boy tearfully said to Shoeless Jackson 
after the Black Sox scandal had broken: “Tell 
me it ain’t so!”

To the Editor: 


Nicholas Henry has provided readers of PS with 
a helpful! first look at the new copyright law in 
the Winter 1977 issue, but as he admits, his 
review is “extremely selective.” Here | should 
like to supplement his ‘‘all-too-brief’’ summary 
by highlighting aspects of the law that he 
neglected to mention or did not emphasize 
sufficiently. 


First, however, | want to question the advice he 
offers to scholars who present papers at confer- 
ences and the interpretation of the law on 
which he bases that advice. Holding that such 
papers would be regarded under the new law as 
instances of “performance” rather than ‘‘pub- 
lication," he recommends that the words “lim- 
ited publication for comment and criticism” be 
typed on the papers in order to prevent them 
“from entering the public domain.” Now the 
very worst thing one could do, I should think, 
would be to use the word “publication”: a 
“limited” publication is a publication nonethe- 
less! A murderer cannot escape the legal conse- 
quences of his act by confessing to only a 
“little” murder. A better word to use, surely, 
would be ‘‘circulation,” which at least has the 
virtue of entailing no direct legal consequences. 
But, beyond that, it is simply wrong to suggest 
that lack of such a notice would place the 
manuscript in the public domain. if it were 
truly possible to regard the work as unpub- 
lished, as Mr. Henry seems to think, there is no 
way that it could fall into the public domain 
because no notice of any kind is required for 
protection of the copyright in an unpublished 
work for the full statutory period of the 
author's life plus fifty years. And if it were to 
be treated as a published work, as | think it 
probably would be in some circumstances, 
copyright protection would not be forfeited 
unless the author failed to register the work and 
did not attempt to add a proper copyright 
notice to all the copies distributed in the U.S. 


within five years after publication—a generous 
allowance of time for remedying an error. One 
major difference between the new law and the 
old, indeed, is that it will be very difficult to 
lose or invalidate copyright beginning in 1978 
whereas it could easily happen before merely 
by accident, But why should conference papers 
be considered published works? Well, at least at 
the national APSA meeting, and probably at 
other meetings too, papers are offered for sale 
to the public, and this circumstance alone 
should be sufficient to render them “pub- 
lished’’ under the law. It would be safer, then, 
whether or not a paper would be considered 
legally “published” if presented at a confer- 
ence, to include a copyright notice on it than to 
use any other kind of notice at all. After all, 
what is sacrificed by treating it as published? 
Nothing, essentially, for the term of copyright 
is the same under the new law for published 
and unpublished works, and registration is 
required for both as a prerequisite to filing a 
suit for infringement. 


This reference to registration brings me to what 
| want to say in supplementing Mr. Henry’s 
remarks. He did not point out just what role 
registration plays under the new law and why it 
is important for authors, even of unpublished 
works, to be aware of the law’s requirements. 
In the past common law afforded protection to 
authors of unpublished works for an indefinite 
period without requiring them to take any 
action at all to secure full protection. Under the 
new law authors of such works have to register 
them with the Copyright Office if they want to 
be in a position to recover statutory damages 
(which can amount to as much as $50,000) as 
well as actual damages for infringement; and 
this is important because actual damages are 
often very difficult to prove in copyright cases. 
Of course, published works also have to be 
registered to gain full protection of this kind, 
but normally (except when sale constitutes 
publication as in the conference situation men- 
tioned above) registration will be taken care of 
by whoever publishes the work rather than the 
author. 


On the vexed question of photocopying, which 
despite the codification of the principles of fair 
use that the new law contains will continue to 
be a source of controversy and differing inter- 
pretation, Mr. Henry does not sufficiently 
emphasize the protection that the law affords 
teachers (and librarians) against innocent in- 
fringements. He says that “‘if a copyright owner 
can show that his or her work’s potential 
profits have been affected, then the user prob- 
ably is in violation of copyright.” Now, besides 
mentioning that effects on a work’s potential 
market (which is not the same as “potential 
profits’) are frequently hard to demonstrate 
conclusively, it is also worth noting that the law 
imposes the burden of proof on the copyright 
owner for showing a teacher not to have acted 
in good faith where he or she infringed a 
copyright while claiming to believe the use 
made of the copyrighted work to be “fair” 
under the provisions of the law. On the other 


hand, the legislative record accompanying the 
law, in the form of the House committee 
report, recognizes a set of guidelines for class- 
room copying endorsed by organizations repre- 
senting authors, publishers, and educators as “a 
reasonable interpretation of the minimum stan- 
dards of fair use.” Teachers can be certain of 
acting within the law when they follow these 
guidelines; going beyond them, they take a risk 
of violating copyright. The courts will no doubt 
place great weight on these guidelines in render- 
ing decisions in copyright cases. It is therefore 
important for teachers to familiarize themselves 
with them. They are printed, along with other 
useful information, in a booklet entitled Ex- 
plaining the New Copyright Law: A Guide to 
Legitimate Photocopying of Copyrighted Ma- 
terials available from the Association of Ameri- 
can Publishers, 1707 L Street, Suite 480, 
Washington, D.C. 20036. 


Another feature of the new law that Mr. Henry 
should have stressed but unaccountably did 
not, despite his awareness of the APSA's 
concern about reprint rights, is that the author 
of an article in a journal or other collective 
work (such as a symposium volume or anthol- 
ogy) is presumed to have transferred only the 
first serial rights and a very restricted reprint 
right to the publisher in the absence of any 
written agreement providing otherwise. Hence- 
forth a publisher will not have any right to 
revise the article or include it in an antholagy 
or license any other publisher to translate or 
use it in any way unless a written agreement 
with the author explicitly gives the publisher 
such a right. Copyright is considered divisible 
under the new law, and an author can decide 
just what rights he or she wants to yield to the 
publisher. if the author does not grant the 
publisher any rights beyond those that the mere 
act of publication of a collective work entails, it 
would be wise for the author to insist on the 
inclusion of a copyright notice in his or her 
name on the first page of the article; for, 
otherwise, the article will be considered as 
printed with an error in the notice. The 
predictable response of publishers of journals 
and other collective works in light of this 
provision of the new law will be to devise 
contracts for each contributor to the collective 
work to sign. But this development should be 
welcomed by authors, for it will formalize what 
has hitherto often been a very informal and 
uncertain relationship between publisher and 
authors of a collective work. No longer need 
authors find out after the fact that certain 
assumptions they made about reprinting and 
the like were not shared by their publisher. 
Everything will be in writing from the start, and 
authors and publishers will both know when 
they have grounds for justifiable complaint. 


Yet another way in which the new law rein- 
forces the author’s position vis-a-vis the publish- 
er is the right it gives him or her to terminate a 
transfer of any or all rights in a work after a 
specified period of time. Unlike the old law, the 
new law prevents an author from waiving or 
contracting away this right in advance. Thus it 
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ensures an author (or his heirs) of the oppor- 
tunity to renegotiate an agreement that may 
originally have been disadvantageous to the 
author or may have become inequitable in view 
of the work's unforeseen success. However, 
untike the old law, under which the reversion of 
rights happened automatically if not assigned in 
advance, the new law requires that the author 
wishing to retrieve any rights take positive 
action to do so by serving notice on the 
publisher within a given period of time before 
the termination is to become effective. 


In these and other respects the Copyright Act 
of 1976 marks what Register of Copyrights 
Barbara Ringer has called “a fundamental shift 
in our copyright philosophy” away from the 
publisher toward the author as the primary 
source and beneficiary of copyright. Political 
scientists as authors and as teachers and re- 
searchers, too, have much to be thankful for in 
greeting the dawn of a new era in copyright. 
Their lives should be easier and more rewarding 
in many ways as a result of the miracle that 
Congress (with the help and advice of many 
others) has worked in bringing this long-awaited 
act into being at last.

In Memoriam 


Gerald Edward Fitzgerald 


it was with deep sorrow that the Department of 
Government and Politics of St. John’s Univer- 
sity marked the passing of its member, Dr. 
Gerald Edward Fitzgerald, Professor and Coor- 
dinator of Public Administration. Dr. Fitzgerald 
was born in Brooklyn, New York, on October 
23, 1920. He graduated from the ASTP Area 
and Language Program of Georgetown Univer- 
sity and was awarded his diploma in 1944. He 
received his B.A. from Brooklyn College of the 
City University of New York the following 
year. In 1956 he was awarded his M.P.A. from 
the Baruch School of Business and Public 
Administration of the City College of New 
York, and in 1961 his Ph.D. in Public Adminis- 
tration from New York University. 


Dr. Fitzgerald served as a Cryptanalysis Tech- 
nician in the Signal Corps of the United States 
Army (1942-1946) and subsequently entered 
the civil service. From 1949 to 1956 he served 
as a Housing Assistant, Management Depart- 
ment of the New York City Housing Authority 
and from 1956 to 1959 as a Personnel Examin- 
er, Supervisor of Classification Unit, Classifica- 
tion Appeals Board, New York City Depart- 
ment of Labor. 


Dr. Fitzgerald commenced his teaching career 
in 1959 at Seth Low Junior High School, 
Brooklyn, New York. He held three New York 
City Board of Education licenses, Teacher of 
English and Citizenship to the Foreign Born, 
Teacher of Social Studies, and Teacher of 
French. 


The following year, in September, Dr. Fitz- 
gerald joined the faculty of the Department of 
Political Science of St. John’s University, teach- 
ing at both the Brooklyn and Queens campuses. 
Commencing as an Instructor he rose quickly 
through the academic ranks, being successively 
appointed Assistant Professor (1962), Associate 
Professor (1965), and Professor (1968). He ably 
served as Third Chairman of the Department 
from July 1, 1964 through September 22, 
1967. 


Dr. Fitzgerald had been an active member of 
the St. John’s community. At the time of his 
passing he was serving on the Graduate Council, 
and his department’s Personnel and Budget 
Committee and Graduate Education Policy 
Committee. His recent community activities 
included serving as a consultant on zoning to 
the Concerned Citizens of Hawthorne, New 
Jersey and the Queens Borough President’s 
Committee on Decentralization. He was listed 
in American Men and Women in Science: The 
Social and Behavioral Sciences, Who's Who in 
the East, Contemporary Authors, Dictionary of 
International Biography, Writers Directory, 
Whos Who in New York, American Men and 
Women of Science: Urban Community Scien- 
ces, Community Leaders and Noteworthy 
Americans, and the National Directory of Latin 
Americanists. 


Dr. Fitzgerald edited and introduced two 
books, The Constitutions of Latin America 
(Chicago: Henry Regency Company, 1968) 
which appeared both in hardcover and paper 
editions, and The Political Thought of Bolivar: 
Selected Writings (The Hague, The Netherlands: 
Martinus Mijhoff, N.V., 1971). His articles 
appeared in the Public Personnel Administra- 
tion Bulletin, International Review of History 
and Political Science, the Civil Service Journal, 
the Journal of the New York School Counselor 
Association, Humanistas, Latin America in Re- 
view, and the Redman. He regularly abstracted 
articles for the Public Personnel Review. 


Dr. Fitzgerald was also an active member of 
professional organizations and had served on 
the program committee of the College Public 
Agency Council of the U.S. Civil Service Com- 
mission, New York Region. He was a Senior 
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Member of the American Society for Public 
Administration and a Charter Member of the 
Metropolitan Public Personnel Society. 


On campus Dr. Fitzgerald had been both a 
graduate and an undergraduate advisor. He had 
been active in Freshman Orientation and re- 
cently in the S.J.U. “Open House” program for 
prospective undergraduate students. He also 
supervised the department’s Public Administra- 
tion Internship Programs and chaired the 
G.E.P.C.’s Subcommittee on Public Adminis- 
tration. 


Dr. Fitzgerald was a popular teacher who will 
be remembered as an excellent instructor, 
valued colleague, and good friend. 


His death on April 25, 1977 was followed on 
April 28th by a concelebrated Mass of the 
Christian Burial at the Holy Family Roman 
Catholic Church, Flushing, New York. Rever- 
end Joseph !. Dirvin, C.M., Vice President for 
Community Relations and Secretary of St. 
John's University, New York, was principal 
celebrant and preached the homily. Members of 
his family, his colleagues, students, and friends 
served as honorary pall bearers and honorguard. 
Internment followed at the Long Island Na- 
tional Cemetary (Pinelawn), Farmingdale, New 
York.

Earl B. Latham 


Farl Latham, Joseph B. Eastman Professor 
Emeritus of Political Science, and Distinguished 
College Lecturer at Amherst College, died on 
May 6. His death was sudden. He was still 
intellectually vigorous, brilliantly teaching huge 
classes in constitutional law. His great career 
thus ended as he would have wished it to. 


Earl Latham came to Amherst in 1948, from 
the University of Minnesota. He had served 
with the government during the war years, and 
decided that his truest commitment was to the 
academy. He kept some connection to the 
world of affairs, principally during the candi- 
dacy and, later, the Presidency of John Ken- 
nedy; but his real passion was the pursuit of 
understanding. 


As a teacher, Earl Latham set a high standard in 
his unique blending of substance and perfor- 
mance, instruction and entertainment, wisdom 
and wit. In a seminar or in a lecture, his 
mastery of the moment first enthralled and 
then educated. Colloquy was thrust and parry, 
producing both delight and insight. His teaching 
went on in the classroom, his office, his home, 
and around campus. Whenever or wherever Earl 
encountered students, he taught. 


Earl’s contribution to the study of politics 
earned him many honors. He was elected 
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President of the New England Political Science 
Association, Vice President of the American 
Political Science Association, and fellow of the 
American Academy of Arts and Sciences. He 
gave a number of endowed lectures at various 
American universities. He was a visiting profes- 
sor at Harvard. His last main book, The 
Communist Controversy in Washington: From 
the New Deal to McCarthy, won the first David 
Demarest Lloyd Prize. More important than all 
these emblematic recognitions is the simple fact 
that his writings were widely read and reviewed; 
that they made an impact from the time of 
their publication; and that they are still alive. 
His reputation as one of the handful of major 
students of American political life is secure. He 
thus reached the highest honor to which he 
aspired, 


His three main books, his numerous essays and 
reviews, and his edited collections are all 
unified by a defined political sensibility, which 
was Madisonian in its basic inspiration. Earl 
taught that though the individual’s conscious- 
ness and purpose were irreducible, no individual 
end of a social kind could be reached by the 
solitary individual’s exertions. Each had to join 
others and cooperate with them in group 
activity. The life of politics was the play of 
groups. You had to expect them to form, to 
push, to pressure. That was political nature. 
The play was absorbing to Earl; one might say 
he was addicted to the beauty of its changing 
patterns. He developed a worldly tolerance of 
almost all players, despite his general moral 
commitment to the interests of the weaker or 
less advantaged. Yet he drew the line: his 
worldliness never took on the professional 
deformity of cynical complacency as it did with 
some political scientists. In American political 
life, Joseph McCarthy was over the line. Earl's 
account of his rise and fall is great portraiture: 
great because fair, and because fair, annihilat- 
ing. His detestation of McCarthy and McCarthy- 
ism was a vivid expression of the other side of 
his Madisonian sensibility: his passionate love 
of American constitutionalism. if his greatest 
writing was on the play of groups, his greatest 
teaching was on the rules of the play, on the 
vigorous but tormented career of the articles 
and amendments of our Constitution. 


Besides these intellectual engagements Ear! had 
one more we may mention. That was to 
understand and express the truth, as he per- 
ceived it, of individual motivation. He was a 
deeply introspective man and tried to trace his 
motives to their source. In Hobbes’s phrase, he 
searched hearts; his own, first of all. He was 
unyielding in his self-descriptions. He poured 
them into his journal, a huge organic work, 
which he labored on to the end of his life, and 
perhaps took great pride in, than in anything 
else he wrote. He also turned that scrutinizing 
passion on public figures, and on those around 
him, whenever he thought there was hypocrisy, 
or even worse, the semi-hypocrisy of self- 
deception, or, worst of all, the destructive 
inattention of inexperience. He thought and 
proved that political science at its best is a 


revelatory study, revelatory of the truth about 
human nature; but that, without self-know!- 
edge, it would remain a muddle. Finally, 
political science is an instrument of the most 
precious truth, self-knowledge. 


Earl was a uniquely powerful! man; he is not 
replaceable.

Charles Emanuel Martin 


The death of Charles E. Martin on January 12, 
1977, at the age of eighty-five, brought to an 
end more than a half-century of association 
with the University of Washington. Martin came 
to the University in 1925 from what was the 
Southern Branch of the University of California 
at Los Angeles. He was appointed by President 
Suzzallo to succeed J. Allen Smith as head of 
the political science department, and remained 
in that position throughout a full quarter- 
century of significant, if unspectacular, growth. 


When Martin came to Seattle, department heads 
were, in effect, absolute rulers, each in his own 
domain. They were unchallengable from below, 
and subject to very little effective supervision 
from above—a then normal pattern of relation- 
ships in most of the land-grant colleges of the 
west and mid-west. When, on the other hand, 
he laid down his administrative responsibilities 
in 1952, the old pattern had almost completely 
disappeared. By that time the typical depart- 
ment chairman had become little more than the 
presiding officer for a group of colleagues 
whose recorded agreement was required in all 
matters of consequence—decidedly not an ar- 
rangement conducive to virtuoso exercises in 
statesmanship on the part of the chairman. 


Charles Martin deserves to be remembered 
fondly as the last of a vanished breed who was 
certainly one of the most tirelessly energetic 
and colorful representatives of the type. No 
sooner arrived on the scene than he began to 
exploit all the resources available to him in the 
interest of a more visible department of poli- 
tical science. Adoption of new courses of study, 
lectureships, institutes, and conferences testi- 
fied to the emergence of a restless organizing 
talent with enormous ‘‘drive.’’ Martin was the 
first and last dean of a short-lived college of 
social sciences, the creation of which he had 
vigorously promoted; he brought outstanding 
speakers to the campus--among them H. J. 
Laski, whose Walker-Ames lectures filled the 
venerable Meany Hall as it had never been filled 
before. The Quarterly Sumposium of Worid 
Affairs, at which Martin regularly presided, 
deserves separate mention for although the 
format was borrowed from Southern Cali- 
fornia’s Rufus von KleinSmid—it was entirely 
dependent on the personality and drive of its 
Seattle impressario. Moreover, it enlisted the 
support of a large and influential clientele 
eas was as much town as gown in composi- 
ion. 


Given such a background, it was all but 
inevitable that Martin would make enemies on 
roughly the same generous scale as he made 
friends. For only an extraordinary endowment 
of tact could have enabled a man to avoid 
generating numerous resentments in the course 
of a career as politically active as Martin’s. And 
he was emphatically not an outstanding diplo- 
matic operator—despite a profound knowledge 
of the history of diplomacy. His forte was the 
frontal assault on an entrenched position, and 
he “pulled no punches” when pursuing a 
cherished objective. Such direct methods 
earned him widespread respect among the 
faculty at large as a man not easily intimidated 
by the “Brass” of the University establishment. 
The long-term legacy of Martin’s administrative 
experience was not, however, nearly as am- 
biguous in terrns of personal relationships as the 
foregoing might suggest. For it is relatively easy 
to forgive an antagonist who fights in the 
open—no matter how abrasive his behavior may 
have seemed at the time of encounter. Just so, 
Martin’s evident lack of guile in waging his 
hard-fought battles more or less guaranteed that 
his detractors would “melt away” with the 
passing years while his uncomplicated loyalty 
to his friends meant that he would keep their 
friendship indefinitely. 


Once retired from the chairmanship, the pace 
of his activities notably slackened. But there 
was no relaxation in his teaching effort nor in 
the extent of the travel he undertook—primari- 
ly in support of his teaching. International Law 
was his favorite academic subject, and the range 
of his acquaintance in that field was singularly 
impressive—beginning with his revered teacher 
at Columbia, John Bassett Moore, and including 
enough members of younger generations of 
scholars to account for his election to the 
Presidency of the American Society of Inter- 
national Law in 1960-61. 


in addition to several books on American 
government and constitutional law, his publica- 
tions in his principal field included The Policy 
of the United States as Regards Intervention, 
The Politics of Peace, and Universalism and 
Regionalism in International Law and Organiza- 
tion. 


His next most cherished teaching subject was 
United States Foreign Policy, and here the 
effectiveness of his teaching was clearly en- 
hanced by his first hand familiarity with those 
who executed that policy; he kept in touch 
with members of the foreign service all over the 
world. Among the more important of his 
experiences abroad were: his service as Carnegie 
Foundation Professor to Asia and the Anti- 
podes (1929-30), the chairmanship of the U.S. 
Cultural and Scientific Mission to Japan 
(1948-49), and the directorship of the Ameri- 
can Studies Program at the University of the 
Philippines (1962-64). 


Charles Martin's lecturing style was both mem- 
orable in its own right, and singularly reliable as 
an index to his public personality. What his 
auditors saw, once our speaker got underway, 
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was an impressively sturdy as well as stocky, 
figure of a man of moderate height whose 
vigorous choppy gestures neatly complemented 
a sternly-set visage. What his audience simul- 
taneously heard was the sonorous rise and fall 
of a voice pitched at an otherwise rather 
monotonous level, and impelled by a pair of 
lungs evidently straining to overcome the antici- 
pated acoustical deficiencies of the auditorium. 


In sum, Martin’s overall demeanor when ‘on 
stage” was more than a little reminiscent of 
fundamentalist evangelism. It suggested a con- 
fident—even pugnacious—disposition, as well as 
a preference for a portentously solemn treat- 
ment of any serious (j.e., worthwhile) subject- 
matter. And Charles Emanuel Martin, as a 
public person, never was in the least bit 
frivolous, and only very rarely deliberately 
humorous. As a result, he would certainly have 
failed conspicuously in any contest for the 
most charismatic or inspirational campus per- 
sonage. As certainly, however, the prospect 
would not have disturbed him in the least. It 
was quite enough for him to confront his 
student audience (or any other group of pre- 
sumptive sinners) punctually at the appointed 
hour and place, armed with a conscientiously 
prepared dissertation which, it was to be hoped, 
would improve their minds if not their souls. 
And what the “sinners” got for their money 
was an invariably well-organized combination 
of carefully assembled facts and sober opinion. 
it may be objected that such a plain diet rarely 
induced an even momentary state of exhilara- 
tion in them. On the other hand, his charges at 
least left the lecture hall feeling comfortably 
edified by the substance, as well as favorably 
impressed by the form of the dispensation 
afforded them. 


His addiction to a rather marked formality in 
matters of address (and deportment generally) 
was as much in evidence outside the lecture 
hall—provided, of course, he was dealing with 
relative strangers—as his magisterial bearing was 
in evidence inside it. He did not, for example, 
believe in fraternizing with undergraduates, 
holding classes out on the Jawn, or sitting on 
the top of his desk in shirtsleeves to receive 
visitors. Nor—despite the fact that he was an 
intensely gregarious human being at heart—did 
he shift to a first name basis with any 
acquaintances until he was “good and ready” to 
recognize a friend. 


Martin's private personality and his public 
personality approximated the reverse sides of 
the same coin. in place of the unbending 
formality of manner displayed in the presence 
of an audience, there was a hearty (at times 
even boisterous) joviality displayed on more 
informal social occasions; and in place of the 
colder qualities of a bull-dog tenacity and 
severely correct neutrality in the face turned 
toward strangers, there appeared the warm 
qualities of generosity, courage and loyalty in 
the face turned toward friends. 


On the lighter side, it should be recalled that 
Charlie loved ‘‘parties,’’ and that he and Jewell 
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were among the most successful dispensers of 
that most precious of commodities—hospitality. 
On the more serious side, it must be recorded 
that Charlie’s loyalty to his friends was unshak- 
able. He fought their batties, kept track of their 
careers, and attended upon them in their 
illnesses. He could not have taken on any of 
these labors of love, nor could he have success- 
fully discharged many of the social obligations 
incident to his professional career, without the 
help of Jewell. They were an “old-fashioned” 
husband and wife team with a strictly compart- 
mentalized division of labor and complemented 
each other beautifully.

James McEvoy III 


James McEvoy II! was born on April 16, 1940 
in Detroit, Michigan, and died in Palo Alto, 
California, on March 29, 1976. This cut short 
the career of a fine teacher and social scientist, 
and has taken a wise, energetic and generous 
person from a large group of friends and 
colleagues across the country. 


Jim McEvoy spent his childhood in both 
Michigan and California, and attended North- 
western, Michigan State, and the University of 
Michigan as an undergraduate. After graduation 
from the University of Michigan with a degree 
in English he went directly into that univer- 
sity’s graduate program in American Studies, 
developing for himself an unusual program of 
studies that included the history of social and 
political thought in the United States and the 
quantitative methods of Michigan's political 
behavior program. He also combined his studies 
with a vigorous and prominent role in public 
affairs; he was active in the Ann Arbor chapter 
of the ACLU, the University’s Graduate Stu- 
dent Association, several political campaigns, 
and was a continuing and sophisticated support- 
er of the civil rights and anti-war movements 
that marked his adult life. During his graduate 
years he completed a study of extremists, 
“Letters from the Right,” and his doctoral 
dissertation, Radicals or Conservatives: The 
Contemporary American Right became a book 
in 1971. 


in 1967 Professor McEvoy joined the Depart- 
ment of Sociology on the Davis campus of the 
University of California. His courses in political 
sociology, social movements, collective be- 
havior, public opinion and research methods 
were popular and respected combinations of 
history, philosophy and data-gathering; under- 
graduates enjoyed Jim’s enthusiasm for his 
subjects, and some of the Department’s best 
graduate students developed their dissertations 


under his supervision. His own research produc- 
tivity continued to be strong but became 
notable in its fusion of scientific, public policy 
and administrative concerns; he contributed to 
the work of the President’s Commission on the 
Causes and Prevention of Violence, took the 
lead in the creation of the Social Science Data 
Service at Davis, and supervised the acquisition 


of the campus’s major current data resources 
and socia! science software. In 1971 he joined 
the Lake Tahoe Study Group within the Davis 
Institute of Ecology, a move that reflected both 
his personal interests in the environmental 
protection movement and his enthusiasm for 
new, interdepartmental research and teaching 
efforts. The affiliation led to his appointment 
to the faculty in Environmental Studies as well 
as Sociology. This shift in affiliation also 
produced new courses and an extensive bibli- 
ography, including Human Ecology: An Envi- 
ronmental Approach (with Peter Richerson), 
The Social Consequences of Environmental 
Change: A Handbook for Planning, “The Amer- 
ican Public’s Concern with the Environment,” 
and “The Measurement of Environmental Qual- 
ity.” His work Doth reflected and made an 
important contribution to the emerging public 
support for the assessment of "environmental 
impacts” and “evaluation methodology.” 


By 1974 Professor McEvoy’s skill at research 
management and his ability to facilitate the 
establishment of new research and teaching 
units had resulted in his appointment as Asso- 
ciate Dean for Research within the Graduate 


Division. He took on this assignment with the 
same thorough commitment which character- 
ized his other pursuits. Among his distinctive 
contributions: work on organized research unit 
reviews, improved procedures for administra- 
tion of grants and contracts, and the develop- 
ment of a comprehensive directory of faculty 
research. 


Jim McEvoy’s rare insights, quick understand- 
ing, and intense commitments were unfortu- 
nately coupled with a painful tendency to 
self-depreciation, an inclination so thorough as 
to seem, to those who saw it, the other side of 
his brilllance, a characteristic that worked itself 
out in tragedy. During his life he created a 
unique and precious place in the lives of his 
friends and colleagues—a rare combination of 
warmth, excitement, and concern that has now 
become an indelible memory. Few persons 
succeed as scholar, teacher, citizen, and friend 
“as Jim McEvoy did; those of us who knew 
him well can only wish that he had seen his 
own life in the same light. 


The James McEvoy Memorial Fund has been 
established to aid students engaged in the kinds 
of work Professor McEvoy encouraged. Con- 
tributions will be acknowledged; they can be 
sent c/o Chair, Department of Sociology, Uni- 
versity of California, Davis, California 95616.

WHAT IS IT? 


The University Center for International Studies, University of Pittsburgh, in con- 
junction with the American Political Science Assn., has created an annual reference 
publication designed especially for scholars and educators doing research in the 
social and policy sciences. United States Political Science Documents (USPSD) is a 
quality reference tool to assist in your search for appropriate literature among the 
ever-increasing pool of source materials rr to your special area of interest. 
USPSD contains abstracts of articles published in 124 selected U.S. journals as well 
as a set of five indexes to these documents and a “Rotated Subject Descriptor 
Display.” 


USE OF THE INDEXES 


USPSD is published in two separate parts. The first part contains the indexes and the 
second part the document descriptions. Each entry in the indexes supplies the 
name(s) of an article’s author(s), its title, and its complete journal citation. Each 
entry also supplies a document accession number through which the full description 
of a document can be found in the second part, where the document descriptions 
are listed in ascending sequence by document number. 


In USPSD the identification of articles of possible relevance is accomplished by 
consulting one or all of the five indexes: Author/Contributor Index, Subject Index, 
Geographic Area Index, Proper Name Index, or the Journal Index. A reader of 
USPSD, then, can search for literature written by a specific author, devoted to a 
specific subject (such as “southeast asia”), discussing a specific organization (such as 
“department of defense”), or published in a specific journal. Also included to facili- 
tate use of the Subject Index is a Rotated Subject Descriptor Display. 
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THE DOCUMENT DESCRIPTIONS 


The provision of information which can be used to decide whether or not a docu- 
ment should be looked up is accomplished in USPSD through an in-depth document 
description scheme. This scheme furnishes as many as nine separate items of infor- 
mation about a document: author(s), title, journal citation, abstract of contents, 
names of special features (figures, tables, etc.), names of cited persons, key subject 
descriptors, key geographic area descriptors, and proper names. 


THE PUBLICATION 


United States Political Science Documents is the published version of the contents 
of a computer-based information system developed by the University Center for 
International Studies, University of Pittsburgh, in conjunction with the American 
Political Science Association. The first edition was published in January of this year 
and contained 2,494 documents derived from journals published during 1975. The 
current volume of USPSD, Volume 2, has a publication date of August 1977 and 
covers 2,824 articles published during 1976. Volume 3 is currently in production 
and is scheduled for availability during July 1978, encompassing approximately 
3,000 documents.

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Nixon’s Archival Legacy 


The American Political Science Association is 
dedicated to establishing archival policies that 
serve the scholarly needs of political scientists. 
A long-standing ally in this effort, the American 
Historical Association, has been joined in recent 
years by the Reporters Committee for Freedom 
of the Press, the Organization of American 
Historians and the Society of American Ar- 
chivists. As the APSA representative on the 
National Archives Advisory Committee since 
January 1971, when | succeeded Harold Lass- 
well, | have worked closely with Evron M. 
Kirkpatrick, Walter E. Beach and Thomas E. 
Mann as well as Officers and Council Members 
in advancing policies | believe best serve us as 
research scholars and as citizens. 


This article begins with an overview of archival 
developments in the wake of the Presidency of 
Richard Nixon, bringing to date events follow- 
ing the Nixon-Sampson agreement set forth in 
these pages nearly three years ago. | then 
follow closely a report presented to the APSA 
Council this August. This begins with the 
highlights of the Association’s participation in 
the Nixon Papers Case. Next comes the Kis- 
singer Transcripts litigation in which APSA is 
also participating. Attention is then drawn to 
-the recent report of the Public Documents 
Commission and its recommendations for fresh 
legislation governing the papers of federal offi- 
cials. The attention throughout is to present to 
members of the Association a quick summary, 
rather than either a comprehensive and detailed 
exposition or a treatment of information easily 
available either in the press or in public 
documents. 


l. Overview 


Archival defalcations in Richard Nixon's demise 
as 37th President of the United States triggered 
corrections aimed at him and, additionally, 
generated study and debate about remedies of 
wider application. The Supreme Court on June 
. 28 upheid statutory authority to take custody 
of and screen by government archivists Nixon’s 
Presidential materials. There the 1974 Presi- 
dential Recordings and Materials Preservation

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Act? was upheld giving the National Archives 
and Records Service a solid constitutional and 
statutory basis to handle White House things 
accumulated from January 20, 1969 to August 
9, 1974. This work will begin at the Federal 
Records Center in Suitland, Maryland as soon 
this winter as proposed archival rules and 
regulations for processing gain Congressional 
acquiescence. Squabbles will occur between 
Nixon and the archivists over precisely where 
specific materials fall on the continuum be- 
tween private and public and will yield to 
administrative routines which include, proba- 
bly, the most exacting schedules of archival 
care ever applied to a President's papers. Thus 
will the tax write-off for Nixon’s Vice Presiden- 
tial memorabilia, the White House Tapes, the 
resignation, pardon and the Nixon-Sampson 
agreement go down in history as causes for this 
astringent treatment of Nixon's Presidential - 
archives. 


The generalized public policy deriving from 
these Nixon Watergate events are ripples, nota 
tidal wave. And they have, perhaps, merely 
given poignancy to developments in archival 
philosophy, practice and policy already in 
motion. 


The professionalization of an archival move- 
ment in the United States gained a big impetus 
with the establishment of the National Archives 
in 1934 and the formation of the Society of 
American Archivists in 1938. The Federal 
Records Act of 1950, incorporating study 
recommendations of the Hoover Commission, 
spelled out the authority and functions of the 
National Archives comprehensively. Congress 
added dramatic possibilities to these functions 
with the enactment of the Presidential Libraries 
Act of 1955. The seven Presidential libraries in 
its domain to date—Hoover at West Branch, 
lowa; Roosevelt at Hyde Park, New York; 
Truman at Independence, Missouri; Eisenhower 
at Abilene, Kansas; Kennedy at Waltham, in 
1979 to be adjacent to the Boston campus of 
the University of Massachusetts; Johnson at 
Austin, Texas; and Ford at Ann Arbor—have 
swollen appropriations and personnel of the 
National Archives to manage this work. At the 
national level, further, the Freedom of informa- 
tion Act of 1967, which predated the Nixon 
Presidency, and its amendments has by itself 
opened up unparalled access by scholars, jour- 
nalists, attorneys, and other citizens to the 
most sensitive papers with resulting revelations 
of wide interest about governmental practices

in recent decades. In turn, the Privacy Act of 
1974 and its amendments has created still 
further types of access and raised our collective 
consciousness about record-keeping at all levels 
of government and in corporations and universi- 
ties, as well.4 Where once a cadre of archivists 
quietly considered the niceties of donor agree- 
ments, the obligations of curatorship, the craft 
of ascertaining provenance, the grinding though 
fastidious labor of processing papers and pre- 
paring registers and inventories now a wider 
world is cognizant of such concerns. These 
events in national politics have been echoed in 
the states and have been paralleled by rising 
attention to the archives of such independent 
preserves as colleges, churches, banks, and 
hospitals. 


There are also a set of quite specific issues of 
public policy—yet to be settled—that derive 
explicitly from the behavior of the Nixon 
Administration. The yen to generalize from a 
specific scandal was expressed by Congress in 
Title Il of the Presidential Recordings and 
Materials Act of 1974 which set up a compre- 
hensive examination of archival issues by the ad 
hoc National Study Commission on Records 
and Documents of federal officials. This Public 
Documents Commission, so-called, filed final 
and alternate reports in May 1977 and dis- 
solved. Legislation embodying Commission 
thinking is presently being drafted in Congress. 


Whenever, and in whatever form, a new Govern- 
ment Documents Act comes to pass its origins 
will be as surely Nixonian as the Pure Food and 
Drug Act stemmed from Upton Sinclair’s 1906 
novel, The Jungle, exposing the foulness of the 
Chicago meat-packing industry. 


What wrongs exist in the management of 
manuscripts and archives are slightly known 
compared to the floodlights turned onto the 
actions by celebrities. Thus, a story in the Wall 
Street Journal about elected officials counting 
donations of papers to college archives as 
tax-deductible, charitable gifts led Congress to 
strike out the section of the Internal Revenue 
Code permitting the practice. Nixon and his 
agents were caught backdating a gift of Vice- 
Presidential papers and his appraiser, Ralph 
Newman, was convicted and fined in federal 
court. As an upshot, efforts to reinstitute, in a 
modified way, deductions for gifts of papers 
generated by a donor have failed.> The Nixon 
example is too large an impediment even for 
dedicated individuals and organizations to ex-

Ownership and access have been the two 
abiding concerns in the controversy over 
Nixon's Presidential materials, concerns which 
informed disposition of the papers of President 
Gerald Ford, took a new twist for those of 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger and, in the 
instance of Richard Nixon, regarding access and 
use, promise yet another Supreme Court case. 
Taking these briefly in reverse order, the case of 
Nixon v. Warner Communications, Inc. being 
reviewed in the October term, 1977 presents 
these questions:® “(1) Must tape recordings of 
conversations among President of United States 
and his closest aides, produced over claim of 
presidential privilege in order to meet ‘funda- 
mental demands of due process of law in fair 
administration of criminal justice’ and there- 
after played in open court as evidenced in 
criminal trial, be supplied by court to private 
parties for radio and television broadcast and 
for sale in form of phonograph records and 
taped cassettes? (2) Must tape recordings and 
other physical evidence obtained by compul- 
sory process and used as evidence in federal 
court trial be reproduced by court and dis- 
tributed to private parties upon request unless 
owner can demonstrate that ‘justice requires’ 
denying request? (3) Did court of appeals, on 
basis of supposed common-law right of public 
to obtain copies of recordings used as evidence 
in criminal trial, properly override determina- 
tion by district court to delay any release of 
recordings until appeals in criminal case and 
any necessary retrials of defendants were con- 
cluded?” 


Gerald R. Ford adroitly used the transition 
period between the election and inauguration 
of Jimmy Carter carefully to draw up instru- 
ments governing materials pertaining to his 
public life and establishment of a presidential 
library. Philip Buchen, Counsel to President 
Ford, and James B. Rhoads, Archivist of the 
United States, held a news conference at the 
White House with Ron Nessen, Presidential 
Press Secretary, when these instruments were 
released, December 14, 19767 The Ford ar- 
rangements are like others made under the 
Presidential Libraries Act of 1955. Thus he 
made an “offer to deposit’’ of his papers to the 
Archivist for acceptance under provisions of 
that law: 


that a “charitable contribution of a literary, mu- 
sical, or artistic compositon by a taxpayer” might, 
under carefully controlled arrangements count as a 
tax exemption. The amendment’s force would not 
apply to anything written while the taxpayer held 
government office or was related to such duties.

A unique arrangement among recent Presidents 
is separate placement of Ford memorabilia ina 
museum to be located at Grand Rapids, Michi- 
gan while the archival collection will be in a 
facility on the campus of the University of 
Michigan at Ann Arbor. 


Although the general standards for access to 
processed material set by Ford follow the 
professional recommendations by the Society 
of American Archivists, the categories of re- 
stricted materials follow closely limits set since 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and followed by his 
successors. Ford details seven categories of 
materiais that may not, except by qualified 
persons employed in normal archival work, be 
made available by others ‘‘for inspection, read- 
ing, copying, or other use, whether or not 
processed.” The first three categories pertain to 
(1) personal and business affairs, (2) personnel 
matters especially concerning investigations of 
individuals being considered for appointments 
to office, and (3) communications made in 
confidence to him and his advisors while he was 
a member of Congress, Vice President, or 
President. Next comes the most difficult and, in 
a sense, the most controversial, clause used in 
such instruments because it calis for a latitude 
of discretion and judiciousness in interpreta- 
tion: (4) “Material containing information or 
statements that might be used to harass or 
injure any living person or to interfere with a 
person's right of privacy or right of associa- 
tion.” Earlier Presidents had used the phrase 
causing ‘‘embarrassment”’ to any living person 
and so Ford dropped this hard-to-interpret term 
and modernized the provision to protect rights 
of privacy and association. Other restricted 
material are touched by legal considerations, 
covering material containing statements or in- 
formation, (5) where disclosure is prohibited by 
statute, (6) where divulgence would prejudice 
the conduct of foreign relations, and (7) which 
are security-classified pursuant to law or Execu- 
tive Order. 


Ford teft the White House on January 20, 
1977. Under terms of his deposit of materials, 
the restrictions against access, with exceptions, 
will lift 13 years later, ending on January 20, 
1990. Continuing will be material restricted by 
law or Executive Order but other materia! may 
be restricted as the Director of the Ford 
Library determines it should be. This is a 
complex provision, perhaps inevitably due to be 
difficult to apply in the 1990s. But all the 
provisions of the Ford instrument are carefully 
drawn and represent the cooperative expertise 
of the archivists at the National Archives and 
Records Service. It should be observed that this 
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is a “set date limitation” not one of “time 
counted from date of the document.” Consider- 
ing Ford entered the House of Representatives 
in January 1949 some materials could, follow- 
ing the term of deposit, remain restricted for 40 
years after their creation, At the same time, it is 
safe to predict that the bulk of materials in the 
Ford Library will be available to researchers at 
Ann Arbor in a building planned and built by 
the University within the next few years. This is 
cause for celebration. 


Questions at the press conference when the 
Ford conveyance was announced show how 
profoundly the Nixon archival incidents jin- 
formed participating journalists. Did the Presi- 
dential Recordings and Materials Act of 1974 
apply to Ford? “No, that act applies only to 
the Nixon papers,” said Buchen. Was Ford 
seeking a tax exemption or have a tax purpose? 
“None whatsoever.” What are the taxpayers 
getting stuck with on the Ford Library? To 
this, Archivist Rhoads replied that once the two 
facilities are opened, at today’s prices, “the cost 
may be approximately $900,000 a year." Ford’s 
would be the seventh Presidential archives and 
museum facilities. Counting expenses for main- 
tenance and guarding together with the profes- 
sional part of the program, he said, ‘we are 
probably talking about something approaching 
$6 million for the existing six libraries.” 


What concerned the press most, however, was 
whether President Ford had any choice over the 
disposition of his papers. The answer is that he 
chose a conservative path of following earlier 
practice and did not choose to adopt the view 
that a President’s papers are institutional and, 
thereby, public. Could President Ford have 
taken these papers with him “and kept them 
and treated them as if they were his own?” 
Nixon v. Administrator was then on the docket 
of the Supreme Court, accepted for review but 
without a date set for argument. As a careful 
counsellor would, Buchan answered in this 
way: "I would say that the answer is yes, 
because there has been no court decision to the 
contrary. There was a tentative ruling—i say 
tentative—by Justive Richey early on in the 
Nixon controversy. If you wiil recall, the Court 
of Appeals issued an order in effect negating 
that opinion and indicating that the Judge 
should not have issued it. So that there is an 
opinion on record by one judge, but it has no 
legal force and effect as at the moment.” Dr. 
Rhoads spoke quite fully of the on-going work 
of the Public Documents Commission which 
would be reporting in the spring of 1977 on 
what should be public policy on the issue of 
ownership. 


The Kissinger transcripts’ controversy is quite 
separate from the heritage of Nixon’s archival 
problems and will be discussed separately here. 
Yet we have become so attuned to seeing policy 
issues arise out of archival matters that this, 
too, seems touched by an archival awareness 
dating from Watergate. This hand was even seen 
in the withdrawal of Theodore Sorenson as 
President Carter’s nominee to be Director of 
the Central Intelligence Agency. Sorenson 


agreed that he had taken home, and used in a 
book, classified documents from the White 
House and, after leaving his position in the 
White House Office under President Kennedy, 
taken a tax deduction for papers created during 
his public service which he donated to the 
Kennedy Presidential Library.® 


It may be that Nixon’s archival legacy will have 
no end. His actions may have not been unique 
in all respects but it is certain that, never 
before, had so many gained such heightened 
awareness of archival matters.? In many of 
these matters, the American Political Science 
Association has played some part. Considering 
this along with the inherent interest of political 
science scholars in statecraft and the informa- 
tion documenting political life, we now turn 
directly to these activities. 


il. The Nixon Papers 


For openers it’s hard to beat the first sentence 
in the syllabus for Nixon v. Administrator 
prepared by the Reporter of Decisions, Su- 
preme Court of the United States: ‘‘After 
appellant had resigned as President of the 
United States, he executed a depository agree- 
ment with the Administrator of General Ser- 
vices that provided for the storage near appel- 
fant’s California home of Presidential materials 
(an estimated 42 million documents and 880 
tape recordings) accumulated during appellant's 
term of office.''!9 


Here's a try. The American Political Science 
Association for the first time in its history was 
a party in a major constitutional case in the 
Supreme Court, and won. 


Litigation began in October 1974 when APSA, 
as an organization, and James MacGregor 
Burns, Donald-G. Herzberg, Austin Ranney and 
1, as individuals, joined two other organizations, 
The Reporters Committee for Freedom of the 
Press, Legal Defense and Research Fund, and 
the American Historical Association and four 
other individuals, went into the District Court 
to upset the Nixon-Sampson Agreement. The 
chief moving force in arranging the suit was 
Jack Landau of the Newhouse Newspapers who

is head of the Steering Committee for The 
Reporters Committee. 


The noted law firm of Arnold & Porter agreed 
to represent all of us, without fee, in the public 
interest. Their work was under the direction of 
Robert E. Herzstein, assisted by numerous 
others, chief of whom were Andrew S. Krul- 
wich, Mark J. Spooner and Peter T. Grossi, Jr. 
This has been a complex litigation and the 
lawyers at Arnold & Porter did not merely file a 
stunningly impressive Supreme Court brief, 
with Herzstein making the most effective oral 
argument of the day, but also faithfully repre- 
sented our interests in many, many other ways. 


There are several facts about Nixon Presidential 
Recordings and Materials matters to be noted. 


First, our effort to have the papers of all 
Presidents declared public property controlled, 
after leaving office, by the National Archives 
and Records Service (NARS) succeeded in 
January 1975 when Judge Ritchie declared this 
to be so.11 This is known as “the consolidated 
cases” as Ritchie admitted many others besides 
ourselves as parties, notably Jack Anderson and 
Lillian Hellman. But this was left in a legal 
limbo by the convening of a three-judge District 
Court to consider the constitutionality of the 
intervening legislation known as the Presidential 
Recordings and Materials Preservation Act of 
1974. 


Second, when Nixon’s challenge to the validity 
of the Act of December 20, 1974 was accepted 
for hearing by a three-judge court—thus eclips- 
ing Judge Ritchie’s ruling—all of the parties in 
the consolidated cases moved to intervene. We 
were permitted to do so. But now we were ina 
position of simply arguing that the Act taking 
custody of Nixon’s papers alone was valid not 
the original broader claim that Presidential 


.papers are public papers without special legisla- 


tion. Again, Arnold & Porter represented us in 
the three-judge court in the District of Colum- 
bia and, again, we were victorious, 3-0, on 
January 6, 1976.12 


Third, APSA and Arnold & Porter have also 
scrutinized the regulations prepared by GSA- 
NARS prescribed by the Presidential Record- 
ings and Materials Preservation Act. The statute 
requires these regulations be submitted to 
Congress for its approval. (The language of 
Section 104 (b) (1) is “The regulations pro- 
posed by the Administrator ... shall take effect 
upon the expiration of ninety legislative days 
after submission of such report, unless such 
regulations are disapproved by a resolution 
adopted by either House of the Congress during 
such period.’’) The former Administrator of 
GSA, Sampson would have authority under the 
regulations and this, among other details, led 
the Reporters Committee, the AHA and APSA 
to object. Here again we were guided closely by 
Arnold & Porter, especially in my testimony

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before the Brademas Committee on June 3, 
1975.13 One or another branch of Congress 
had declined to accept these regulations in 
three different versions. A fourth version pre- 
pared by the archivists of NARS was not acted 
upon by Congress before its August 1977 
recess. The latest regulations were published in 
the Federal Register on August 12.14 


As victors in Nixon v. Administrator and as 
participants in framing the regulations designed 
to contro] the processing of the Nixon papers, 
APSA and Arnold & Porter will continue its 
vigilance to assure proper handling of the Nixon 
papers in the future. 


lll. Secretarial Notes of Kissinger’s Official 
Telephone Conversations 


APSA again joined the Reporters Committee 
and the American Historical Association early 
in: 1977 in requesting the Federal District Court 
for the District of Columbia to declare the 
notes of Henry Kissinger’s official telephone 
conversations to be records of the Department 
of State and, hence, available for such disclo- 
sure under the Freedom of Information Act as 
is appropriate. The same individuals who were 
parties in the Nixon case are associated together 
also in the Kissinger case. 


The prominent Washington law firm of Coving- 
ton & Burling is representing us in this litiga- 
tion. The particular attorneys are Charles A. 
Horsky, Peter B. Hutt and Robert M. Sussman. 
They are serving without fee. 


At this juncture two cases have been consoli- 
dated for consideration by Judge John Lewis 
Smith, Jr. (b. 1912, Princeton B.A., 1935, 


Georgetown LL.B. 1938; service as U.S. District . 


Judge for the District of Columbia began in 
1966). Briefs have been submitted. Oral argu- 
ment before Judge Smith is set for September 
28, 1977. The two cases are styled as follows:

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The attorneys for us seek summary judgment. 
There is no factual dispute on key matters and 
a summary judgment affords a means for Judge 
Smith to dispose of the controversy on its 
merits without resort to a trial. My guess is that 
a ruling will come from Judge Smith between 
October and December. Appeals are then likely. 


Most of my remaining comments on the Kis- 
singer case are drawn from other sources which 
are cogent and, I believe, of substantia! interest 
to members of the Association. 


First, the AHA News/etter:'5 “On November 
12, 1976, Kissinger, through a Deed of Gift and 
Agreement, also known as the First Amend- 
ment, purported to donate to the Library of 
Congress a collection of personal and govern- 
ment papers. In so doing, Mr. Kissinger stipu- 
lated that public access would not be granted 
until after 25 years or five years from his death, 
whichever occurred later. He retained unre- 
stricted access to the materials during his 
lifetime, and the library agreed to provide him 
with work space. Until public access is granted, 
access will be limited to Library of Congress 
employees approved by the librarian of Con- 
gress; to persons with Kissinger’s written per- 
mission; and, after his death, to those who 
receive written permission from a committee 
named in his will. 


“On December 24, 1976, Kissinger and Boor- 
stin established a Second Agreement in which 
Kissinger ‘donated’ the transcribed secretarial 
notes of his telephone conversations which 
were created while he was working for the 
government. The agreement included all of the 
terms of the First Agreement, but also stipu- 
lated that public access to this material would 
be permitted only with the consent or the 
death of the other parties in the conversations. 
Kissinger rejected a request from the archivist 
of the United States to permit archivists, under 
his supervision, to inspect the secretarial 
notes.” 


The SAA Newsletter:1© provides information 
about the next development: “James B. 
Rhoads, Archivist of the United States, wrote 
to Kissinger on January 4 asking that ‘qualified 
archivists from my staff be given the oppor- 
tunity to examine the telephone transcriptions 
and any related documents that you have 
deposited with the Library of Congress. These 
professional archivists will determine whether 
such materials are, indeed, personal property or 
whether some portions of them may be Federal 
records or Nixon historical materials.’ ” 


i have not yet seen a full statement of the 
government’s position in the cases before Judge 
Smith but understand there are conflicts among 
the agencies involved: the State Department, 
the National Archives and Records Service and 
the Justice Department. A key issue is whether, 
under the Federal Property Act of 1950, the 
National Archives has ultimate control of the 
records of the Department of State.

This report concludes with excerpts from Plain- 
tiffs’ Reply Memorandum of Points and 
Authorities in Support of Their Motion for 
Summary Judgment filed for APSA and others 
by Covington & Burling, August 8, 1977. They 
state the two basic facts at the heart of the case 
that all parties agree upon: 


“First, there is no dispute that the secretarial 
notes at issue record virtually all of Mr. 
Kissinger’s numerous official telephone conver- 
sations during his eight years of government 
service, that the notes were expressly prepared 
to assist Mr. Kissinger in performing his official 
duties as Assistant to the President and Secre- 
tary of State, and that they were in fact used 
by Mr. Kissinger and his subordinates for 
official purposes. 


“Second, there is no dispute that, before the 
notes were removed from State Department 
custody, they were never reviewed for possible 
preservation by record officers of the State 
Department or by archivists of the General 
Services Administration (GSA). Instead, the 
decision to remove the notes was made uni- 
laterally by Mr. Kissinger himself, acting purely 
as a private citizen. 


“Under these circumstances, plaintiffs believe 
two conclusions are inescapable: First, at the 
time of their removal from the Department, the 
notes were official Department records and, 
therefore, could only be disposed of in accor- 
dance with the provisions of the Federal Rec- 
ords Act. And second, because those provisions 
were flagrantly bypassed, the notes~wherever 
they may reside physically—remain property of 
the State Department and, as Department 
records, are subject to disclosure under the 
Freedom of Information Act.” 


IV. Report of the Public Documents 
Commission 


A National Study Commission on Records and 
Documents of Federal Officials was established 
by Title II of the well-known Presidential 
Recordings and Materials Act of 1974. Its 17 
members did not include a political scientist 
but many members of the American Political 
Science Association prepared papers, testified 
or advised the Commission. Fifteen members 
signed the Final Report of the National Study 
Commission on Records and Documents of 
Federal Officials submitted to the President and 
Congress on April 28, 1977.27

The chief import of the Final Report is that 
“all documentary materials made or received by 
federal officials in connection with their consti- 
tutional and statutory duties should be the 
property of the United States.” This would 
apply to the President, the agencies, Congress 
and the federal judiciary. The Final Report 
recommendations give leeway to officials “‘to 
impose restrictions on access to their public 
papers for a period not to exceed fifteen years” 
(p. 1). 


Two members of the Commission, Herbert 
Brownell and Senator Lowell Weicker, dis- 
sented from the Final Report and filed an 
Alternate Report in which they took issue with 
the 15 year restriction. They state that all 
public records “shall be open to the public in 
accordance with the present terms of the 
Freedom of Information Act except as Con- 
gress shall modify the exemptions of the FOIA 
for the President, the Congress and the Judici- 
ary” (p. 108). 


V. Recommendations and Commendations 


Public policy on matters archival is like policy 
on all manner of public issues: its special 
importance to political scientists who rely on 
the fidelity and availability of information does 
not require that we should often try to adopt 
official positions and pursue definite objectives 
on this subject in unison. This is so because we 
are likely as individuals to disagree on details of 
policy and that disagreement should be aired. 
APSA simply lacks the resources to lobby hard 
or litigate at its own expense often even if we 
are united on issues. We can expect individual 
political scientists to run into difficulties in 
seeking access to manuscripts in private, univer- 
sity repositories as well as in state and federal 
archives and Presidential libraries. Care must be 
taken not to teap to conclusions in such 
matters. While the APSA staff can continue 
giving help to individuals we are simply not 
equipped to handle the kind of case toad 
carried by your typical United States Senator. 


In this spirit, the Council of the Association 
accepted the following resolutions: 


l. In the matter of the Nixon Presidential 
Recordings and Materials, APSA should con- 
tinue its association with the Reporters’ Com- 
mittee for Freedom of the Press and the 
American Historical Association and with our 
counsel, Arnold & Porter,‘in scrutinizing GSA 
regulations implementing Title | of the Presi- 
dential Recordings and Materials Presentation 
as they again go before Congress and as they are 
administered in the coming months and years. 
This is in keeping with the victory attained for 
APSA by Arnold & Porter in the Supreme 
Court case of Nixon v. Administrator. 


2. In the matter of the transcripts of Secretary 
Kissinger’s telephone conversations, APSA 
should continue its association with the Re- 
porters’ Committee for Freedom of the Press 
and the American Historical Association and 
with our counsel, Covington & Burling, in 
continuing fSitigation in order to place these 
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materials within the public domain. 


Members of the Council also shared my view 
that APSA should encourage archival conscious- 
ness-raising activities along the following lines. 
First, efforts might be made to enrich political 
science curriculums by treating archives as part 
of the information resources we need. | myself 
am now offering an undergraduate seminar at 
Wesleyan called ‘Political Archives.” Political 
scientists have a very similar interest in modern 
manuscript and archival sources to the much 
more actively expressed interest of contem- 
porary historians and this latent concern should 
be aroused. Second, archival developments 
merit continued and increased mention in PS 
and other political science publications. Third, 
political scientists in graduate school and in the 
early years of their careers should be told of job 
possibilities in archival work. it is fair to say 
that the educational background of most work- 
ing archivists in the United States today is in 
history or library training. Political scientists, 


with or without the doctorate, who are engaged 
in archival work have often performed excel- 
lentiy and been well-rewarded.in employment. 
The competition for archival positions is keen 
but possibilities for political scientists will 
develop. 


In gratitude to our attorneys in the Mixon 
Papers Case, the Executive Council unanimous- 
ly voted a resolution commending Arnold & 
Porter for its superlative counsel. It was adopt- 
ed on August 31, 1977, the full text of which 
follows. RESOLVED: “The American Political 
Science Association expresses its appreciation 
to the firm of Arnold & Porter, and especially 
to Attorneys Robert E. Herzstein, Andrew S. 
Krujwich, Mark J. Spooner, and Peter T. Grossi, 
Jr. Their skillful and dedicated efforts con- 
tributed—in the legal action in which the 
Association was a party—to the development of 
the 1974 Presidential Recordings and Materials 
Preservation Act and the 1977 Supreme Court 
decision upholding its constitutionality.”’

National Elections Studies 
Become a National Research Resource 


A grant has been made by the National Science 
Foundation to provide long-term funding for 
the National Election Studies of the Center for 
Political Studies, University of Michigan. The 
National Science Board has authorized the 
Foundation to allocate $2,750,000 to the 
support of the election studies over the five- 
year period, 1977-1982. Funding will be made 
available on a year-by-year basis through the 
Political Science Program of the National Sci- 
ence Foundation under the direction of Dr. 
Richard Dawson, Program Director. 


The work of the Center for Political Studies 
will be under the supervision of Professor 
Warren E. Miller, Principal Investigator, and 
Professor Arthur H. Miller, Co-Project Director. 
The NSF grant will provide continuing support 
for major studies of the 1978 and 1980 
national elections. The Center for Political 
Studies has carried out biennial investigations 
of voters’ attitudes and political participation in 
all of the national! elections since 1952. The 
new support from the National Science Foun- 
dation insures the continuation of this unique 
series of studies and provides additional support 
to permit new developments in electoral re- 
search. 


Under the terms of the National Science Foun- 
dation grant, the studies will be supervised by a 
nine-person Board of Overseers drawn from the 
national community of interested social scien- 
tists. In its first years, the Board will be chaired 
by Professor Heinz Eulau of Stanford Univer- 
sity. The other Board members include: Profes- 
sor Kristi Andersen, Ohio State University; 
Professor James A. Davis, Harvard University; 
Professor Richard F. Fenno, University of 


Rochester; Professor Benjamin |. Page, Univer- . 


sity of Wisconsin; Professor David O. Sears, 
University of California at Los Angeles; Profes- 
sor J. Merrill Shanks, University of California at 
Berkeley; and Professor John Sprague, Washing- 
ton University. The Board will work with the 
National Election Studies staff of the Center 
for Political Studies, in setting priorities for 
future studies and in commissioning research 
and development on new topics to be added to 
the studies. In addition to providing profes- 
sional guidance for the continued development 
of the election studies, the Board will also serve 
to link members of the social science commu- 
nity to future National Election Studies. The 
data produced by each study will be made 
available to reseurchers and teachers in the 
spring of each year following a national elec- 
tion. 
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With the assurance of long-term funding, a 
number of important changes will be possible in 
the conduct of the Michigan election studies. 
The Board of Overseers will work with the CPS 
staff in assessing the relative costs of the various 
innovations that are now possible in order to 
maximize the usefulness of future data collec- 
tions. In making decisions for future studies, 
the Board and the CPS staff will be guided by 
suggestions, recommendations and requests 
from the researchers and teachers who are the 
major users of the studies’ data, 


One of the first innovations will be to have the 
election study staff assume the responsibility 
for ensuring the earliest possible release of data 
to those who will use them for teaching and 
research. The commitment to do this was a part 
of the CPS proposal to the National Science 
Foundation. The basic policy enunciated in the 
proposal is as follows: “In recognition of the 
status of the election studies as a federally 
funded national research resource, the Center 
for Political Studies will follow a policy of early 
and equal release of data following each elec- 
tion study. The policy is to release all data and 
documentation for dissemination to all who 
request them as soon as coding is completed. 


Beginning with the 1978 study, the CPS elec- 
tion staff will assume the responsibility for 
servicing all data requests prior to the compie- 
tion of archival processing by the Inter-Univer- 
sity Consortium for Political and Social Re- 
search staff. Data will be made available upon 
request at the earliest possible moment follow- 
ing the completion of each election study. The 
early released data will be supported by copies 
of the coders’ codebooks. Neither the data tape 
nor the documentation will reflect any of the 
additions and corrections that will subsequently 
be introduced by the Consortium staff as they 
prepare the materials for final release. 


A more detailed description of access to the 
National Election Studies data will be dissemi- 
nated in a separate statement from the Board 
and the CPS staff. 


The Board of Overseers will play a continuous 
role in the activities related to the National 
Election Studies. The Board's responsibilities 
are set forth in a detailed statement. A sum- 
mary description of these “guidelines” specifies 
that “the Board of Overseers has several respon- 
sibilities which are functionally independent of 
the Center for Political Studies. Tne Center and 
Board will of course collaborate on a continu- 
ing basis in the development and review of all 
Election Study research plans, but the Board 
will function independently in fulfilling the 
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following responsibilities: (a) to develop de- 
tailed procedures for the solicitation of sugges- 
tions and other forms of participation from the 
user community; (b) to set priorities on the 
emphasis to be placed on each area of methodo- 
logical development and data collection activi- 
ties, and to do so through periodic formal 
assessments of CPS plans; (c) to appoint chair- 
persons and sponsor workshops and confer- 
ences in those areas with the highest priority 
for methodological or conceptual development; 
(d) to write an Annual Report assessing the 
actual work, plans and performance of the 
Center and reviewing the Board's own activities; 
and (e) to administer the budget for the Board’s 
own meetings and communications with the 
academic community.” 


Three major substantive objectives are specified 
in the Center for Political Studies proposal 
which has been accepted by the National 
Science Foundation; (1) the continuation of 
the series of CPS election studies through 1978 
and 1980; (2) the enhancement of the custom- 
ary data files through the addition of con- 
textual data and other supplements that will 
increase the usefulness of the basic survey data 
collections; and (3) the development of new 
measures and indicators needed to pursue new 
objectives or facilitate attempts to solve old 
problems. Because the election studies now 
constitute a unique time series of ever-increas- 
ing value, the extension of the collection of 
“core” data into 1978 and 1980 is of para- 
mount importance. Nevertheless, the NSF grant 
will also make it possible to add new topics and 
new approaches to old topics in the future. As a 
consequence, much of the Board activity, par- 
ticularly in the first years of the grant, will 
concentrate on developing procedures for bring- 
ing new ideas from the broader social science 
community into future studies. 


The Board and the CPS/NES staff will use four 
different modes of access for those who want 
to see changes made in election study format or 
content. The first, and most formal, set of 
activities will consist of a series of conferences 
and workshops to be organized by the Board 
and financed by a budgeted portion of the NSF 
grant. The second mode will consist of informa- 
tion to be disseminated through the various 
disciplinary journals and newsletters and 
through direct mailings to interested individu- 
als. This information will include calendars of 
future activities and will invite suggestions and 
proposals to be submitted to the Board. On a 
less formal basis, individual Board members, 
and staff, can be contacted at any time by 
persons seeking information or wishing to see 
new material added to the 1978 or 1980 
studies. The Board can be contacted by mail at 
P.O. Box Z, Stanford, California 94305, or by 
telephone at (415) 497-2612. 


Finally, the Board may seek out individuals 
whose interests and competencies are particu- 
larly relevant to a line of inquiry they and the 
staff wish to pursue. 


Throughout, the emphasis will be on opening 
and maintaining lines of communication be- 


tween active researchers and teachers and the 
National Election Studies. The Board’s ultimate 
responsibility for setting priorities among objec- 
tives for future studies will be effective only 
insofar as the various modes of contact elicit 
new ideas that have an impact on those studies. 


Three conferences are planned for 1977-78. 
The first will be on Congressional Election 
Research and will be held at the University of 
Rochester, October 27-28, 1977. It is to be 
organized by Professor Richard Fenno of 
Rochester. A second conference, on Issue Vot- 
ing, Rational Choice and Information Process- 
ing, is being organized by Professor David Sears 
of UCLA and Professor Benjamin Page, Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. This conference will be held 
at Stanford University, January 19-20, 1978. 
The third conference will take place February 
23-24, 1978, at Florida State University. It will 
be organized by Professor Kristi Andersen of 
Ohio State University and Professor Heinz 
Eulau of Stanford and will be on Party Identifi- 
cation: Conceptualization and Measurement. A 
fourth conference, on Preconvention Electoral 
Behavior: Data Needs and Research Design, will 
most probably be scheduled for the fall of 
1978. More detailed information about each 
conference will be disseminated weil before the 
conferences are scheduled to occur.

Guidelines of the 
Board of Overseers for the 
National Election Studies 


l. Duties of the Board of Overseers 


it shall be the responsibility of the Board of 
Overseers to guide the conduct of grant activi- 
ties and to oversee the planning of future 
election studies. In fulfilling this responsibility, 
the Board: 


{1} shall, in conjunction with the principal 
investigator and the CPS staff, develop long- 
range plans and review work programs and 
annual budgets for the Election Studies; 


{2} shall assist the principal investigator in 
developing long-range proposals for submis- 
sion to the National Science Foundation for 
the support of periodic national election 
studies; 


(3) shail make decisions on priorities con- 
cerning the atlocation of space (or time) in 
the survey instruments (including decisions 
on the proportion devoted to continuity and 
to new areas of inquiry) and in the alloca- 
tion of funds used to enhance the utility of 
past data collections and the focus of new 
lines of inquiry; 


(4) may take additional steps to enhance 
the scientific value of the National Election 
Studies data. 


As a national resource, the National Election 
Studies must be responsive to the wide commu- 
nity of users of these data, and the Board shall 
serve as the primary link between CPS and the 
national and international research communi- 
ties. The Board shall identify and be responsive 
to the interests of scholars in the relevant 
research community. To promote the involve- 
ment of the user community in the planning 
and content of the Election Studies, the Board: 


(5) shall solicit suggestions and advice from 
the social science community with respect to 
long-range plans and with respect to more 
immediate and specific issues pertaining to 
the election studies. One of the first respon- 
sibilities of the Board, after the fong-term 
grant has been made, is to determine and to 
publicize specific mechanisms through which 
the Board will engage in continuing two-way 
communications with the community of 
users; 


t6) shall sponsor workshops and confer- 
ences on specific substantive or methodo- 
logical topics, as well as conferences to 
involve particular sets of scholars in planning 
the Election Studies. Such workshops and 
conferences need not be heid-at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan. The Board shall determine 
which persons shall be invited to organize 
such conferences. 


(7) may from time to time select senior and 
junior scholars to serve short-term (3 to 15 
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months) residencies at the Center for Politi- 
cal Studies to assist in planning, executing 
and evaluating new designs and instruments 
for the Election Studies. 


The Board shali serve also as a source of 
information about and evaluation of the Na- 
tional Election Studies for the Institute for 
Social Research (the institute in which the 
Election Studies are lodged at the University of 
Michigan) and the National Science Founda- 
tion. Therefore, the Board: 


(8) shall make an annual report to the 
Institute for Social Research concerning the 
work carried out under the grant during the 
preceding year and specifying the work to 
be carried out during the following year. 
This report shall also include a statement of 
problems encountered or anticipated in the 
conduct of the National Election Studies 
and an assessment of steps taken to make 
sure that the studies are responsive to the 
data needs of the user communities. This 
report shall be prepared by the Board and 
shall be independent of the annual report of 
the principal investigator. It shall be sub- 
mitted by June 1 of each year. Copies of this 
report and all other related reports submit- 
ted by the Board or by individual Board 
members shall be submitted to the National 
Science Foundation. 


In conclusion it should be noted that the Board 
of Overseers has several responsibilities which 
are functionally independent of the Center for 
Political Studies. The Center and Board will of 
course collaborate on a continuing basis in the 
development and review of all Election Study 
research plans, but the Board will function 
independently in fulfilling the following respon- 
sibilities: (a) to develop detailed procedures for 
the solicitation of suggestions and other forms 
of participation from the user community; (b) 
to set priorities on the emphasis to be placed on 
each area of methodological development and 
data collection activities, and to do so through 
periodic formal assessments of CPS plans; (c) to 
appoint chairpersons and sponsor workshops 
and conferences in those areas with the highest 
priority for methodological or conceptual de- 
velopment; (d) to write an Annual Report to 
NSF assessing the actual work plans and per- 
formance of the Center and reviewing the 
Board's own activities; and (e) to administer the 
budget for the Board’s own meetings and 
communications with the academic commu- 
nity. 


11. Composition of the Board 


The Election Studies constitute a national 
resource for the social sciences. The principal 
users of the Election Studies data are likely to 
remain political scientists; however, the data are 
also important to the scholarly endeavors of 
sociologists, psychologists, economists, histori- 
ans and related scholars. The Board should be 
composed of individuals widely representative 


of the intellectual interests and the disciplines 
of this large user community. They shall be 
selected with due consideration for geo- 
graphical and institutional dispersion and with 
continuing attention to the affirmative action 
provisions fostered by the National Science 
Foundation. 


A. Size 


The National Board is a working and represen- 
tative body composed of active scholars. As 
such, the Board must be sufficiently small to 
allow the exchange of ideas but sufficientiy 
large to be representative and to accommodate 
occasional unavoidable absences of members 
from meetings. It shall be composed of nine 
members. 


B. Selection of Board Members 


At the outset members of the Board and the 
Chairperson of the Board will be selected by 
the principa! investigator in consultation with 
the Director of the Political Science Program at 
the National Science Foundation. The appoint- 
ment of new members to fill new terms and to 
fill vacancies in mid-term shall be made in the 
following way: The Board shall solicit widely in 
the social science community for nominations 
to the Board. By a majority vote the Board 
shall choose an individual or slate of individuals 
to fill the particular open seats for new terms or 
for the remainder of an unexpired term. Those 
individuals will assume the position subject to 
the approval of the Director of the Political 
Science Program at the National Science Foun- 
dation. 


One of the members of the Board shall be 
designated as Board Chairperson. Initially the 
Chairperson shall be designated by the principal 
investigator subject to the approval of the 
Director of the Political Science program at the 
National Science Foundation. After an initial 
two-year term the Chairperson shal! be selected 
by the members of the Board by majority vote. 


The principal investigator shall serve as an ex 
officio member of the Board. 


C. Term of Office 


Members of the Board shall be appointed to 
staggered terms of four years. No individual 
shall serve more than one consecutive term as a 
member of the Board. 


Five of the members of the original Board will 
serve an initial two-year term. Those five 
members will be eligible for reappointment to 
one additional four-year term. 


The Chairperson of the Board shall serve a 
two-year term and be eligible for reelection to 
one additional term. The Chairperson normally 
shall have served as a member of the Board at 
least two years prior to election. 


The initial appointments to the Board shall 
consist of the nine individuals appointed in the 
summer of 1976 to aid in the preparation of 
this grant proposal under a supplement to 
Grant SOC 76 13562. Terms of appointments 


shall begin in September and run through 
August of the year in which the term expires. 


lil. Meetings of the Board 


The Board shall meet at least two times a year, 
and normally more often, in order to carry out 
its functions as overseer of the National Elec- 
tion Studies and communicator with the larger 
research community. The Board shali meet at 
the call of the Chairperson. The principal 
investigator and the National Science Founda- 
tion shal! also be empowered to call meetings of 
the Board when they deem it necessary. 


IV. Financial Support for the Board 


Board activities shall be funded from the 
long-term support grant. Initial activities prior 
to receipt of such a grant shall be supported 
through the supplement to Grant SOC 76 
13562. 


The grant allocates specific sums of money for 
Board activities. This money shail be spent at 
the discretion of the Board and should be used 
to carry out activities such as Board meetings, 
travel and communication necessary for Board 
work, and preparation of the Board’s annual 
report. 


The travel expenses of members, including a per 
diem when attending Board meetings, shall be 
reimbursable from the Board expense funds. 
Board members will be paid the norma! NSF 
consulting fee (currently $75.00 per day) when 
attending Board meetings. 


V. National Science Foundation Oversight 


Responsibility for oversight and review of the 
CPS Election Study grant will in the first 
instance be iocated administratively in the 
Political Science Program. The Program Direc- 
tor will make provision for review of long-term 
support proposals through its panel but with 
extensive augmentation of ad hoc referees 
drawn from the many intellectual interests and 
disciplines of the user community. 


More immediate reporting activities such as 
annual work programs, annual budgets, and 
progress reports will be reviewed by the Pro- 
gram staff as well. Periodically, the Program 
Director will arrange for site visits and be 
present for meetings of the National! Election 
Board. 


Policies Governing Dissemination 
of Election Studies Data 


Data produced in conjunction with the major 
national election studies will be disseminated in 
two modes. 


l. In recognition of the status of the election 
studies as a federally funded national research 
resource, the Center for Political Studies will 
follow a policy of early and equal release of 
data following each election study. The policy 
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is to release all data and documentation for 
dissemination to all who request them as soon 
as coding is completed. 


Beginning with the 1978 study, the CPS elec- 
tion staff will assume the responsibility for 
servicing all data requests prior to the comple- 
tion of archival processing by the ICPSR staff. 
Data will be made available upon request at the 
earliest possible moment following the comple- 
tion of each election study. The early released 
data will be supported by copies of the coders’ 
codebooks. Neither the data tape nor the 
documentation will reflect any of the additions 
and corrections that will subsequently be intro- 
duced by the Consortium staff as they prepare 
the materials for final release. 


The National Election Studies staff will main- 
tain the responsibility for continuing to dis- 
tribute the first release data and documentation 
for a period of approximately three years 
following each study. With the onset of prep- 
arations for the 1982 study, therefore, the staff 
would terminate its responsibilities for the 
dissemination of the 1978 data; as the time for 
the 1984 study approaches, responsibility for 
distribution of the 1980 data will end, and so 
on. 


Each request for first release data and docu- 
mentation will be fulfilled on payment of a 
specific dollar charge of $120-150, depending 
on the size of the data set. The charge is 
intended only to pay the out-of-pocket costs of 
meeting the requests and a share of the cost of 
maintaining the servicing capability within the 
election staff. It is explicithy not intended to 
cover the developmental or archival mainte- 
nance cost associated with the operation of an 
archival facility. 


2. The data will be released to ICPSR, and any 
other archive that requests them, at the same 


Fa H 


time as they are made available.to the public - 


through the Election Studies staff. Our expecta- 
tion is that the Consortium wil! provide the 
second mode for distribution of the data. We 
expect the Consortium will follow past prac- 
tices and process the study materials to meet 
their Class | standard. 


The Consortium will at all times be free to 
follow whatever charging policies it has in 
force. Following completion of Consortium 
processing of the data, their charge to fill 
requests from non-member institutions will 
doubtless increase to reflect the investment of 
member institutions in the processing and 
maintenance of the archival resource. 


Comment 


These policies are intended to separate as 
sharply as possible the function of producing 
new data from the functions of processing and 
maintaining well documented, error-free data as 
a permanent archival resource. For a limited 
period of time, proposed as three years, data 
will be available from at least two sources~the 
Election Studies staff and the ICPSR, in two 
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different cost figures attached to meeting re- 
quests from persons associated with non-Con- 
sortium institutions. The Election Studies staff 
will thus be able to guarantee public access to 
the data without being dependent on the 


‘Consortium or any other archive, but the 


responsibility for maintaining public access 
would be limited for each study in accord with 
the three-year period. 


The Election Studies staff would thus not be 
expected to develop a long-term archival capa- 
bility and perhaps duplicate the institutional 
investments of the Consortium. On the other 
side, the Consortium, and any other archive 
that chooses, remains free to process and 
disseminate the data in accord with their 
general policies; no particular constraint is 
placed on them to provide unusual access to 
election study data. With this policy, the 
Consortium should stand in the same relation 
to the Biennial Election Studies as to the 
General Social Survey. If an archive other than 
the Consortium chooses to make an indepen- 
dent investment in their own processing of 
election study data, it is conceivable that the 
data will be available on a long-term basis from 
two or more archives. 


By setting a minimal charge for services ob- 
tained from the Election Study staff, we would 
hope to turn the present allocation for data 
servicing into a revolving account that would be 
replenished as requests from persons at non- 
Consortium institutions are fulfilled. It is dif- 
ficult to predict the ultimate servicing burden 
that will be carried by the Election Studies 
staff. It is possible that most of the first release 
data will be distributed by the ICPSR; at the 
same time, the ICPSR will doubtless follow 
established policy and disclaim responsibility 
for first release data once the fully processed 


( data are available. This might result in a heavier 


burden on the Election Studies staff in the later 
months of the three-year period of their respon- 
sibility for a given study. 


Two features that may distinguish first release 
data from Consortium processed data should be 
mentioned. The first release data will not be of 
the quality that people have become ac- 
customed to in recent years. The data set, for 
example, will probably not contain various 
elaborated and derived measures related to 
respondent’s place of residence, respondent’s 
occupation or perhaps even respondent’s educa- 
tion. Wherever further processing of variables 
has been normally carried out by the Consor- 
tium processing staff, that practice will con- 
tinue. Moreover, the data will contain some 
unspecifiable amount of error. Although ‘wild 
codes" will have been eliminated, most contin- 
gency checks will not have been performed. 
While some central variables ultimately undergo 
100 percent check coding, as is usually true of 
party identification, vote/non-vote and vote 
preference, first release data will not wait for 
such processing. The staff will make every 
effort to keep errors to an absolute minimum; 
our experimentation with direct data entry and 


optimal scanning in 1976 had this goal very 
much in mind. 


The larger difference between first release data 
and Consortium processed data is, however, 
likely to pertain to the supplementation of the 
survey data with various aggregated and con- 
textual materials. We expect the Consortium to 
create data files that will merge census tract, 
county and congressional district indicators 
along with structural information, such as 
registration requirements or ballot form, with 
the individual data records from the survey. 
Although non-survey data will be generated by 
the Election Studies staff, the task of organiz- 
ing and documenting the complex data files will 
be carried out by the Consortium. 


Finally, it should be noted explicitly that the 
policies are proposed in an attempt to reconcile 
the need to provide swift and totally open 
access to election study data with a concern for 
the continued organizational strength of the 


Consortium. The expectation is that Consorti- 
um advantage of propinquity and experience 
will maintain their preeminence as the archival 
processors of election study data. The Consorti- 
um staff is sensitive to the possibility that this 
assumption might be challenged and they will 
doubtless respond by trying to improve their 
own efficiency as well as by monitoring the 
flow of data following the completion of the 
first studies. On the side of the Election Studies 
staff, the assumption that levying a charge to 
recover costs for distributing first release data 
will not be seen as contravening the policy of 
public access that will also be tested in the 
earlier period. In any event, the data distribu- 
tion policies should be carefully monitored, 
both to insure that the Election Study staff is 
not unduly distracted from its major responsi- 
bility to produce new data and to assess the 
actual impact of the policies on the organiza- 
tional structure of the ICPSR.

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Report of the 

Managing Editor of the 
American Political Science 
Review, 1976-1977 


The transfer of management of The American 
Political Science Review to the University of 
Pittsburgh began in December, 1975, when 
manuscripts were forwarded for decision. By 
June, 1976, nearly all of the manuscripts in the 
Berkeley pipeline had been processed. And one 
year later, the Pittsburgh staff was preparing its 
first issue for the typesetter. This lengthy 
transition period was necessitated by the enor- 
mous backlog of articles and book reviews 
which had built up in recent years. Not 
unexpectedly, the backlog itself became a 
priority problem for solution by the Pittsburgh 
staff in cooperation with the Berkeley staff and 
APSA Headquarters personnel. Several pro- 
posals were developed and submitted to the 
Council of the American Political Science Asso- 
ciation. Eventually changes in the producion 
of The Review ied to economies which permit- 
ted the publication of larger issues. It now 
appears that the backlog will be under control 
in another year. The Pittsburgh staff is deter- 
mined to prevent the growth of a large backlog 
in the future. Therefore, many of the proce- 
dures noted below will continue to be em- 
ployed. 


Before reporting on the new procedures for 
processing manuscripts, it is important that we 
acknowledge the cooperation and assistance of 
the .Berkeley staff and APSA Headquarters 
personnel. The problem we were seeking to 
solve was difficult. It would have been impos- 
sible to handle alone. The Berkeley staff pro- 
vided us with complete and comprehensible 
records. They gave us support when called for. 
They educated us on every detail of a complex 
set of procedures from manuscript submission 
to publication. It is mark of this cooperation 
that not one manuscript, book review, or piece 
of correspondence was misplaced in this com- 
plicated transfer, and literally thousands of 
pieces of correspondence and hundreds of 
manuscripts and book reviews were involved. 


The APSA Headquarters personnel also devoted 
many hours to the study of current production 
processes. They eveniually developed proposals 
which would both reduce the backlog and the 
APSR budget. How we might have attacked this 
problem without their aid is difficult to con- 
ceive. 


| also want to devote a few words in this report 
to the contributions of my friend and col- 
league, Nelson W. Polsby. It is said that being 
the Managing Editor of The American Political 
Science Review is a thankless job. | don’t think 
that is true at all but | suspect it is possible for 
an editor to slip out of the job without having 
received sufficient credit for what was ac- 
complished. During the transition period i had 
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Charles O. Jones

an opportunity to observe the many profes- 
sional contributions of this remarkable person. 
He encouraged young political scientists to 
submit manuscripts to the APSA. He insisted 
that the Association support its journal by 
providing professional editing assistance to au- 
thors. He instituted an editorial intern program 
that not only improved manuscripts but con- 
tributed mightily to the professionalization of a 
number of young scholars. He directed atten- 
tion to important scholarship through sym- 
posia, as well as getting political scientists used 
to the notion that articles should begin, not 
end, communication. He willingly served on 
panels, traveled to campuses, represented us on 
committees, in general made himself available 
to anyone who wanted to discuss the journal or 
professional political science. And he both 
amused and informed us‘in his editorial com- 
ment—demystifying journal procedures and 
promoting the profession whenever he deemed 
it necessary to do so. You will detect in all of 
this strong support for professional com- 
munication. Above all, Nelson Polsby sought to 
make the journal the principal instrument for 
scholarly communication among all political 
scientists. The backlog became both his major 
problem and his mark of success. 


When | became "Managing Editor-Elect,” | 
wrote to other social science editors for sug- 
gestions on procedures. One observed that, 
“vou have a tough act to follow.” Indeed! 
Fortunately for the profession Nelson W. Pols- 
by's “act” continues. His contributions exceed 
his tenure as editor. That is good for me and it 
is good for you. 


The People 


The Pittsburgh Staff. \t is with considerable 
pride that t introduce the APSA staff at the 
University of Pittsburgh. The membership is 
very well served by this talented group. The 
Book Review Editor is Professor Paul Allen 
Beck. An accomplished scholar of political 
parties and elections, Professor Beck also pos- 
sesses the considerable judgment and admini- 
strative skill required for this important post. 
Further, he provides invaluable counsel and 
assistance to me in coping with the manage- 
ment problems of the journal. His contributions 
in resolving the backlog problems alone place 
the Association in his debt. 


Another key staff person is Mrs. Kendall 
Stanley who serves as my Editorial Assistant. 
Mrs. Stanley is responsible for processing all of 
the manuscripts from submission to publication 
or other disposition. This is an enormous job. 


Unfortunately only | know how indispensable 
she is to the whole operation. She keeps track 
of all manuscripts and correspondence. She 
types volumes of letters and cards. She helps 
prepare the copy for the typesetter. She attends 
to each manuscript to insure we are not too late 
in responding to authors. Without her, we 
would be forced to close down. 


Sally Mennen got us off to a very good start as 
the Manuscript Editor. Her talents extend far 
beyond simple copy editing to a capacity to 
understand and improve diverse written work. 
Unfortunately she was forced to resign when 
her husband accepted an important post in 
North Carolina. Dr. Jane Flanders has since 
joined the staff as Manuscript Editor. She has 
impressive professional credentials which insure 
that she will provide editing of a high qualicy. 


Sabina Bilder serves as the Editorial Assistant 
for the Book Review Editor and thus her work 
is described in Professor Beck’s report. | wanted 
to stress, however, that she has contributed as 
well to the general administration of the journal! 
when called upon to do so. Authors will find 
her pleasant and cooperative when they find 
need to contact the Book Review Office. 


Finally, | want to mention my personal secre- 
tary, Janet Altenbaugh. Though hired by the 
University of Pittsburgh to assist me in non- 
APSR responsibilities. Mrs. Altenbaugh in- 
evitably gets asked to help out with APSA 
chores. She is always willing and we are all in 
her debt for this cooperation. 


The Editorial Board. | wrote to many depart- 
mental chairpersons, Council members, and 
friends in compiling a list of potential Editorial 
Board Members. | think | made outstanding 
selections (so do they!). Given the backlog and 
other immediate problems, | have had to cal! on 
them for more than just reading and advising 
me in regard to manuscripts. They have all been 
cooperative and their counsel has been of great 
assistance to me. Presently the Board has 24 
members. The Council recently approved ex- 
pansion to 30 and | will appoint additional 
members soon. The membership now is as 
follows:

The APSR Fellowship. An APSR Fellowship 
was created as part of the agreement between 
the Association and the University of Pitts- 
burgh. The Association provides the Fellowship 
money, the University contributes tuition. (It 
should be noted that the University co: tributes 
the salary for Mrs. Stanley, office space, certain 
supplies, reduced time for both editors, funds 
to support visitors to Editorial Intern Seminars, 
and some equipment.) The APSA Fellow 
manages the Editorial Intern Program and 
assists both editors in doing APSA-related 
research (for reports, refereeing procedures, in 
regard to certain manuscripts or books, etc.). 


The first APSR Fellow was Margaret Eaholtz 
Scranton. it is hard to say too much in praise of 
Peggy Scranton. She is bright, capable, interest- 
ing, joyful, and highly professional. Presently 
She is at The Brookings Institution with a 
Foreign Policy Studies Research Feliowship. We 
were fortunate to have had her services during 
this first year of operation at Pittsburgh. 


The second APSA Fellow is Gerard Gallucci. A 
talented student of political theory. Gerry 
served as an Editorial Intern fast year. 


The APSR Editorial Intern Program. We have 
followed Nelson W. Polsby’s lead and estab- 
lished an intern program. The interns check the 
accuracy of footnotes for all accepted manu- 
scripts and meet frequently either to discuss a 
manuscript or meet with a visiting scholar. 
Peggy Scranton filed the following report for 
1976-1977: 


“Thirteen graduate students from the Pitts- 
burgh area participated in the Editorial tntern 
program: Felix Boni, Gerard Gallucci, Robin 
Jones, David Kozak, Austin Linsley, Dieter 
Matthes, Constance Rea, Margaret Scranton, 
and J. Christopher Walker from the University 
of Pittsburgh Department of Political Science; 
Hizkias Assefa and Richard Herrmann from the 
University of Pittsburgh Graduate School of 
Public and international Affairs; Sarah Slavin 
Schramm from George Washington University; 
and Mark Winer from Carnegie Mellon Universi- 
ty. Several of the interns will be moving on 
next year: David Kozak will be teaching at the 
Air Force Academy and Dieter Matthes will 
join the faculty at Francis Marion College in 
South Carolina. Sarah Schramm has been ap- 
pointed Director of Research and Planning for 
the Pennsylvania Commission on Human Rela- 
tions, and Margaret Scranton will be going to 
The Brookings Institution on a Foreign Policy 
Studies Research Fellowship. One of the in- 
terns, Mark Winer, co-authored an article that 
was accepted for publication in the Review. 
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“During the year the interns checked footnotes 
and references for 36 accepted manuscripts. In 
compensation, they were treated to lively dis- 
cussions with five distinguished visitors: A. F. 
K. Organski, Evron Kirkpatrick, Randall Rip- 
ley, Harold D. Lasswell, and Nelson W. Polsby. 
In addition seminars were held on eight ac- 
cepted manuscripts. Members of the Pittsburgh 
faculty also attended several of the seminar 
sessions, and Paul Allen Beck, Book Review 
Editor, was a regular participant. 


“One of the most frequently mentioned assets 
of the Intern program is that it provides a sense 
of academic community for the Interns, both 
among Pitt faculty and the Interns, and among 
the graduate students themselves. Second and 
third-year students mentioned the value of 
being exposed to senior graduate students and 
their different perspectives and presentation/ 
discussion styles. The seminar sessions provided 
a new and different setting for academic inter- 
action that many found exciting and useful in 
their own professional development. Many 
interns expressed a growing sense of pride in 
the department and in their training as they 
found that their criticisms of the manuscripts 
coincided with those of the reviewers and 
referees. In addition, the discussion of manu- 
scripts ranging across the disciplinary subfields 
seems to be broadening the Interns’ outlooks 
and increasing their awareness of common 
concerns among political scientists.” 


The National Headquarters. 1 have already 
mentioned the extent to which the Head- 
quarter’s staff assisted in solving the backlog 
problem. It must be noted as well that Walter 
Beach, Tom and Sheilah Mann, Doris Bunnell, 
Joyce Horn, Christine Hill, Nancy Ranney (and 
now Beth Horton), all help us in innumerable 
ways. And, of course, Evron M. Kirkpatrick 
provides continuous counsel, drawing from his 
vast experience with the Association. 


The Procedures 


We have made a number of changes in proce- 
dures~all more or less designed to provide fast 
professional evaluation of manuscripts, reduce 
the backlog, or cut costs. 


Refereeing. We now send a manuscript to three 
referees instead of two. We no longer query 
referees in advance, though, of course, they 
may return the manuscript if they do not have 
time to evaluate it for us. We normally wait for 
all three evaluations, though if one is particular- 
ly late, and the others are in agreement, we may 
proceed with a decision. 


The reasoning behind this change was very 
simple. We wanted to cut down the evaluation 
time. When we queried referees in advance, the 
manuscript would remain in our files for at 
least two weeks. We judged that it was prefer- 
able to send the manuscript out and give 
readers additional time. The system appears to 
work well. While we still have manuscripts 
which defy all our efforts at speedy evaluation, 
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our normal turn-around time now is less than 
two months. 


We also ask referees to help in suggesting how a 
manuscript might be reduced in length where 
such action is warranted. Referees have been 
cooperative and this advice is invaluable when 
negotiating with authors. 


Return of Manuscripts. Due to the increase in 
postage rates we no longer ask for manuscripts 
back from referees, nor do we return them to 
authors. We regret this but the cost has become 
prohibitive. Most journals now follow this 
practice. 


Style Changes. As will be noted in any recent 
number of the APSA, we no longer evaluate 
manuscripts in excess of 50 pages. The manu- 
script is returned to the author who may, of 
course, reduce its size and resubmit it. The 
Manuscript Editor has also been instructed to 
edit for length. So far authors have been very 
cooperative. Again, we regret these actions but 
it is our view that we should not permit a large 
backlog to develop again. 


We have also adopted the reference-style note 
system. This system has been adopted by a 
large number of journals. Hopefully all will 
eventually use it, thus easing the problem of 
manuscript preparation by authors. 


Comments and Rejoinders. We will from time 
to time invite comment or response to an 
accepted manuscript. In some instances, we will 
want to get reaction to a provocative statement 
or argument; in other cases we will be providing 
space to a scholar whose work is the subject of 
critical analysis. The original author will be 
given an opportunity to rejoin. We will establish 
specific page limits for both comments and 
rejoinders and all such material will be refereed 
and edited for relevance, cogency, and civility. 


Communications. We are now refereeing al! 
communications other than very brief letters to 
the Editor. All communications will be edited. 
Except in rare instances, no communication 
may exceed five pages, double-spaced, normal 
margins. 


The Manuscripts 


Tables 1 and 2 show the receipt and disposition 
of manuscripts in recent years. Table 1 provides 
data from recent years in Berkeley and is 
offered here for comparative purposes. Table 2 
shows the breakdown for the period in which 
manuscripts have been processed in Pittsburgh. 
Note that some changes in presenting the data 
have been introduced. First, we have changed 
the dates for reporting to July 1-June 30. This 
change permits the staff to collect data for the 
report much earlier and the dates correspond to 
the normal reporting period for APSA reports. 
Second, we have included a category of “‘no 
evaluations.” Manuscripts come to us which are 
clearly inappropriate for the APSA, are not in 
the proper form, or are simply too iong. It is 
appropriate to report them as received since 
they require staff processing. But it does not 


seem useful to report them in the decision 
column as having been ‘‘declined.’’ | would 
draw your attention to the few manuscripts 
“under consideration.” The new refereeing pro- 
cedures have resulted in many fewer manu- 
scripts being held in our files. In fact, of the 48 
which are pending, only 36 are actually await- 
ing a decision-the other 12 are being revised 
for resubmiittal. Compare this figure with that 
in previous years when, typically, over 100 
manuscripts were “under consideration” at any 
one time. Among other advantages, this faster 
turn-around time will permit a much smoother 
transition when a new Editor is appointed. 


Table 3 offers other data of interest-data 
which have been compiled in the past and 
therefore hold some comparative interest. 


The Referees 


| can’t say enough good about the service of the 
hundreds of referees who serve the profession 
by evaluating manuscripts. | don’t believe | 


realized how much some people contribute in 
this way before | took this job. 1 asked 
Margaret Scranton to compile statistics on the 
use of referees. The results are included in 
Table 4. Note that we called on approximately 
600 referees to do nearly 1,000 readings of 
almost 400 manuscripts (actually the figures 
would exceed those numbers since Mrs. Scran- 
ton could only compile the data for July 1l-June 
15). Clearly lots of people are involved in the 
work of The American Political Science Re- 
view.

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Report of the 
Book Review Editor 


The transition of book review activities from 
Berkeley to Pittsburgh has been the major event 
of my short tenure as Book Review Editor- 
Designate. Philip Siegelman stopped commis- 
sioning book reviews as of January 1, 1976. 
Our major task during the first few months of 
that year was to rechannel the flow of books 
eastward. Since publishers update their mailing 
lists infrequently, this rechanneling took effect 
only gradually. Gross receipts of the U.S. Postal 
Service were given a vital boost by the mailing 
of books between western and eastern offices 
of the APSA. Happily, those times are behind 
us. The flow of books from publishers is now 
almast always direct to Pittsburgh, with only 
rare detours through Berkeley or Madison (for 
the few publishers who seem to update their 
mailing lists only once a decade). More recent 
Berkeley to Pittsburgh mail has been filled with 
completed book reviews. We now have on hand 
all of the Berkeley reviews which could not be 
published through the September issue. We 
have already scheduled about half of them for 
December publication. Still outstanding are 
almost 150 reviews commissioned by Berkeley 
but never received. We shall no longer accept 
these reviews for publication. 


Before moving on to discuss other activities 
during the past year, let me take this opportuni- 
ty to express our appreciation to Philip Siegei- 
man, Betsey Cobb, and Rita Williams for their 
help during the transition. We could not have 
survived these first 20 months without their 
advice.and cooperation. | am particularly grate- 
ful to Philip Siegelman for sharing with me his 
ideas about the book review section and for 
setting such high standards for me to try to 
fulfill in the future. We are all in his debt. 


Full responsibility for the review of new books 
and for new review essays has been mine since 
January 1, 1976. Table 1 reports my review 
decisions for the first six months of 1976 and 
then for the subsequent year. Most notable in 
these data is the small number of review essays 
received and accepted for publication. This 
reflects my policy decision to establish a 
“moratorium” on the commissioning of review 
essays until a plan to reduce the backlog has 
been implemented. With elimination of this 
backlog in sight, | have ended this moratori- 
um.” Thus, although there will be several APSA 
issues without review essays, | fully intend to 
continue the useful practice of publishing re- 
view essays. As review essays reappear in future 
issues, it seems likely that the number of books 
reviewed will stabilize at about 400 per year 
(although | operate with no numerical goal in 
mind) and that the average length of reviews 
will be somewhat shorter than in the past.

The mem- 
bers of the Board are: Jeane J. Kirkpatrick, 
American Enterprise Institute; James R. Kurth, 
Swarthmore College; J. Donald Moon, Wesleyan 
University; and James C. Scott, Yale University. 
Board members have performed a useful “‘over- 
sight” service by searching for important omis- 
sions among the books | have decided not to 
review. They have suggested reviewers, aided 
me in reaching editorial decisions on reviews 
and review essays, and provided valuable coun- 
sel on matters of editorial policy. The Board 
will play an important role in the future in 
determining topics for review essays. Creation 
of a separate editorial board for the book, 
review section of the APSA has proven to be an 
excellent innovation. 


Another matter upon which I should report has 
been the problem which has consumed us for 
the last year and one half—the size of the 
backlog. Larger issues of the APSA, beginning 
with the March, 1977 issue, have begun to cut 
dramatically into the three-year backlog of 
book reviews. Of the almost 400 reviews which 
Berkeley sent us late last year for publication in 
our issues, we returned about half for publica- 
tion in their issues. Some of the remainder will 
appear in the December issue along with some 
reviews which | have commissioned of more 
recent books. The state of the backlog as of 
August 1, 1977, is reported in Table 4. This 
backiog will be reduced substantially with each 
issue in 1978. By the December, 1978 issue the 
backlog will have been eliminated, and we shall 
have reached the point where books can be 
reviewed within a year of their date of publica- 
tion. Given a printing lag of almost five months, 


this seems a reasonable goal for bringing books 
i the attention of our readers on a timely 
asis. 


Finally, this first full report is the appropriate 
place to discuss briefly my editorial policies. | 
examine each of the books we receive to 
determine if it should be reviewed in the APSA. 
Because every book seems to be su/ generis, it is 
extremely difficult to set out explicit decision 
rules for selecting books for review. Far easier is 
a specification of categories of books not 
normally reviewed. They include textbooks, 
collections of previously published essays, new 
but substantially unrevised editions of books 
already reviewed, and books that are more than 
a year old. For the many books which do not 
fall neatly into these categories, | am guided by 
my sense of the interest our readers might have 
in the subject of the book. An attempt is made 
to guard against biases in my subjective judg- 
ments by having the Book Review Editorial 
Board review all of my negative decisions. | also 
usually accept readers’ suggestions of books 
which should be reviewed by the APSA. 


Once | have decided that a book should be 
reviewed, | make two additional decisions—who 
should review the book and how long the 
review should be, I attempt to choose a 
reviewer who possesses expertise in the topical 
area of the book. The decision process does not 
end with these steps. If my initial choice 
declines to do the review, | select an alternate 
reviewer. And, of course, | read each review 
carefully when it is submitted and before it 
goes to the manuscript editor to ensure that 
APSR standards are maintained. 


| have adopted also a policy for handling review 
essays. Normal practice is for me to commission 


a review essay on a particular topic, often 
suggesting what books should be included. | 
first invite a detailed essay proposal, which is 
sent for preliminary evaluation to one or two 
referees. If the proposal is acceptable, | com- 
mission the essay. A completed review essay is 
submitted to two or three referees who are 
asked to evaluate it using the same criteria they 
would use for research manuscripts submitted 
to the APSA. Favorable decisions from the 
referees are required before the review essay is 
accepted for publication. Not all review essay 
decisions conform to “normal practice.” Often 
a prospective author will suggest a topic to me, 
at which point | ask for a proposal and then 
initiate the two-step referee process. Sometimes 
uninvited review essays are submitted directly 
to me. tn this case, | send them out to referees 
just as if | had originally commissioned them. 
Thus, all review essays to be published in the 
APSR will have survived a rigorous peer referee 
process, as has been the past policy. 


In order to reduce mailing costs, staff time, and 
delays in publication, we have decided to 
proofread typeset book reviews in our office 
only. This is a discontinuation of the past 
practice whereby galleys were sent to each 
book reviewer. Authors will have an opportuni- 
ty to see their reviews before they are in print 
only where substantial changes in the manu- 
script have been made by the manuscript 
editor. We think that the substantial advantages 
of this new procedure outweigh the drawback 
of not having a final proofing of all book 
reviews by the authors themselves.

Report of the Treasurer, 
1976-1977 


The important overriding characteristic of 
APSA’s budget for FY77 is that it is essentially 
balanced. While expenditures exceed income by 
$2,570.52 (see bottom line of budget), this 
represents only a small percentage (0.3%) of the 
total budget. However, this balanced budget is 
the result of several not too obvious factors 
that might be noted. A number of the educa- 
tional projects are winding to a close, reducing 
the “overhead” monies that APSA has received 
in the past. Consequently, a comparison of 
FY76 with FY77 income (listed as ‘‘Adminis- 
trative” in the budget) shows a sharp drop 
(72,746.28 to $51,774.74) in this category. 
Since the anticipated new projects in this area 
are limited, this source of income will continue 
to decline in the coming years. However, for 
FY77 this decline is offset by two increases in 
income. First, income from memberships has 
risen ($446,117.00 to $472,618.46), due large- 
ly to the increase in membership rates. Second, 
the Departmental Services program has grown 
(see summer PS for a report on this program) in 
the past year, increasing the income in this 
category over $10,000 from FY76 total. 


Another important facet of the current budget 
that may not be evident from a simple perusal 
of the line items concerns the Review. While 
the budget shows that the expenses for the 
Review have increased slightly from FY76, 
hidden in these numbers is the fact that we 
have been able to increase the size of the 
Review from 1,300 to 2,000 pages. Thus, 
printing costs have been held relatively con- 
stant, while the size of the journal has gone up 
by a considerable margin. This, -of course, has 
meant that most of the backlog problem has 
been solved. The reason for this startling result 
is the National Office’s move to new composi- 
tion and printing processes, 


When the Administrative Committee and Coun- 
cil met to consider the budget in May, a 
number of questions were raised about the 
meaning of certain items listed in the budget. 
Since members of the Association may have 
similar questions about these items, a short list 
of explanations is given below. These categories 
correspond to the items given in the budget 
displayed in Table 1; Table 2 gives the salary 
scale now in effect for the national office staff. 


The projected income for the Annual Meeting 
in 1977-78 was estimated to exceed the income 
for the meeting in 1975-76 because Washing- 
ton, D.C. meetings have always drawn larger 
crowds. 


“Dividends and Interest” represents interest 
earned on the Trust and Development Fund 
(this fund is currently $616,211).

APSR “Salaries and Fellowships” reflect the 
arrangement made with Pittsburgh when Chuck 
Jones was appointed Editor. The University 
agreed to contribute space, time off for Jones, 
secretarial help and some equipment in return 
for the Association sponsoring one or two 
Fellowships. 


DEA News appears as a new item on the 
projected budget for 1977-78 because it was 
originally paid for out of grants. Since some of 
these grants will expire, this item must now be 
picked up in part by the APSA operating 
budget. At the end of the next fiscal year, we 
can determine whether or not to incorporate a 
provision for this into the budget for 1978-79. 


Most of the “Discount and Foreign Exchange” 
item represents discounts to agencies that han- 
die the APSR and PS. 


Annual Meeting expenses: 


“Program Committee” expenses include 
funds for such items as telephone, postage, 
secretarial assistance, etc., for Program Com- 
mittee members. The fow estimate for the 
projected budget is based on the fact that 
the 1977 Program Committee has not spent 
much money to date. The Administrative 
Committee agreed that a larger amount 
should be made available to the 1978 Pro- 
gram Committee if they need it, and this can 
be incorporated into the 1978-79 budget. 


“General Expenses” for the Annual Meeting 
covers such items as exhibits, placement 
service, staff travel, room and board for 
APSA employees, staff employed through 
the convention bureau (approximately 35), 
shipping of materials, Xerox rental, audio- 
visual equipment, etc. The proposed budget 
is estimated to be $6,000 less than was 
expended in 1976 because of the Washing- 
ton location which eliminates travel, ship- 
ping, etc. 


“Special Programs” covers the various APSA 
committees and the expenses are largely for the 
purpose of travel, hotel and meals for commit- 
tee meetings. Each committee is required to 
submit a rationale for projected expenses. 


“Mernbership in Other Societies” reflects 
APSA’s membership dues in the American 
Council for Education, American Council of 
Learned Societies and the International Politi- 
cal Science Association. Since about two-thirds 
of this estimate goes to IPSA and since this 
year's dues represent an increase over previous 
assessments, some discussion centered on the 
value of APSA membership in IPSA. 


Concern was voiced with respect to anticipated 
difficulties in attending the projected Moscow 
meeting, 


Under “Governing the Association,” Council 
expenses are largely for the purposes of travel, 
room and board for Council members. Since 
there are three Council meetings a year, this 
means that each cosis approximately $6,000. 


“Advertising, Exhibits and Sales” includes pro- 
motion material, printing, exhibit and advertis- 
ing contracts and rate cards, advertising in 
agency catalogs, production of rental mailing 
lists, Review reprints, and the like. 


The Board of the Trust and Development Fund 
met on Friday, September 2, 1977. Since no 
grant requests had been received—these requests 
must come by way of the Council; several 
requests were discussed at Council but none 
approved--the main item of business was to 
vote that dividends from the Fund be assigned 
to the operating budget of the Association. In 
addition, the Board reviewed the investments of 
the Association and drew the conclusion that 
the current portfolio, reproduced in Table 3, 
represents a solid balanced set of investments. 
it is projected that some of the members of the 
Board meet with the investment advisors at a 


later date to review investment policy.

The 1977 Annual Meeting 


The 1977 Annual Meeting of the American 
Political Science Association was held at the 
Washington Hilton Hotel, Washington, D.C., 
from September 1 through 4. Harvey C. Mans- 
field, Jr., Harvard University, and James Q. 
Wilson, Harvard University, served as co-chair- 
persons of the program committee. Official 
registration was 2,834 with 1,200 participants 
in the program. There were three plenary 
sessions at the meeting on the Congressional 
Budget Process, The 1976 Elections in the 
United States, and Political Scientists in the 
White House. Other significant events of the 
meeting included the Annual Business Meeting, 
the Presidential Address of Samuel H. Beer and 
announcement of awards for outstanding pub- 
lications, dissertations, and contributions to the 
profession. 





The Annual Business Meeting

Awards 


Twelve awards recognizing outstanding publica- 
tions, dissertations and service were announced 
at the Annual Business Meeting by President 
Beer. The 1977 award winners are: 


Woodrow Wilson Foundation 
Book Award 


Norman H. Nie, University of Chicago, Sidney 
Verba, Harvard University, and John R. Pet- 
rocik, University of California, Los Angeles, 
received the 1977 Woodrow Wilson Foundation 
Book Award of $1,000 and a medal for the best 
book published in the United States in 1976 in 
government, politics or international affairs. 
The award-winning book, The Changing Ameri- 
can Voter, was published by the Harvard 
University Press. The selection committee was 
composed of William Keefe, University of 
Pittsburgh, Chairperson; Bernard Cohen, Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, Madison; and Roberta 
Sigel, Rutgers University. 


The citation for the award stated: 


The committee for the selection of the 
Woodrow Wilson Foundation Book Award— 
the best book published last year in govern- 
ment, politics, or international affairs—has 
chosen a book that is a worthy successor in 
its field to a classic study published in 1960: 
The American Voter. Our selection is The 
Changing American Voter by Norman H. 
Nie, Sidney Verba, and John R. Petrocik. 
Our choice also recognizes the extraordinary 
contributions of the Survey Research Center 
and the Center for Political Studies at the 
University of Michigan to scholarship in 
American politics, since this book, like so 
many other excellent studies of this genre, 
rests primarily and securely on the data 
collected by the SRC over the last two 
decades. 


The patterns of political attitudes and be- 
havior of the American public are sharply 
different in the 1970s from those of the 
1950s. Remarkable alterations in the elec- 
toral process have occurred as the public, 
less and less a hostage to its sociological and 
psychological roots, has responded in new 
ways to political events, institutions, and 
issues. Changes of massive importance for 
the policy—the decline of party voting, the 
impact of new issues and the growth in issue 
voting, the growth in attitude consistency in 
voting, and the changes in political genera- 
tions—are perceptively examined in this co- 
hesive and comprehensive study. 7he Chang- 
ing American Voter constitutes a major 
effort to lodge electoral behavior in the 
wider contexts of domestic politics, political 
institutions, and democratic theory, thus 
extending the range of the book to scholars 
working in many subfields of American 
government and politics. 


Highly readable and judiciously phrased, The 
Changing American Voter requires us to 
consider what understandings must be re- 
tained from previous studies of electoral 
behavior and what must be set aside. Of 
particular significance here is the chapter by 
Kristi Andersen which offers a particularly 
perceptive reinterpretation of The New Deal 
Coalition. The book also requires us to 
consider what is yet to be done. As a result 
of its comprehensiveness, its reliability, and 
the clarity of its analysis, this book is likely 
to remain a leader in its field for some years 
to come—an authoritative guide to the cur- 
rent status of electoral behavior research and 
a rich source of hypotheses yet to be 
investigated. 


Gladys M. Kammerer Award 


The Gladys M. Kammerer Award for the best 
political science publication in the field of 
United States National Policy in 1976 was 
awarded to Paul E. Peterson of the University 
of Chicago for his book, School Politics Chica- 
go Style, published by the University of Chica- 
go Press. The Selection Committee was com- 
posed of M. Margaret Conway, University of 
Maryland, chairperson; Lawrence Herson, Ohio 
State University; and Edward Tufte, Princeton 
University. 


In recognizing the book, the Committee noted: 


Through its elaboration and imaginative use 
of four alternative models of policy forma- 
tion, School Politics Chicago Style signifi- 
cantly contributes to the analysis of public 
policy. Peterson shows that rational choice 
and bargaining models offer complimentary 
rather than competing insights into the 
policy creation process. By application of 
the models to examination of several specific 
policy issues, the book illuminates both the 
uneven pace of nationalization of education- 
al policy making and the uneven application 
of national policies to local jurisdictions. In 
addition, the book displays a welcome clar- 
ity and precision of writing style. 


Benjamin Evans Lippincott Award 


The Benjamin Evans Lippincott Award, a 
$1,500 award for a work of exceptional quality 
by a living political theorist that is still con- 
sidered significant after a time span of at least 
15 years since the original publication, was 
presented in 1977 to Louis Hartz for his work, 
The Liberal Tradition in America. The Selec- 
tion Committee was composed of Melvin 
Richter, CUNY Graduate Center, chairperson; 
Maurice Cranston, London School of Eco- 
nomics; and George Kateb, Amherst College. 


Professor Hartz’s work was cited as follows: 


The Benjamin Evans Lippincott Award Prize 
Committee for 1977 voted unanimously to 
award the prize to Louis Hartz for The 
Liberal Tradition in America (New York: 
Harcourt, Brace & Co., 1955). 


Begun in the 1940s, this book is a searching 
analysis and reinterpretation of the effects 
of American political theory upon political 
practice at home and abroad. Mr. Hartz 
refuses to accept at face value the estimates 
of their differences by contending schools of 
American political thinkers, and instead em- 
phasizes their unperceived agreements. Nor 
does he admit the validity of European 
analogies. 


The single most important reason for the 
persisting qualities of American political 
thinking, Mr. Hartz argues, is that indicated 
by Tocqueville but never before tied to its 
subsequent development: American liberal 
democracy was formed without overthrow- 
ing an old regime in classes derived from the 
antecedent social order. Because of this 
unique point of departure, Americans devel- 
oped neither a genuine conservative nor 
socialist political theory. Whatever they have 
called themselves, American political theo- 
rists have remained within the confines of a 
distinctively narrow liberalism selected from 
Locke. 


Although Mr. Hartz ascribes certain persist- 
ing characteristics of American political life 
to this restricted range of concepts, he 
neither celebrates consensus nor praises the 
theoretical acuity of those who founded 
American institutions. 


American legalism was workable, not be- 
cause of any characteristics common to the 
rule of law, but because citizens shared 
common beliefs, the details of which could 
be decided by the judiciary. Similarly, the 
majority could accept limitations on its 
power because it was not the mob feared by 
the Founding Fathers. 


Mr. Hartz's work is a bold effort to define 
the essence of American political thought by 
specifying its limited range and by dis- 
tinguishing it through comparative analysis 
from ostensible analogues elsewhere. Mr. 
Hartz’s method and conclusions have stimu- 
lated and provoked readers from the time 
this book first appeared. It was never a ‘safe 
book” that went unchallenged by true be-

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lievers in the articles of Americanism. This 
independence should have protected The 
Liberal Tradition in America from the facile 
identification sometimes made in the 1960s 
between it and the celebrations from Amer- 
ica found in the “consensus school” of its 
historians. Louis Hartz did not view the past 
of the United States with complacence, nor 
did he see much reason to think that its 
stock of political ideas boded well for 
American politics, whether domestic or in- 
ternational. Indeed his thesis was equally 
disturbing: Only by transcending its own 
outlook could the United States come to 
understand itself and others in the unprece- 
dented situation after World War II. 


Although not impossible, such a transforma- 
tion was not probable given the analysis 
offered by Mr. Hartz. Little in the American 
experience, unless in its simple modelistic 
ethos, had prepared the United States for 
wars that were revolutions fought with the 
weapons of ideology. Mr. Hartz argues that 
it is the absence of any experience of social 
revolution that is at the heart of the whole 
American dilemma. Can such a people ever 
understand peoples elsewhere? Can it ever 
understand itself? Assessing the significance 
of his argument, he concluded: “In an age 
when not only Europe but Asia is involved 
in American diplomacy, the blindspots of 
‘Americanism’ pose a peculiarly complicated 
problem. ... [Its] irrational inward passion 
is as grave a threat to domestic freedom as 
we have ever faced.” 


This book is notable for its comparative 
diagnosis of both the deficiencies of Ameri- 
can political theory and its consequence for 
political action. Although not itself an at- 
tempt to formulate a more adequate alterna- 
tive, it remains a potent reminder that the 
task confronting American political theorists 
are at once formidable and urgent. 


Charles E. Merriam Award 


The Charles E. Merriam Award of $500 is 
presented to a person whose published work 
and career represents a significant contribution 
to the art of government through the applica- 
tion of social science research. The 1977 award 
was awarded to James Q. Wilson of Harvard 
University. The Selection Committee was com- 
posed of Aaron Wildavsky, Russell Sage Foun- 
dation, Chairperson; Ralph Huitt, National As- 
sociation of State Universities and Land Grant 
Colleges; and Chester Newland, University of 
Southern California. 


The citation for the award noted: 


The Charles E. Merriam Award is given to 
those who combine scholarly distinction 
with ideas influential in the practice of 
public policy. No one combines these quali- 
ties—speaking truth to power—better than 
James Q. Wilson whose words are read and 
whose ideas are used by professors and 
politicians alike. 
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Wilson's main message has been exploration 
of how formal organizations help and hinder 
objectives of public policy. His substantive 
concerns range widely from economic regu- 
lation, to control of crime, to cable televi- 
sion, to the management of cities, and to the 
capacity of governmental agencies to regu- 
late almost anyone except another agency. 
His intellectual interests extent to the cul- 
ture of Southern California, the behavior of 
moray eels, and the real and imagined causes 
of crime. 


James Q. Wilson has become a serious 
intellectual force without becoming solemn. 
Reading his work is not only instructive— 
there will, we know, be something important 
that has not occurred to us—but fun. There 
is more than a little irony in his thought. We 
are fortunate in honoring a political scientist 
from whom we look forward to learning 
what is happening, what we might do about 
it, and why we probably won't. 


Franklin L. Burdette 
Pi Sigma Alpha Award 


The Franklin L. Burdette Pi Sigma Alpha 
Award for the best paper at the 1976 Annual 
Meeting was awarded to Mary Cornelia Porter 
of Barat College for her paper, ‘‘Rodriguez, the 
‘poor’ and the Burger Court: A Prudent Prog- 
nosis.” The Selection Committee was composed 
of Doris Graber, University of Illinois, Chicago 
Circle, chairperson; Robert Lehnen, University 
of Houston; and Stanley Rothman, Smith 
College. 


The citation accompanying her award stated: 


Her paper presents a comprehensive, clearly 
organized and well-written review of case 
law and legal commentary on the constitu- 
tional protection of the right to equal 
educational opportunity. The review is fol- 
lowed by a cogent analysis of the factors 
which produce the legal rulings and projec- 
tions of current trends into the future. The 
paper was selected as best among the 13 
papers nominated for the award because of 
its overall excellence. It deals with an impor- 
tant subject, explores it thoroughly from all 
angles, interprets the significance of the 
findings, predicts future developments, and 
states its points clearly and interestingly, 
without pretence or jargon. 


Gabriel A. Almond Award 


The Gabriel A. Almond Award for the best 
doctoral dissertation completed and accepted 
during 1975 or 1976 in the field of comparative 
politics was awarded to Kenneth Wald, Mem- 
phis State University, ‘‘Patterns of English 
Voter Alignment Since 1885,” nominated by 
the Department at Washington University, St. 
Louis. The Selection Committee was composed 
of Lucian W. Pye, M.I.T., chairperson; Lewis J. 
Edinger, Columbia University; and Martin C. 
Needler, University of Arizona. 


The citation for the award stated: 


The committee for the Gabriel A. Almond 
Award received 14 theses in the field of 
Comparative Politics. The quality of most 
was impressive and several were truly out- 
standing. In the judgment of the committee 
the best thesis was by Kenneth Wald, Pat- 
terns of English Voter Alignment Since 
1885, done at Washington University, St. 
Louis, 


Dr. Wald’s elegantly written study focuses 
on five English cities and traces in careful 
detail the changing voting practices of dif- 
ferent social and economic groupings. He 
found that class did not provide a solid 
guide, nor religion as usually defined. What 
he did discover, through ingenious method- 
ological manipulation, was that voting pat- 
terns could be explained best by a subtle 
definition of “religion” that borders on the 
concept of ideology or style of life. 


The committee consisting of Lewis J. Edin- 
ger, Martin Needler and Lucian W. Pye, 
Chairman, contragulate Dr, Wald. 


William Anderson Award 


The William Anderson Award for the best 
doctoral dissertation completed and accepted 
during 1975 or 1976 in the field of intergovern- 
mental relations in the United States was 
awarded to Alfred R. Light of Texas Techno- 
logical University for his dissertation, ‘‘Inter- 
governmental Relations and Program Innova- 
tion: The Institutionalized Perspectives of State 
Administrator," which was nominated by the 
Department at the University of North Caro- 
lina. The selection committee was composed of 
David Walker, Advisory Commission on Inter- 
governmental Relations, chairperson; Frederick 
M. Wirt, University of lilinois; and Michael 
Preston, University of Illinois. 


The citation for the award stated: 


William Anderson cautioned students and 
readers alike: ‘Remember that the whole 
field of intergovernmental relations is an 
intensely practical one, because it is so full 
of the problems of human relations.” Con- 
fronted with the practical challenge of 
selecting the ‘‘best doctoral dissertation in 
the general field of intergovernmental rela- 
tions in the United States," the Committee, 
composed of Professors Michael B. Preston, 
Frederick M. Wirt and myself, takes genuine 
pleasure in giving the first William Anderson 
Award to Alfred R. Light, currently of 
Texas Technological University (Lubbock). 


Professor Light pursued his doctoral studies 
at the University of North Carolina and 
wrote his dissertation under the supervision 
of Professor Deil S. Wright. it may also be 
appropriate to note that he took his Bache- 
ior's Degree at Johns Hopkins where he was 
awarded the Julius Turner Award for a 
senior honor’s thesis on “Jimmy Carter and 
Georgie Politics.” 


In his doctoral dissertation, Light deals with 
a perennial problem in federal-state-local 
relations—the tension between function and 
area. A refreshing analysis of recent intergov- 
ernmental relationships and their related 
“‘theories”’ begins the work. This is followed 
by a major probe of the attitudes and 
perceptions of state administrators regarding 
a range of issues subsumed under state- 
national relationships, federal aid, and state- 
local linkages—three topical areas of peren- 
nial concern to William Anderson. New 
ground is broken with his dual dimensions of 
attitudes and the battery of sophisticated 
quantitative techniques that are applied to 
them. Light concludes that attitudinal dif- 
ferences and similarities among state admini- 
Strators are more influenced by functional 
factors than by areal. 


This work provides us with important in- 
sights about the dynamics of current inter- 
governmental relations and on program inno- 
vation in the system. Above all, perhaps, the 
study underscores the continuing validity of 
the Anderson view that federal-state-local 
relations are essentially dominated by the 
problems of human relations. 


Edwin S. Corwin Award 


The Edwin S. Corwin Award for the best 
dissertation in 1975 or 1976 in public law, 
broadly defined, went to Milton Heuman of the 
University of Michigan for his dissertation, 
“Adapting to Plea Bargaining: The Experience 
of Prosecutors, Judges and Defense Attorneys,” 
which was nominated by the Department at 
Yale University. The Selection Committee for 
the Award was composed of Harold Chase, 
University of Minnesota, chairperson; Charles 
V. Hamilton, Columbia University; and Mary 
Cornelia Porter, Barat College. 


The citation for the award is as follows: 


The Corwin Committee reviewed 12 out- 
standing theses, several of which we deemed 
publishable. But despite the competition, we 
unanimously judged the thesis of Milton 
Heumann of Yale University to be the best 
of this fine crop. 


Heumann wrote on the subject “Adapting to 
Plea Bargaining: The Experiences of Prosecu- 
tors, Judges and Defense Attorneys.” He 
demonstrated methodological sophistication, 
prodigious research and fine judgment in 
dealing with an important public policy 
issue, the kinds of qualities which Edward S. 
Corwin so remarkably demonstrated in his 
work. 


E.E.Schattschneider Award 


The E. E. Schattschneider Award for the best 
dissertation completed and accepted in the 
general field of American Politics in 1976 or 
1977 was awarded to Kristi Andersen, Ohio 
State University, for her dissertation, "How 
Realignments Happen: Mobilization and the 
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Creation of a Democratic Majority, 
1928-1936,” which was nominated by the 
Department at the University of Chicago. The 
Selection Committee for the award was com- 
posed of Malcolm E. Jewell, University of 
Kentucky, chairperson; Elmer Cornwell, Brown 
University; and Everett Ladd, University of 
Connecticut. 


The citation for the award is as follows: 


The author’s purpose is to estimate the 
extent to which the New Deal realignment 
was caused by conversion of voters and was 
caused by the entry of new voters, prepon- 
derantiy Democratic, into the active elec- 
torate. There is imaginative use of survey 
research recall data from national surveys as 
well as aggregate data from Chicago. The 
author displays considerable methodological 
sophistication as well as an awareness of the 
difficulties involved in such analysis. Not 
only does this study shed light on the New 
Deal realignment, but it also provides a 
framework for better understanding con- 
temporary party realignments and it draws 
attention to a topic that has been neglected: 
the implications of changing levels of voting 
participation. 


The committee had a number of interesting 
dissertations demonstrating impressive 
scholarship from which to choose. Its choice 
was based on both the significance of these 
findings and the skill with which Kristi 
Andersen's dissertation was executed. 


Leo Strauss Award 


The Leo Strauss Award for the best doctoral 
dissertation completed and accepted in 1976 or 
1977 in the field of political philosophy was 
awarded to Mary L. Pollingue of Northern 
ilinois University for her dissertation, “A 
Community on Plato’s Phaedrus” which was 
nominated by the Department at the University 
of Chicago. The selection committee was com- 
posed of Wilson Carey McWilliams, Rutgers 
University, chairperson; Joseph Cropsey, Uni- 
versity of Chicago; and Werner Dannhauser, 
Cornell University. 


The citation for the award is as follows: 


Professor Pollingue’s dissertation explored 
Plato’s theory of rhetoric, beginning with 
the distinction between that rhetoric ap- 
propriate to public subjects and that proper 
to private matters. The Phaedrus deals with 
speeches about love, unlike the more “politi- 
cal” Gorgias, but Professor Pollingue demon- 
strates that such appearances can be mislead- 
ing. She observes that the subject of rhetoric 
must not be equated with the motive of the 
rhetorician. Statesmen, for example, whose 
rhetoric is found in laws and legislation, are 
often moved by private desires for immortal- 
ity. Professor Pollingue, demonstrating phil- 
osophic subtlety and linguistic mastery, de- 
velops Plato’s idea of the rhetoric truly 
appropriate to statesmen and philosophers. 
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The Helen Dwight Reid Award 


The Helen Dwight Reid Award for the best 
dissertation in 1976 in the field of international 
relations, law and politics was awarded to Jack 
Steven Levy of Yale University for his disserta- 
tion, “Military Power, Alliances, and Technolo- 
gy: An Analysis of Some Structural Deter- 
minants of International War Among the Great 
Powers,” which was nominated by the Depart- 
ment at the University of Wisconsin, Madison. 
The Selection Committee was composed of 
Benjamin Rivlin, CUNY Graduate Center, 
Chairperson; Roy Godson, Georgetown Univer- 
sity; and Richard Swift, New York University. 


The citation for the award is as follows: 


Dr. Levy’s dissertation was judged by the 
Committee to be a sophisticated heuristic 
analysis of aspects of international politics 
that provided insight and greater understand- 
ing of alliances and technology as deter- 
minants of war. Previous theoretical effort 
to understand and explain the phenomenon 
of war are analyzed and refined taking into 
account technological innovations and their 
effect upon greater power behavior. 


Leonard D. White Award 


The Leonard D. White Award for the best 
dissertation in the general field of public 
administration in 1975-76 broadly defined, was 
awarded to George Woodrow Downs, Jr. of the 
University of Catifornia, Davis, for his disserta- 
tion, ‘Bureaucracy, Innovation and Public Poli- 
cy,” which was nominated by the Department 
at the University of Michigan. The Selection 
Committee was composed of Mark Cannon, 
Administrative Assistant to the Chief Justice of 
the U.S. Supreme Court, chairperson; Vincent 
Browne, Howard University; and Marvin 
Maurer, Monmouth College. 


The citation was as follows: 


Mr. Downs’ dissertation examines the deter- 
minants of policy innovation—in this case 
deinstitutionalization of juvenile corrections, 
or the shifting of juvenile offenders from 
large warehousing prisong to more rehabilita- 
tive forms of treatment. Downs concludes 
many sociai scientists tend to attribute too 
much causation to socioeconomic deter- 
minants, by demonstrating that—at least in 
this area~they are far from the most explan- 
atory variables. Only socioeconomic ho- 
mogeneity is a necessary, but still not 
sufficient, condition for shifting to commu- 
nity treatment of juvenile offenders. As in 
other studies, classic political variables also 
proved to be substantially irrelevant. 


In all 50 states, structured interviews were 
conducted with corrections officials and 
extensive corrections program data was 
gathered. Also case studies were prepared of 
the 16 states which deinstitutionalized ju- 
venile corrections. Analysis of this data 
revealed that although traditional bureau- 


cratic variables such as staff professionalism, 
budget size and decentralization, are unre- 
lated to deinstitutionalization rates, the cor- 
rectional ideology of the agency director and 
the amount of autonomy of the state correc- 
tions agency are key determinants. 


This dissertation contributes to an under- 
standing of the conditions under which 
bureaucracies can put policy innovations on 
the agenda in situations lacking in continu- 
ous saliency or high interest group demand 
for change. 


Along with an engaging review of literature 
and elaborate statistical analyses, Downs 
perceptively questions all assumptions and 
thereby clarifies linkages and interrejation- 
ships among determinants. He provides so- 
phisticated and comprehensive methodology 
which may be useful in the study of other 
policy innovations and he contributes to a 
non-simplistic theory of interactive causal 
relationships in producing policy innova- 
tions.

Academia looks at politics 


Politics is to Washington, D.C., what automo- 
biles are to Detroit —- a company town’s prod- 
uct, too important to be taken lightly, too famil- 
iar not to be. Which is why it's agreeable to be 
reminded that there are those for whom politics 
has the somewhat more remote dignities of a 
science and an art. 

Several thousand members of the American 
Political Science Association, gathered here for 
their annual meeting last week, shed some light 
on the way politics looks today from the per- 
spectives of Academe. People come to APSA 
meetings as they do to gatherings of any other 
such professional organization, to job-hunt, to 
see how each other’s books are doing, to check 
up on new ideas in their fields. But there’s 
always more going on than career maneuvering. 
This is an intellectual discipline where profes- 
sors’ theories are closer to the mainstream of 
real life than they are in most. The scholarly 
papers and the discussions they stimulate don’t 
merely develop abstractions; they define a good 
many frontiers of practical thinking about politi- 
cal problems as well. 

It is striking how often the latest thing in prob- 
lems can turn out to be age-old dilemmas in new 
clothes. Thus the APSA analysts of foreign gov- 
ernments are preoccupied now, as they have 
been in past years, with the tensions in a Com- 
munist state, European or Asian, peasant- 
oriented like China or focused on the industrial 
worker like the Soviet Union, between the ideal 
of equality and such other goods as economic 
productivity and individual liberty. 

It's the issue as the political scientists con- 
sider the prospects of Eurocommunism. It’s the 
issue as they try to understand what has hap- 
pened and what is likely to happen in Cuba, 
Yugoslavia and post-Mao China. And it still 
comes out rich in evidence of the irreconcilabil- 
ity of either/ors. 

The harder a revolutionary state tries to keep 
from losing its radical elan via the growth of a 
bureaucracy, the more bureaucracy it takes to 
police the populace. See China. The abundance 
that seems to be promised when the rich are 
stripped of their property is nowhere to be found 
when, as the Chinese experience has also shown 
with special vividness, enforcing equality 
means keeping people from going to universities 
to become scientists and technologists. 
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The Yugoslavs’ factory self-management sys- 
tem is in trouble because you can't stick by a 
central economic plan when workers in local 
plants make real operating decisions. The 
Cubans, even with Soviet money behind them, 
have found they cannot supply all citizen needs 
free and get workers to produce. As one APSA 
paper noted, the Cubans have gone back to 
charging interest on loans, making people pay 
rent and collecting fees for children’s day care. 
A panel representing half a dozen academic cen- 
ters brought out the magnitude of post-Mao 
China’s pendulum swing away from Communist 
purity and toward such bourgeois desiderata as 
bicycles and watches, with more of the con- 
sumer goodies going to the productive. 


But the observers of foreign governments 
were by no means the only ones for whom the 
questions worth pondering seemed to be the 
ones that have been around a long time. The 
APSA members concerned with American gov- 
ernment and politics are still wrestling with 
some questions that have been on the agenda 
since the authors of the Federalist took up their 
quills: for example, such hardy perennials as 
the problems of power distribution in a demo- 
cratic federal structure. The strengths and 
weaknesses of political parties as devices for 
mobilizing the will of the people also remain a 
live issue for political scientists, even though, 
for many of them, the current judgment is that 
American political parties are in serious de- 
cline. 

Perhaps as significant as the staying power of 
such classic issues among professional students 
of politics was the comparatively scant atten- 
tion fashionable media topics got from them in 
this year’s program. While APSA has its 
women’s caucus and its black caucus, the 1977 
panels featured little related to the militant side 
of their cause. And the word ‘“‘Watergate” might 
never have entered political vocabularies. 

Does this mean the ivory tower has no win- 
dows on the world as it really is? Or that the 
view from this particular academic elevation, 
buttressed on the one side with historical imagi- 
nation, on the other with empirical data, can be 
an illuminating one, with or without cries of 
havoc? 

We’ll take the latter interpretation.

APSACouncil Minutes 


The Council of the APSA met at the Washing- 
ton Hilton Hotel, Washington, D.C., May 20 
and 21, 1977. 


Present: James David Barber, Marguerite Ross 
Barnett, Samuel H. Beer, James B. Christoph,

President Beer opened the meeting at 9:30 a.m. 


The minutes of the February 4 meeting of the 
Council were approved without objection. 
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Budget for Fiscal Year 1977-78 


The Administrative Committee presented the 
Council with a proposed budget for the next 
fiscal year, July 1, 1977-June 30, 1978 (a copy 
of which is attached to the record copy of these 
minutes) itemizing all income and expenditures 
of the Association. Included with the budget 
were requests for funds for FY 77-78 submitted 
by various committees of the Association. In 
reviewing the budget requests from committees, 
Jacob noted that the Committees on the Status 
of Chicanos, Status of Women, and Research 
Support had not submitted reports to the 
Council on what projects they had planned for 
the next year, but only on what had been done 
during the previous year. Landau moved that 
the funding for these committees be withheld 
until September and that the committees report 
to the Council at that time with their justifica- 
tion for funding. Polsby moved to amend the 
motion to have funding granted these com- 
mittees by the Administrative Committee after 
that Committee reviews the justifications. Lan- 
dau accepted the amendment. The motion, as 
amended, was approved without objection. 


The Council then reviewed resolutions adopted 
by the Council of the International Political 
Science Association concerning increases in 
dues paid to IPSA by member countries. The 
resolution increased the amount due from 
APSA from the $2,080 paid in 1976 to $3,120 
in 1977. Jennings moved that the APSA pay 
the increased amount, and that this amount be 
approved in the budget. The motion was 
approved without objection. 


in considering the amount allocated in the 
budget for the International Political Science 
Association, Karl Deutsch, president of IPSA, 
appeared before the Council and requested that 
APSA pay for the travel of himself, as President 
of IPSA, and Richard Merritt, as Program 
Chairman of IPSA for the 1979 Congress, to 
attend IPSA meetings. Jacob moved that APSA 
make a one-time contribution of $2,800 to 
IPSA with the understanding that the Inter- 
national Association will cover travel expenses 
of their officers from this contribution or from 
other funds. Barnett offered a substitute mo- 
tion that the Association make a one-time 
contribution of $2,800 to IPSA half of which 
would be used to cover travel of IPSA officers 
who are American citizens, and the other half 
to support travel for Third World members of 
IPSA. The Barnett substitute motion was de- 
feated by a show of hands vote; 5 approved, 12 
opposed. The Jacob motion was defeated by a 
show of hands vote; 6 approved, 13 opposed. 


Wahike moved that the Association lend its 
good offices to seek funds from a foundation or 
government agency to aid in travel expenses of 
any of its members who are officers in inter- 
national professional organizations. The motion 
was approved by a show of hands vote. 


Jacob moved that the Association drop its 
membership in the American Council on Educa- 
tion. Greenstein offered a substitute motion 
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that the Council postpone payment of dues to 
the American Council on Education and the 
American Council of Learned Societies until 
after the Council meeting in September, at 
which time the Executive Director, who was 
unable to attend this meeting of the Council 
because of illiness, would be asked to report on 
the benefits to APSA from membership in these 
organizations. Jacob accepted the substitute 
motion, and the motion was approved without 
objection. 


Barber moved that the staff be asked to report 
to the Council with a description of the current 
budgetary process and an evaluation of the 
categories used in the budget. The motion was 
approved without objection. 


The budget proposed by the Administrative 
Committee was approved as amended. 


Committee on Professional Ethics 
and Academic Freedom 


Joseph Tanenhaus, Chairperson of the Commit- 
tee on Professional Ethics and Academic Free- 
dom, presented the Council with several recom- 
mendations of the Committee. The Committee 
recommended that the wording of Advisory 
Opinion No. 13 be changed to read as follows: 


Advisory Opinion No. 13, “The Scholar's 
Ethical Obligation to Protect Confidential 
Sources and Data: 


Social science scholars have both ethical and 
professional obligations to make full and 
complete disclosure of all non-confidential 
sources and data involved in their research so 
that their work can be tested and replicated. 
Scholars, as citizens, have an obligation to 
cooperate with grand juries, other law en- 
forcement agencies, and institutional! of- 
ficials. They have both an ethical and profes- 
sional duty not to divulge the identity of 
confidential sources of information, or con- 
fidential data developed in the course of 
research, to governmental or non-govern- 
mental officials or bodies, even though in 
the present state of American law they run 
the risk of suffering a penalty. Since the 
protection of confidentiality is often essen- 
tial in social science research, and the con- 
tinued growth of such research is in the 
public interest, scholars have an obligation 
to work to change or uphold the law, so that 
the confidentiality of sources of information 
may be safeguarded. Scholars must, how- 
ever, exercise appropriate restraint in giving 
assurances of and in making claims as to the 
confidential nature of their sources and data. 


Sorauf moved that the Council approve the 
revised advisory opinion. The motion was ap- 
proved without objection. 


The Committee recommended a resolution on 
the participation of academics in intelligence 
activities that: 


The Council of the American Political Sci- 
ence Association reaffirm the position of the 
Committee on Professional Standards and 
Responsibilities (the Bernstein report: “Ethi- 


cal Problems of Academic Political Scien- 
tists’) in declaring its firm opposition to any 
initiative by government agencies to involve 
academic political scientists in covert intelli- 
gence operations under the guise of aca- 
demic research. Recognizing the importance 
of the academic community's participation 
in the conduct of government and the 
formulation of governmental policy, and 
mindful of the responsibilities of scholars 
and teachers, the Council calls on all aca- 
demic political scientists 


1) not to participate in covert intel- 
ligence operations under the guise of 
academic activities, such as teaching, re- 
search, or consulting; 


2) not to violate the canons of confi- 
dentiality, as prescribed in the Associa- 
tion's advisory opinion, “The Scholar’s 
Ethical Obligation to Protect Confidential 
Sources and Data,” in providing informa- 
tion to intelligence agencies or other 
governmental agencies of the United 
States, or of foreign countries; 


3) when engaged in activities undertaken 
with the assistance of an intelligence 
agency, to acknowledge in a timely fa- 
shion that assistance in the same manner 
and to the same extent as in the case of 
comparable assistance from other govern- 
mental agencies, public and private re- 
search foundations, economic, social, po- 
litical and public interest organizations, 
and similar sources of assistance—but 
always keeping in mind the special need 
to honor the legitimate sensitivities of 
persons concerned about the involvement 
with certain agencies and organizations. 


Any academic political scientists, against 
whom disciplinary proceedings are brought 
for improper conduct in connection with 
intelligence-related activities, shall be en- 
titled to all of the procedural rights available 
in .comparable proceedings involving alleged 
violations of the rules and conditions of 
academic employment. 


Sorauf moved that the resolution be adopted 
with the following modifications: that ‘‘en- 
gage” be substituted for “participate” in item 
1; that everything after the hyphen (‘‘but 
always keeping in mind the special need to 
honor the legitimate sensitivities of persons 
concerned about the involvement with certain 
agencies and organizations’) be eliminated in 
item 3; that the fast paragraph of the recom- 
mendation be numbered as item 4 and the 
wording of item 4 be changed to correspond 
grammatically with the other items. 


Barnett offered an amendment that item 3 be 
changed to ‘when engaged in activities under- 
taken with the assistance of an intelligence 
agency, to disclose that assistance to all en- 
compassed by the project at the beginning of 
the research project and at each appropriate 
point thereafter.” The amendment failed by a 
show of hands vote; 6 approved, 8 opposed. 


. January 10 a 


Wilson offered an amendment to delete item 2 
as proposed by the Committee and substitute 
“to respect recognized canons of confi- 
dentiality in providing information to in- 
telligence agencies.” The amendment failed by 
a show of hands vote; 7 approved, 8 opposed. 


The Sorauf motion was approved by a show of 
hands vote; 12 approved, 6 opposed. 


Polsby moved to repeal the resolution on covert 
intelligence operations which was passed by the 
Council at its September meeting (PS, Winter, 
1977, p. 55). The motion was approved by a 
show of hands vote; 14 approved, 1 opposed, 1 
abstained. 


Commendation for 
Nancy Edgerton Ranney 


Wilson moved that the Council of the American 
Political Science Association takes unhappy 
note of the resignation of Nancy Edgerton 
Ranney from the staff of the Association. Whiie 
we recognize that by marriage as well as by 
intellect and interest she will always be part of 
the political science profession, the Council will 
greatly miss her talented, devoted service to the 
Association and especially to the management 
of the Annual Meeting. In that capacity, she 
very nearly made herself the indispensable 
person. We thank her for her five years of 
service and offer her all best wishes for the 
future. The motion was approved by acclama- 
tion. 


Commendation for 
Nelson W. Polsby 


President Beer moved that the Council of the 
American Political Science Association com- 
mend Nelson W. Polsby for his 62 years of 
service to the Association as Managing Editor of 
the American Political Science Review. The 
encouragement of professional exchange and 
communication, the development of the APSA 
editorial intern, the expansion of the journal to 
meet the needs of a growing discipline, are 
among his many contributions. The Council 
hereby sincerely acknowledges these efforts and 
expresses its gratitude for his outstanding ser- 
vice. The motion was approved by acclamation. 


Black Fellowship Program 


There was a discussion of the APSA Black 
Graduate Fellowship Program and the possibili- 
ty of the Committee revising its selection 
procedure to allow universities to offer fellow- 
ships to persons applying for the APSA fellow- 
ships. Rosenau moved that the Association 
office circulate all graduate departments by 
jist of applicants for black 
fellowships after their preliminary screening, 
including all appropriate information available 
and a note that the recipients of the tist should 
feel free to contact any of the persons on the 
list and might consider paying any application 
fee involved. Barnett offered an amendment to 
the motion that this be done for one year on an 
experimental basis. Rosenau accepted the 
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amendment, and the motion, as amended, was 
approved without objection. 


1977 Program Committee Report 


James Q. Wilson, Co-Chairperson of the 1977 
Program Committee, reported to the Council 
on plans for the 1977 Annual Meeting and on 
the organized subfield meetings which have 
been scheduled at the Meeting. (For further 
information concerning the subfield meetings, 
see PS, Winter, 1977, p. 67). 


ERA Resolution 


The Administrative Committee recommended 
that the Council adopt a policy, already 
adopted by the Western and Midwest Associa- 
tions, that “The American Political Science 
Association will not hold conventions in states 
which have not passed the Equal Rights 
Amendment to the United States Constitution 
or which do not have an equivalent and explicit 
provision in their state constitution. This pro- 
vision will remain in effect until adoption of a 
Federal Equal Rights Amendment.” Zisk 
moved that the Administrative Committee re- 
commendation be adopted by the Council. The 
motion was approved by a show of hands vote; 
13 approved, 2 opposed, 1 abstained. 


Rules Committee Report 


The Rules Committee presented the Council 
with the proposed Rules for the 1977 Annual 
Business Meeting and Association Elections. 
The Council approved the Rules without objec- 
tion. The Rules as adopted by the Council 
appear in the Summer issue of PS. 


Task Force on the 
Future of the Association 


Sorauf and Wahlke, at the request of the 
Administrative Committee, presented the Coun- 
cil with a proposal: 


1) That the Council authorize the President 
to appoint, after full consultation with the 
President-Elect and other concerned Associa- 
tion members, a seven-person Task Force on 
the Future of the Association; 


2) That this Task Force be charged with the 
principal problems confronting the Associa- 
tion in its future development, including 
particularly the growing specialization of 
scholarly interests in the discipline, the 
relationship of political scientists’ general 
and special interests to those of scholars in 
other disciplines, and the increasing demands 
of the Association for services to individual 
members, educational institutions, and 
others; 


3) That the Task Force evaluate the pro- 
biems it identifies and make such recommen- 
dations for dealing with them as it deems 
will be appropriate and effective. Its report 
should include but not be limited to recom- 
mendations concerning: 
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a) How the Association can best adapt 
itself organizationally to the diverse 
scholarly and research interests of its 
constituency, and how sub-sections of the 
Association can best contribute to col- 
laboration, synthesis, scholarly com- 
munication, research planning, program 
development, and the like, so as to avoid 
fragmentation and promote orderly and 
coordinated growth of the profession. 


b) Whether the American Political Sci- 
ence Review and more generally the other 
journals of political science can in the 
present form and missions continue to 
serve satisfactorily the scholarly interests 
and communities within political science. 


c) Whether the single, comprehensive an- 
nual meeting of the Association as it is 
now constituted (including its hospitality 
to related groups) most adequately meets 
the needs of the Association. 


d) What organizational changes if any 
(committee structure, etc.) are called for 
to meet the Association’s future needs 
and responsibilities. 


e) What kinds of staff, resources, and 
“headquarters” organization are required 
by the recommendations. 


4) That the members of the Task Force 
serve for its full life, that is, that there be no 
partial or overlapping terms. 


5) That the Task Force report to the Coun- 
cil of the Association by September, 1978, 
or as soon thereafter as possible, and that 
having discharged this responsibility, the 
Task Force be disbanded with the thanks of 
the Association. 


6) That the Task Force be budgeted at 
$5,000 per year, that budget to be used for 
three meetings per year for the Task Force. 


Greenstein moved that the Council adopt the 
proposal for a Task Force on the Future of the 
Association. The motion was approved by a 
voice vote. 


Wilson moved that the present Program Devel- 
opment Committee be abolished; that the funds 
appropriated for the Program Development 
Committee be used for the Task Force; and 
that an additional $3,500 be appropriated. The 
motion was approved by a voice vote. 


Report of the Managing Editor, 
APSR 


Polsby and Jones reported to the Council on 
the status of the Review, including the report 
that the backlog is now down to about three 
issues. The complete report of the Managing 
Editor will appear in the Fall issue of PS. 


Request from 
Policy Studies Organization 


The Council received a letter from Stuart Nagel, 
on behalf of the Policy Studies Organization, 


requesting a grant from the APSA Trust and 
Development Fund to conduct a symposium on 
“Teaching Policy Studies.” The Administrative 
Committee recommended that this request be 
disapproved on the basis that, as agreed at the 
February meeting of the Council, the Fund 
should not be used to finance outside organiza- 
tions or non-APSA activities. Jennings moved 
to accept the recommendation of the Admini- 
strative Committee. The motion was approved 
without objection. 


1979 World Congress of IPSA 


The Council discussed the World Congress of 
the International Political Science Association 
to be held in Moscow in 1979 and the 


recommendation made by the Committee on. 


Professional Ethics and Academic Freedom that 
the Council take appropriate steps to get 
assurance that those scholars who wish to 
attend the World Congress of the International 
Political Science Association in the USSR in 
1979 will not be denied visas and that all who 
do attend will be accorded equal treatment. It 
was noted that in the letter from Kari Deutsch, 
President of IPSA, requesting travel funds, he 
also stated that: 


The next World Congress, which is to take 
place in 1979 in Moscow, is on the joint 
invitation of the Soviet Political Science 
Association and the Academy of Sciences of 
the USSR. We have been given explicit 
assurances from representatives of both 
bodies that there will be no interference 
from both bodies in the proceedings of the 
Congress and that visas will be given in time 
to all scholars participating in the Congress, 
whether or not the countries have diplo- 
matic relations with the USSR. These as- 
surances were made explicit in the case of 
scholars from Israel. 


Holt moved that President Beer ascertain from 
Professor Deutsch whether he has agreements, 
in writing, that there will be equal treatment as 
well as provision of visas for all scholars who 
wish to attend the World Congress of IPSA, and 
that information on these agreements be 
printed in PS for the information of Associa- 
tion members. The motion was approved with- 
out objection. 


Report of the Ad Hoc 
Committee on Association Awards 


Holt, Chairperson of the Ad Hoc Committee on 
Association Awards, presented the Council with 


a preliminary report of the Committee (a copy 
of which is attached to the record copy of these 
minutes). The Committee will report back to 
the September meeting of the Council with 
specific recommendations. 


Policy Governing Courtesy Listings 
for Annual Meeting Programs 


At the February Council meeting, the national 
office was asked to explore whether courtesy 
listings, in the Annual Meeting program, of 
sessions, panels or social events arranged by 
non-APSA groups or organizations should be 
included only on payment of a listing fee. The 
national office reported that they had explored 
the matter and made the following recommen- 
dation: 


No charge should be made for courtesy 
listings. Many, if not most, of the listings are 
for groups or organizations with no income. 
Assisting them in meeting at our Annual 
Meeting is a significant service to them. In 
addition, it is likely that the cost of collect- 
ing a courtesy listing fee would be greater 
than the income derived. 


The recommendation of the national office was 
accepted without objection. 


Committee on Professional Development 


At the September meeting of the Council, a 
resolution was passed establishing a Committee 
on the Utilization of Political Scientists in a 
Changing Society. Thomas Mann of the na- 
tional office staff reported to the Council that 
the Committee had held its first meeting to 
discuss projects which they wish to pursue, and 
had asked that the Council change the name of 
the committee to the Committee on Profes- 
sional Development. There was no objection to 
the change of name. 


Agenda Items for Next Council Meeting 


It was agreed that the Council would meet, 
prior to the Annual Meeting, at the Washington 
Hilton Hotel on Wednesday, August 31. Holt 
requested that the Agenda for the meeting 
include consideration of a resolution concern- 
ing payment to persons asked to evaluate rank 
and tenure at a university other than their own 
and a resolution encouraging universities to 
open positions for regular part-time tenure and 
tenurable appointments.

The Office of the Historian, Department of 
State, wishes to call attention to several recent- 
ly published volumes in the series Foreign 
Relations of the United States and to its plans 
for future volumes. Recent volumes include 
Foreign Relations, 1948, volume V, The Near 
East, South Asia, and Africa, part 2, which 
presents documentation on U.S. policy with 
respect to the Palestine question and the 
creation of the state of Israel; Foreign Rela- 
tions, 1949, volume V, Eastern Europe; The 
Soviet Union; volume V1, The Near East, South 
Asia, and Africa; and volume VII, The Far East 
and Australasia; part 2, with documentation 
pertaining to Japan, Korea, and general U.S. 
policy with respect to East Asia and the Pacific; 
Foreign Relations, 1950; volume |, National 
Security Affairs; Foreign Economic Policy, 
including NSC 68 and related documentation; 
volume Il, The United Nations; The Western 
Hemisphere; volume V1, East Asia and the 
Pacific, which inctudes documentation relating 
to China, Japan, and Indochina; and volume 
Vil, Korea, with documentation concerning the 
Korean War. All volumes of the series through 
1949 have now been published except 7949, 
volume VII, China, one of two volumes with 
documentation on U.S. China policy in 1949, 
which is still in the clearance process. 


Other volumes in preparation for the year 1950 
are as follows: volume Ili, Western Europe 
(scheduled for publication in 1977); volume IV, 
Central and Eastern Europe; Soviet Union 
(scheduled for publication in late 1977); and 
volume V, The Near East, South Asia, and 
Africa (scheduled for publication in 1978). 
There will be a total of seven volumes for 1950. 
The seven volumes for 1951 will deal with 
national security affairs and foreign economic 
policy, the United Nations and the Western 
Hemisphere, European security and the German 
question, European political and economic de- 
velopments, the Near East and Africa, Asia and 
the Pacific, and Korea and China. Except for 
volume VI, Asia and the Pacific (scheduled for 
publication in 1978), the 1951 volumes are all 
undergoing the clearance process. 


Foreign Relations volumes for the years after 
1951 are being compiled on a triennial rather 
than an annual basis. The 16 volumes which 
have been compiled for the years 1952-1954 
include three volumes on national security 
affairs, foreign economic policy, and the United

Nations, one concerning the American Repub- 
lics, four concerning European affairs, three 
pertaining to the Middle East, and five concern- 
ing the Far East, including one volume on 
Indochina, one on Korea, and one on the 
Geneva Conference of 1954.

NORC General Social Survey 


Annually since 1972 the National Science 
Foundation has funded the Genera! Social 
Survey at the National Opinion Research Cen- 
ter. To date six national surveys with a com- 
bined total of 9,120 respondents have been 
completed. Among the some 400 items are 
questions on presidential vote, party prefer- 
ence, confidence in leadership, national spend- 
ing priorities, taxation, abortions, capital pun- 
ishment, gun registration, foreign affairs, ERA, 
busing and race relations, and organizational 
membership. Recently, three events of major 
importance have occurred regarding the GSS. 
First, the 1977 survey has been completed and 
is currently available from the Roper Public 


Opinion Research Center, Williams College, 
Williamstown, Massachusetts. Secondly, a cu- 
mulative data set that merges together all six 
GSS's into one data file has been prepared. 
Fach year or survey acts as a subfile. This 
arrangement greatly simplifies the use of the 
GSS's for both trend analysis and pooling. In 
addition, this cumulative data set contains 
items previously available only as supplemental 
data sets, such as the Dictionary of Occupa- 
tional Titles rankings of an occupation’s rela- 
tionship to data, people, and things. Also, the 
cumulative file contains certain items never 
before available, such as questions from a 1977 
methodological scaling experiment on race rela- 
tions, sex roles, and abortions. This data set is 
fully documented by a cumulative codebook. 
The data set and codebook are available at cost 
from the Roper Center. Thirdly, the GSS 
expects to provide the social science commu- 
nity with similar data for the next five years. 
While no final decision has been made, we 
anticipate that NSF will provide funding for 
surveys in 1978, 1980, and 1982.

Applied PHENOMENOLOGY 


Applying phenomenology to the understanding 
of problems in politics and administration is the 
topic of a conference tentatively scheduled for 
March, 1978, in New York City. The purpose 
of the Conference for Applied Phenomenology 
is to shift the development of phenemenology 
within American potitical science into practical 
directions. Papers are sought in all fields of 
political science, including especially public 
administration. Papers should reflect involve- 
ment in planned, ongoing, or completed re- 
search on practical issues and should clearly 
delineate any concrete benefits to be derived 
from using a phenomenological approach in 
contrast to other approaches. The conference is 
sponsored by the New York Universities Con- 
sortium for Applied Phenomenology. Paper

-BRITISH Politics Group 


The British Politics Group, founded to encour- 
age teaching and research on all aspects of 
British politics and to provide a means through 
which scholars working in this field could 
communicate readily, has developed a broad 
program of activities during its three years of 
existence. The BPG organized three sessions for 
the APSA meetings in Washington in Septem- 
ber. One dealt with changing attitudes toward 
political conflict and the resultant limits on. 
movement group politics in the British setting. 
Another panel examined political violence in 
Northern Ireland in a cross-national context. 
And the third session considered the extent to 
which the traditional secrecy that has character- 
ized the operation of British government has 
changed in response to pressures for more 
openness. In addition to these sessions the BPG 
cooperated with the French, German, and 
Italian “country” groups in organizing a round- 
table on center-periphery relations and a panel 
on economic problems in European democra- 
cies. 


An especially noteworthy feature of the Wash- 
ington activities was the reception jointly spon- 
sored by the “country” groups. Peter Jay, the 
newly appointed British Ambassador to the 
United States, accepted the invitation of the 
BPG to attend. Ambassador Jay spoke on 
British politics for about a quarter of an hour 
and then answered questions for three-quarters 
of an hour. The informality and interchange of 
this session were particularly well received. 


The BPG has been quite active in organizing 
other conferences and meetings. As part of the 
Group’s effort to establish links across disciplin- 
ary boundaries, it accepted the invitation of the 
Conference on British Studies, an organization 
of historians, to organize a panel for their 
national meetings in Claremont in April 1977. 
In the summer of 1976 the BPG obtained 
financial support from the Nuffield Foundation 
in Britain to organize a conference at the 
University of Stirling in Scotland on Research 
Trends in British Politics. Papers on a variety of 
topics were presented by British scholars with 
American scholars having the primary responsi- 
bility of discussants. The papers now have been 
published by Sage Publications in a volume 
edited by Dennis Kavanagh and Richard Rose. 


Plans now are underway for a somewhat similar 
conference to be held in the United States. The 
meetings would bring together again both Brit- 
ish and American scholars and would aim 
toward publication of a book containing the 
papers presented. The purpose of the confer- 
ence is to focus on the specific ways in which 
Britain has changed over the last generation and

to assess whether this is decline or simply 
alteration. 


The second edition of the BPG’s. Research 
Register, a listing of the work being done by 
those, regardless of BPG membership, actively 
studying British politics, appeared in the spring 
of 1977. The Group's Newsletter is issued 
requiarly on a quarterly basis and has attracted 
a good bit of favorable comment both for its 
appearance and its contents. The material in- 
cluded varies from news items of recent politi- 
cal developments in Britain to brief articles like 
one dealing with confidential sources of infor- 
mation used in writing the Nuffield election 
series. 


Among future activities one event especially 
stands out. The BPG has announced a competi- 
tion for a dissertation prize. Dissertations on 
British politics completed during calendar 
1975, 1976, or 1977 are eligible for nomina- 
tion. A prize of £100 will be awarded to the 
author of the best one at the BPG meetings in 
New York in September 1978. Nominations 
must be received by the BPG Executive Secre- 
tary at 503 Ross Hall, Department of Political 
Science, lowa State University, Ames, lowa 
50011 no later than February 1, 1978.

Committee on PARTY Renewal 


The Committee is a voluntary association of 
political scientists and practitioners committed 
to the strengthening of political parties in the 
U.S. Formally constituted in 1976, the group 
presented a panel at the annual meetings on 
“Priorities on the Agenda for Party Renewal” 
and has issued policy statements opposing a 
single national presidential primary and sup- 
porting midterm conventions in both major 
parties. 


At the last APSA meeting, members of the 
group delivered a public declaration of princi- 
ples at the Jefferson Memorial. It was read by 
Professor James McGregor Burns, as follows: 
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We meet today, at this shrine of American 
democracy, to deplore the disintegration of a 
basic American institution. Our political party 
system, first inspired by Thomas Jefferson, is in 
serious danger of destruction. 


Without parties there can be no organized and 
coherent politics. When politics tacks co- 
herence, there can be no accountable democ- 
racy. Parties are indispensable to the realization 
of democracy. The stakes are no less than that. 


We are not speaking today in defense of the 
boss-ridden parties of an earlier era. Indeed, the 
demise of the boss has opened a new oppor- 
tunity for a strong two-party system. Currently, 
in certain states, new-style parties have already 
taken shape, providing a model of broad partici- 
pation, focused on issues. 


But such local rebuilding is struggling against 
powerful counterforces that are undermining 
party structures everywhere. If these forces 
ultimately prevail, it would mean the end of 
potentially the most powerful political organi- 
zations acting for the people as a whole—poor 
people, middie class people, all those who lack 
specialized political organizations of their own. 
It would mean the end of a crucial link between 
the mass of people and the issue-discussing and 
policy-making process. It would mean the end 
of an organized ‘loyal opposition” that can 
keep officials under watch and on their toes. It 
would mean the end of any real hope for 
national party leadership with enough clout to 
hold Presidents to their campaign promises and 
curb tendencies toward the “imperial Presi- 
dency.” 


What would take the piace of parties? A politics 
of celebrities, of excessive media influence, of 
political fad-of-the-month clubs, of massive 
private financing by various ‘‘fatcats’’ of state 
and congressional campaigns, of gun-for-hire 
campaign managers, of heightened interest in 
“personalities” and lowered concern for policy, 
of manipulation and maneuver and manage- 
ment by self-chosen political elites. 


To reverse the decline of party and reinvigorate 
these great instruments of democracy, we urge 
the following steps: 


1. Public financing of campaigns through par- 
ties. Instead of giving money to individual 
candidates, the federal and state govern- 
ments should provide funds to the parties, 
which would use it both to strengthen their 
organizational and educational programs and 
to help candidates with their campaign 
costs. Public funding of parties already 
exists successfully in a half-dozen states, and 
is a part of the presidential campaign finance 
law. These sound precedents should be 
taken as a model for any proposal to finance 
congressional campaigns. , 


2. Mid-term conventions for both major par- 
ties. We urge that each party hold a mid- 
term national convention, where issues may 
be debated and voted upon, and the party’s 
platform renewed. Delegates to the conven- 
tion should include both elected office- 


holders and persons chosen by the party 
rank-and-file. Holding such a convention is 
at least as important for the party out of 
power as for the party in power. 


ITALIAN Politics Group 


The Conference Group on Italian Politics is 
entering the third year of its existence. It has 
142 members: 107 in the United States, 4 in 
Canada, 25 in Italy, 5 in other European 
countries, and 1 in Israel. Its membership 
includes not only political scientists but also 
historians, sociologists, economists, psycholo- 
gists, anthropologists, journalists, other mem- 
bers of the academic profession, some State 
Department and Italian foreign service people, 
and a number of people from non-academic 
occupations who happen to be interested in 
Italian political problems. 


During the past year, our Conference Group has 
sent its members a Newsletter containing much 
valuable information about research facilities, 
forthcoming and past conferences, and the 
activities of our members. It also Sponsored 
two panels at the American Political Science 
Association meeting held in Washington, D.C. 
at the Washington Hilton Hotel, September 1-4, 
1977. One panel, chaired by Joan Barth Urban 
of Catholic University, dealt with The Historic 
Compromise. Papers were delivered by Joan 
Barth Urban, by Lawrence Gray of Johns 
Hopkins University, by Robert Leonardi of the 
University of Michigan, and by Simon Serfaty 
of the School of Advanced Internationa! Stu- 
dies, Johns Hopkins University. Eric Willenz of 
the State Department served as discussant. The 
other panel, chaired by Giuseppe Di Palma of 
the University of California-Berkeley and Juan 
Linz of Yale University, dealt with Mediter- 
ranean Politics: Transition Papers were deli- 
vered by Giuseppe Di Palma, by Juan Linz, by 
Nikiforos Diamandouros of Orange County 
Community College, and by Philippe Schmitter 
of the University of Chicago. A. F. K. Organski 
of the University of Michigan, and Stefano 
Passigli of the University of Florence served as 
discussants. Our Conference Group also col- 
laborated with several Western European coun- 
try groups in setting up two Joint Country 
Group panels. 


The Conference Group also held its annual 
business meeting and luncheon on September 2, 
1977 at the Washington Hilton Hotel. About 30 
members and guests were in attendance. Since 
several officers had reached the end of their 
terms, new officers were elected to replace 
them.

3. A reversal of the trend toward more and 
more primaries. Primaries, in an appropriate 
mixture with other devices such as caucuses 
and state conventions, are part of the 
traditional process by which the major 
parties choose their nominees for President. 
But the system has gotten out of balance. 
About three-quarters of the delegates to 
national conventions are now chosen in 
primaries. More states are planning to adopt 
presidential primaries, if only to share in the 
kind of media attention a small state like 
New Hampshire receives. Collectively these 
primaries are expensive, exhausting, confus- 
ing, and unrepresentative. In the interest of 
democracy and for the sake of the party 
system, we call upon state legislatures to 
reverse the trend toward proliferation. 


These steps, taken together, will serve the 
important purpose of helping to broaden party 
participation, revitalize party activity, and 
hence strengthen democracy in wards, precincts 
and communities throughout the country. 


it is more than three years since Watergate. We 
are in danger of forgetting the main revetation 
of that episode: the pernicious influence that 
big-time campaign contributors can have over 
government. The best remedy for that disease is 
the revitalization of the party system. We call 
upon ail friends of democracy to join us in 
working for party renewal. 


During the coming years, the group will be 
developing further policy statements and plans 
for conferences and publications. Inclusion in 
the group is open to all.

One benchmark over the years is that where 
women are in a position {as panei and section 
chairpersons) to select participants, other wo- 
men are more apt to be selected. The three (out 
of 15) sections chaired by women had women 
as a quarter of the chairpersons and as 24.3% of 
their paper givers and 17.9% of their discussants 
(cf. 28% and 12.5% in 1976). The 20 panels 
headed by women had women as 25.2% of their 
paper givers and 32.3% of their discussants (cf. 
27% and 35% in 1976). (These panels contained 
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24.7% of the women giving papers at the 
convention and 33.3% of the convention's 
female discussants.) 


The best showing for women at the convention 
came in the section on Political Science as a 
Profession. For the past four years this section 
has been headed by women and the result has 
been to give female professionals opportunities 
unaccorded them elsewhere.

Methods and Empirical Theory had its best 
showing in four years. (For the first time there 
was a woman chairing one of its panels. Three 
of the five female paper givers in this section 
were in her panel.) The Electoral Behavior and 
Political Attitudes section also had the best 
showing in four years for sections of its kind. 


In 1976, our bicentennial year, the two sections 
in the Constitutional Law-Judicial Behavior 
field did much better in their sex balance 
thantheir 1977 and 1975 equivalents.

To the Editor: 


In the August 20 and 27 issue of The New 
Republic, an editorial entitled “A Humanist at 
the Humanities” inadvertently conveyed a false 


impression. “The republic of learning and let- 
ters,” said the editorial, ‘‘works by squabbling 
—especially bitter squabbling, Henry Kissinger 
used to say, because the stakes are so small.” 
One might infer from this that Dr. Kissinger 
originated the line. 


Actually, it is a version one of Sayre’s Laws, 
observations on the worlds of academe and 
politics pronounced from time to time by the 
late Wallace S. Sayre, who was professor of 
political science at Columbia University. Profes- 
sor Sayre’s formulation was, "The politics of 
the university are so intense because the stakes 
are so low.” A more general statement of it 
appeared, correctly attributed, in Charles is- 
sawi, /ssawi’s Laws of Social Motion (Haw- 
thorn, 1973), p. 178. 


The paternity of such laws is frequently am- 
biguous and disputed, but this is one of those 
rare cases in which I am sure scores of people 
will verify my statement of its origin. Many of 
them have known it as Sayre’s Law for decades; 
| myself first heard it from his lips more than a 
quarter of a century ago, and that was not the 
first time he had enunciated it. It has been 
around a long time. 


I'm sure that when he cited it, Dr. Kissinger did 
not mean to imply that he originated it, any 
more than | expect to be given credit for 
Newton's laws because | am wont to remark 
that to every action there is an equal and 
opposite reaction (a real conversation-stopper 
at cocktail parties) or for Einstein's laws be- 
cause {| am inclined to stun listeners with the 
comment that everything’s relative. Mind you, | 
do lay claim to a law or iwo, but only to those 
| believe | coined. | have no doubt that Dr. 
Kissinger would wish to do the same; indeed, he 
himself may be able to confirm Sayre as the 
source of the law implicitly ascribed to Kis- 
singer in the editorial. 


Perhaps this is the time to record publicly two 
more of Wallace Sayre’s laws. Observing that 
the mayoralty of New York is often referred to 
as the second biggest executive office in the 
country, that U.S. Representative is the highest 
previous political office held by any incumbent, 
and that no New York mayor ever went on to 
other high domestic public office after leaving 
the mayoralty, Sayre declared, ‘‘The mayors of 
New York come from nowhere and go no- 
where.” He also remarked that, “Generally 
speaking, the benefits of administrative reor- 
ganization are immediate, but the costs are 
cumulative.” These are a couple of pronounce- 
ments to give us pause these days!

In Memoriam 
Raymond A. Bauer 


Raymond A. Bauer was a psychologist whose 
contributions to social science knew no disci- 
plinary boundaries. He contributed to Soviet 
studies, the development of social indicators, 
and to management research. An untimely 
death from throat cancer in August 1977 
stopped his lively and original work. 


Ray Bauer’s professional career started with 
Russian studies at the time of World War Il. 
immediately after the War he joined the Har- 


vard study of Soviet society that had been 
organized by Clyde Kiuckhohn. Bauer or- 
ganized the interviewing of displaced persons 
from the USSR who had been left in Western 
Europe as a result of the war. These interviews 
with individuals who had been moved by the 
Nazis as slave laborers, but who had been 
ordinary Soviet citizens under Stalin before 
then, opened up for social science a crack in 
that extraordinary shell of secrecy in which the 
pre-war Stalin regime surrounded its society. 
Ray Bauer’s first book on Soviet affairs (his 
dissertation), ‘The New Man in Soviet Psycho- 
logy” (1952), dealt with psychological concepts 
embedded in the Soviet political ideology, and 
was largely based on published materials. The 
next three books of which he was author or 
co-author depended primarily on the displaced 
person interviews, and clarified the character of 
daily life within the Soviet system. His “Nine 
Soviet Portraits” (1955) portrayed in ideal-type 
biographies different kinds of individuals and 
their life experiences in the system. Then in 
1956 (with Alex Inkeles and Clyde Kluckhohn) 
he published “How the Soviet System Works,” 
and in 1958 (with Alex Inkeles) “The Soviet 
Citizen.” 


From 1953 to 1957, Bauer taught in the 
political science program at M.1.T. and was in 
the Research Program on Internationa! Commu- 
nications at the Center for International Studies 
there. In that period of novel and expanding 
American involvement in the outside world, he 
studied how American businessmen informed 
themselves about foreign situations, and made 
judgments about foreign economic policy. 
“American Business and Public Policy” was the 
report on that study, a book that won the 
APSA’'s Woodrow Wilson Award for 1963. 
No-one would doubt that economic interest 
enters into businessmen’s behavior, but that, 
the book argued, was a shallow explanation. 
The question to which the book addressed itself 
was how the structure of information flows, 
responsibility, and decision making shaped how 
businessmen perceived their self-interest, and 
for that matter how such factors shaped the 
perceptions of their interest by Congressmen 
and lobbyists too. Questions of that sort have 
reappeared in Ray Bauer’s writings ever since. 


During Bauer’s period at MIT, he also made an 
important contribution to the psychological 
understanding of attitude formation through 
his work on imaginary audiences. In the course 
of thinking and deciding, people conduct inter- 
na! dialogues; the conclusions that they reach 
depend in part on their anticipations of reac- 
tions by these internalized audiences. Bauer’s 
original statement was in an article with Claire 
Zimmerman in the Public Opinion Quarterly 
(Spring 1956) on “The Effect of an Audience 
on What ts Remembered”; a late review of the 
subject appears in Bauer’s chapter in the 
“Handbook of Communication.” 


Since 1957, Professor Bauer taught at the 
Graduate School of Business Administration, 
Harvard University, where he held tne Joseph 
C. Wilson chair. There he published on tele- 


vision advertising, and the public's feelings 
about it, on the processes of policy formation, 
and on corporate responsibility. 


The concept of social indicators entered the 
mainstream of American social thought through 
a project of the American Academy of Arts and 
Sciences that Bauer directed in the mid-1960s. 
It led to the book “Social Indicators” (1966). 
It is a long time since people challenged the 
concept of such economic indicators as “cost of 
living,” or “GNP” on the ground that they 
involve the adding together of apples and 
oranges, and that they fail to take account of 
the infinite complexity of reality. In econom- 
ics, such logical issues have been fought out and 
clarified; it has come to be generally recognized 
that well-defined simplifications can be useful 
tools, especially for time series comparisons. 
Consensus on, and understanding of, the value 
of similar indicators of a non-economic charac- 
ter still remains to be won; logica! objections 
and skepticism greet proposals for social indi- 
cators. Yet thanks to Bauer’s pioneering work, 
and persuasive exposition the concept is begin- 
ning to gain acceptance. 


In 1970, he joined the White House staff for 
half a year in an attempt to develop a national 
social indicators program. It was a frustrating 
experience for him, but while no great break- 
through occurred in that political environment, 
the idea keeps making progress, on the Hill, in 
the Executive Branch, and in private founda- 
tions. There seems to be little reason to doubt 
that in the end there will be extensive develop- 
ment of social indicators and acceptance of 
them. 


Those who had the good fortune to work with 
Ray Bauer would have no difficulty agreeing 
about a couple of distinctive personal character- 
istics that ran through his career. One of these 
was warmth in human relations; another was 
sensitive awareness of “Second Order Conse- 
quences” (the title of one of his 17 books). 


Ray Bauer had innumerable devoted friends. He 
cared about people, and they reciprocated in 
caring for him. It would be hard to draw a line 
between his friends, and his students, and his 
co-workers, for they all became his friends. He 
had been president of the American Association 
of Public Opinion Research; he was widely 
active and accepted in both academic and 
business circles. People in all walks of life 
responded to him. He grew up in Chicago, and 
had worked as a foundry laborer and materials 
tester; he never lost touch with ordinary peo- 
ple. He followed sports avidly. His ability to 
relate to people was part of what made him a 
superb interviewer and field worker. It also 
entered into his empathy with decision makers. 
Perhaps it was his sensitivity to people which 
led to his disinclination to make flat judgments 
of right and wrong. He could aiways be counted 
upon to note unobvious systems consequences 
of actions and policies. Others might jump to 
one-sided conclusions, but Ray Bauer, while 
always concerned for human welfare, would see 
things as trade-offs. That kind of thoughtful- 
ness leads to moderation; in some people 
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moderation in turn leads to Hamletian inhibi- 
tion of action. Notso in the case of Ray Bauer. 
He was always ready to try the new. That was 
true in his personal life, in academic methodol- 
ogy, and in social policy. He was thus a rare 
combination of a scholar and a man of action, 
an innovator and a moderate.

Martin Diamond 


Only an exceptionally strong mind and heart 
could possibly have sustained the range and 
diversity of Martin Diamond’s interests, associa- 
tions, and activities. The characteristic tension 
of his life was created by the many different 
and sometimes conflicting demands he allowed 
to be placed upon him. His friends constantly 
urged that he spend himself less freely (while of 
course taking plenty for ourselves), but he 
would not and could not give less than all of his 
remarkable talents and his good, affectionate 
nature, 


Diamond was a superb speaker. Perhaps that is 
what he did best of afl. On the stump, at the 
lectern, in academic conferences and confronta- 
tions, before public audiences, to statesmen, 
with friends—he spoke magnificently. He had 
the actor’s sense of and concern for the details 
and the style of his presentation. He took 
pleasure in the finely turned, thoughtful phrase. 
He sought always to speak, of course intelli- 
gently and lucidly, but also with some elegance. 
He was a master story-teller and had a vast 
reservoir of perfectly remembered, subtle jokes 
that were always funny and in point. He 
enjoyed, and admitted that he enjoyed, the 
applause of his hearers. He once asked jokingly 
how he could get credit for suppressing a 
pertinent but not quite first-rate joke. He did 
not pretend indifference to being on the cover 
of Time as one of the country’s ten best 
teachers. But he knew precisely the value of all 
the praise he received, and he valued most the 
applause of a quickened understanding. If his 
audience, whether in a great hall or in some- 
one’s dining room, was restless or inattentive or 
indifferent he died a little, and he made 
extraordinary and almost always successful 
efforts to reach it, to make it respond, under- 
stand, join his wonder at human nobility and 
human folly. These qualities helped to make 
Diamond the great teacher he is universally 
acknowledged to have been. 


tn addition to his own teaching in a wide 
variety of forums, Diamond was active in 
thinking and writing and teaching about teach- 
ing. He attempted to resist narrow, vaiue-free, 
sub-political teaching about politics, at the 
lower as well as the college and graduate levels. 
He did ali he could to arrest the decline in 
understanding among teachers of politics of the 
relevance and the nobility of the writings and 
doings of the American Founding Fathers. In 
his own teaching, in lectures and writings, in his 
textbook on American government, and as a 
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member of the American Political Science 
Association committees on undergraduate edu- 
cation, he sought to reach out as widely as he 
could with tough-minded support for the nobil- 
ity of teaching politics and for good teaching 
about the American tradition and American 
heroes. 


At one time Diamond aspired to be an actor or 
perhaps a director, and he retained a keen 
interest in the arts, especially the movies. (He 
took pleasure in out-“‘buffing” self-declared, 
serious movie buffs.) But Diamond could no 
more have been content as an actor than he 
could have foresworn being an actor at ail. He 
was determined to speak his own words, his 
own mind, at the highest level he could reach. 
The words he uttered as a young socialist 
agitator in New York City did not seem, finally, 
to stand up to the tests of experience and 
critical examination, and this led him on a 
journey into academia, providing him with 

the germ of his interpretation of the intellectual 
failure of American socialism, which became his 
Ph.D. dissertation. Entering the University of 
Chicago, without a B.A., for graduate studies in 
1950, Diamond enthusiastically shared and 
contributed to the vitality of Chicago’s Depart- 
ment of Political Science in the early 1950s, 
where a solid social science orthodoxy was 
under courteous, relentless attack by Leo 
Strauss, a remarkable professor from the New 
School for Social Research who proposed to 
restore, and who did in fact restore, political 
philosophy to a place in contemporary political 
science. Some of Diamond's writing and much 
of his teaching was concerned with elaborating 
or trying to explain or simply trying to under- 
stand Strauss’ criticism of social science and the 
complex and difficult alternative he presented. 
Of special note here are his attempts to clarify, 
in ways guided by Aristotle but pertinent to 
contemporary political science, the notion of 
“opinion” and the relation of fact and value. A 
sketch of this ambitious project was presented 
in a series of lectures at Loyola University in 
1970; portions were published in an essay on 
“The Dependence of Fact Upon ‘Value’,” in 
Interpretation (1972) and his William Benet 
Munro Memorial Lecture at Stanford University 
in 1975 on “Opinion, Passion, and Interest in 
Political Life.” 


But while the context of Diamond's intellectual 
concern was the tradition of political philoso- 
phy that Strauss opened, the focus was on the 
American regime. To understand the basic 
principles of the American regime, Diamond 
turned to the intentions of its makers. Estab- 
lishing for this generation of Americans (includ- 
ing political scientists), the relevance of the 
Founders to contemporary questions was Dia- 
mond’s first major object, and it is his major 
scholarly achievement. The American Constitu- 
tion and the writings surrounding it, especially 
the great Federalist Papers, were not, Diamond 
showed, a reactionary turning away from the 
principles of the Declaration of Independence. 
in Diamond’s view profoundly democratic, 
these documents were rather a response to the 


problem of government set out in the Declara- 
tion and, for all their imperfections and limita- 
tions, brilliantly successful. Diamond’s writing 
on the Federalist is the best ever done on that 
preeminent American political book; and it is 
the core of a relatively small but superb body 
of scholarship on the American Founding and 
its present-day relevance. Of special note are 
Diamond’s widely reprinted 1959 American 
Political Science Review essay on “Democracy 
and The Federalist: A Reconsideration of the 
Framers’ Intent”; “The Federalist," in History 
of Political Philosophy (ed. L. Strauss and J. 
Cropsey, 1963); “What the Framers meant by 
Federalism,” in A Nation of States (ed. R. 
Goldwin, 1963); “The Revolution of Sober 
Expectations,” in America’s Continuing Revo- 
lution (American Enterprise Institute, 1975); 
“The Declaration and the Constitution: Liber * 
ty, Democracy and the Founders,” in The 
Public Interest (1975); “The Federalist on 
Federalism,” Yale Law Journal (1977). In 
recent years Diamond sought to explore and to 
defend the distinctive American ethic, especial- 
ly in his “The American |dea of Man: The View 
from the Founding,” in The Americans (ed. i. 
Kristol] and P. Weaver, 1976) and the just- 
published “Ethics and Politics: The American 
Way,” in Moral Foundations of the American 
Republic (ed. R. Horwitz, 1977). 


In a textbook which he conceived and of which 
he was the senior author, The Democratic 
Republic (with H. Garfinkel and W. Fisk, 2nd 
ed., 1970), Diamond combined his understand- 
ing of the American Founding and his convic- 
tion that the intention of the Founders is the 
best beginning point for understanding the 
American regime, with his concern to provide 
the teaching of American government with the 
solid foundation, the civic relevance, and the 
dignity that it deserves. In a time and a 
profession that tends to cynicism, Diamond 
boldly praised what is praiseworthy in the 
American Tradition. 


During and following his graduate studies, 
Diamond taught at the Illinois Institute of 
Technology (1952-1955) and at the University 
of Chicago (1952-1958), where he was also a 
major figure in the “Social Science I” course of 
the “Hutchins College” program at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. Moving to Claremont Men’s 
College and Claremont Graduate School in 
1958, Diamond was quickly recognized as a 
natural academic leader as well as an extraor- 
dinary teacher and scholar, and he established a 
program on politica! philosophy and American 
political thought and institutions that continues 
in those institutions. He was named Burnet C, 
Wohlford Professor of American Political insti- 
tutions in 1963. In 1971 Diamond accepted a 
Professorship at Northern Ilinois University 
where he was again the central figure in a 
graduate program emphasizing political philoso- 
phy and American political thought and institu- 
tions. On the day before his death Diamond 
had moved to Washington where he was to have 
assumed the Thomas and Dorothy Leavey Chair 
on the Foundations of American Freedom at 


Georgetown University, and a position as Ad- 
junct Scholar of the American Enterprise Insti- 
tute. 


As a political scientist, Diamond was a dis- 
senter, a man of strongly held opinion that 
were controversial in his profession. Yet he was 
enjoyed, listened to, and respected throughout 
the discipline. To disembowel an opponent 
with a quick rhetorical thrust was child’s play 
for Diamond, but the better, more interesting, 
more demanding task was to reason, inquire, 
and persuade. He carried extraordinary interest 
and enthusiasm not only into his teaching and 
writing and his very wide friendships among 
political scientists, but also into his many 
activities in the American Political Science 
Association. Diamond’s contributions to the 
organized profession were many. He served on 
the Council of the American Political Science 
Association from 1973 to 1975, and on the 
Steering Committee for Undergraduate Educa- 
tion out of which came the Division of Educa- 
tional Affairs. (A forthcoming issue of DEA 
News will be devoted to the contributions of 
Professor Diamond.) He was the principle archi- 
tect of the APSA’s Ethical Issues Seminars and 
the Strauss Memorial Award. At the time of his 
death he had agreed to serve on the newly 
established Task Force on the Future of the 
Association, 


Diamond's other activities were almost endless. 
He was a Fellow of the Center for Advanced 
Study in the Behavioral Sciences (a very special 
recognition for a man of his persuasion in 
1960-1961); he was a Fellow at the Woodrow 
Wilson International Center for Scholars in 
1974-75 and at the National Humanities tnsti- 
tute in New Haven the following year. He 
received recognition and support for his schol- 
arly activities by the Earhart Foundation and 
the Rockefeller Foundation. He was a very 
frequent advisor of foundations, publishers, and 
academic leaders. He lectured for the State 
Department, the United States information 
Agency and other government agencies. He 
frequently appeared on public television, He 
was a member of the National Advisory Council 
of the American Revolution Bicentennial Ad- 
ministration. He was constantly in demand for 
consultation by public figures, including those 
at the very highest levels. He died on July 22, 
1977, at the age of 57, just after testifying 
before the Subcommittee on the Constitution 
of the Senate Judiciary Committee, testimony 
based upon his recent pamphlet written for the 
AEI, The Electoral College and the American 
Idea of Democracy. 


There was an appropriateness—a stilt painful 
appropriateness—in the circumstances of Martin 
Diamond's death. He died, as Irving Kristol 
said, “in the bosom of his beloved republic—in 
a Senate hearing room’’—better, for Diamond, 
the Senate than the White House or the 
Supreme Court building. “And he died after 
testifying brilliantly on behalf of a traditional 
American institution, the electoral college, 
which he believed indispensable to the well- 
being of that republic." He died aiso, | hope i 
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may be permitted to add, in the presence ot 
close friends and his beloved step-daughter, 
Diane. 


Diamond was, as Senator Daniel P, Moynihan 
said in the Senate shortly after his death, “a 
man often called upon by our country’s highest 
political figures for instruction and counsel, and 
that instruction and counsel will be sorely 
missed in legislative halis and executive offices 
as well as in the academic worid.” Diamond had 
keenly looked forward to his new positions in 
Washington to bring him into more sustained 
contact with American public life so that he 
could bring his special talents and point of view 
to bear upon it. He had hoped for a decade or 
two; he had plans, projects, insights, and 
wisdom enough for many times that.

Theodore H. Erb 


Theodore H. Erb, Associate Professor of Politi- 
cal Science at California State University, Long 
Beach, died on November 21, 1976, at 57 years 
of age. 


Ted Erb’s achievements reflected a rare blend 
of academic and non-academic pursuits, to all 
of which he brought great energy, optimism, 
and a spirit of adventure. In 1939, as an 
undergraduate at the University of Southern 
California, he interrupted his studies to join the 
Army Air Corps, and after American entrance 
into the Second World War, flew over 200 
unarmed solo missions into Germany from a 
North African base as a member of an air 
squadron taking aerial photographs for intelli- 
gence purposes, Later in that war he flew many 
additional missions on the China/Burma/India 
front. For these exploits he received numerous 
military decorations and promotion to the rank 
` of Lieutenant Colonel. 


Ted returned after the war to the University of 
Southern California and received his B.A. de- 
gree in International Relations/Political Science 
in 1947. He had joined the Army Reserve, but 
later returned to active duty with the newly 
created U.S. Air Force. He subsequently re- 
ceived his M.A. from Georgetown University in 
1950, a Diploma from the industrial College of 
the Armed Forces in 1960, and a Ph.D. from 
American University in 1968, all in the study of 
international Relations/Political Science. In the 
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meantime he studied Soviet and East European 
languages while on duty with the Directorate of 
Foreign Liaison in Washington, D.C., and at the 
Army Language School in Monterey, California, 
later serving for a time as Air Attache in the 
American Embassy in Prague, Czechoslovakia. 
Until 1961, he worked at U.S. Air Force 
Headquarters in Washington, D.C., and served 
aiso on assignment at various times with the 
National Security Council, the State Depart- 
ment, and the Central Intelligence Agency. 


While with the Air Force, Ted received con- 
siderable training in politico-military affairs, 
and he lectured before specialized audiences on 
such subjects as American foreign policy, na- 
tional security policies, and Soviet and Eastern 
European Affairs, most notably as a faculty 
member of the Industrial College of the Armed 
Forces from 1961 to 1965. In 1965 he retired 
from the Air Force with the rank of full 
Colonel, and became a member of the faculty 
at California State University, Long Beach, 
where he taught until his death. He borrowed 
extensively in his teaching from his experiences 
as a policy practitioner, and his career demon- 
strated how a teacher's prior broad-ranging 
government service can contribute to the en- 
richment of his students and his academic 
community. He was likewise interested in ap- 
plying the knowledge he gained as a teacher to 
the management and solution of policy-relevant 
problems. 


As a teacher, he constantly emphasized the 
need to apply political controls to the use of 
force in international affairs, and refused to 
believe in the inevitability of nuclear war. In his 
last years, he came to focus increasingly on 
those politically significant issues—such as 
worid-wide depletion of material resources and 
rising interdependent relationships between 
states—that can be coped with satisfactorily 
only through non-military and accommodative 
behaviors. In 1973, he was appointed Commis- 
sioner and elected Vice-Chairman of the Los 
Angeles County Energy Commission, remaining 
a member until the time of his death. 


Ted was an approachable, warm human being, 
giving much time as a teacher to students. 
Through his own experiences, shared with 
students, he became a model to many who 
admired his growth and contributions and tried 
to aspire to them. With his gentle demeanor, he 
had good rapport with students, and was an 
immensely popular teacher. 


Ted constantly sought new ways of expression 
and exploration. As a teacher, he had the 
ability to take a complicated question and pose 
it in a straightforward and direct way for 
students, yet also encouraging students to 
speculate about it and reflect on it. Accommo- 
dating himself to his students, he made aca- 
demic life meaningful, even exciting, for them. 
He was always congenial and friendly with 
associate faculty members, often finding words 
of encouragement when the faculty collectively 
was faced with a particularly difficult problem. 
In whatever he did, he was totally lacking in 


pretense and invariably even-tempered. indeed, 
most impressive about Ted Erb was the way he 
accommodated himself to the infinitely varied 
and challenging surroundings he encountered 
during his life. He excelled in all challenging 
situations, because in his own way, he was 
prepared for the novelty of all the challenges.

Harold F. Hartman 


Dr. Harold F. Hartman, a member of the 
Villanova University faculty since 1936 and still 
teaching two courses each semester, died on 
August 7, 1977, at age 69. “Doc,” as he was 
affectionately called by those who knew him, 
received his A.B. from Notre Dame in 1930, 
and his M.A. in 1931 and Ph.D. in 1935, both 
from Cornell. His areas of expertise included 
Constitutional Law and Development, the Con- 
stitutional Convention and the Marshall Era, 
Federal Regulatory Agencies and Government 
and Business. 


Doc served as chairman of History and Political 
Science for 20 (it was a combined Department 
in those days), and then served as Associate 
Dean for Aris for 15 more years. He held the 
rank of full professor, and just last May was 
awarded an honorary degree by Villanova in 
recognition of his more than 40 years service to 
the school. .

He is survived by his wife Eileen, three daugh- 
ters, three sons, six grandchildren, and a sister.

Walter Rice Sharp 


Walter Rice Sharp died tate last March in Palo 
Alto, California, after a long illness. The im- 
print of his kindliness and wisdom remains with 
generations of former students, colleagues, and 
government officials around the world who 
learned from him and enjoyed his friendship 
during his long and varied career. 


Professor Sharp was born in 1896 and received 
his bachelor’s degree from Wabash College in 
1917. After World War | service as an infantry 
captain and some graduate study at Yale 
University, he received an American Field 
Service Fellowship in 1920, the first year the 
fellowships were offered, and proceeded to earn 


his doctorate in law at the University of 
Bordeaux in 1922. Subsequently he taught 
briefly at Washington and Lee and for a decade 
and a half each at the University of Wisconsin 
(Madison) and Yale University, where he retired 
in 1964. 


In the 1940s, between Wisconsin and Yale, 
Sharp was Professor at the City College of New 
York and found time to play an important role 
among the creators of the specialized agencies 
of the United Nations. From 1943-45 he was 
Chief of Organization Planning in Washinaton 
for the new Food and Agriculture Organization; 
1946-48 he was Senior Administrative Assistant 
of the World Health Organization in Geneva; 
and 1948-50 he was Chief of the Division of 
international Cooperation of UNESCO in Paris. 
Later this richly innovative experience (plus a 
year 1954-55 in Cairo at the new UN-sponsored 
Egyptian Institute of Public Administration) 
served him well as background for the path- 
breaking study of Field Administration in the 
United Nations System that he published in 
1961. Subsequently in 1969 there came his 
major work on The United Nations Economic 
and Social Council. 


Professor Sharp had retained his early interest 
in France and comparative politics. His 1938 
Government of the French Republic was for 
many years a standard work on the Third 
Republic. A connecting thread to his later 
concentration in international organization was 
comparative administration. Thus his authorita- 
tive 1931 work on The French Civil Service: 
Bureaucracy in Transition together with his 
1940 Contemporary International Politics (co- 
authored with Grayson Kirk) together fore- 
shadowed the interest in international adminis- 
tration that became a commitment during his 
experiences of the 1940s. His was the good 
fortune to be both an alert scholar and an 
effective practitioner in an era of institutional 
genesis on a worldwide scale. He was realistic 
about the limitations of the UN specialized 
agencies that he was building and writing about; 
but he retained a modest sense that their 
contribution is considerable and their promise 
important. And he knew--and could convince 
others—that procedural details (not just grand 
visions) matter in constructing a better world. 


At Yale his graduate and undergraduate courses 
on international organizations were highlights 
of the programs in political science and inter- 
national relations and his influence was ex- 
tended widely through his full decade of service 
as director of graduate studies. 


Those who knew him well will remember a 
gentleman of the old school, with an easy 
courtliness, warm and benign, always generous 
with what he knew and with what he could do 
to help, yet not imposing himself or thwarting 
diverse schools of thought. His style was sup- 
portive and his encouragement widespread. He 
did not breed disciples; yet his ambiance was 
productive. All over the worid there are men 
and women who have appreciated what he did 
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for them and will be saddened not to be able to 
tell him so again.

The University Center for International Studies, University of Pittsburgh, in con- 
junction with the American Political Science Assn., has created an annual reference 
publication designed especially for scholars and educators doing research in the 
social and policy sciences. United States Political Science Documents (USPSD) is a 
quality reference tool to assist in your search for appropriate literature among the 
ever-increasing pool of source materials pertaining to your special area of interest.

USE OF THE INDEXES 


USPSD is published in two separate parts. The first part contains the indexes and the 
second part the document descriptions. Each entry in the indexes supplies the 
name(s) of an article’s author(s), its title, and`its complete journal citation. Each 
entry also supplies a document accession number through which the full description 
of a document can be found in the second part, where the document descriptions 
are listed in ascending sequence by document number. 


In USPSD the identification of articles of possible relevance is accomplished by 
consulting one or all of the five indexes: Author/Contributor Index, Subject Index, 
Geographic Area Index, Proper Name Index, or the Journal Index. A reader of 
USPSD, then, can search for literature written by a specific author, devoted to a 
specific subject (such as “southeast asia”), discussing a specific organization (such as 
“department of defense”), or published in a specific journal. Also included to facili- 
tate use of the Subject Index is a Rotated Subject Descriptor Display. 
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THE DOCUMENT DESCRIPTIONS 


The provision of information which can be used to decide whether or not a docu- 
ment should be looked up is accomplished in USPSD through an in-depth document 
description scheme. This scheme furnishes as many as nine separate items of infor- 
mation about a document: author(s), title, journal citation, abstract of contents, 
names of special features (figures, tables, etc.), names of cited persons, key subject 
descriptors, key geographic area descriptors, and proper names. 


THE PUBLICATION 


United States Political Science Documents is the published version of the contents 
of a computer-based information system developed by the University Center for 
International Studies, University of Pittsburgh, in conjunction with the American 
Political Science Association. The first edition was published in January of this year 
and contained 2,494 documents derived from journals published during 1975. The 
current volume of USPSD, Volume 2, has a publication date of August 1977 and 
covers 2,824 articles published during 1976. Volume 3 is currently in production 
and is scheduled for availability during July 1978, encompassing approximately 
3,000 documents.
